*May  16th.  “Mr.  Brooks  having  made  a motion  for  the  House  to  request 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  adjourn  the  Assembly  to  some  other  town  on 
Account  of  the  extravagant  price  of  entertainment  in  Hartford  and  being  seconded 
by  several  gentlemen,  a general  debate  thereon  ensued  and  consequently  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  prices  of  provision  and 
what  ought  to  be  allowed  and  paid  for  necessary  entertainment  of  the  members 
and  keeping  their  horses  and  report.  The  gentlemen  appointed  of  the  com- 
mittee are  Mr.  Brooks,  Maj.  Bray,  Mr.  Barns,  Col.  Chapman,  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Niles  and  Mr.  Felch.” 

On  the  18th  the  House  accepted  and  approved  this  report:  “ We  your  Honors’ 

•committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  prices  of  provisions  &c.  and 
what  ought  to  be  allowed  and  paid  for  the  necessary  expences  of  the  members 
of  this  House,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  price  for 
entertaining  the  person  of  each  member  ought  not  to  exceed  three  shillings  per 
day,  and  that  the  price  for  pasturing  each  horse  ought  not  to  exceed  eight 
pence  per  day.”  Journal  of  the  Lower  House.

$Mr.  Strong  entered  this  account  of  the  Dark  Day  in  the  Journal  of  the 
House  for  Friday,  19th  May,  1780:  — 

“After  the  severest  hard  winter  within  the  memory  of  man,  distinguished 
not  only  by  the  abundance  of  snow  and  frequent  storms  of  the  most  tedious  sort 
but  also  the  extreme  degrees  and  long  continuance  of  cold  — amidst  the  most 
backward  spring  recollected  by  aged  and  observing  citizens,  and  whilst  the  horrors 
of  an  unnnatural  war  are  increased  amazingly  and  increasing  perpetually  — the 
surface  of  the  earth  being  dry  and  the  season  cool  &c,  &c,  &c,  viz.'.  — 

“Friday  morning  19th  May  1780,  a sprinkling  of  rain  from  changeable  clouds 
was  succeeded  by  a rolling,  lowering  sky,  the  vapours  forming  as  it  were  an 
extensive  concave  integument  in  our  hemisphere  apparently  becoming  more  dense, 
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This  day  being  appointed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  Election 
of  the  public  officers  of  the  same,  viz:  Governor,  Deputy  Governor, 
Assistants,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  proclamation  was  made  in  manner 
accustomed,  and  then  the  votes  of  the  freemen  were  given  in  to  the  per- 
sons appointed  to  receive,  sort  and  count  them,  and  to  declare  the 
names  of  such  persons  as  shall  be  chosen  to  any  of  the  forementioned 
offices  according  to  law;  which  persons  so  appointed  were:  Jabez 

Hamlin,  Esqr,  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Esq1,  Roger  Sherman,  Esqr,  Abraham 
Davenport,  Esqr,  Oliver  Wolcott,  Esq1,  William  Williams,  Esqr,  Titus 
Hosmer,  Esqr,  Colo.  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Capt.  Eliphalet  Bulkley, 

compact  and  uniform,  till  covering  the  face  of  the  earth  or  bounding  the  sight 
each  way,  occasioned  a solemn  gloom  of  unusual  darkness  before  ten  o’clock 
but  soon  partially  dissipated  or  retired  for  the  space  of  perhaps  near  an  hour 
so  that  the  sun  became  barely  apparent  through  the  heterogeneous  penumbra, 
when  a still  darker  cloud,  rolling  under  the  sable  curtain  from  north  and  west, 
before  eleven  o’clock  excluded  the  light  so  that  none  could  see  to  write  or  read 
in  the  House,  even  at  either  window,  or  distinguish  persons  at  a small  distance 
or  perceive  any  distinction  of  dress  &c.  in  the  circle  of  attendants.  Wherefore 
at  11  o’clock  adjourned  the  House  till  2 o’clock  afternoon.  Coming  abroad 
there  appeared  circumambient  exhalations  of  heterogeneous  vapours  in  unequal 
columns  of  variegated  smoke  and  fog,  &c.,  waving  in  every  direction,  tinging  one 
another  and  every  visible  object  and  dazzling  the  eye  with  glimmering  corrusca- 
tions  of  changeable  green  and  yellow  somewhat  like  the  vibrating  scaly  shades  of 
the  aurora  borealis. 

“ Domestic  poultry  perch  on  the  roost  whilst  whip-poor  Will  alone  is 
chearful. 

“ Some  people  light  candles  to  eat  dinner  and  transact  business  though  few 
seem  disposed  to  be  diverted  from  surveying  the  fleeting  wonder  — anxiously 
enquiring  for  the  cause  and  conjecturing  the  consequences  of  the  rare  and  surpriz- 
ing phcenomenon.  About  noon  a clear  and  bright  firmament  being  discovered  in 
the  west,  the  agreeable  light  of  the  natural  day  rising  from  the  horrizon  and 
spreading  in  less  and  less  visible  distinction  gradually  followed  the  portentous 
fugitive  to  the  east,  so  that  before  two  o’clock  the  sun  made  a most  welcome 
appearance  through  an  amicable  cloud  or  misty  air.  How  curious  to  observe 
the  various  affections  in  different  persons!  the  degrees  of  anxiety  and  enthusiasm 
during  the  darkness  and  raillery  which  succeded  as  soon  as  Phoebus  and  Zephyrus 
had  chased  the  palpable  shadows  away. 

“ But  as  summer  succeds  to  winter  and  seed-time  precedes  harvest,  so  these 
are  but  parts  of  his  ways  Himself  how  wondrous  then. 

“ Saturday  3d  June  P.  M.  Still  dry  and  hazy,  the  atmosphere  filled  with 
suffocating  smoke  to  the  senses  of  sight  and  smell,  like  the  burning  of  the 
woods,  gradually  rendered  the  sun  at  abought  two  hours  height  as  red  as 
crimson  or  rather  like  a body  of  blood,  though  sometimes  partially  obnubilated 
by  transient  strakes  of  distant  blue  clouds  in  horizontal  directions,  and  became 
more  and  more  obscure,  descending  in  the  thickening  hemisphere  to  the  horrizon 
with  its  usual  appearance  through  a smoaky  glass. 

Father  of  all  in  every  age  To  Thee  whose  temple  is  all  space 

In  every  clime  adored  Whose  altar  earth,  sea,  skies, 

By  saint,  by  savage  and  by  sage  One  chorus  let  all  beings  raise 
Jehovah,  Jove  or  Lord.  All  nature’s  incense  rise. 

Pope.” 

The  Journal  of  the  Upper  House  of  which  Abraham  Davenport  was  a 
member,  if  any  were  kept,  is  not  known  to  exist.  Mr.  Davenport  is  reported 
to  have  said  substantially:  The  day  of  judgement  is  coming  or  it  is  not.  If 
it  is  not  there  is  no  occasion  for  alarm.  If  it  is  I wish  to  be  found  in  the  line 
of  my  duty.  I move,  therefore,  that  candles  be  brought. 
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Capt.  James  Hilhouse,  Mr.  Joseph  Hopkins,  Capt.  Jabez  Perkins,  Capt. 
Samuel  Crane,  Colo.  Stephen  St.  John,  Mr.  Elisha  Mills,  Mr.  Charles 
Church  Chandler,  Mr.  Elkanah  Tisdale,  Colo.  Joshua  Porter,  Capt. 
Noble  Hine,  and  Mr.  John  Hurlburt,  who  were  all  sworn  to  a faithfull 
discharge  of  that  trust. 

And  the  votes  of  the  freemen  being  bro’t  in,  sorted  and  counted, 
The  Honorable  Matthew  Griswold,  Esqr,  is  chosen  Deputy  Governor 
of  this  State  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Jabez  Hamlin,  Esqr,  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Esqr,  Jabez  Huntington,*  Esqr, 
William  Pitkin,  Esqr,  Roger  Sherman,  Esqr,  Abraham  Davenport,  Esqr, 
Joseph  Spencer,  Esqr,  Oliver  Wolcott,  Esqr,  Samuel  Huntington,  Esqr, 
Richard  Law,  Esqr,  Titus  Hosmer,  Esqr,  Oliver  Elsworth,  Esqr,  were 
chosen  Assistants  for  the  year  ensuing. 

John  Lawrence,  Esqr,  is  chosen  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

George  Wyllys,  Esqr,  is  chosen  Secretary  of  this  State  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

This  day  being  appointed  by  law  for  the  choice  of  Delegates  to 
represent  this  State  at  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  proclamation 
was  now  made,  and  then  the  votes  of  the  freemen  were  given  in  to  the 
persons  appointed  by  the  Assembly  to  receive,  sort  and  count  them, 
and  declare  the  names  of  the  persons  legally  chosen  to  the  office  afore- 
mentioned; which  persons  so  appointed  were:  William  Pitkin,  Esqr, 

Mr.  John  Treadwell,  General  Andrew  Ward,  Mr.  Thomas  Niles,  Mr. 
Amos  Mead,  Colo.  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Colo.  Benjamin  Hinman,  and 
Mr.  Jonathan  Pitch,  who  were  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge  of  that 
trust. 

And  the  votes  of  the  freemen  being  brought  in,  sorted  and  counted, 
Samuel  Huntington,  Esqr, 

Oliver  Elsworth,  Esqr, 

Titus  Hosmer,  Esqr,f 
Jesse  Root,  Esqr, 

Richard  Law,  Esqr, 

Oliver  Wolcott,  Esqr, 

Andrew  Adams,  Esqr,  were  elected  and  publicly  declared  to  be  Dele- 
gates to  represent  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  ac- 
cording to  law. 

The  Deputy  Governor’s  oath  prescribed  by  the  law  of  this  State 
was  duely  administred  to  the  Honble  Matthew  Griswold,  Esqr,  now 
chosen  Deputy  Governor  of  this  State. 

* Jabez  Huntington  was  seized  with  a nervous  disorder  in  February  1779, 
which  gradually  disabled  him  in  body  and  mind,  though  he  did  not  die  until 
October  5,  1786.  He  resigned  the  office  of  Assistant.  A bill  from  the  Upper 
Board  appointing  William  Williams  (not  re-elected)  an  Assistant  in  his  room 
was  brought  into  the  Lower  House  May  26th,  but  that  House  refused  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  choice  of  an  Assistant  at  that  time.

fMr.  Hosmer  (lied  August  4th,  1780,  in  his  44th  year. 
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The  Assistant’s  oath  prescribed  by  the  law  of  this  State  was  duely 
administered  to  Jabez  Hamlin,  Eliphalet  Dyer,  William  Pitkin,  Roger 
Sherman,  Abraham  Davenport,  Joseph  Spencer,  Oliver  Wolcott, 
Richard  Law  and  Titus  Hosmer,  Esquires,  now  chosen  Assistants  over 
this  State,  who  thereupon  took  their  seats  at  the  Council  Board. 

The  Treasurer’s  oath  appointed  by  the  law  of  this  State  was  duely 
administred  to  John  Lawrence,  Esqr,  now  chosen  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary’s  oath  appointed  by  law  was  duely  administred  to 
George  Wyllys,  Esqr,  now  chosen  Secretary  of  this  State. 

His  Excellency  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Esqr,  is  (by  this  Assembly) 
chosen  Governor  of  this  State  for  the  year  ensuing.* 

The  Governor’s  oath  prescribed  by  the  law  of  this  State  was  duely 
administred  to  his  Excellency  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Esqr,  now  chosen 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  who  thereupon  took  the  Gov- 
ernor’s chair. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Honble  Matthew  Griswold,  Esqr,  to 
be  Chief  Judge  of  the  Superior  Courts  in  this  State  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Esqr,  Roger  Sherman, 
Esqr,  William  Pitkin,  Esqr,  and  Saumel  Huntington,  Esqr,  to  be  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Courts  in  this  State  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Ordered,  That  Colo.  Samuel  Chapman  and  Mr.  Hope  Lathrop  return 
the  thanks  of  this  Assembly  to  the  Revd  Hathan  Williams  for  his 
sermon  delivered  before  the  Assembly  on  the  11th  instant,  and  desire 
a copy  thereof,  that  it  may  be  printed. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Jabez  Hamlin,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hartford  the  year  ensuing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  James  Wadsworth,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of 
the  County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hew  Haven  the  year  en- 
suing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Richard  Law,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hew  London  the  year  ensuing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Abraham  Davenport,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of 
the  County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Eairfield  the  year  ensuing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  William  Williams,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of 
the  County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Windham  the  year  ensuing. 


*Friday  morning,  May  12th.  There  being  no  choice  of  a Governor  declared, 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  called  on  the  counters  to  report  the  numbers  of  votes 
received,  sorted  &c.,  who  report  the  number  for  Gov.  Trumbull  3598,  and  for 
sundry  other  gentlemen  collectively  3668,  whereof  majority  of  scattering  votes 
is  70. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  the  House  proceeded  to  ballot,  when 
Governor  Trumbull  received  107  out  of  116  votes,  there  being  3 for  Matthew 
Griswold,  3 for  William  Pitkin,  2 for  Oliver  Wolcott,  and  1 for  Richard  Law. 
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This  Assembly  do  appoint  Oliver  Wolcott,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Litchfield  the  year  ensuing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Zebulon  Butler,  Esqr,  to  be  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Westmoreland  the  year  ensuing.

the  Tryal  and  Decision  of  Matters  in  Equity. 

Whereas  it  is  of  great  importance  that  justice  should  at  all  times 
be  administered  speedily  and  without  delay:  And  whereas  sundry 

matters  and  causes  in  equity  are  now  depending  in  the  General  Assembly 
and  undetermined,  which  by  reason  of  the  multiplicity  and  importance 
of  public  business  cannot  be  heard  and  determined  at  the  present 
session  thereof. 
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Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  causes  and  suits  for  relief  in  equity  now  depending  in  the 
General  Assembly  and  undetermined  shall  be  and  hereby  are  referred, 
in  the  state  in  which  the  same  now  are,  to  the  superior  courts  respec- 
tively in  that  county  wherein  the  petitioner  or  petitioners,  or  either 
of  them,  are  in  such  petition  described  to  belong  or  reside  if  within 
this  State,  otherwise  in  that  county  wherein  the  petitionee  or  peti- 
tionees, or  either  of  them  are  in  such  petition  described  to  belong  or 
reside,  for  a final  decision  thereof : And  said  superior  courts  are  hereby 
fully  authorized  and  impowered  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  ac- 
cordingly. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  when  the  title  or  possession  of  land  shall 
be  in  dispute  in  any  of  the  matters  aforesaid,  the  tryal  respecting  the 
same  shall  be  before  the  superior  court  in  that  county  where  the 
land  lies. 


An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  Alteration  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Direction 
of  Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  each 
dwelling-house  be  set  in  the  list  at  fifteen  shillings  for  each  fire-place 
therein : Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  listers  may  abate  of  the  amount 
of  any  old  or  decayed  house  one  quarter,  one  half,  or  three  quarters 
of  the  sum  estimated  as  aforesaid,  according  as  the  same  shall  appear 
to  them  to  be  more  or  less  decayed  and  depreciated  in  value. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all  traders, 
shop  keepers,  attorneys  at  law,  owners  of  iron  works  and  mills,  trades- 
men and  artificers,  physicians,  surgeons,  and  tavern-keepers,  shall  be 
rated  in  the  list  proportionable  to  their  gains  and  returns,  according  to 
the  best  estimate  that  can  be  made  thereof  by  the  listers. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  for  the 
future  all  monies  on  interest  on  good  security,  more  than  the  owners 
thereof  pay  interest  for,  shall  be  computed  according  to  the  value  in 
lawfull  money  of  the  monies  so  loaned,  and  shall  be  set  in  the  lists 
according  to  such  value  at  the  rate  of  six  pounds  per  centum ; any  law, 
usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  sev- 
eral paragraphs  of  an  act  passed  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  A.  D. 
1779,  directing  the  mode  of  assessing  houses,  monies,  stock  in  trade, 
attorneys  at  law,  physicians,  surgeons,  owners  of  iron-works,  owners 
of  mills,  tradesmen,  artificers,  and  tavern-keepers,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  providing-  and  regu- 
lating Jurors  in  Civil  Actions. 

Whereas  by  said  act  no  provision  is  made  for  choosing  jurymen  in 
several  towns  in  this  State: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
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That  the  same  method  he  taken  by  said  towns  for  choosing  jurymen  to 
serve  at  the  several  superior  and  county  courts,  as  by  the  law  aforesaid 
is  provided  for  choosing  of  jurymen  in  the  towns  in  said  act  mentioned; 
and  the  said  towns  not  included  in  said  act,  and  the  several  officers 
therein,  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  conform  themselves  to 
said  law,  in  all  the  parts  thereof,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  choosing, 
drawing  and  summoning  such  jurymen.  And  the  towns,  officers  and 
jurymen,  aforesaid  shall  on  their  or  either  of  their  neglect  or  refusal 
to  conform  to  said  law,  forfeit  and  pay  the  several  fines  or  penalties, 
which  are  provided  for  the  like  refusal,  neglect  or  breach  of  said  law 
in  any  of  the  particulars  therein  contained.  And  each  and  every  of 
said  towns,  not  mentioned  in  said  act,  shall  accordingly  choose  the 
number  of  six  jurymen  for  the  purposes  in  said  act  mentioned. 

Provided  nevertheless , That  the  town  of  Wallingford,  instead  of 
fifteen,  shall  for  the  future  choose  but  nine;  the  town  of  Farmington, 
instead  of  twenty,  shall  choose  but  twelve;  and  the  town  of  Waterbury, 
instead  of  twelve,  shall  choose  but  six,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in 
said  act. 


An  Act  to  prevent  and  punish  Fraud  and  Extortion  in  Collectors  of  public  Taxes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 
the  collector  of  any  State  taxes  within  this  State  shall  hereafter 
take  or  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  of  any  person  or  persons  any 
sum  of  money,  or  any  other  article  of  value,  as  a gratuity,  reward 
or  commission,  for  the  payment  of  any  order  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  by  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  or  by  said  Treasurer  on 
the  Continental  Commissioners  of  Loans,  in  the  same  on  such  collector 
or  collectors,  such  offending  collector  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  where  such  offence  shall 
be  committed  the  full  value  of  such  order  or  orders;  and  all  informing 
officers  are  hereby  required  to  make  due  presentment  of  all  breaches 
of  this  act. 


An  Act  for  making-  and  naming  a new  District  for  a Court  of  Probate  in  this 
State,  and  erecting  a Court  of  Probate  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
towns  of  Killingworth  and  Saybrook  shall  be  one  entire  district  for 
a court  of  probate,  and  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  the 
District  of  Say  Brook,  and  that  in  said  district  there  shall  be  a court  of 
probate  held  by  one  judge  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  for  that 
purpose  according  to  law,  who  shall  have  a clerk  by  him  to  be  appointed 
and  sworn  to  that  office.  Which  court  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same 
powers,  authorities  and  privileges,  that  the  other  courts  of  probate  in 
this  State  have  and  are  respectively  vested  with.  And  all  appeals 
from  said  court  of  probate  shall  be  regulated  and  governed  according 
to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  law  respecting  appeals  from  the 
courts  of  probate  in  this  State. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  all  matters  and  business  that  have  been 
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begun  or  depending  in  the  court  of  probate  in  the  district  of  Guilford 
shall  be  issued  and  finished  in  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Guilford  aforesaid,  as  though  this  act  had  not  been  made;  anything 
therein  contained  notwithstanding. 

Whereas  the  numerous  privateers  now  fitting  and  fitted  out  in  this 
State  may  greatly  impede  the  filling  up  the  quota  of  this  State  for  the 
continental  army,  and  prevent  a full  compliance  with  the  requisitions 
for  men  on  this  State: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  an 
Embargo  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  laid  on  all  privateers,  letters  of 
marque  and  armed  vessels,  in  any  port  or  harbour  within  this  State, 
or  that  have  not  already  sailed  on  a cruize;  and  that  no  privateer, 
letter  of  marque,  ship  or  vessel  in  any  of  the  ports  or  harbours  of  this 
State,  or  that  may  hereafter  arrive  therein  during  the  continuance  of 
this  act,  except  such  as  are  in  continental  service,  or  belonging  to  our 
allies,  or  such  as  on  special  occasions  may  obtain  a permit  from  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  shall  sail  or  depart 
out  of  the  same  before  the  first  day  of  August  next,  or  untill  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  see  fit  to  discon- 
tinue the  same. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  masters  or  owners  of  any 
such  privateers,  letters  of  marque,  or  armed  vessels,  in  any  port  or 
harbour  within  this  State,  or  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State,  and 
which  have  not  already  proceeded  on  a cruize,  shall  depart  therefrom 
or  proceed  on  a cruize  contrary  to  this  act,  or  be  instrumental  thereof, 
or  aiding  or  assisting  therein,  shall  forfeit  to  the  treasury  of  this  State 
the  sum  of  twenty  pounds,  lawfull  money,  for  every  person  he  or  they 
shall  employ  as  a hand  on  board  his  or  their  privateer,  letter  of  marque 
or  armed  vessell  aforesaid,  to  be  recovered  by  bill  plaint,  or  informa- 
tion, in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same.  And  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  his  proclamation  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  suits  or  actions  commenced  upon 
this  act  and  pending  at  the  expiration  thereof  shall  be  prosecuted  to 
final  judgment  and  execution,  such  expiration  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  to  enable 
the  Governor  to  lay  an  Embargo  and  for  rendering  the 
Same  when  laid  effectual. 

Whereas  many  permits  have  been  granted  by  the  General  Assembly, 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  other  lawful  authority,  to  export 
provisions  by  water  out  of  this  State,  and  to  transport  the  same  from 
one  county*  to  another  within  the  State:  And  whereas  not  only  the 

late  requisitions  made  upon  this  State  for  supplies  for  the  army 
render  it  inexpedient  that  provisions  should  be  exported  or  transported 
by  virtue  of  such  permits:  But  this  Assembly  are  also  informed  that 
some  persons  who  have  obtained  such  permits  have  used  and  applied 
them  for  purposes  which  were  never  intended : Therefore, 

*The  word  on  the  record  is  country. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
permits  which  have  been  granted  to  any  person  or  persons  to  export 
or  transport  any  provisions  out  of  this  State,  or  out  of  the  limits  of 
any  county  therein,  excepting  where  such  provisions  hath  already  been 
exported  or  transported  agreeable  thereto,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
revoked  and  made  null  and  void. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  civil  authority,  informing 
officers,  and  inspectors  of  provisions  in  the  several  towns  within  this 
State,  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to  proceed  in  seizing,  holding, 
securing  or  detaining  all  such  provisions  as  may  be  shipped  on  board 
any  vessell,  boat  or  other  water  craft,  or  that  may  he  lodged  or  secured 
in  any  shop,  store  or  other  building,  for  the  purpose  of  exporting  or 
transporting  the  same  as  aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  by  law 
directed  where  no  permits  are  or  have  been  granted. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  future  no  permits  shall  be  given 
or  granted  to  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  export  any  pro- 
visions by  water  out  of  this  State,  or  out  of  the  limits  of  any  county 
therein,  by  any  of  the  authority  in  this  State  except  by  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety;  and 
that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired,  whenever  he  shall  grant 
such  permits,  to  limit  the  time  of  their  operation,  and  to  order  a record 
or  memorandum  of  such  permits  to  be  made,  so  as  to  afford  a more 
certain  ground  to  detect  the  conduct  of  any  person  or  persons,  who 
shall  presume  to  use  such  permits  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for 
which  they  were  given. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  nothing  is  hereby  intended  to  prevent 
any  vessell  going  to  sea  from  carrying  such  necessary  stores  as  shall 
be  allowed,  nor  to  prevent  any  commissary  or  quarter-master  from  trans- 
porting by  water  any  provisions  for  the  use  of  the  army,  navy,  or  of 
the  militia  of  this  State,  or  for  the  use  of  the  navy  or  troops  of  the 
allies  of  the  United  States. 

An  Act  to  detect  certain  Frauds  which  have  been  practiced  by  many  Persons 
to  screen  and  secure  themselves  from  Detachments 
and  other  Personal  Military  Duties. 

Whereas  by  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State, 
in  May  A.  D.  1777,  it  was  in  compliance  and  pursuance  of  a resolution 
and  recommendation  of  Congress  enacted  and  provided,  “ That  if  any 
two  men  belonging  to  this  State,  and  not  of  the  continental  army,  who 
shall  procure  an  able-bodied  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist  into  either  of 
the  continental  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State  for  the  term  of 
three  years  or  during  the  war,  shall  be  exempted  from  actual  service 
and  from  all  drafts  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  so  procure 
such  soldier  or  recruit  to  enlist;”  and  frauds  have  been  practiced  by 
many  persons  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  said  exemptions : Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  where 
any  recruiting  officer  hath  given  a certificate  to  any  two  persons,  that 
they  have  procured  or  hired  a soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist  into  either 
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of  said  battalions,  where  the  person  so  inlisted  was  a prisoner  of  war 
or  a foreigner,  that  might  not  be  inlisted  into  the  continental  army 
agreeable  to  the  resolution  of  Congress,  or  where  officers  have  given 
certificates  to  persons  as  hiring  a recruit,  where  such  recruit  had  in- 
listed  before  the  passing  said  act  of  Assembly,  or  where  such  recruit 
on  the  public  encouragement  had  voluntarily  inlisted  before  the  date 
of  the  certificate  and  the  same  was  known  to  the  persons  in  whose 
favour  such  certificates  were  given,  or  where  persons  have  hired  a 
recruit  for  three  years  only  and  obtained  certificates  of  having  hired 
them  during  the  war;  and  where  such  certificates  have  been  given,  but 
the  name  of  the  recruit  not  mentioned  therein  or  no  recruit  was  actually 
inlisted  by  the  procurement  and  hiring  of  the  officer  giving  or  the  per- 
son to  whom  such  certificates  were  given ; and  all  such  certificates 
where  two  or  more  certificates  are  given  by  the  same  officer  to  different 
persons  for  the  same  recruit,  subsequent  to  the  first  of  such  certificates; 
and  all  certificates  given  by  officers,  where  the  officers  giving  such  cer- 
tificates and  the  persons  in  whose  favour  such  certificates  are  given 
have  divided  or  shared  the  public  bounty  among  themselves,  shall  be 
deemed  null  and  void;  and  in  all  other  cases  where  any  fraud  hath 
been  practised  in  gaining  any  certificates  shall  be  deemed  null  and 
void.  And  in  case  any  dispute  shall  arise  relative  to  any  such  certificate, 
the  same  shall  be  determined  by  the  brigadier  general  of  the  brigade  or 
colonel  of  the  regiment  in  whose  limits  the  persons  live,  who  claim 
an  exemption  by  such  certificate. 


An  Act  to  compel  the  Furnishing-  Provisions  and  necessary  Supplies  to  the 
Superintending  Commissaries  of  Purchases  and  their 
Assistants  in  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  upon 
application  made  by  any  of  the  purchasing  commissarys  within  this 
State  duly  authorized  and  appointed,  to  any  Assistant  and  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  two  justices  of  the  peace,  stating  his  or  their  necessity  of  ob- 
taining supplies  of  wheat,  rye,  indian  corn,  oats,  buckwheat,  flour  or 
meal,  salted  pork,  salted  beef,  rum,  salt,  or  other  provisions  or  forage, 
for  the  use  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  or  militia  of  this  State, 
and  that  it  is  not  in  his  or  their  power,  to  purchase  such  articles  or 
a supply  thereof,  the  said  civil  authority  shall  proceed  thereon  in  the 
same  manner  in  granting  a warrant  for  impressing  such  articles  of 
supplies  and  the  further  proceedings  thereon,  as  is  provided  in  an  act 
of  this  Assembly  entituled  An  Act  to  compel  the  furnishing  necessary 
supplies  and  assistance  to  the  quartermaster  general  and  commissary- 
general  of  forage  of  the  continental  army.  Provided  always,  that  no 
such  application  be  made  without  direction  from  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety,  and  under  their  controul. 

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  and  in  Alteration  of  the  Act  entituled  An  Act  more 
effectually  to  prevent  Illicit  Trade. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
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the  future  when  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  imported  from  Long 
Island  or  any  other  island  or  place  in  the  possession  or  under  the 
controul  of  the  enemy,  and  found,  seized  and  proceeded  against,  as  in 
said  act  is  directed,  or  as  in  this  act  is  after  provided,  by  any  person 
other  than  a public  officer,  shall  he  condemned,  the  same  shall  be  ad- 
judged forfeited,  one  moiety  to  him  or  them  who  shall  find,  seize  and 
prosecute  the  same  to  condemnation,  the  other  moiety  to  the  county 
treasury  of  that  county  in  which  the  tryal  is  had;  anything  in  said  act 
contained  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandize, seized  and  libelled  against  by  any  private  persons,  by  virtue 
of  this  act  or  the  act  aforesaid,  shall  be  acquitted  upon  tryal,  and  it 
shall  nevertheless  appear  to  the  court  before  whom  such  tryal  is,  that 
there  was  probable  cause  for  such  seizure  and  prosecution,  they  shall 
tax  and  allow  the  cost  of  prosecution  and  order  the  same  to  be  paid 
to  the  libellant  out  of  the  treasury  of  that  county  in  which  such  tryal 
is  had  and  the  same  shall  he  paid  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  grand-jurors  and  constables,  and  inspectors  of  pro- 
visions in  the  several  towns  in  this  State,  to  make  diligent  enquiry  after 
all  goods,  wares  and  merchandizes,  imported  into  this  State  from  Long 
Island,  or  from  any  other  island  or  place  in  the  possession  or  under 
the  controul  of  the  enemy,  or  which  have  been  so  imported,  and  if  they 
find  probable  cause  to  believe  that  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize, 
are  or  have  been  so  imported,  they  or  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall 
make  information  thereof  in  writing  to  the  next  Assistant  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  who  shall  receive  such  information  and  issue  his  war- 
rant to  some  proper  officer,  commanding  him  to  seize  and  take  such 
goods,  wares  and  merchandize  into  his  custody,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  apprized  at  their  just  value  in  lawfull  money  and  an  inventory 
thereof  to  he  made  by  two  indifferent  judicious  men  by  such  authority 
appointed,  and  the  same  to  he  held  in  safe  custody  until  delivered  in 
due  course  of  law;  and  such  informing  grand-jurors  or  constable,  or 
inspector  of  provisions,  in  behalf  of  this  State  shall  forthwith  libel 
such  goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  before  some  court  proper  to  try 
the  same,  and  shall  appear  and  prosecute  the  same  to  final  sentence, 
decree  or  condemnation  or  acquittal,  the  cost  of  which  information,  seiz- 
ure and  prosecution  shall  be  borne  and  paid  out  of  the  avails  of  such 
goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  when  they  are  condemned,  or  out  of  the 
treasury  of  that  county  in  which  the  tryal  is  had,  when  they  shall  be 
acquitted;  and  the  court  before  whom  the  tryal  is  had  shall  tax  the 
cost  and  order  payment  thereof  accordingly.  * 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  tryal  of  any  libel  against 
goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  as  unlawfully  imported  contrary  to  this 
and  other  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  in  case  the 
prosecution  shall  produce  evidence  to  make  it  probable  that  such  goods, 
wares  and  merchandize,  were  imported  contrary  to  said  acts,  the  same 
shall  be  condemned  as  unlawfully  imported,  and  forfeited  unless  the 
person  or  persons  claiming  property  in  the  same  shall  prove  by  direct 
evidence  that  the  same  were  lawfully  imported  and  not  from  Long 
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Island,  or  any  other  island  or  place  in  the  possession  or  under  the 
controul  of  the  enemy. 

And  whereas  articles  imported  as  aforesaid  are  sometimes  found  in 
small  parcels  or  quantities,  which  will  not  defray  the  expence  of  con- 
demnation before  the  maritime  courts,  from  whence  inconveniences  have 
arisen : Which  to  prevent, 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  produce, 
taken  in  passing  from  this  State  to  Long  Island,  or  any  island  or 
place  in  the  possession  of  the  enemy,  or  seized  by  any  private  person 
or  public  officer  within  this  State,  by  virtue  of  this  or  any  former  act, 
shall  be  apprized  and  inventoried  in  the  manner  herein  directed  in 
case  of  information  by  a public  officer,  and  that  in  case  the  amount 
of  such  inventory  shall  not  exceed  thirty  pounds,  lawfull  money,  the 
articles  therein  contained  may  be  libelled  against,  tryed  and  condemned 
before  an  Assistant  and  justice  of  the  peace,  or  two  justices  of  the 
peace  quorum  unus  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  shall  be  seized, 
or  if  taken  without  the  limits  of  any  county  of  the  county  into  which 
the  same  shall  be  brought,  who  shall  take  cognizance  of  such  libel  or 
libels  and  issue  process  thereon  and  proceed  to  hear,  try  and  determine 
the  same,  by  the  same  rules,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  similar  cases 
are  tryed  and  determined  before  the  maritime  courts  already  estab- 
lished; and  when  any  claim  shall  be  made  of  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandize libelled  as  aforesaid,  if  either  of  the  parties  shall  request  it, 
a jury  of  six  judicious,  disinterested  freeholders  shall  be  summoned, 
impannelled  and  sworn,  to  try  the  truth  of  the  facts  alledged  in  such 
libel  and  claim,  and  such  Assistant  and  justice,  or  such  justices  shall 
receive  the  verdict  of  said  jury  and  found  their  sentence  or  decree 
upon  the  same:  the  cost  of  the  summoning  and  the  fees  of  said  jury 
to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  party  requesting  the  same.  And  that 
no  appeal  or  remove  shall  be  allowed  from  any  sentence  or  decree  of 
such  Assistant  and  justice  or  such  justices  in  any  of  the  cases  afore- 
said. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandize shall  be  seized  in  the  hands  of  any  pedlar,  hawker  or  petty 
chapman,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  this  State  heretofore  provided,  the 
same  shall  be  inventoried  and  apprized  as  is  herein  directed  in  case  of 
goods  illicitly  imported;  and  if  the  same  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
thirty  pounds,  lawfull  money,  the  same  may  be  libelled,  proceeded 
against,  tryed  and  determined  before  an  Assistant  and  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  two  justices  of  the  peace  quorum  unus,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  herein  before  directed  in  case  of  goods  unlawfully  imported. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  any  information  is  made  to 
any  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  as  aforesaid,  and  it  shall  be  sug- 
gested that  the  goods  or  articles  found  are  withheld  or  deposited  in  any 
house,  shop  or  other  building,  or  in  any  vessell,  boat  or  other  water- 
craft, such  Assistant  or  justice  may  by  his  warrant  authorize  the 
officer  to  whom  the  same  is  directed,  in  the  day  time,  if  need  be,  to 
break  and  enter  any  such  house,  shop  or  other  building,  or  any  such 
vessell,  boat  or  water-craft,  and  seize  and  take  such  goods  or  articles 
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and  them  keep  and  hold  until  delivered  in  due  course  of  law,  as 
aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  vessells,  boats  or  other  water- 
craft, as  shall  be  used  and  employed  in  transporting  any  produce  of 
this  State  or  other  goods  from  or  through  this  State  to  any  island 
or  place  in  the  possession  or  under  the  controul  of  the  enemy,  or  from 
such  island  or  place  to  this  State,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against,  tryed,  condemned  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner 
and  before  the  same  courts  as  the  goods  transported  or  shipped  therein 
are  liable  to  be  tryed  and  condemned  by  this  or  any  former  act  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

And  be  it  also  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  without  licence  go  to 
or  upon  Long  Island,  or  any  island  or  place  in  the  possession  or  under 
the  controul  of  the  enemy,  or  having  such  licence  shall  presume  to 
purchase  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  or  in  any  manner  to  trade 
and  deal  there,  and  shall  be  convicted  thereof  before  any  of  the  county 
courts  in  this  State,  such  person  shall  be  disabled  to  have  any  such 
licence  in  future  and  shall  not  be  thence  afterwards  permitted  to  reside 
or  go  within  twenty  miles  of  the  sea  or  of  any  navigable  river  within 
this  State,  over  and  above  the  penalties  already  by  law  inflicted  for 
such  offence;  and  the  court  before  which  any  such  conviction  may  be 
had  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  directed  to  order  the  place  and  limits 
of  such  persons  confined  for  a term  not  exceeding  three  years;  and  in 
case  any  such  person  so  convicted  and  sentenced  as  aforesaid  shall  at 
any  time  within  the  term  limited  by  said  court  presume  to  go  without 
such  limits,  or  in  any  manner  transgress  the  order  or  sentence  of  said 
court,  every  such  person  shall  for  every  transgression  suffer  six  months 
imprisonment  without  bail  or  main  prize. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
going  to  Long  Island  or  any  island  or  place  in  the  possession  of  the 
enemy  or  under  their  controul,  without  due  licence  first  had  and 
obtained,  who  shall  refuse  or  be  unable  to  pay  the  fine  and  costs  of 
prosecution  pursuant  to  his  sentence,  shall  suffer  imprisonment  in 
Newgate  for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months  as  the  court  before 
which  the  conviction  is  had  shall  order  and  determine. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
unlawfully  import  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  from  Long  Island 
or  any  island  or  place  in  the  possession  or  under  the  controul  of  the 
enemy,  or  shall  so  export  any  article  or  articles  of  the  produce  of  this 
State  or  of  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any  other  goods,  wares  and 
merchandize  from  this  State  to  such  islands  or  places,  or  shall  cause 
or  procure  the  same  to  be  exported  or  imported,  or  shall  aid  or  assist 
in  such  exportation  or  importation,  and  shall  be  convicted  thereof 
before  any  superior  or  county  court,  he  or  they  shall  suffer  imprison- 
ment in  the  goal  of  New  Gate  not  less  than  three  months  and  not  ex- 
ceeding three  years  as  the  court  before  which  such  conviction  is  had 
shall  order  and  determine. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  be 
sued  or  prosecuted  for  any  thing  done  in  pursuance  or  execution  of

this  act  he  or  they  may  plead  the  general  issue  and  give  the  special 
matter  in  evidence,  and  if  the  plaintiff  become  nonsuit,  or  withdraw, 
or  verdict  and  judgment  do  pass  against  him,  the  defendant  or  defend- 
ants shall  have  and  recover  double  costs.  And  all  grand-jurors  and 
constables  and  inspectors  of  provisions  are  required,  diligently  to  en- 
quire after  and  make  due  presentment  of  all  breaches  of  this  act,  and 
shall  be  entituled  to  a meet  recompence  for  their  service. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  claim  any  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  libelled 
agreeable  to  the  directions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  aforesaid,  and  shall 
fail  of  supporting  his  or  their  said  claim,  shall  be  sentenced  by  the 
court  before  whom  the  tryal  is  had  to  pay  the  cost  of  condemnation  : 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  lay  in  his 
claim  to  the  property  of  any  goods  or  other  articles  in  any  of  the 
cases  aforesaid  untill  he  shall  have  entered  bonds  with  sufficient  surety 
for  the  prosecution  of  such  claim  to  the  acceptance  of  the  court  before 
whom  the  tryal  may  be  had. 

Whereas  the  militia  of  this  State  are  called  upon  for  great  exer- 
tions in  the  most  important  and  profitable  time  of  labour  in  the  year: 
Therefore, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  for  the  further  encouragement  of 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  militia,  who  have  or  shall  enter  into  and 
continue  in  public  service  the  current  year  for  the  term  of  three 
months  or  more,  except  the  town  guards  on  the  sea  coasts,  the  polls 
of  all  such  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be  exempt  from  the  general  list 
of  the  year  1780,  and  the  listers  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State 
are  directed  to  conform  themselves  accordingly. 


It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly , That  the  brand  for 
horses  in  the  town  of  Southington  shall  be  the  following  figure.

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  brand  for 
horses  in  the  town  of  Cheshire  shall  be  the  following  figure,  viz:

Whereas  the  premium,  encouragement,  provision  and  benefit,  granted 
to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  by  a resolve  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  April  last  is  extended  only  to  such  as  had  or  should 
inlist  into  the  continental  army  during  the  war  after  the  rising  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  January  last,  excluding  the  continental  regiment 
commanded  by  Colo.  Warner:  And  whereas  some  of  the  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  soldiers  of  the  battalions  from  this  State  and  some 
of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  inhabitants  of  this  State 
in  Colo.  Warner’s  regiment  inlisted  before  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  January  last  upon  the  express  engagement  on  the  part 
of  the  recruiting  officers,  that  they  should  receive  the  premium  &c. 
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that  should  be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  to  non-commissioned 
officers  and  soldiers  inlisting  for  the  war,  and  for  that  reason  have 
not  received  their  bounties, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
privates  that  belong  to  this  State  who  inlisted  into  any  of  the  con- 
tinental battalions  of  this  State  or  Colo.  Warner’s  battalion  of  con- 
tinental troops  since  the  first  day  of  July  last,  as  well  as  since  the 
rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  J anuary  last,  shall  be  entituled  to  the 
premium,  encouragement,  provision  and  benefit  granted  by  a resolve 
of  this  Assembly  in  April  last*. 

Whereas  doubts  have  arisen,  whether  the  new  recruits  who  inlisted 
into  the  continental  regiment  commanded  by  Colo.  Warner  and  the 
officers  inlisting  them  were  included  in  [the]  resolve  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State  at  their  sessions  in  April  last  so  as  to  entitle 
them  to  the  same  premias,  encouragements,  provisions  and  benefits, 
as  those  who  should  inlist  into  said  regiment  after  the  passing  of 
said  resolve:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  be  directed  to  liquidate  and  adjust  the  accounts  and  draw  orders 
accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  twenty 
pounds  of  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  now  emitted  or  to  be  emitted 
be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  to  Nehemiah  Hubbard,  Esqr,  Deputy 
Quarter-Master  General,  to  enable  him  to  transport  provisions  to  the 
North  River,  repair  the  boats  &c. : the  aforesaid  sum  to  be  charged  to 
Gen1  Green,  Quarter-Master  General  of  the  army  of  the  United  States. 
And  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  to  write  to  the  Quarter- 
Master  General  aforesaid,  to  procure  an  order  of  Congress  to  have 
the  same  repaid  with  interest  from  the  four-tenths  of  the  bills  emitted 
by  the  resolution  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March  last  and  to  be  lodged 
in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Loan-Office  in  this  State  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  Congress, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  towns  whose  quota  of 
soldiers  inlisted  in  the  continental  army  for  three  years  or  during  the 
war  is  or  hereafter  shall  be  or  become  deficient  be  and  they  are  re- 
spectively hereby  impowered  to  tax  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  hiring 
any  number  of  able-bodied  effective  recruits  to  compleat  such  quota  dur- 
ing the  war  or  for  three  years  as  they  shall  agree,  and  each  recruit 
so  inlisted  shall  be  accounted  as  part  of  the  quota  of  the  town  to 
which  he  belongs,  unless  the  quota  of  such  town  is  then  full  and  com- 
pleat, in  which  case  he  shall  be  accounted  as  part  of  the  quota  of  that 
town  by  which  he  is  hired. 

Resolved,  That  any  man  not  of  the  continental  army  for  three  years 
or  during  the  war,  who  shall  at  his  own  expence,  exclusive  of  any 
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State  or  town  bounty  for  that  purpose,  hire  and  procure  an  able- 
bodied  and  effective  man  to  inlist  to  serve  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of 
the  continental  army  for  three  years  or  during  the  war,  shall  be  ex- 
empted from  all  military  detachments  during  the  term  for  which  said 
recruit  shall  be  engaged  to  serve,  unless  such  recruit  shall  desert  the 
service  in  which  case  the  exemption  granted  to  the  person  hiring  him 
shall  cease  and  determine:  Always  provided,  that  a copy  of  such  con- 
tract signed  by  the  parties  and  a certificate  of  the  recruiting  officer 
specifying  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  such  recruit  and  person 
hiring  him,  the  time  of  such  inlistment  and  company  and  battalion 
into  which  he  shall  so  inlist,  be  lodged  with  the  town-clerk  of  such 
towns  respectively. 


An  Act  to  secure  to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the 
Continental  Army  or  serving-  with  said  Line  the  Ballances  found 
due  to  make  up  the  Value  of  their  Wages  to  the  first 
Day  of  January  last  and  to  provide  for 
the  Payment  of  the  Same. 

The  General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford  in  October  last  did  ap- 
point, impower  and  instruct  a committee  to  take  and  state  the  accounts 
with  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental 
army  and  of  those  who  served  in  said  line,  and  to  report  the  ballance 
they  should  find  due  to  said  officers  and  soldiers  respectively,  and  said 
committee  have  taken  and  stated  said  accounts  and  made  report  of 
their  doings  to  this  Assembly,  which  report  is  accepted:  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
accounts  taken  and  stated  by  the  aforesaid  committee  and  presented  to 
this  Assembly  be  by  the  Secretary  of  this  State  delivered  over  to  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  with  all  the  accounts,  documents  and  papers 
in  his  custody  respecting  the  same,  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  do  and  shall  receive  said  accounts,  documents  and  papers,  and 
them  deposit  and  keep  safe  in  their  office,  and  that  said  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  do  and  shall  cause  accounts  to  be  opened  with  said  officers 
and  soldiers  respectively  in  a book  for  that  purpose  provided,  and  shall 
credit  such  officers  and  soldiers  with  the  sums  found  due  to  ballance 
their  accounts  respectively  to  the  first  day  of  January  last  by  the  report 
of  said  committee  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ballances  respectively  found  due 
to  said  officers  and  soldiers  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  and  in 
the  proportions  following,  to  wit:  one  equal  fourth  part  upon  the  first 
day  of  June  (1782,  another  equal  fourth  part  upon  the  first  day  of  June) 
A.  Bom.  1783,  another  equal  fourth  part  upon  the  first  day  of  June 

1784,  and  the  last  equal  fourth  part  upon  the  first  day  of  June 

1785.  And  that  they  be  allowed  the  lawfull  interest  of  said  ballances 
respectively  from  the  first  day  of  January  last  to  be  paid  annually 
upon  the  first  day  of  June  untill  the  whole  is  paid. 

And,  in  order  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  ballances  respectively  to 
such  officers  and  soldiers  and  the  interest  of  the  same  at  the  times  and 
in  the  proportions  aforesaid, 
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Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  such  officer  or  soldier  shall 
apply  in  person  and  produce  a certificate  from  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  regiment  in  which  he  serves  that  he  did  belong  to  the  continental 
army  before  the  first  day  of  January  last,  specifying  the  battalion  in 
which  [he]  then  served,  or  when  any  other  person  shall  produce  an 
order  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  such  officer  or  soldier  attested  by 
such  commanding  officer,  and  also  such  certificate  as  aforesaid  to  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table,  they  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  secure  to  such  officer  or  soldier  the  sum  found  due  to  him  as 
aforesaid;  and  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  shall  draw  a like  order  on 
the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  any  officer  or  soldier,  or  in  favour  of  any 
person  producing  an  order  in  writing  from  any  such  officer  or  soldier 
attested  by  a justice  of  the  peace  of  the  same  town  to  which  he  belongs 
where  such  officer  or  soldier  hath  served  out  his  time  and  been  duly 
discharged  from  said  army,  or  in  favour  of  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator of  any  such  officer  or  soldier  who  hath  deceased  or  shall  decease 
leaving  heirs  to  his  estate  in  this  or  any  of  the  United  States:  Pro- 

vided such  officer,  soldier,  executor  or  administrator  do  procure  and 
produce  to  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  a certificate  under  the  hands 
of  two  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  to  which  such  officer  or  soldier 
doth  or  did  belong,  that  he  did  serve  in  said  army  before  the  first  day 
of  January  last,  and  in  what  battalion  he  served,  and  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  shall  take  receipts  of  such  officer,  soldier,  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator, or  of  the  persons  producing  their  orders  as  aforesaid,  for 
the  orders  by  them  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  keep  the  same 
with  such  orders  and  certificates  on  file  in  their  office,  and  charge  the 
account  of  such  officer  or  soldier  with  the  orders  drawn  for  their  re- 
spective ballances  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  such  officer,  soldier,  executor 
or  administrator,  or  any  other  person  in  their  behalf,  shall  present  any 
order  drawn  by  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  as  aforesaid  for  any 
ballances  found  due  as  aforesaid  the  Treasurer  shall  make,  subscribe  and 
deliver  to  the  person  presenting  such  order  four  obligatory  notes  of 
hand,  each  for  one  quarter  of  such  order,  payable  at  the  periods  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  which  obligations  shall  be  mutatis  mutandis  of  the 
tenor  following,  to  wit : — 

State  of  Connecticut,  Treasury  Office,  June  1st,  A.  D.  1780. 

The  State  of  Connecticut  doth  owe  unto  A.  B.  who  hath  served  in 
the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Continental  Army  the  sum  of 
being  one  fourth  part  of  the  ballance  found  due  to  him,  which  sum 
shall  he  paid  to  him  or  his  order  at  this  office  in  gold  or  silver  or  hills 
of  credit  equivalent  thereto  in  value  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June 
A.  Bom.  , with  the  lawfull  interest  thereof  from  the  first  day 

of  January  last  untill  paid,  which  interest  shall  be  paid  unto  him  or 
his  order  annually  at  the  same  place  on  the  first  day  of  June  if  de- 
manded pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford 

the  second  Thursday  of  May  last.

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And  that  suitable  funds  may  be  established  for  the  punctual  dis- 
charge of  such  obligations, 

Be  it  enacted,  That  rates  or  taxes  upon  the  polls  and  rateable  estates 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  be  granted  as  follows,  to  wit : A rate 
or  tax  of  two  pence  halfpenny  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1779,  to 
be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  first  day  of  March,  1781. 
A rate  or  tax  of  nine  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1780,  to  be 
collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  upon  the  first  day  of  March,  1782. 
A rate  or  tax  of  nine  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1781,  to  be 
collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  first  day  of  March,  1783. 
A rate  or  tax  of  eight  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1782,  to  be 
collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  first  day  of  March,  1784; 
and  a rate  or  tax  of  eight  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1783,  to 
be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  first  day  of  March,  1785. 
That  said  taxes  be  paid  in  current  coin  of  gold  and  silver  or  bills  of 
credit  equivalent  thereto  in  value,  and  that  they  be  appropriated  to  the 
payment  of  the  obligations  aforesaid  and  not  applied  to  any  other 
use  or  purpose. 

And  whereas  it  is  just  that  said  officers  and  soldiers  should  be 
charged  in  account  with  all  sums  of  money  and  other  things  granted 
by  Congress  to  make  good  their  wages,  and  it  is  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee for  taking  and  stating  their  accounts  that  some  accounts  of 
cloathing  supplied  some  of  the  officers  from  continental  stores  had  not 
been  obtained  or  charged  to  them  in  the  present  settlement,  and  full 
examination  hath  not  been  obtained  of  all  such  grants  as  may  have 
been  made  by  Congress  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 

Be  it  enacted  and  declared,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
considered  or  construed  as  a relinguishment  of  such  grants  by  Con- 
gress of  money  or  other  things  not  charged  in  the  present  settlement  but 
the  same  may  and  shall  be  charged  to  and  accounted  for  by  the  officers 
and  soldiers  who  have  had  benefit  of  the  same  in  a future  settlement 
with  them.  Always  provided,  that  any  officer  who  hath  resigned,  is 
now  out  of  service  or  is  deceased,  who  hath  received  monies  of  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  inlisting  soldiers  into  the 
continental  army,  and  hath  not  accounted  with  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  for  the  same,  shall  and  do  settle  his  accounts  with  said  com- 
mittee before  any  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  his  favour 
for  the  aforesaid  ballance;  and  whatever  may  be  found  due  on  such 
settlement  with  any  such  officer,  the  said  committee  shall  deduct  from 
the  aforesaid  ballance  and  draw  their  orders  accordingly.  Provided 
also,  that  such  monies  or  ballance  due  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  general  list  of  polls  and  rateable  estates  in  this  State. 

An  Act  to  provide  a present  Supply  for  the  Treasury  of  this  State. 

Whereas  the  exegencies  of  this  State  require  that  a sum  in  bills  of 
public  credit  should  be  emitted,  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  sum  of 
bills  of  public  credit  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this  State  conformable 
to  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March  last,  which  are  not  yet 
prepared. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there 
be  emitted  on  the  first  day  of  July  next  upon  the  faith  of  this  State 
one  hundred  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  bills  of  public  credit, 
bearing  an  interest  to  the  possessors  of  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
redeemable  in  specie  by  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1785,  to  be  in 
lieu  of  a like  sum  in  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  agreeable  to  said  act 
of  Congress  of  the  18tli  of  March  last,  and  on  the  funds  laid  by  an  act 
of  this  Assembly  passed  at  their  sessions  in  April  last,  and  appropriated 
for  the  redemption  of  the  said  bills,  and  that  so  many  of  the  bills  last 
mentioned  shall  be  retained  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  as  shall  issue 
by  virtue  of  this  act  untill  the  bills  so  issued  shall  be  called  in  and 
cancelled,  and  that  every  possessor  of  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  by 
this  act  shall  have  liberty  to  exchange  them  for  bills  ordered  to  be 
emitted  according  to  said  act  of  Congress  whenever  the  Treasurer  is 
[or]  shall  be  furnished  therewith,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered 
to  exchange  the  same  accordingly. 

And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  a tax  of  four  pence  on  the  pound  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  on  the  list  of  the  polls  and  rateable 
estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  brought  in  to  this  Assembly  A. 
Dom.  1779,  payable  by  the  first  day  of  August  next;  and  also  a tax 
of  six  pence  on  the  pound  be  granted  on  said  list  payable  by  the  first 
day  of  January  next,  both  of  said  taxes  in  bills  of  public  credit  which 
have  or  shall  issue  upon  the  faith  of  this  State  since  the  last  day  of 
February  last,  or  in  bills  to  be  emitted  conformable  to  the  act  of  Con- 
gress aforesaid,  or  in  current  gold  and  silver  coin;  and  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  accordingly:  the 
said  bills  so  collected  by  taxes,  exchange  or  otherwise,  not  to  reissue  but 
by  special  order  of  the  General  Assembly. 

And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  Jabez  Hamlin,  William  Pitkin, 
George  Wyllys,  Benjamin  Payne,  Elisha  Williams  and  John  Chester, 
Esqrs,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a committee  to  prepare  and  sign 
the  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this  act,  who  shall  proceed  therein  and 
conform  themselves  to  the  rules  by  which  they  were  directed  in  an 
act  of  this  Assembly  ordering  the  emission  of  forty  thousand  pounds, 
past  the  sixth  day  of  J anuary  last. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  form  and  tenor  of  the  bills  of 
credit  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this  Assembly  to  the  amount  of  one 
hundred  thousand  pounds  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:

And  so  mutatis  mutandis  for  a greater  or  lesser  denomination. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  a tax 
of  two  dollars,  continental  bills  of  credit,  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of 
polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  given  in  for 
the  year  1779,  with  the  additions,  be  laid,  to  he  levied  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  by  the  first  day  of  July  next  in  continental  bills  or  in 
gold  or  silver  or  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  lately  emitted  or  that  may 
be  hereafter  emitted,  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  in  lieu  of  forty  shillings 
of  the  continental  bills  of  credit 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  one  twentieth  part  of  said  tax  he  allowed 
for  abatements  for  the  relief  of  such  persons  in  the  several  towns, 
who  are  the  proper  subjects  of  it,  agreeable  to  what  has  been  hereto- 
fore in  such  case  made  and  provided;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
directed  to  issue  his  warrant  accordingly,  and  to  deliver  over  to  the

An  Act  to  provide  a present  Supply  for  the  Treasury  of  this  State. 

Whereas  the  bills  of  public  credit  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this 
State  conformable  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March  last  are 
not  prepared,  and  as  it  will  be  therefore  necessary  that  a sum  in  bills 
of  public  credit  should  be  emitted  in  lieu  of  and  to  be  considered  as 
part  of  the  sum  ordered  to  be  emitted  agreeable  to  the  act  of  Congress 
aforesaid : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there 
be  emitted  on  the  first  day  of  June  A Bom.  1780,  upon  the  faith  of  this 
State,  fifty  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  bills  of  public  credit 
bearing  an  interest  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  to  the  possessor  and 
redeemable  in  specie  by  the  first  day  of  March  Anno  Dom.  1784.  That 
to  provide  for  the  certain  redemption  of  said  bills  at  said  period,  a 
tax  be  and  hereby  is  granted  on  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  State  of  seven  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list 
which  shall  be  brought  in  to  the  General  Assembly  in  the  year  1782, 
to  be  paid  in  the  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this  act,  or  in  lawfull 
current  gold  or  silver  coin,  by  the  first  day  of  January  1784.  And 
the  gold  and  silver  coin  which  shall  be  collected  by  said  tax  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  redeem  said  bills;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed 
to  issue  his  warrants  to  collect  said  tax  and  to  redeem  said  bills  ac- 
cording to  this  act. 
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That  the  bills  which  shall  issue  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  in  lieu 
of  a like  sum  in  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  agreeable  to  said  act  of 
Congress  of  the  18th  of  March  last,  and  so  many  of  the  bills  last  men- 
tioned shall  be  retained  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  as  shall  issue  by 
virtue  of  this  act  untill  the  bills  so  issued  shall  be  called  in  and  can- 
celled, and  that  every  possessor  of  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this 
act  shall  have  liberty  to  exchange  them  for  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted 
according  to  said  act  of  Congress  whenever  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
furnished  therewith,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  exchange 
the  same  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , That  a tax 
of  two  pence  on  the  pound  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  on  the 
polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  on  the  list 
brought  in  to  the  General  Assembly  A Bom.  1779,  payable  by  the  first 
day  of  October  next  in  any  bills  of  public  credit  which  have  or  shall 
issue  upon  the  faith  of  this  State  since  the  last  day  of  February  last, 
or  in  lawfull  current  gold  or  silver  coin;  and  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  warrants  accordingly.  And  the 
Treasurer  is  further  directed  not  in  any  case  to  re-issue  the  bills  of 
public  credit  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this  act  which  he  shall  receive 
by  exchanges,  taxes  or  in  any  payment,  but  shall  retain  them  in  his 
hands  to  be  destroyed. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , That  the  same 
gentlemen  with  the  addition  of  William  Pitkin,  Esqr,  be  and  they 
hereby  are  appointed  and  authorized  a committee  to  prepare  and  sign 
the  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  this  act,  as  were  appointed  to  sign 
the  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
passed  the  sixth  day  of  January  last,  who  shall  proceed  therein  and 
govern  themselves  according  to  the  rules  by  which  they  were  heretofore 
directed  by  said  act. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  form  of  the  bills  of  credit  or- 
dered by  this  Assembly  to  be  emitted  shall  be  as  follows : —

And  so  mutatis  mutandis  for  bills  of  a greater  or  lesser  denomina- 
tion. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  civil  authority  in  and  select- 
men of  the  several  towns  within  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  impowered  to  abate  in  favour  of  such  of  the  inhabitants 
of  such  towns  respectively  as  in  their  opinion  are  proper  subjects  of 
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such  abatements  to  the  amount  in  the  whole  of  the  one  twentieth  part 
of  such  town’s  quota  of  the  taxes  laid  the  present  sessions  on  the  list  of 
1779  of  four  pence  on  the  pound  payable  on  the  first  of  August  next 
and  of  six  pence  on  the  pound  payable  the  first  January  next  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  has  heretofore  been  usual  in  like  cases. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  officers  and  privates  belonging 
to  any  of  the  troops  of  horse  in  this  State  who  shall  hereafter  be  called 
into  public  service  as  dragoons  shall  be  allowed  the  same  rations  or 
subsistance  money  as  is  allowed  to  the  militia  of  this  State,  and  for 
their  horses  twenty  pounds  weight  of  hay  and  four  quarts  of  oats  per 
diem,  when  not  fed  on  grass  and  when  fed  on  grass  four  quarts  of  oats 
per  diem;  and  shall  also  have  and  receive  out  of  the  public  treasury 
in  lawfull  money  or  bills  emitted  by  this  State  since  the  month  of 
February  last  the  following  wages  and  allowance  for  each  month  while 
in  actual  service,  viz:  A major  £12  10s.,  captain  £7  10,  a lieutenant  £6 
5,  a cornet  £5,  quarter-master  £5,  corporal  £2  15,  trumpeter  £2  13,  each 
private  £2  10. 

Whereas  a requisition  has  been  made  on  this  State  by  the  Honble 
Committee  of  Congress  and  by  his  Excellency  General  Washington,  as 
appears  by  their  letters  of  the  second  of  June  1780,  for  2520  men  of  the 
militia  of  this  State  to  co-operate  with  the  army  of  the  United  States 
for  the  term  of  three  months  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  July  next 
if  necessary,  a full  compliance  with  which  appears  to  this  Assembly 
necessary  for  the  public  good:  Therefore, 

It  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  2520  able-bodied  effective  men 
of  the  militia  of  this  State,  rank  and  file,  to  be  formed  into  five  regi- 
ments, be  forthwith  raised  in  the  several  brigades  of  militia  in  the  fol- 
lowing proportions,  viz:  371  for  the  first  brigade,  to  be  formed  into 
six  companies  of  62  men  each;  533  from  the  second  brigade,  to  be 
formed  into  eight  companies  of  66  men  each;  341  from  the  third 
brigade,  to  be  formed  into  5 companies  of  68  men  each;  496  from  the 
4th  brigade,  to  be  formed  into  8 companies  of  62  men  each;  378  from 
the  fifth  brigade,  to  be  formed  into  6 companies  of  64  men  each;  401 
from  the  6tli  brigade  to  be  formed  into  7 companies  of  58  men  each. 
That  each  of  said  companies  be  furnished  with  one  drum  and  fife  and 
officered  with  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign  and  four  serjeants, 
to  be  designated  from  the  several  brigades  where  the  same  are  raised, 
except  where  there  are  a field  officer  or  officers  who  are  respectively  to 
command  companies  in  the  room  and  stead  of  a captain;  that  there 
be  appointed  one  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  first  brigade,  one  lieutenant- 
colonel  and  one  major  in  the  second  brigade,  one  lieutenant-colonel  in 
the  third  brigade,  one  lieutenant-colonel  and  one  major  in  the  4th 
brigade,  two  majors  in  the  5th  brigade,  and  one  lieutenant-colonel  and 
one  major  in  the  6th  brigade.  That  three  companies  from  the  5th 
brigade  joined  to  5 companies  of  the  first  brigade  make  one  regiment 
to  be  commanded  by  the  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  first  brigade  and  one 
of  the  majors  in  the  5th  brigade;  that  the  8 companies  in  the  second 
brigade  be  a regiment  under  the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  in  said 
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brigade;  that  the  remaining  three  companies  in  the  5th  brigade  be 
joined  to  the  5 companies  in  the  third  brigade  and  be  a regiment  to 
be  commanded  by  the  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  third  brigade  and  one 
of  the  majors  in  the  5th;  that  the  8 companies  in  the  4th  brigade  be  a 
regiment  under  the  command  of  the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  in 
said  brigade;  and  that  the  7 companies  in  the  6th  brigade  and  one 
company  from  the  first  brigade  be  a regiment  under  the  command  of 
the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  in  said  6th  brigade.  That  the  com- 
manding officers  of  said  regiments  appoint  the  adjutants  and  quarter- 
masters for  said  regiments  out  of  the  subaltern  officers  of  the  line. 
That  each  adjutant  shall  have  an  additional  pay  of  three  pounds  per 
month,  and  each  quarter-master  of  two  pounds  ten  shillings.  The 
whole  to  be  under  the  command  of  one  brigadier  general.  That  his 
Excellency  the  Captain  General  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  give 
the  necessary  orders  to  the  brigadiers  general  of  the  respective  brigades 
for  the  apportioning,  inlisting  or,  if  need  be,  detaching,  officering, 
arming,  equipping  and  marching  said  men  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  resolve  into  execution.  That  the  said  regi- 
ments so  ordered  to  be  raised  be  ordered  to  march  and  rendezvous  at 
Danbury  by  the  15th  day  of  July  next,  or  such  other  place  as  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  direct,  from  thence  to  proceed 
on  the  orders  of  General  Washington,  and  to  continue  in  service  for 
the  term  of  three  months  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  at  the  place 
of  their  destination  unless  sooner  discharged.  That  all  such  able- 
bodied  effective  men  who  shall  by  the  5th  day  of  July  next  voluntarily 
inlist  into  said  service  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  as  a bounty  the 
sum  of  three  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  bills  of  credit  of  this  State. 
That  such  as  arm  and  equip  themselves  with  a good  firelock,  blanket, 
knapsack  and  cartouch-box,  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  therefor  the 
following  bounties,  viz:  for  a firelock  12s.,  for  a blanket  12s.,  for  a 
knapsack  3s.,  and  for  a cartouch-box  3s.,  lawfull  money  aforesaid. 
And  that  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  within  this  State  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  furnish  such  of  the  troops  hereby  ordered 
to  be  raised  belonging  to  their  respective  towns  as  are  unable  to 
furnish  themselves;  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  arms,  blankets, 
knapsacks  and  cartouch-boxes  supplyed  by  the  selectmen  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  bounty  for  the  use  of  each  as  in  the  case  of  the  soldier  who 
shall  furnish  himself  as  abovesaid. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  in  case  the  full  complement  of  men 
herein  ordered  to  be  raised  shall  not  be  compleated  by  inlistment  by  the 
said  fifth  day  of  July  the  remainder  to  make  up  said  complement  shall 
be  raised  by  peremptory  detachment  of  such  able-bodied  effective  men 
as  are  by  law  liable  to  do  duty  out  of  this  State;  and  all  such  persons 
so  detached  as  aforesaid  who  shall  inlist  within  three  days  after  such 
detachment  for  the  term  aforesaid  shall  be  entituled  to  two-thirds  of 
the  bounty  aforesaid. 

Whereas  the  time  limited  for  filling  up  by  inlistments  the  two 
battalions  now  raising  for  the  defence  of  this  State  and  parts  adjacent 
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is  now  expired  and  also  doubts  having  arisen  when  their  pay  com- 
menced, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  time  for  recruiting  said  two 
battalions  be  further  lengthened  out  to  the  15th  day  of  June  1780,  and 
that  a proper  number  of  officers  be  permitted  to  tarry  behind  for  said 
purpose  untill  the  15th  day  of  June. 

Also  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  wages  or  pay  of  said  two 
battalions  commence  at  the  time  of  engaging  in  said  service,  and  that 
the  regiment  not  already  allowed  be  allowed  and  provided  with  a 
b aggage-waggon . 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  twro  regiments  ordered  to  be  raised 
for  the  defence  of  this  State  should  be  immediately  compleated, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  effec- 
tive men  be  drafted  from  the  second  brigade,  and  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  effective  men  be  drafted  from  the  sixth  brigade  by  peremp- 
tory detachment  to  serve  in  said  regiments  under  the  command  of  Lt. 
Colo.  Levi  Wells  and  Lieut.  Colo.  Bezaleel  Bebee  for  two  months  after 
they  shall  join  said  regiments.  And  that  if  any  man  so  detached  shall 
voluntarily  inlist  into  either  of  said  regiments  by  the  fifteenth  day  of 
June  next,  he  shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  bounty  and  subsistance  as 
is  by  law  already  provided.  That  returns  be  made  of  the  number  of 
men  which  shall  be  inlisted  or  detached  into  said  regiments  by  the  15th 
day  of  June  next,  distinguishing  between  such  as  have  inlisted  or  been 
detached  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  State 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  desired  and  impowered  to 
order  drafts  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  peremptory  detachments 
of  a number  of  effective  men  sufficient  to  keep  said  regiments  full  ac- 
cording to  their  legal  establishment  to  serve  two  months  after  they  shall 
join  said  regiments  and  no  longer.  That  the  Commander-in-Chief 
be  desired  to  carry  the  designs  of  this  act  into  the  most  speedy  and 
effectual  execution,  and  that  certain  and  effectual  measures  be  adopted 
by  him  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  to  furnish  said  troops 
with  provision  and  ammunition.  That  every  brigadier  general  or  other 
officer  directed  to  make  such  detachment  shall  designate  and  appoint 
some  proper  officer  or  officers  to  collect  and  conduct  such  detachment  as 
he  shall  be  ordered  to  make  to  join  said  regiments,  according  as  he 
shall  be  directed.  That  one  company  of  light  dragoons  completely 
equipped  be  drafted  by  peremptory  detachment  from  such  regiment  or 
regiments  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  direct,  to  serve  two  months 
after  they  shall  join  the  troops  stationed  upon  the  southwestern  frontier 
of  this  State;  and  that  his  Excellency  be  desired  and  impowered  as 
he  shall  see  occasion  to  order  from  time  to  time  peremptory  detach- 
ments of  one  company  of  light  dragoons  to  serve  by  rotation  on  such 
western  frontier  for  a tour  of  two  months  as  aforesaid. 


An  Act  for  filling:  up  the  Connecticut  Battalions  in  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  fif- 
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teen  hundred  able-bodied  effective  recruits  be  immediately  raised  within 
this  State  and  ordered  to  join  the  Connecticut  battalions  in  the  con- 
tinental army  to  serve  untill  the  last  day  of  December  next  unless 
sooner  discharged.  And  that  bis  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  to 
direct  the  brigadier  generals  forthwith  to  issue  their  respective  orders 
for  raising  said  recruits  by  voluntary  inlistments  or  peremptory  de- 
tachments as  the  case  may  require.  That  twelve  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  of  said  recruits  shall  be  raised  out  of  the  infantry  of  this  State, 
and  from  the  several  towns  in  their  following  proportion,  viz:

And  that  the  number  of  two  hundred  twenty-six  of  said  recruits 
shall  be  raised  out  of  the  troops  of  horse  in  said  State,  and  that  said 
fifteen  hundred  recruits  he  ready  to  march  by  the  first  day.  of  July 
next  to  join  and  serve  in  said  battalions  the  full  term,  aforesaid. 

And  in  order  to  encourage  a voluntary  inlistment  into  said  service, 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That,  a premium  or  bounty 
of  six  pounds  in  hills  of  credit  of  this  State  emitted  or  to  be  emitted 
since  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  in  J anuary  last  shall  be  paid 
to  each  able-bodied  effective  recruit  upon  his  inlistment  into,  said 
service  and  being  mustered  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment 
to  which  he  belongs  5 and  each  and  every  of  said  recruits  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  pay,  wages  and  refreshments,  during  the  term  of 
his  said  service  as  other  soldiers  in  the  said  battalions  by  law  are, 
and  that  the  sum  of  thirty  shillings,  in  bills  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
paid  to  each  such  recruit  who  shall  provide  himself  with  a good  and 
sufficient  blanket  for  said  service. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns 
he  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  procure  good  and  sufficient  blankets 
for  such  of  said  recruits  within  their  respective  towns  as  shall  not  pro- 
vide for  themselves.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  his  Council 
of  Safety  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  give  all  such  orders  and 
directions  as  shall  be  further  necessary  to  carry  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  act  into  compleat  and  speedy  execution. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  every  recruit  who  shall  he  detached 
agreeable  to  this  act,  and  shall  within  three  days  after  said  detachment 
voluntarily  inlist  to  perform  said  service  or  procure  a person  who  shall 
be  accepted  in  his  stead,  shall  be  entituled  to  a premium  or  bounty 
of  four  pounds  to  he  paid  agreeable  to  the  provisions  in  this  act  to  such 
as  voluntarily  inlist  into  said  service  before  said  first  of  July. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  regiment  lately  raised  for  the 
defence  of  this  State  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Colo.  Levi  Wells 
be  forthwith  ordered  to  march  to  Greenwich  and  be  stationed  there  for 
the  defence  of  that  place  and  parts  adjacent  till  further  orders  from 
the  General  Assembly  or  in  their  recess  from  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  Safety;  that  the  purchasing  commissaries  be  and  they  hereby  are 
directed  forthwith  to  purchase  provisions  for  the  supply  of  those  troops 
and  the  guard  on  the  sea  coasts,  and  that  suitable  persons  be  appointed 
to  receive  and  issue  the  same,  and  that  the  commanding  officer  in  that 
department  be  directed  to  take  special  care  as  to  the  quantity,  quality 
and  condition  of  such  provisions  and  that  the  same  be  issued  agreeable 
to  orders  that  shall  be  given  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  purchasing 
commissaries  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  expence  of  purchasing  and 
transporting  the  same.  And  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  desired  to  make  application  to  Congress  to  grant  continental 
pay  and  rations  to  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-five  men  to  be  em- 
ployed for  the  defence  of  the  western  frontiers  and  sea  coasts  of  this 
State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  two  State  regiments  under  the 
command  of  Colo.  Wells  & Colo.  Bebee,  in  case  any  military  operations 
shall  be  carried  on  this  campaign  against  New  York,  shall  join  the 
main  army  to  serve  on  this  side  Hudson’s  Biver;  and  that  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  be  desired  to  inform  General  W ashington  thereof, 
and  that  this  provision  together  with  the  other  provisions  which  this 
Assembly  have  made  will  furnish  the  full  number  of  men  which  General 
Washington  has  required  of  this  State. 

Whereas  by  an  act  or  resolution  of  Congress  of  the  25th  day  of 
February  last,  making  requisition  upon  this  State  for  supplies  of  live 
beef  for  the  army,  by  which  act  such  beef  so  supplied  is  to  be  credited 
to  this  State  at  the  rates  mentioned  in  said  act : And  whereas  the 

beef  so  purchased  not  only  includes  in  the  account  credited  all  the  ex- 
pence of  purchasing  and  collecting  the  same  but  was  never  intended 
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by  Congress  by  tlieir  said  act  to  ascertain  the  prices  which  should  be 
given  therefor,  but  merely  to  fix  upon  certain  numbers  which  should 
bear  a just  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  various  articles  of  supplies 
wherewith  the  several  States  should  furnish  the  army,  so  that  in  rela- 
tion to  the  various  articles  of  supplies  justice  might  be  done  to  the  re- 
spective States  in  the  final  settlement  of  their  accounts : In  con- 

sequence of  these  views  Congress  had  no  very  particular  regard  to 
the  gradual  variation  of  the  prices  of  live  beef,  through  the  several 
months  of  the  year,  but  formed  their  resolution  upon  the  general 
principles  beforementioned : But  as  this  Assembly  are  informed  that 

the  aforesaid  prices  have  been  considered  by  the  purchasing  commis- 
saries in  this  State  as  the  rate  by  which  at  the  different  periods  men- 
tioned in  said  act  they  ought  in  that  proportion  to  vary  the  prices  of 
said  purchases : To  remove  which  misapprehension, 

Resolved , That  the  purchasing  commissaries  in  this  State  vary  the 
prices  of  their  purchases  of  live  beef  in  the  several  months  of  the 
year  in  the  following  proportions,  viz:  In  the  month  of  July  40  per 
cent.,  August  33  do.,  September  36  do.,  October  35  do.,  November  35  do., 
December  38  do.,  January  42  do.,  February  45  do.,  March  47  do.,  April 
48  do.,  May  48  do.,  June  45  do.  Which  sums  collectively  amount  to 
the  same  prices  for  the  term  of  one  year  for  a like  quantity  of  beef 
as  this  State  will  be  credited  for  including  expences  by  the  United 
States. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  rewards  of  the  superintend] ant 
and  purchasing  commissaries  of  live  beef  within  this  State  shall  be  the 
same  as  has  been  allowed  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  the 
13th  day  of  April  A.  Rom.  1780,  computing  such  rewards  for  their 
purchases  in  every  month  from  and  after  the  last  day  of  June  A.  D. 
1780,  so  as  that  their  rewards  shall  correspond  with  the  prices  men- 
tioned in  this  act. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
October  last  for  taking  and  stating  the  accounts  of  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  continental  army  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  and 
include  the  brigadier  general. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  re- 
quest Congress  to  issue  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in 
favour  of  Majr  General  Green,  Quarter-Master  General,  for  the  sum 
of  four  thousand  nine  hundred  pounds,  lawfull  money  of  this  State 
which  is  equal  to  a like  sum  in  specie,  which  sum  this  State  has  ad- 
vanced to  General  Green  for  the  use  of  his  department  and  for  which 
he  is  accountable.  And  that  upon  such  order  being  obtained  to  answer 
part  of  the  requisition  of  Congress  upon  this  State,  and  properly  en- 
dorsed by  Gen.  Green,  shall  fully  discharge  him  for  the  monies  so 
advanced. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  May  1779,  ordered  and 
directed  a number  of  recruits  to  fill  up  our  quota  of  the  continental 
army  to  be  inlisted  or  on  neglect  to  be  detached  to  serve  in  the  Con- 
necticut Line  in  the  several  regiments  of  this  State  in  the  continental 
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army  under  officers  in  those  regiments  untill  the  first  day  of  January 
last:  And  whereas  there  was  one  recruiting  officer  appointed  to  each 

brigade  in  this  State  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  who  was  to  inlist  the 
number  assigned  to  him  and  receive  such  as  should  be  detached  and 
forward  them  to  the  army:  And  whereas  numbers  wrere  inlisted  and 

detached  in  consequence  of  the  orders  and  encouragements  given  by 
the  Assembly  and  joined  the  army  and  there  remained  in  service  till 
legally  discharged  but  have  received  no  pay  for  their  service  and  but 
part  for  cloathing  which  was  engaged  them,  and  no  special  provision 
therefor  or  person  appointed  to  adjust  the  pay-rolls,  receive  the  monies 
that  may  be  found  due,  and  to  pay  out  to  the  several  soldiers  ac- 
cordingly: And  whereas  by  order  given  Colo.  Chandler  he  has  pro- 

cured copys  of  the  pay-rolls  of  those  recruits,  or  the  greater  part  of 
them,  and  has  returned  them  to  the  Pay-Table, 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  re- 
cruiting officers  appointed  as  aforesaid  repair  to  the  Pay-Table  and  by 
the  copies  of  the  pay-rolls  there  lodged,  and  by  other  means  of  their 
certain  knowledge,  make  out  a true  and  just  abstract  of  the  several 
soldiers  inlisted  or  detached  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  in  their  re- 
spective brigades,  either  of  foot  or  horse  who  joined  the  army  in  con- 
sequence of  their  inlistments  or  detachments,  and  the  same  exhibit  to 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  which  being  approved  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  give  orders  to  the  several  recruiting  officers  aforesaid  for 
the  sums  due  thereon  as  also  for  the  allowance  for  cloathing  accord- 
ing to  an  act  of  the  Assembly  in  January  last  for  such  as  have  not 
received  the  same,  which  said  several  recruiting  officers  shall  with  all 
speed  and  diligence  pay  off  to  the  several  recruits  aforesaid  the  sums 
respectively  due  to  them,  taking  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of 
which  to  lodge  with  the  Pay-Table  in  discharge  of  the  pay-rolls 
aforesaid, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Lawrence,  Esqr,  Treasurer 
of  this  State,  be  directed  and  he  is  hereby  directed,  to  pay  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  State  a sum  of  continental  money  not  exceeding  forty 
thousand  pounds  to  the  bearer  of  a certain  warrant  drawn  by  the  order 
of  Congress  in  favour  of  William  Palfrey,  Esqr,  Pay-Master  General 
of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  said  Treasurer  be 
directed  to  receive  said  warrant  with  endorsement  thereon  for  payment 
and  give  his  receipt  for  the  ballance  remaining  due  thereon  after  the 
payment  of  the  above  sum  of  forty  thousand  pounds,  continental  money, 
being  part  of  a certain  sum  received  by  the  said  Treasurer  the  avails 
of  a parcell  of  indigo  the  property  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  pay  establishment  of  the  militia 
and  guards  employed  in  the  service  of  this  State  at  and  before  the 
second  day  of  March  last  be  the  same  as  was  then  established,  and 
payable  in  bills  of  the  common  currency  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  from  and  after  said  second  day  of  March  the  pay  of  the  militir 
and  State  guards  of  this  State  be  as  the  same  was  in  the  year  177G, 
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and  that  the  officers  shall  receive  eight  pence  in  lieu  of  each  ration, 
and  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  shall  receive  two  pence 
per  mile  for  travailing  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  rendezvous, 
payable  in  bills  of  public  credit  of  this  State  which  have  or  shall  be 
emitted  since  the  5th  day  of  January  last;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  orders  for  payment  accordingly. 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  this  act  shall  not  effect  the  order  of  this 
Assembly  relative  to  the  payment  of  the  regiments  lately  commanded 
by  Lt.  Colo.  Levi  Wells  and  Lieut.  Colonel  Matthew  Mead;  and  pro- 
vided also,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  do  not  draw  any  order 
for  paying  the  militia  and  guards  as  aforesaid  in  bills  of  public  credit 
as  aforesaid  untill  (the  treasury  shall  be  more  fully  supplied  than  at 
present,  or  untill)  they  shall  be  directed  thereto  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety. 

Whereas  sundry  small  boats  from  the  enemy  do  infest  the  sea  coast 
of  this  State  to  the  great  damage  of  the  inhabitants  and  to  the  en- 
couragement of  illicit  trade  and  commerce, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  desired  to  commis- 
sion a number  of  armed  boats,  not  exceeding  twelve,  to  cruize  against 
the  enemy  in  the  Sound  and  sea  coast  of  this  State,  with  instructions 
to  use  their  utmost  endeavours  to  annoy  the  enemy,  and  to  suppress 
illicit  trade,  and  to  apprehend  and  seize  all  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandize illicitly  exported  or  imported,  or  exporting  or  importing,  and 
the  boats  or  persons  employed  or  concerned  therein,  and  to  cause  due 
prosecution  at  law  to  be  had  against  the  same. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  such  commissions  be  limited  to  be  con- 
tinued in  force  for  such  term  as  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the 
Council  of  Safety  shall  direct,  not  exceeding  forty  days,  and  that  the 
commanders  of  such  boats  shall  be  under  the  inspection  of  such  military 
officers  commanding  on  the  sea  coast  or  such  of  the  civil  authority  as 
his  Excellency  and  the  Council  of  Safety  shall  direct,  which  military 
officers  or  civil  authority  shall  carefully  inspect  the  said  boats  and  their 
conduct  and  from  time  to  time  make  report  thereof  to  his  Excellency 
and  the  Council  of  Safety. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  upon  information  of  the  miscon- 
duct of  any  such  boat  be  desired  to  supercede  or  recall  the  commission 
granted  to  the  same  by  virtue  of  this  resolve  as  aforesaid. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Messrs.  Elkanah  Tisdale,  and  Nathaniel 
Niles  and  Capt.  Jeremiah  Ripley  a committee  to  collect  and  state  all 
the  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  disposition  of  all  the  monies  and 
property  of  this  State  that  have  been  received,  negociated,  disposed 
of,  or  ordered  to  be  paid  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council 
or  Committee  of  Safety  since  their  first  establishment  as  such  in  the 
year  1775  to  the  present  time,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  next ; and  his  Excellency  and  Council  of  Safety 
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are  desired  to  furnish,  said  committee  with  all  entries  and  documents 
in  their  power  when  thereto  desired  by  said  committee;  and  all  the 
servants,  agents  and  citizens  of  this  State  are  directed  when  thereto 
required  by  said  committee  to  furnish  said  committee  with  all  the 
materials  of  information  in  their  power  that  may  any  way  help  or 
assist  them  to  compleat  the  business  of  this  appointment. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  of 
the  bills  of  public  credit  lately  emitted  by  this  State  be  advanced  to 
Nehemiah  Hubbard,  Esqr,  Deputy  Quarter-Master  General,  to  enable 
him  to  transport  provisions  to  the  army  agreeable  to  the  requisition  of 
Nathaniel  Green,  Esqr,  Quarter-Master  General,  of  the  seventh  of  May 
inst.,  for  which  General  Green  is  to  be  accountable,  and  that  he  pro- 
cure an  order  in  favour  of  this  State  on  the  Loan  Officer  of  the  United 
States  in  this  State  for  said  sum  and  in  discharge  of  said  monies  so 
advanced. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a company  to  consist  of  one  cap- 
tain, one  lieutenant,  one  ensign  and  ninety-seven  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates,  be  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment  of  the  late  in- 
habitants of  the  town  of  Westmoreland  for  the  defence  of  said  town, 
to  serve  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  that  said  company 
be  allowed  half  the  pay  of  the  establishment  of  the  continental  army. 
And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  apply  to  Congress  to 
grant  rations  to  sai,d  company. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Chester,  Esqr,  to  join  the  com- 
mittee by  this  Assembly  appointed  in  October  last  to  settle  accounts 
with  the  army  and  to  assist  said  committee  in  stating  and  closing  the 
accounts. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That,  for  the  further  security  of  the 
post  of  Greenwich  and  that  frontier  of  this  State,  two  small  redoubts, 
to  be  immediately  built  under  the  direction  and  at  the  discretion  of  the 
commanding  officer  at  said  post,  each  of  which  redoubts  shall  be 
furnished  with  one  field-piece,  a four-pounder  well  harnessed  and  pro- 
vided with  sufficient  quantity  of  ammunition  with  one  horse  to  each 
piece;  that  for  the  present  and  untill  said  redoubts  are  compleated  or 
untill  they  shall  be  further  ordered  the  regiment  raising  for  the  de- 
fence of  this  State,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Colo.  Bebee,  be  forth- 
with ordered  to  march  and  take  post  at  said  post  of  Greenwich.  That 
one  company  to  consist  of  one  subaltern  officer,  one  serjeant,  one  cor- 
poral and  twenty  matrosses,  be  immediately  raised  to  continue  in 
service  till  the  first  day  of  January  next  unless  sooner  discharged,  and 
stationed  at  said  post  of  Greenwich  to  be  under  the  direction  and  com- 
mand of  the  commanding  officer  at  said  post;  said  company  to  be 
entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsist ance  and  allowances  as  are  ordered  by 
this  Assembly  to  be  given  to  the  two  regiments  ordered  to  be  raised 
for  the  defence  of  this  State.  That  two  teams  of  four  oxen  each  to  be 
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procured  by  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  be  provided  for 
the  use  of  each  of  said  regiments  stationed  at  said  post  and  so  long 
as  they  shall  be  continued  there.  That  an  armourer  with  proper  tools 
be  appointed  for  said  post  at  the  expence  of  this  State,  to  b°  entituled 
to  the  pay  and  subsistance  of  an  ensign.  That  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  with  advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety  be  desired  from  time 
to  time  to  direct  the  Pay-Table  to  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  to  furnish  the  said  two  regiments  ordered  to  said  post  of 
Greenwich  with  such  further  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  compleating  the  raising  the  said  regiments  and  getting  them 
to  their  post,  as  also  for  the  raising  the  company  of  matrosses  ordered 
by  this  Assembly  to  be  raised  and  stationed  at  the  said  post  of 
Greenwich.  That  a suitable  quantity  of  ammunition  be  forthwith 
ordered  to  be  furnished  and  forwarded  for  the  use  of  the  troops  at 
said  posts. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Talmadge,  major  commandant  of 
the  second  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  shewing  to  this  Vssembly  that 
such  part  of  said  regiment  as  have  been  raised  in  this  State  have  been 
adopted  as  part  of  the  quota  of  this  State,  but  have  not  been  entituled 
to  the  three  hundred  dollars  bounty  given  to  the  infantry  by  an  act 
passed  in  the  sessions  in  January  last;  praying  that  such  as  inlist  into 
said  regiment  should  be  entitled  to  said  bounty:  Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  granted 
as  a premium  to  each  private  that  shall  inlist  in  the  corps  of  light 
dragoons  commanded  by  Colo.  Sheldon  belonging  to  this  State;  and 
that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  are  hereby  directed  to  draw 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  accordingly. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Honble  Matthew  Griswold,  Esqr,  Gen- 
eral Joseph  Spencer,  General  James  Wadsworth,  William  Hilhouse, 
Esqr,  Abraham  Davenport,  Esqr,  Jedidiah  Elderkin,  Esqr,  Jedidiah 
Strong,  Esqr,  to  be  a Committee  or  Council  of  Safety,  to  assist  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  when  the  Assembly  is  not  sitting,  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  order  and  direct  the  militia  of  this  State  and 
the  marches  and  stations  of  the  troops  that  have  been  or  shall  be  in- 
listed  and  assembled  for  the  special  defence  of  this  or  the  neighbour- 
ing States,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  as  they  shall  judge  neces- 
sary, and  to  give  all  necessary  orders  from  time  to  time  for  furnishing 
and  supplying  the  said  militia  troops  in  every  respect  and  to  every 
purpose  that  may  be  needfull  to  render  the  defence  of  these  States 
effectual;  with  full  power  and  authority  to  fulfill  and  execute  the  trusts 
already  reposed  in  his  Excellency  and  Council  of  Safety  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid  or  that  shall  be  specially  and  definitely  reposed  in  them 
by  this  Assembly.  And  this  Assembly  do  expect  and  desire  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  to  notify  and  convene  the  whole  of  the  said 
Council  on  all  important  occasions  and  business  which  may  be  before 
them,  but  when  the  necessity  and  safety  of  the  public  may  require 
greater  dispatch  than  can  consist  with  the  notice  and  attendance  of  the 
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whole,  and  on  smaller  matters,  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, may  convene  a smaller  number,  not  less  than  three  to  be  a 
quorum,  to  act  with  him  in  the  matters  and  business  aforesaid. 

Whereas  the  situation  of  our  public  affairs  from  recent  intelligence 
gives  us  reason  to  expect  that  very  vigorous  and  important  exertions  on 
the  part  of  this  State  will  be  necessary  the  ensuing  campaign,  and  that 
affairs  of  great  weight  and  moment  to  the  peace,  happiness  and  safety 
of  this  State  will  necessarily  devolve  on  the  executive  department  in 
the  course  of  the  same, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  ten  gentlemen  he  added  to  the 
number  already  appointed  a Council  of  Safety  by  this  Assembly  for 
the  year  ensuing.  And  thereupon  this  Assembly  do  appoint  Eliphalet 
Dyer,  William  Pitkin,  Oliver  Wolcott,  William  Williams,  Nathaniel 
Wales  junr,  J^sse  Root,  Jabez  Perkins,  Benjamin  Payne,  Samuel  Bishop 
and  Joseph  Platt  Cook,  Esqrs,  in  addition  to  and  with  the  gentlemen 
already  appointed  to  constitute  a Council  of  Safety  for  this  State  the 
year  ensuing  and  to  invest  them  with  the  same  powers  and  trusts 
granted  to  the  Council  of  Safety  already  appointed  by  this  Assembly: 
the  whole  to  be  convened  when  it  is  convenient,  yet  when  this  cannot 
well  be  done,  any  five  of  them  may  constitute  a Council  to  act  upon 
any  matters  confided  to  them  by  any  act  passed  or  that  may  be  passed 
by  this  Assembly. 

Whereas  the  present  exigencies  of  our  affairs  makes  it  necessary  that 
there  should  he  a power  somewhere  invested  for  calling  forth  the  whole 
strength  and  resources  of  this  State  in  the  recess  of  the  General  As- 
sembly : 

Therefore,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  fully  authorized 
and  impowered  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  call  forth 
the  whole  military  force  and  strength  of  this  State  by  peremptory  de- 
tachment or  otherwise,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
to  supply  and  draw  forth  the  whole  resources  of  provisions  and  other 
necessary  supplies  for  the  army  of  the  United  States  and  of  their  con- 
federates and  of  the  troops  raised  for  defence  of  this  State,  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  they  shall  think  most  expedient  for  procuring  and 
forwarding  the  same  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  army  and  troops, 
and  to  make  such  regulations  and  arrangements,  and  give  such  orders 
in  all  respects  as  to  them  shall  appear  necessary  for  the  safety  and 
defence  of  this  State;  and  that  they  have  full  power  to  take  and 
effectually  execute  such  measures  as  shall  from  time  to  time  appear  to 
them  necessary  or  expedient  to  save  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United 
States  from  hurt  or  damage. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  instead  of  forty  days,  the  time 
heretofore  limited  for  commissioning  the  twelve  armed  boats  permitted 
by  this  Assembly  to  cruize  in  the  Sound,  said  commissions  do  extend 
to  the  first  day  of  January  next,  (said  boats  crews  not  misconducting,) 
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unless . the  General  Assembly,  or  in  their  recess  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety,  shall  otherwise  order. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  Colo.  Henry  Champion,  Superin- 
tendant  of  Purchases,  repair  to  Hew  London  and  there  seize  and  secure 
for  the  use  of  this  State  one  half  of  the  mess  beef  and  salted  pork 
which  has  been  lately  captured  and  brought  into  the  port  of  Hew 
London  as  it  is  said  by  the  Experiment,  Sally,  and  other  private  ships 
of  war;  and  that  Colo.  Champion  make  report  of  his  doings  relative 
to  such  seizure  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  who  shall  give 
orders  that  such  provisions  shall  be  paid  for  according  to  the  rate  at 
which  Congress  credit  this  State  for  such  kind  of  provisions  supplied 
the  United  States.  And  the  civil  authority  in  the  county  of  Hew 
London  are  hereby  directed  to  afford  Colo.  Champion  all  necessary 
aid  to  carry  this  act  into  effect. 


This  Assembly  do  appoint  Titus  Hosmer,  Esqr,  one  of  the  Council 
of  Safety  for  the  year  ensuing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Esqr,  to  he  one  of 
the  Council  of  Safety  for  this  State  the  year  ensuing. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  of  the  bills  of 
public  credit  lately  emitted  by  this  State  be  advanced  to  Hehemiah 
Hubbard,  Esqr,  Deputy  Quarter-Master  General,  to  enable  him  to  trans- 
port provisions  to  the  army,  for  which  General  Green,  Quarter-Master 
General,  is  to  be  accountable,  and  that  he  procure  an  order  in  favour  of 
this  State  on  the  Loan  Officer  of  the  United  States  in  this  State  for 
said  sum  and  in  discharge  of  said  monies  so  advanced. 

Upon  the  representation  of  Monsieur  D’Volnois,  his  Most  Christian 
Majesty’s  Consul  at  Boston,  shewing  that  Mr.  Castinet,  a subject  of 
France,  who  was  forced  by  storms  and  tempests  into  the  port  of  Hew 
London  in  a vessel  of  which  Monsieur  Raux,*  another  subject  of 
France,  was  captain  hath  arrested  said  Capt.  Raux  to  answer  him  in 
an  action  before  the  county  court  in  Hew  London  county,  which  is 
depending  and  is  for  pretended  cause  of  action  arising  before  their 
arrival  in  this  country,  and  that  said  action  is  contrary  to  the  law  of 
nations  &c.,  as  on  file,  and  the  state  of  said  case  being  understood  by 
this  Assembly  from  the  information  of  the  judges  of  the  superior 
court  before  whom  a cause  between  the  same  parties  for  the  same 
matter,  cause  and  thing,  hath  been  heard:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  Capt.  Raux  be  and  he  is  discharged  from  the  arrest  or 
any  bonds  he  hath  been  laid  under  by  means  of  the  action  or  suit 
aforesaid,  and  that  he  be  permitted  to  embark  and  proceed  for  France, 
and  that  he  be  not  impeded  therein  by  means  of  the  suit  aforesaid; 
and  all  officers,  judicial  or  executive,  are  directed  to  permit  said  Capt. 
Raux  to  embark  and  proceed  accordingly. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  no  orders  in  future  shall  be  drawn 
for  continental  money  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  any  debts  or 
demands  of  any  person  within  this  State,  but  that  all  orders  shall  he 
drawn  for  bills  of  public  credit  of  the  State  which  have  or  shall  be 
emitted  since  the  last  day  of  February  last,  unless  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  shall  be  otherwise  especially  directed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  nothing  is  hereby  in- 
tended to  alter  the  mode  of  payment  directed  by  any  particular  act 
or  acts  of  the  General  Assembly. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Messrs.  John  Broome,  John  Felch  and 
Barnabas  Dean,  to  be  of  the  committee  for  settling  accounts  with  the 
Connecticut  Line  of  the  army. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  at  their  sessions  at  Hartford  in 
May  1779  did  resolve  and  order  a tax  of  four  shillings  on  the  pound 
on  the  list  1778,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  first  of  August 
1779  in  State  or  current  continental  hills,  or  State  notes  then  due; 
and  it  being  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  considerable  sums  in 
said  State  notes  have  been  collected  by  the  collectors,  and  that  none  of 
said  notes  have  been  brought  into  the  treasury  according  to  said 
resolve:  Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer 
he  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  call  on  the  several  col- 
lectors and  cause  them  to  know  that  they  must  pay  into  the  treasury 
all  such  notes  as  they  have  respectively  received  for  taxes;  and  the 
Treasurer  is  further  directed  to  make  strict  enquiry  into  the  matter 
aforesaid  by  the  oath  of  the  several  collectors  or  otherwise,  and  where 
it  shall  appear  they  have  received  said  tax  in  part  or  in  whole  in  said 
notes,  the  same  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  on  the  settlement.  And 
it  is  further  resolved,  that  the  Treasurer  he  directed  and  impowered 
to  make  the  same  restrictions  upon  all  the  taxes  laid  by  this  Assembly, 
and  that  the  collectors  strictly  observe  and  pay  into  the  treasury  the 
same  specific  moneys  which  they  shall  receive  by  order  of  the  Assembly ; 
and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  publish  this  resolve,  that  those  persons 
who  have  paid  said  notes  into  the  hands  of  the  collectors  may  lodge 
with  the  Treasurer  an  information  of  such  sums  as  they  respectively 
paid  towards  said  tax  to  enable  him  to  make  the  necessary  enquiry. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  requested 
to  correspond  and  agree  with  the  governments  of  the  neighbouring 
States  on  terms  of  opening  a free  trade  and  transportation  by  land  from 
one  State  to  another,  and  is  impowered  by  proclamation,  to  grant  a 
general  permission  to  transport  provisions  and  other  commodities  by 
land  from  this  State  to  any  of  the  neighbouring  States,  except  to  such 
places  where  they  may  he  exposed  to  he  taken  by  or  carried  to  the 
enemies  of  the  United  States;  any  law  laying  an  embargo  notwith- 
standing: Provided  that  such  permission  shall  not  take  effect  before 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Captain  General 
of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  write  in  a pressing  manner 
to  General  Howe,  to  order  such  number  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not 
less  than  40  of  the  continental  light-horse  now  in  this  State,  to  march 
immediately  to  Greenwich  for  the  defence  of  that  post. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  Capt.  Adam  Shapley  and  Capt.  William 
Latham,  captains  of  the  matross  companies  in  Hew  London  and  Groton, 
for  a sum  of  money  of  the  new  emission  to  each  captain  sufficient  to 
pay  the  bounty  and  first  months  pay  to  the  officers  and  privates  to  be 
inlisted  into  their  said  companies:  they  giving  bond  agreeable  to  an 
act  of  this  Assembly. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  that  Adam  Shapley,  captain 
of  a matross  company  raised  for  defence  of  the  forts  at  Hew  London 
and  Groton,  pursuant  to  a resolve  of  this  Assembly  passed  at  their 
sessions  in  April  1779,  hath  received  orders  on  the  Treasurer  at  the 
Pay-Table  office  for  seventeen  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-four 
pounds,  common  currency  of  the  United  States  at  several  times  from 
Feby  12th  1779  to  Eeby  25th  1780,  which  upon  the  scale  of  depreciation 
adopted  by  this  Assembly  for  settlement  with  the  officers  and  soldiers 
of  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental  army,  the  rule  of  settle- 
ment with  said  matross  company  in  said  resolve  contained,  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  £546  0 4,  lawfull  money:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  in  the  settlement  of  the  pay-roll  of  said  matross  company 
to  charge  in  account  the  sum  of  £546  0 4,  L.  money,  the  just  value  of 
the  said  sum  of  £17694  pounds  in  gold  or  silver  or  bills  of  credit  of 
this  State  by  the  measure  and  rule  aforesaid. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  make  out  a list  from  the  pay-rolls  which  have  been  ex- 
hibited and  lodged  with  the  Pay-Table  on  account  of  the  militia  who 
were  ordered  for  the  defence  of  the  towns  of  Hew  Haven,  Fairfield  and 
Horwalk,  on  the  alarm  occasioned  by  the  descent  of  the  enemy  on  those 
towns  in  July  last,  viz:  the  number  of  officers  and  privates  contained 
in  each  pay-roll,  the  name  of  the  officer  who  commanded  each  com- 
pany and  who  made  up,  attested  and  exhibited  the  pay-roll,  the  number 
of  days  of  service  made  up  in  each  with  the  sum  total  thereof,  the 
regiment  to  which  they  belong,  the  colonel  or  field  officer  who  approved 
said  pay-rolls,  if  any,  and  the  same  lay  before  this  Assembly  as  soon 
as  may  be. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  sub-clothier  appointed  to  sup- 
ply the  troops  of  this  State  in  the  continental  army  with  cloathing  be 
directed  to  furnith  cloathing  to  such  of  the  medical  officers  belonging 
to  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  are  entitled  to  the 
same  by  the  resolution  of  Congress. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw 
an  order  on  the  Treasurer  to  pay  to  Roger  Sherman,  Esqr,  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  of  the  bills  lately  emitted  by  order  of  this  Assembly,  to 
enable  him  to  defray  his  expences  as  a Delegate  from  this  State  to 
Congress,  for  which  he,  the  said  Roger  Sherman,  Esqr,  shall  be  ac- 
countable. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Ebenezer  Devotion,  Esqr,  of  the  com- 
mittee to  examine  into  the  conduct  of  the  inferior  officers  of  the  staff 
departments  in  this'  State  instead  of  Charles  Church  Chandler,  Esqr, 
excused. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  of  the  bills  of  publick 
credit  lately  emitted  by  this  State  be  advanced  to  JSTehemiah  Hubbard, 
Esqr,  Deputy  Quarter-Master  General,  to  enable  him  to  furnish  the 
troop  of  light  dragoons  under  the  command  of  Colo.  Sheldon  with 
forage  for  their  present  necessity,  for  which  General  Green,  Quarter- 
Master  General,  is  to  be  accountable  and  that  he  procure  an  order  in 
favour  of  this  State  on  the  Loan  Officer  of  the  United  States  in  this 
State  for  said  sum  and  in  discharge  of  said  monies  so  advanced. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Messrs.  John  Chenevard,  Eleazer  Wales, 
Samuel  Lyman,  Fenn  Wadsworth  and  James  Church  a Committee  of 
Pay-Table  the  year  ensuing. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  shall 
in  future  be  appointed  by  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  May  an- 
nually. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  that  William  Latham,  cap- 
tain of  a matross  company  raised  for  the  defence  of  the  fort  at  Groton 
pursuant  to  a resolve  of  this  Assembly  passed  at  their  sessions  in  April 
1779,  hath  received  orders  on  the  Treasurer  at  the  Pay-Table  office 
for  thirteen  thousand  pounds  currency  of  the  United  States  at  several 
times,  of  which  £300  was  paid  in  bountys  and  the  remaining  sum  of 
£12700,  at  the  time  the  orders  were  given  upon  the  scale  of  depreciation 
adopted  by  this  Assembly  for  settlement  with  the  officers  and  soldiers 
of  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental  army  the  rule  of  settle- 
ment with  said  matross  company  in  said  resolve  contained,  amounts 
to  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty  pounds  seven  shillings  and  nine 
pence,  lawfull  money:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 
of  the  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in 
the  settlement  of  the  pay-roll  of  said  matross  company  to  charge  in 
account  the  sum  of  £540  7 9,  L.  money,  being  the  just  value  of  the 
said  sum  of  £12700  in  gold  or  silver  or  bills  of  credit  of  this  State 
by  the  measure  and  rule  aforesaid,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  for  the  ballance  due  to  said  company  in  favor  of  said  Capt. 
Latham. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Pay-Table  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  continental  currency,  in  favour  of  John 
Bowles,  an  express  charged  with  letters  from  General  Washington  &c. 
to  the  President  of  the  Council  of  Massachusets  Bay,  for  which  sum 
the  said  Bowles  is  to  be  accountable,  and  shall  liquidate  his  account 
with  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  which  shall  order  the  settle- 
ment thereof. 

Whereas  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  held  in 
December  1775,  all  persons  were  strictly  forbid  making  any  farther 
settlements  on  the  land  in  controversy  between  this  State  and  the  pro- 
prietors of  Pennsylvania  without  special  licence  from  the  General  As- 
sembly or  giving  any  interruption  or  disturbance  to  any  persons  already 
settled  thereon : And  whereas  since  the  passing  said  act  many  of  the 
persons  that  were  settled  on  said  lands  in  the  town  and  county  of 
Westmoreland  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  have  been  killed  or 
driven  off  from  their  possessions  by  the  common  enemies  of  this  and 
the  United  States : Resolved,  that  nothing  in  said  act  contained  ought 
to  be  construed  to  hinder  any  persons  so  driven  off  from  returning  to 
their  possessions,  or  to  prohibit  any  other  persons  wTho  may  have  de- 
rived a right  to  the  said  former  possessions  by  purchase,  descent  or 
otherwise,  from  possessing  and  occupying  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  following  persons 
being  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  at  their 
sessions  in  January  last  to  examine  into  the  conduct  of  the  inferior 
officers  in  the  staff  departments  in  this  State,  for  their  services  and 
expences  in  attending  on  said  business  including  the  officers  attending 
on  said  committee,  in  bills  lately  emitted  upon  the  credit  of  this  State,

Whereas  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  on 
the  first  day  of  September  last  appointed  and  ordered  that  a company 
of  artillery  should  be  raised  in  the  town  of  Wallingford  who  were 
invited  and  called  upon  to  inlist  and  undertake  to  form  and  exercise 
themselves  in  the  management  of  field-pieces ; that  said  company  formed 
themselves  accordingly  and  were  furnished  with  two  field-peices  from 
the  park  at  Springfield  with  the  necessary  apparatus  to  practice  with; 
that  said  company  proceeded  to  exercise,  and  have  acquired  consider- 
able skill  in  the  management  of  field  artillery,  but  that  said  company 
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hath  never  been  organized  nor  hath  officers  been  appointed  or  commis- 
sioned: Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  company  shall  consist 

of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  two  serjeants,  two  corporals,  and  thirty- 
six  matrosses,  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  field-peices  when  called  to 
that  service,  and  upon  application  made  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  10th  regiment  of  militia  shall  lead  them  to  the  choice  of  the  com- 
mission officers  as  aforesaid  and  certify  such  choice  to  the  General 
Assembly  or  in  their  recess  to  his  Excellency  the  Captain  General, 
and  if  accepted  shall  be  accordingly  commissioned,  and  when  formed

draughts  or  otherwise  for  the  continental  army. 

Whereas  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  on  the 
first  day  of  September  last  appointed  and  ordered  that  a company  of 
artillery  should  be  raised  in  and  about  the  town  of  Midletown,  who 
were  invited  and  called  upon  to  inlist  and  undertake  to  form  and 
exercise  themselves  in  the  management  of  field-peices;  that  said  com- 
pany formed  themselves  accordingly  and  were  furnished  with  two 
field-peices  from  the  park  at  Springfield  with  the  necessary  apparatus 
to  practice  with;  that  said  company  proceeded  to  exercise,  uniformly 
dressed  and  equipped  themselves,  and  have  acquired  considerable  skill 
in  the  management  of  field  artillery  and  held  themselves  in  readiness  to 
march  in  defence  of  their  country  as  occasion  may  require,  but  that 
said  company  hath  never  been  organized  nor  hath  officers  been  ap- 
pointed or  commissioned:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  com- 

pany shall  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  two  serjeants,  two 
corporals,  and  thirty-six  matrosses,  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  field- 
peices  when  called  to  that  service,  and  upon  application  made  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  23d  regiment  of  militia,  shall  lead  them  to 
the  choice  of  the  commission  officers  as  aforesaid  and  certify  such 
choice  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at  this  or  some  future 
sessions,  and  if  accepted  shall  be  accordingly  commissioned,  and  when 
formed  and  commissioned  as  aforesaid  shall  belong  to  and  be  under 
the  command  of  the  chief  officer  of  the  23d  regiment;  and  said  com- 
pany shall  be  exempted  from  other  duty  and  be  liable  to  be  called 
into  service  with  the  militia  whenever  the  service  of  the  public  shall 
require:  Provided,  that  none  are  included  in  said  company  that  are 

inlisted  into  or  holden  by  draughts  or  otherwise  for  the  continental 
army. 

Upon  application  of  Robert  Stedman,  captain,  and  Joseph  Landers, 
ensign,  of  a voluntier  company  in  Sharon,*  shewing  that  the  number 
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of  said  company  is  much  reduced  by  deaths  and  removals,  and  that 
the  remainder  are  generally  infirm  and  unfit  for  military  duty;  pray- 
ing that  they  may  be  disbanded : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
act  or  resolve  of  this  Assembly  incorporating  and  constituting  said 
company  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  discontinued  and  henceforth  made 
null  and  void. 


An  A. -it  fir  -su^Denling-  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  the  Law  of 

this  State  edtituled  An  Act  for  form, ns-  and  regulating-  the  Militia  and  for 
the  BJncouraarement  of  military  Skill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this 
State  made  and  passed  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  holden  at  Hartford  by  Adjournment 
on  the  first  Thursday  of  January  A Dora.  1780. 

Whereas  the  state  and  situation  of  the  twenty-seventh  regiment  of 
militia  in  this  State  is  such  as  to  render  it  very  difficult  and  incon- 
venient to  fill  up  the  continental  army  by  draft  or  detachment  there- 
from or  to  draw  forth  the  militia  agreeable  to  the  acts  and  resolves 
of  this  Assembly, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  aforesaid  act  making  and  constituting  said  regiment  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  suspended  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  October  next. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  aforesaid  twenty-seventh  regi- 
ment shall  in  the  meantime  be  and  be  considered  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  a part  of  the  eighth  regiment  of  militia  and  are  in  every 
particular  to  conform  themselves  to  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations 
of  said  eighth  regiment  as  part  and  parcel  thereof. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Matthew  Griswold  of  Windsor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a committee  in  addition  to  the  committee 
already  appointed  to  repair  the  prison  of  New  Gate,  and  the  said  com- 
mittee are  directed  to  repair  the  said  prison  and  to  do  and  perform  the 
business  for  which  they  were  appointed  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  that 
they  be  at  one  half  the  expence  of  digging  a well  for  the  keeper  of 
the  snid  prison  and  charge  the  State  therefor,  and  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to  receive,  examine  and  adjust  the  ac- 
counts therefor-and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  sums  that  shall  be 
expended  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Roger  Newberry, 
James  Hilhouse,  Jabez  Perkins,  Elisha  Mills,  Jonathan  Trumbull  and 
Joshua  Porter,  Esquires,  to  be  a committee  to  repair  to  the  prison  of 
Newgate  and  to  view  its  circumstances  and  situation  and  to  consider 
of  such  further  measures  and  regulations  as  ought  to  be  come  into  and 
made  to  secure  the  prisoners,  and  to  make  their  time  and  labour  usefull 
to  the  State,  and  to  report  what  they  shall  find  with  their  opinion 
thereon  to  the  General  Assembly  in  their  present  session. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Colo.  Noadiah  Hooker  be  and  is 
hereby  appointed  Recruiting  Officer  in  the  sixth  brigade,  in  the  room 
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of  Lt.  Colo.  Bezaleel  Bebee  who  is  called  into  public  service,  to  repair 
to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  and  make  out  a pay-roll  of  the  soldiers 
who  inlisted  or  were  detached  to  service  in  the  continental  army  in  the 
year  1779  untill  the  first  day  of  January  then  next,  and  draw  what 
remains  due  them  for  their  service  and  pay  the  same  to  the  soldiers 
accordingly  agreeable  to  the  act  of  Assembly. 

Upon  the  representation  of  Elijah  Botsford  of  Newtown,  shewing 
that  he  is  collector  of  taxes  for  said  town,  that  he  hath  been  ob- 
structed in  the  execution  of  his  duty  and  menaced  with  personal  abuse 
and  injury,  and  hath  likewise  received  an  anonymous  letter  menacing 
him  with  banishment  or  something  else  more  dreadfull  than  d°ath 
unless  he  shall  desist  from  the  collection  of  the  public  taxes,  which 
letter  he  hath  laid  before  this  Assembly:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  said  collector  do  and  shall  notify  the  inhabitants  of  said  New- 
town who  are  in  arrears  of  their  taxes,  that  they  at  the  times  and 
places  he  shall  appoint  do  pay  to  him  the  taxes  for  which  they  are 
so  in  arrear,  and  on  their  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  such  arrears  within 
ten  days  after  the  time  by  him  appointed  the  said  collector  shall  de- 
liver over  a list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  so  in  arrear  and  the  sums 
due  from  them  respectively  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Fairfield, 
who  shall  receive  such  list  and  thereupon  collect  the  sums  therein  men- 
tioned respectively  from  the  persons  therein  named,  and  shall  take 
with  him  sufficient  force  to  enable  him  to  do  the  same.  And  be  it 
further  resolved,  that  said  sheriff  may  convey  any  estate  he  shall  dis- 
train into  any  town  in  said  county  for  safe  keeping  untill  he  can 
dispose  of  the  same  according  to  law,  all  at  the  expence  of  the  person 
or  persons  neglecting  as  aforesaid.  And  said  sheriff  hath  granted  to 
him  full  power  to  collect  said  taxes  in  the  same  manner  as  though  a 
warrant  in  the  usual  form  had  been  given  to  him  from  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State  for  the  purpose. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
facts  set  forth  in  the  complaint  of  John  Warner  and  Medad  Osborn, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  Capt.  Caleb  Mix  was  on  the  5th  day  of 
July  * ordered  into  service  with  his  company  and  was  duly  dismissed 
on  the  ninth  day  of  said  February,*  being  five  days  in  service,  for  which 
service  the  said  Mix  made  up  and  exhibited  a pay-roll  and  drew  pay 
for  eight  days,  and  entered  in  his  pay-roll  and  drew  pay  for  men  that 
did  not  belong  to  his  company  and  others  not  in  service;  that  said 
Capt.  Mix  in  settling  with  his  men  for  said  service  defrauded  his 
men  out  of  a part  of  their  wages  and  did  not  pay  them  the  whole 
sum  he  drew  for  them;  that  said  Mix’s  conduct  to  his  subalterns  had 
in  some  instances  been  unbecoming  an  officer  or  a gentleman,  and  had 
been  guilty  of  some  other  neglects  of  duty,  as  per  report  accepted  and 
approved:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Capt.  Caleb  Mix  be 
and  he  is  hereby  cashiered  and  reduced  to  the  ranks  and  ordered  to 
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pay  the  costs  of  prosecution,  amounting  to  £4  16  10,  lawfull  money,  for 
which  the  Secretary  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  issue  out  an 
execution  against  said  Mix.  And  the  States  Attorney  for  the  county  of 
New  Haven  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  institute  a suit  at  law 
for  the  recovery  of  the  public  monies  said  Mix  has  fraudulently  ob- 
tained and  still  holds  in  his  hands. 

Whereas  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  at 
their  sessions  in  October  last  the  town  of  Southington,  being  before 
that  time  a part  of  the  town  of  Farmington,  have  transmitted  to  this 
Assembly  the  list  of  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  for  the  year  1779, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  £19453  6 6,  exclusive  of  the  single  additions 
and  fourfolds  sent  in  to  this  Assembly  by  said  town  of  Southington, 
which  sum  being  subtracted  from  the  sum  of  £71866  16  4,  the  list  of  the 
town  of  Farmington  sent  in  to  this  Assembly  in  October  last,  before 
said  Southington  was  incorporated,  there  will  remain  the  sum  of  £52413 
9 10,  being  the  true  list  of  the  present  town  of  Farmington  exclusive 
of  single  additions  and  fourfolds  sent  in  to  this  Assembly  by  said  town 
of  Farmington:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  his  warrants  for  collec- 
tion of  taxes  laid  on  the  list  of  1779  against  the  town  of  Southington 
on  the  sum  of  £19453  6 6,  exclusive  of  the  single  additions  and  four- 
folds aforesaid,  and  against  the  town  of  Farmington  on  the  sum  of 
£52413  9 10,  exclusive  of  their  single  additions  and  fourfolds  sent  in 
as  aforesaid;  anything  in  said  former  return  of  the  list  of  the  town 
of  Farmington  in  October  last  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  report  of  a committee  appointed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly at  their  sessions  in  October  1779,  to  estimate  the  losses  and 
damages  sustained  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  New  Haven  in 
July  last  past,  in  consequence  of  the  incursions  of  the  enemy  into  said 
town,  and  to  abate  the  State  taxes  either  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the 
sufferers,  as  in  their  opinion  were  proper  subjects  of  abatement,  as  per 
report  on  file,  accepted  and  approved : Resolved  * by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  several  sums  affixed  to  the  names  of  the  respective  persons 
hereafter  mentioned  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abated  on  their  re- 
spective lists  of  the  year  1778,  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  settle 
with  the  collector  of  said  taxes  accordingly,  viz:

Meal,  Salt,  Rum,  Salted 
Pork  and  Beef  in  this  State,  and  thereof  to  make  Provision 
for  an  immediate  Supply  for  the  Use  of  the 
Army  and  Troops  of  this 
. State 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
selectmen  of  each  town  in  this  State,  by  themselves  or  such  persons  as 
they  shall  appoint,  shall  by  the  first  day  of  July  next  give  warning 
in  writing  or  otherwise  to  all  heads  of  families  and  other  persons 
in  their  towns,  to  return  to  them  on  or  before  the  6th  day  of  said 
July  a true  account  in  writing  under  oath,  or  affirmation  if  of  the 
people  called  Quakers,  of  all  the  wheat,  meslin,  rye,  indian  corn,  flour 
and  meal,  and  also  of  the  number  of  bushels  of  salt  that  shall  ex- 
ceed two,  the  number  of  gallons  of  rum  that  shall  exceed  one  hundred, 
and  the  quantity  of  salted  beef  and  pork  that  shall  exceed  two  barrells, 
which  they  shall  have  in  their  possession  on  the  said  first  day  of 
July,  and  to  whom  the  same  belongs,  and  of  the  number  of  persons 
each  family  consists  of,  on  penalty  that  each  person  who  refuseth  to 
render  an  account  as  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  to  and. for  the  use  of  this 
State  double  the  value  of  any  such  article  such  person  is  possessed  of 
on  said  first  day  of  July,  and  also  the  sum  of  three  pounds,  lawfull 
money,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information,  which  oath  shall 
be  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

You  A.  B.  do  swear  or  affirm,  that  this  return  by  you  made  con- 
tains a just  and  true  account  of  all  the  wheat,  meslin,  rye,  indian  corn, 
flour  and  meal,  salt  exceeding  two  bushels,  rum  exceeding  one  hundred 
gallons,  and  salted  beef  and  pork  exceeding  two  barrells,  you  had  on 
the  first  day  of  July  1780  in  your  possession  being  either  your  own  or 
the  property  of  any  other  person,  and  of  the  number  of  persons  of 
which  your  family  consists,  according  to  the  best  of  your  knowledge: 
So  help  you  God. 

Which  oath  may  be  administered  by  any  assistant  or  justice  of  the 
peace  or  any  selectman  within  the  town  to  which  he  belongs.  That 
the  selectmen  of  each  town  shall  receive  and  enter  such  accounts  in  a 
book,  in  such  manner  that  the  number  of  each  family  and  the  quantities 
and  kinds  of  the  aforesaid  articles  each  family  or  person  has  in  his 
possession  on  said  first  day  of  July  may  be  known,  which  shall  be 
lodged  in  the  town-clerk’s  office  by  the  ninth  day  of  said  July,  and 
such  owners  or  possessors  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  articles  on  said  first 
day  of  July  shall  stand  accountable  to  the  selectmen  of  their  respec- 
tive towns  for  the  same,  and  not  dispose  thereof  unless  to  the  pur- 
chasing commissaries  of  this  State,  or  for  the  necessary  consumption 
of  their  families,  or  to  such  persons  as  by  a certificate  from  the  town- 
clerk  or  in  his  absence  of  any  one  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  where 
they  dwell,  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  for  the  necessary  support 
of  their  families,  on  the  back  of  which  certificate  shall  be  endorsed  the 
quantity  of  any  of  said  articles  purchased  and  of  whom,  and  shall 
be  returned  to  the  said  town-clerk’s  office,  and  a receipt  whereof  given 
to  the  seller  shall  be  sufficient  accounting,  and  -whenever  any  such 
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certificate  is  given  by  any  selectman  be  shall  leave  a memorandum 
thereof  in  the  town-clerk’s  office,  and  whoever  shall  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  or  shall  refuse  to  render  an  account 
to  the  selectmen  when  required,  shall  forfeit  the  value  of  any  or  all  of 
the  aforesaid  articles  refused  to  be  accounted  for  as  aforesaid : one  half 
to  the  treasury  of  the  town  where  such  selectmen  belong  and  the 
other  half  to  him  who  shall  sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  to  effect. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  the 
selectmen  of  any  town  in  this  State,  or  any  of  them,  shall  neglect 
his  or  their  duty  in  executing  the  trust  reposed  in  them  by  this  act, 
each  selectman  so  neglecting  shall  forfeit  as  a penalty  to  the  treasury 
of  this  State  ten  pounds,  lawfull  money,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint 
or  information,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same.  And  the  select- 
men and  town-clerk  of  each  town  shall  be  allowed  a meet  reward  for 
their  services  by  their  respective  towns.  And  this  act  shall  be  and 
remain  in  full  force  untill  the  first  day  of  September  next,  and  no 
longer.  And  all  suits  that  may  then  be  pending  for  the  breach  of 
this  act  may  be  prosecuted  thereon  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  in  case  a sufficient  quantity  of  pro- 
visions and  supplies  for  two  months  agreeable  to  the  act  of  this  As- 
sembly for  ascertaining  and  furnishing  supplies  for  the  continental 
army  can  be  obtained  before  the  time  limited  for  the  expiration  of 
this  act,  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  are  hereby 
authorized  in  such  case  by  proclamation  to  suspend  the  operation  of 
this  act;  anything  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  pay  of  the  militia  and  guards 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  State  before  and  untill  the  rising  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  January  1780,  be  as  was  before 
established  and  paid  in  continental  bills,  and  that  from  and  after  the 
rising  of  said  Assembly  the  pay  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
militia  and  guards  of  this  State  be  the  same  in  bills  emitted  by  order 
of  the  aforesaid  or  present  Assembly  as  the  pay  of  the  regiments 
raised  by  this  State  in  the  year  1776;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  are  hereby  directed  and  ordered  to  adjust  the  pay-rolls  and 
draw  orders  thereupon  accordingly.

Champion,  and  that  the  Treasurer  do  with- 
out delay  call  on  the  several  collectors  to  settle  their  accounts  with 
him  speedily;  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  and  he 
is  hereby  desired,  to  make  application  to  the  Honble  Congress  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  this  State  that  justice  may  be  done  to  the  creditors 
aforesaid  and  that  a reasonable  sum  be  allowed  them  for  depreciation 
and  interest,  having  respect  to  the  time  the  supplies  were  afforded 
to  the  public. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Rowlee  of  Waterbury,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  in  October  1778,  one  Ebenezer  Hubbard,  a soldier 
in  Colo.  Swift’s  regiment  in  the  continental  service,  was  sick  at  his 
house,  and  that  the  selectmen  of  said  Waterbury  directed  the  tendance 
on  said  Hubbard  and  have  examined  and  approved  the  account  of 
the  memorialist  in  the  premises;  praying  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  might  be  directed  to  adjust  and  settle  said  account  and  order 
payment  for  such  sum  as  they  shall  find  due,  as  per  memorial  on  file 
appears : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay- 
Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  adjust  and  settle  said  ac- 
count and  give  proper  orders  for  payment  of  such  sum  as  they  shall 
find  due  to  the  memorialist,  and  charge  the  same  to  the  account  of 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Amos  Eord  of  Windham,  administrator  on  the 
estate  of  Nathaniel  Eord  late  of  Windham  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  against  said  estate  surmount  the 
inventory  of  the  personal  estate  of  said  dec’d  the  sum  of  £51  16  11, 
L.  silver  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  dec’d  as  will  raise  said  sum  of  £51  16  11  and  incident  charges 
&c.  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty 
and  authority  be  and  hereby  is  given  to  said  Amos  Ford  to  sell  so 
much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  Nathaniel  Eord  deceas’d  as  will 
raise  the  said  sum  of  £51  16  11,  L.  money,  together  with  incident 
eharges  of  sale;  taking  the  directions  of  the  court  of  probate  for  Wind- 
ham district  therein,  and  to  execute  good  and  sufficient  deeds  of  bar- 
gain and  sale  thereof. 

On  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Birdseye,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  James  Patterson  of  Stratford  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
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that  the  debts  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas’d  together  with  the 
cost  and  charges  which  hath  arisen  in  settling  said  estate  surmounts 
the  personal  estate  of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  £62  13  4,  L.  money  as 
in  the  year  1774;  praying  for  leave  to  sell  lands  &c.  as  per  memorial  on 
file  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  liberty  be  given  and  liberty 
and  authority  is  hereby  given  and  granted  to  the  said  Joseph  Birds- 
eye, to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas’d  as  to  make 
the  aforesaid  sum  of  £62  13  4,  money  aforesaid,  together  with  the  in- 
cident charges  arising  on  the  sales  of  said  real  estate;  taking  the  direc- 
tion of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Fairfield  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Weed  of  Stamford  in  the  county 
of  Fairfield,  and  others  of  said  Stamford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  they  have  for  some  time  past  united  together  to  the  number  of 
about  sixty  families  inhabitants  of  the  northerly  part  of  the  town,  and 
that  they  now  belong  to  the  first  society  in  said  Stamford  and  have 
erected  a meeting-house  at  a place  called  Wood-Pecker  Ridge  within 
the  limits  of  said  first  society  at  six  miles  distance  from  the  old  meeting- 
house in  said  first  society,  at  a great  expense,  and  have  for  several 
years  past  hired  preaching,  and  are  well  able  to  support  the  ministry 
among  themselves,  and  that  they  are  at  too  great  distance  from  the 
said  first  society  to  attend  on  the  publick  worship  there,  and  praying 
they  may  be  formed  into  an  ecclesiastical  society  and  that  they  may 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  the  same,  as  per  memorial 
on  file  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Lemuel  Sanford,  Esqr, 

of  Reading,  Clapp  Raymond,  Esqr,  and  Colo.  Matthew  Mead  of  Kor- 
walk  be  a committee  to  repair  to  Stamford  and  examine  the  location 
and  circumstances  of  the  proposed  society  and  report  make  to  this 
Assembly  at  their  present  or  any  future  sessions,  and  report  their 
opinion  of  the  memorialists  being  formed  into  an  ecclesiastical  society 
and  the  expediency  of  the  same. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Aaron  Payne  of  Kew  Milford  against  the 
listers  of  Kew  Fairfield  and  Kent,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on 
the  19th  of  August  last  he  removed  from  Kew  Fairfield  to  Kent,  and 
from  thence  on  or  about  the  22d  day  of  said  August  to  Kew  Milford, 
by  means  of  which  a dispute  arose  where  he  should  carry  in  his  list 
and  after  taking  advice  he  carried  in  the  same  in  said  Kent  in  con- 
sequence of  which  he  is  taxed  and  assessed  in  said  Kent,  and  also 
taxed,  assessed  and  fourfolded  for  his  whole  personal  estate  in  said 
Kew  Fairfield;  praying  for  relief  in  the  premises  &c.,  as  per  memorial 
on  file.  And  there  not  being  time  to  hear  the  merits  of  said  petition 
at  present,  and  it  is  unreasonable  that  said  Payne  should  be  doubly 
taxed,  or  overcharged,  fourfolded  or  assessed  without  a proper  hear- 
ing: Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  petition  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  continued  to  the  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  October  next,  and  that  all  collection  of  taxes  upon  said 
Payne’s  list  in  said  town  of  Kew  Fairfield  and  said  town  of  Kent 
be  stayed  and  suspended  in  the  mean  time. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Phebe  Peters  of  Chatham,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  the  year  1761,  she  being  then  but  three  months  old, 
her  father,  Mr.  Joseph  Peters  of  said  Chatham  then  called  Midletown, 
in  his  last  will  since  proved  and  approved  gave  to  the  memorialist  a 
legacy,  being  her  whole  portion,  of  forty  pounds,  L.  money,  to  be 
paid  to  her  with  interest;  that  her  mother  and  uncle  the  Revd  Samuel 
Peters  were  the  executors  of  said  will,  and  afterwards  the  said  Samuel 
was  appointed  her  guardian;  that  on  the  25th  of  February  1772  the 
said  Samuel  received  her  whole  portion  both  principal  and  interest 
into  his  own  hands,  amounting  then  to  the  sum  of  £64  10'  0,  L.  money; 
that  the  said  Samuel  still  held  said  portion  untill  unexpectedly  to  the 
memorialist,  still  a minor,  or  her  mother,  since  married  to  one  Samuel 
Hodge  of  said  Chatham,  he  went  out  of  the  country  to  Great  Britain, 
and  still  doth  hold  the  same  to  the  great  damage  of  the  memorialist 
who  is  at  present  in  great  need  of  the  same;  that  the  whole  of  the 
estate  of  the  said  Samuel  is  in  the  hands  of  this  State  leased  out  by 
the  States  Attorney  for  the  county  of  Hartford  to  an  amount  much 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  every  demand  of  a private  kind;  that  large 
sums  have  been  received  by  this  State  or  their  agents  arising  from  the 
personal  or  the  profits  of  the  real  estate,  and  that  the  memorialist  in 
this  state  of  matters  is  without  remedy  unless  relieved  by  this  As- 
sembly; and  praying  that  the  amount  of  her  said  legacy  with  the 
interest  thereof  untill  this  time  may  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  or  by  the  States  Attorney  for  the  county  of  Hartford,  or  be 
satisfyed  out  of  the  profits  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  Samuel  &c., 
as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  States  At- 
torney for  the  county  of  Hartford  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  and  satisfy  unto  the  aforesaid  Phebe  Peters  the  legacy 
aforesaid  with  the  interest  thereof  untill  this  time  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  the  sum  of  £96  11  4,  L.  money,  as  in  the  year  1774,  out  of 
the  monies  he  hath  or  shall  have  on  hand  arising  from  the  rents  and 
profits  of  said  estate,  in  gold  and  silver  or  in  bills  lately  emitted  upon 
the  credit  of  this  State,  taking  her  receipt  for  the  same,  which  shall 
be  allowed  as  good  accounting  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  with 
this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Hopkins  and  others,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  some  time  in  the  month  of  April  last  sundry  persons 
broke  open  and  robbed  the  house  of  Ebenezer  Dayton  in  Hew  Haven 
and  thence  proceeded  to  Long  Island  to  join  the  enemies  of  this  State ; 
that  by  the  spirited  exertion  of  a number  of  the  subjects  of  this  State 
the  said  felons  were  apprehended  and  brought  to  justice,  in  the  course 
of  which  proceedings  a great  number  of  persons  were  necessarily  em- 
ployed and  put  to  great  expence  which  ought  to  be  allowed  and  taxed; 
praying  that  a committee  might  be  appointed  or  the  honorable  superior 
court  directed  to  examine  &c.,  as  per  memorial  appears : Resolved 

by  this  Assembly,  that  all  the  bills  of  cost  which  have  arisen  by  means 
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of  the  felony  aforementioned  be  and  they  are  hereby  referred  to  the 
consideration  of  the  judges  of  the  honorable  superior  court  to  be  by 
them  examined  and  adjusted,  and  they  are  desired  and  directed  to  allow 
and  tax  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  cost  as  they  shall  judge  just  and 
reasonable  and  give  orders  for  payment  thereof. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Beach,  Reuben  Atwater,  and  the  rest 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  New  Cheshire  in  the  town  of  Wall- 
ingford and  county  of  New  Haven,  praying  the  said  parish  of  New 
Cheshire  may  be  incorporated  into  a distinct  and  seperate  town,  as  per 
memorial  on  file, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
the  lands  lying  within  the  hounds  of  said  society  or  parish  of  New 
Cheshire  on  the  western  side  of  the  following  line  and  boundary,  be- 
ginning at  New  Haven  line  in  the  highway  that  runs  from  thence 
northerly  by  Colo.  Thaddeus  Cook’s  to  Lieut.  John  Beadle’s  house, 
from  thence  westerly  in  the  highway  till  it  comes  to  the  original  south- 
east corner  of  Matthew  Bellamy’s  farm,  from  thence  northward  a 
streight  line  to  a heap  of  stones  by  a highway  near  where  John  Parker 
2d  formerly  lived,  from  thence  northerly  to  a heap  of  stones  in  highway 
supposed  to  be  the  southeast  corner  of  Bristol  Farm,  and  thence  north- 
erly to  a heap  of  stones  at  the  highway  at  the  southeast  corner  of 
Ensign  Moses  Atwater’s  farm,  thence  northerly  in  said  highway  till  it 
comes  to  the  cross-highway  that  leads  by  said  Atwater’s  house,  from 
thence  northeasterly  a streight  line  to  a chestnut  tree  in  the  highway 
eastward  of  Lieut.  Joseph  Newton’s  barn,  from  thence  a streight  line 
northerly  across  part  of  the  Hull  farm  (so  called)  to  the  bend  in  the 
new  highway  southwest  of  where  Capt.  Moses  Royce  now  lives,  from 
thence  round  as  the  highway  runs  north  and  westerly  to  the  bridge 
across  Mr.  Ephraim  Hough’s  mill-pond,  from  thence  across  the  river 
taking  in  the  whole  of  said  bridge  into  the  bounds  of  New  Cheshire 
to  be  by  them  maintained  forever,  and  continue  westerly  as  the  road 
runs  untill  it  comes  to  the  original  east  line  of  Thomas  Matthews 
farm,  from  thence  northerly  in  said  east  line  to  a heap  of  stones  by 
highway  east  of  Amos  Parker’s  dwelling-house,  from  thence  easterly  to 
Joseph  Curtiss  original  southeast  corner,  from  thence  northerly  in  a 
streight  line  to  the  Split  Rock,  so  called,  that  is  said  Curtiss  northeast 
corner,  thence  northerly  to  a large  black-oak  tree  in  the  town  line  with 
stones  about  it,  called  William  Hendricks  northeast  corner.  And  the 
inhabitants  dwelling  within  the  same  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  in- 
corporated into  a distinct  town  which  shall  be  known  and  called  by 
the  name  of  Cheshire  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  libertys 
and  privileges  which  the  other  towns  in  this  State  by  law  have  and 
enjoy.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Cheshire  shall  pay  all 
taxes  already  granted,  and  all  State  taxes  which  shall  hereafter  be 
granted  on  lists  already  given  in  to  the  collectors  of  said  town  of 
Wallingford,  and  shall  receive  their  just  proportion  of  the  town  stock, 
military  stores  and  camp  equipage,  of  said  town  of  Wallingford  ac- 
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cording  to  the  general  list  in  the  year  1779,  and  shall  pay  and  receive 
their  just  proportion  of  the  present  debts  and  credits  of  said  town  of 
Wallingford  according  to  said  list.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said 
Cheshire  he  holden  to  build  and  maintain  a good  cart  bridge  across 
the  main  river  in  the  highway  that  runs  from  Benjamin  Yates  west- 
ward to  Stephen  Clarks  and  Samuel  Cooks  in  said  Cheshire.  That  the 
inhalitants  of  said  Cheshire  maintain  the  one  half  of  the  highway  that 
shall  be  in  the  dividing  line  between  said  towns  to  be  divided  by  the 
selectmen  of  said  towns.  That  out  of  the  number  of  poor  persons 
who  before  the  passing  of  this  act  have  been  supported  at  the  public 
charge  of  said  town  of  Wallingford  the  said  town  of  Wallingford  be 
holden  for  the  future  at  their  own  charge  to  maintain  and  support  all 
said  poor  persons  supported  as  aforesaid  except  those  named  who  are  to 
be  supported  and  maintained  by  said  town  of  Cheshire,  viz:  Elizabeth 

Cook,  Mary  Hayton,  John  Lawrence  Newberry  and  his  wife,  Archibald 
Rice,  Billy  Peck,  Rachel  Bunnel,  John  Sedry,  Benoni  Bristol,  Rhoda 
Clark,  Samuel  Burr,  Priscilla  Justin,  Phebe  Hall  and  her  two  youngest 
children,  Sarah  Cowles,  the  oldest  child  of  Thomas  Jones.  That  all 
those  who  have  obtained  certificates  from  the  selectmen  of  said  town  of 
Wallingford  and  are  absent  in  any  other  town  if  returned  again  and 
become  chargeable  shall  be  divided  between  said  Wallingford  and 
Cheshire  according  to  the  general  list  in  the  year  1779.  That  said  town 
of  Cheshire  shall  furnish  and  supply  the  officers  and  soldiers  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States  of  America  who  belong  to  said  town  in  the 
same  manner  that  other  towns  in  this  State  are  obliged  by  law  to  do, 
and  under  the  same  regulations,  penalties  and  forfeitures.  That  said 
town  of  Cheshire  shall  still  appertain  to  the  district  of  Wallingford  and 
be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  probate  in  said  district, 
and  that  the  militia  of  said  Cheshire  shall  belong  to  the  tenth  regiment 
of  militia  in  the  State  of  Connecticut.  That  the  first  town-meeting 
in  said  town  of  Cheshire  shall  be  holden  in  said  Cheshire  sometime  in 
the  month  of  June  next,  and  that  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said 
New  Haven  county  shall  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  on  application  to 
grant  a proper  warrant  for  calling  a town-meeting  at  said  time  and 
place  when  said  town  of  Cheshire  shall  meet  and  choose  town  officers 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  towns  by  law  are  required  annually  to 
choose  in  the  month  of  December. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ebenezer  Child,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  Ebenezer  Child  late  of  Union  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  debts  and  charges  arising  on  said  estate  surmount  the  move- 
able  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £78  14  0,  L.  M.  as  in  the  year  1774; 
praying  for  liberty  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d,  as  appears 
by  a memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
have  liberty  and  authority  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said 
deceas’d  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  £78  14  0 as  in  the 
year  1774,  with  incident  charges  thereon  arising;  taking  the  advice  of 
the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stafford  therein. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Veal,*  Jonathan  Conkling  and 
Jonathan  Horton,  of  Southold  in  the  State  of  Hew  York  resident  in 
Guilford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  April  last  they  obtained  lib- 
erty to  transport  their  families  and  some  of  their  effects  to  Southold 
on  Long  Island,  and  some  other  necessary  effects  not  being  mentioned 
in  said  memorial,  and  now  shewing  to  this  Assembly  the  necessity  of 
carrying  with  them  one  cow  and  two  small  young  cattle  to  each  family, 
as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  they  have 

liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  given  to  the  memorialist  to  procure  them- 
selves vessels  or  boats  sufficient  to  carry  from  this  State  on  to  Long 
Island  three  cows  and  six  small  young  cattle  under  the  inspection  of 
the  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Guilford. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Lee,  Zachariah  Hart  and  others,  in- 
habitants of  that  part  of  Worthington  parish  which  belongs  to  the 
township  of  Farmington,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  are  in- 
cluded and  belong  to  the  school  district  in  Kensington  society,  that  they 
labour  under  sundry  inconveniences  with  regard  to  schooling  which  may 
be  removed  by  their  being  incorporated  into  a distinct  school  district 
and  that  they  have  applied  for  and  obtained  the  consent  of  Kensington 
school  district,  and  praying  that  they  and  the  other  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  of  Worthington  within  the  township  of  Farmington  be  incor- 
porated into  a distinct  school  district  with  the  same  privileges  as  other 
districts  by  law  have  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  As- 
sembly, that  the  memorialists  and  others  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of 
Worthington  within  the  township  of  Farmington  be  and  they  are  hereby 
incorporated  into  a distinct  school  district  with  the  same  powers  and 
privileges  as  other  school  districts  in  this  State  are  by  law  entituled  to 
and  to  be  entituled  to  their  due  proportion  of  the  loan  money  accord- 
ing to  their  annual  list. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Huntington,  Esqr,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  a large  number  of  securities  for  duties  on  rum  imported 
into  Hew  London,  being  the  property  of  this  State,  are  in  his  hands 
to  collect,  which  he  cannot  attend  to  at  present,  he  being  under  an 
appointment  by  this  Assembly  to  a different  service;  praying  that 
some  other  persons  may  be  appointed  to  receive  and  collect  said  notes, 
as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Roger  Hew- 
berry,  Esqr,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  with  full  power  to  receive 
and  collect  such  of  said  securities  as  are  due  from  people  in  the  county 
of  Hartford;  and  that  Marvin  Wait,  Esqr,  be  and  he  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  receive  and  collect  such  of  said  notes  as  are  due  from  people 
in  the  county  of  Hew  London  and  to  put  such  of  them  in  suit  as  can- 
not otherwise  be  collected  and  render  their  account  of  their  doings  in 
the  premises. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Levi  Barlow  of  Falmouth  in  the  State  of 
the  Massachusets  Bay,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  some  time  in 
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the  month  of  December  last  in  his  boat  Speedwell  imported  into  this 
State  a quantity  of  rock  and  home-made  salt,  with  sundry  other  neces- 
sarys  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  and  landed  the  same  in  the  limits 
of  Stratford,  and  agreeable  to  his  Excellencies  permission  for  that  pur- 
pose exchanged  said  articles  for  sundry  necessaries  of  life,  but  before 
he  could  get  out  of  the  river  the  severe  cold  came  on  and  froze  up  said 
river  and  rendered  it  impossible  for  him  to  return  home  by  water,  but 
was  obliged  to  hire  stores  and  unlade  his  boat  and  return  home  by  land 
which  hath  put  him  to  extraordinary  expence  of  time  and  money,  and 
is  now  returned  to  said  Stratford  but  is  informed  he  must  renew  his 
said  permission  in  order  to  transport  said  cargoe,  and  prays  this  As- 
sembly to  grant  him  liberty  to  ship  said  provisions  and  transport  the 
same  to  said  Falmouth  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  place,  as 
appears  per  memorial  on  file,  May  18th  1780  : Resolved  by  this  As- 

sembly, that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  permission 
is  hereby  given  to  him,  to  ship  on  board  his  said  boat  Speedwell  his 
aforesaid  cargoe  of  provision  stored  as  aforesaid,  to  be  done  under  the 
order  and  inspection  of  Daniel  Bennett,  Esqr,  of  said  Stratford,  and 
proceed  therewith  to  said  port  of  Falmouth  and  there  land  and  dispose 
of  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  place;  he  having- 
cleared  out  in  some  proper  office  and  given  bond  as  the  law  directs. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Ferguson  of  the  island  of  Marthas 
Vineyard,  and  Samuel  Sprague  of  Dartmouth  in  the  State  of  Massachu- 
sets  Bay,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  being  owners  of  a small 
boat  about  ten  tons  purchased  a cargoe  consisting  of  four  barrells  of 
rum,  four  hundred  weight  of  sugar,  six  bushels  of  rock-salt,  12  bushels 
home-made  do.,  and  upwards  of  200  pair  stockings  suitable  for  sol- 
diers home-made,  with  a design  only  to  procure  some  necessary  pro- 
visions for  their  families  and  neighbors,  and  proceeded  on  their  voyage 
and  arrived  at  New  London  the  27th  of  April  last  and  applied  to  his 
Excellency  for  licence  to  barter  and  exchange  said  cargo  but  his  Ex- 
cellency not  having  his  Council  declined  giving  a permission  at  that 
time,  and  from  thence  they  proceeded  to  Stratford  and  are  now  there, 
and  have  not  as  yet  entered  into  any  trade,  but  are  waiting  and  hoping 
this  Honble  Assembly  will  be  pleased  to  grant  them  permission  to  sell 
their  stockings  to  the  commissaries  of  the  army  for  continental  currency 
and  with  that  and  the  rest  of  said  cargo  to  procure  some  small  quantity 
of  necessary  provisions  under  such  restriction  and  limitation  as  this 
Assembly  shall  think  proper ; as  appears  by  memorial  on  file  dated  May 
22d  1780 : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  have  lib- 
erty and  liberty  and  permission  is  hereby  given  unto  them,  to  procure 
or  purchase  five  barrells  rye  flour,  one  hundred  bushels  of  rye,  two 
hundred  bushels  indian  corn,  and  150  weight  of  cheese,  and  ship  the 
same  on  board  their  boat  now  lying  in  the  harbour  at  Stratford,  and 
transport  said  provision  to  Dartmouth  and  Marthas  Vineyard  and 
there  land  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  those  places;  they 
having  first  cleared  out  in  some  proper  office  and  give  bond  according  to 
law. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Osborn  of  Woodbury  in  the  county 
of  Litchfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  some  time  in  the  month 
of  May,  1779,  he  inlisted  into  the  service  of  this  State  under  the  com- 
mand of  Capt.  David  Leavenworth  of  said  Woodbury,  and  while  in  the 
public  service  and  employment  of  said  State  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Leavenworth  aforesaid  was  unfortunately  on  the  8th  day  of 
June  1779  at  Horseneck  wounded,  taken  and  carried  away  prisoner  by 
a party  of  the  enemy’s  light-horse  commanded  by  Major  Barmore, 
with  whom  he  continued  near  New  York  for  the  space  of  near  three 
months,  viz:  from  the  8th  day  of  June  to  the  31st  day  of  August  fol- 
lowing, in  which  time  of  his  captivity  he  expended  for  sundry  articles 
in  his  sickness  £10i  12  8,  lawfull  silver  money  of  this  State,  and  the 
sum  of  £14  8 0 in  bills  of  public  credit,  all  which  necessary  charges  and 
expences  was  laid  out  and  expended  only  and  solely  for  and  by  said 
Osborn  in  consequence  of  the  wounds  he  received  and  the  sickness  that 
attended  him  in  his  captivity;  praying  to  the  Assembly  that  they  would 
take  his  case  into  their  consideration  and  order  and  direct  that  the 
several  sums  by  him  expended  as  aforesaid  may  be  justly  and  equitably 
paid,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 

Committee  of  Pay-Table  liquidate  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  said 
William  Osborn  and  draw  an  order  in  his  favour  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  for  what  they  shall  find  justly  due. 

On  the  memorial  of  Noah  Cone  of  Haddam,  executor  on  the  last 
will  and  testament  of  Joseph  Cone  late  of  Haddam  deceas’d,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  allowed  by  the  court  of  pro- 
bate for  the  district  of  Midletown  surmount  the  moveable  part  of  said 
estate  the  sum  of  £19  15  5,  L.  money;  praying  this  Assembly  to  ap- 
point him  or  some  meet  person  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of 
the  said  deceas’d  as  to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £19  15  5,  L.  money, 
together  with  incident  charges  arising  thereon,  as  per  memorial  on 
file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty 

and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  memorialist,  to 
sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas’d  as  to  raise  the  afore- 
said sum  of  £19  15  5,  L.  money,  together  with  incident  charges  arising 
thereon;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Midletown  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Edmonds,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  on  the  27th  day  of  April  1777  he  turned  out  as  a voluntier  to 
oppose  the  enemy  in  their  expedition  to  Danbury,  and  that  at  Ridgfield 
on  said  day  he  received  a wound  through  his  thigh  of  which  he  hath 
ever  since  languished  and  is  wholly  disabled  from  getting  a livelihood, 
as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 

William  Edmonds  be  entituled  to  have  and  receive  all  the  benefits, 
privileges  and  allowances  granted  to  soldiers  wounded  in  the  service  of 
this  State,  in  as  full  and  ample  a manner  as  if  he  had  at  the  time  of 
receiving  said  wound  been  a soldier  in  actual  service;  and  that  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  upon  proper  evidence  make  all  such  allow- 
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ance  to  him  and  draw  orders  in  his  favour  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
same  in  bills  of  the  new  emission. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Elias  Buel  of  Coventry  in  this  State,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  month  of  May,  1774,  the  Revd  Samuel 
Buell  of  East  Hampton  on  Long  Island,  executor  of  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  their  father  Peter  Buell,  Esqr,  late  of  said  Coventry  de- 
ceas’d, committed  to  his  care  and  trust  the  settlement  of  the  dues  and 
demands  in  favour  and  against  said  estate,  and  also  the  sale  of  certain 
lands  in  this  State,  and  that  he  said  Elias  hath  fully  executed  said 
trust  and  compleated  the  same  since  the  communication  to  Long  Island 
hath  been  cut  off  but  hath  had  no  opportunity  to  see  the  said  Samuel 
to  make  a settlement  with  him  of  the  matters  aforesaid  and  take  and 
pass  the  necessary  conveyances,  and  that  thereby  the  said  Elias  is  liable 
to  great  loss  and  injury  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  Samuel  before 
a full  and  compleat  settlement  between  them  of  the  matters  aforesaid; 
praying  for  liberty  and  permission  to  go  to  Long  Island  to  settle  the 
matters  aforesaid  with  the  said  Samuel,  as-per  memorial  on  file:  Re- 

solved by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  given  and  liberty  and  permis- 
sion is  hereby  given  to  the  said  Elias  Buell  to  go  to  said  island  to 
settle  and  adjust  the  matters  aforesaid  and  from  thence  to  return;  to  go 
and  return  in  some  boat  or  other  water-craft  properly  and  legally 
authorized  to  go  to  said  island. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Bristol,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
he  has  been  put  to  great  expence  in  apprehending  and  carrying  to  camp 
one  Samuel  Green  a deserter;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial 
on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  account  of 
apprehending  and  conveying  to  camp  the  said  Samuel  Green  and  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  find  justly  due  in  the  premises. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Matthews,  Esqr,  and  the  rest  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Waterbury  in  Hew  Haven  county,  praying 
that  the  societies  of  Westbury  and  Horthbury  in  said  Waterbury  may 
be  incorporated  into  a distinct  and  seperate  town  and  be  annexed  to 
the  county  of  Litchfield,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
the  lands  lying  within  the  bounds  of  said  societies  of  Westbury  and 
Horthbury  on  the  northern  side  of  the  following  line  and  boundaries, 
viz:  the  south  line  of  said  society  of  Westbury  beginning  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  Capt.  William  Judd’s  great  farm,  so  called,  thence  run- 
ning in  a streight  line  to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  farm,  thence  in 
the  south  line  of  said  society  of  Westbury  as  it  was  originally  estab- 
lished to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  society,  thence  north  according  to 
the  course  of  the  river  Haugatuck  to  the  southwest  corner  of  said 
society  of  Horthburv,  thence  in  the  south  line  of  said  society  of  Horth- 
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bury  as  now  established  to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  society,  and  the 
inhabitants  dwelling  within  the  same,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  in- 
corporated into  a distinct  town  which  shall  be  known  and  called  by  the 
name  of  Watertown  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties 
and  privileges  which  the  other  towns  in  this  State  by  law  have  and 
enjoy.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Watertown  shall  pay  all 
taxes  already  granted  and  all  State  taxes  which  shall  hereafter  be 
granted  on  lists  already  given  in  to  the  collectors  of  said  town  of 
Waterbury  and  shall  receive  their  just  proportion  of  the  town  stock, 
military  stores  and  camp  equipage  of  said  tow  of  Waterbury,  accord- 
ing to  the  general  list  in  the  year  1779,  and  shall  pay  and  receive 
their  just  proportion  of  the  present  debts  and  credits  of  said  town  of 
Waterbury  according  to  said  list.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  Water- 
town  be  holden  to  pay  one  equal  moiety  of  the  expence  and  costs  that 
may  arise  for  supporting,  maintaining  or  rebuilding  the  great  bridge 
over  the  river  Naugatuck  in  said  Waterbury  on  the  highway  leading 
from  the  first  society  of  said  Waterbury  to  the  town  of  Woodbury 
in  Litchfield  county  for  the  term  of  ten  years  next  ensuing.  That 
out  of  the  number  of  those  poor  persons  who  before  the  passing  of  this 
act  have  been  supported  at  the  public  charge  of  said  town  of  Water- 
bury, the  said  town  of  Waterbury  be  holden  for  the  future  at  their 
own  charge  to  maintain  and  support  Agur  Mallery,  Desire  Pritchard 
and  Joseph  Lewiss,  and  said  town  of  Watertown  to  support  and  main- 
tain Esther  Barrett,  Huldah  Williams  and  her  children,  Daniel  Good- 
rich, Amy  Clark,  Margery  Daviss,  Ezekiel  Sanford’s  daughter  the 
widow  Bachelor,  Joseph  Griffin  and  his  wife,  so  long  as  said  poor  per- 
sons or  any  of  them  shall  continue  chargeable  by  law  to  said  towns, 
and  that  the  town  of  Watertown  shall  hold  and  enjoy  all  right,  title 
and  claim  to  the  real  estate  of  said  Joseph  Griffin  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  said  town  of  Waterbury.  That  for  the  purchase  of  highways 
to  accommodate  the  society  of  Salem  in  said  Waterbury  the  said  town 
of  Watertown  shall  pay  to  said  town  of  Waterbury  twelve  pounds  in 
wheat  at  four  shillings  per  bushell  or  in  current  monies  an  equivalent. 
That  said  town  of  Watertown  shall  furnish  and  supply  the  officers  and 
soldiers  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  of  America  who  belong  to 
said  town  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  towns  in  this  State  are  by 
law  obliged  and  under  the  same  regulations,  penalties  and  forfeitures. 
That  said  town  of  Watertown  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  annexed  to 
the  county  of  Litchfield  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
several  county  and  superior  courts  that  shall  be  holden  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Litchfield:  provided  always,  that  all  suits  at  law  or  petitions 
in  equity  already  commenced  in  the  courts  holden  in  New  Haven  county 
wherein  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Watertown  are  parties  may  be 
prosecuted  to  final  judgment  and  execution  in  said  New  Haven  county. 
That  said  town  of  Watertown  shall  still  appertain  to  the  district  of 
Waterbury  and  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  probate 
in  said  district,  and  that  the  militia  of  said  town  of  Watertown  shall 
belong  to  the  twenty-eighth  regiment  of  militia  in  this  State.  That 
the  first  town-meeting  in  said  Watertown  be  holden  in  said  society 
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of  Westbury,  and  that  any  justice  of  tbe  peace  in  said  Litchfield  county 
shall  and  is  hereby  impowered  on  application  to  grant  a proper  warrant 
for  calling  said  town-meeting  some  time  in  the  month  of  June  next 
when  said  town  shall  meet  and  choose  town  officers  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  towns  by  law  are  required  annually  to  choose  in  the 
month  of  December.  That  the  annual  town-meeting  in  December  next 
be  holden  in  said  society  of  Horthbury  and  the  next  subsequent  an- 
nual town-meeting  in  said  society  of  Westbury,  and  thus  to  continue 
to  be  holden  alternately  in  said  societies.  Provided  always,  that  all 
adjourned  or  special  town-meetings  in  said  town  of  Watertown  be  holden 
in  that  society  in  which  the  last  previous  annual  town-meeting  was 
convened.  That  the  first  freemans-meeting  be  holden  in  said  society 
of  Horthbury  and  the  next  in  said  society  of  Westbury  and  shall  thus 
continue  to  be  holden  alternately  in  said  societies.  That  the  select- 
men of  said  towns  of  Waterbury  and  Watertown  respectively  shall  as 
soon  as  may  be  with  convenience  meet,  examine  and  finally  adjust  all 
the  unsettled  accounts  of  said  town  of  Waterbury  to  the  first  day  of 
June  1780.  And  that  all  abatements  which  have  been  already  granted 
by  this  Assembly  on  State  taxes  or  which  may  hereafter  be  granted  on 
the  lists  already  given  in  be  apportioned  and  divided  between  said  towns 
according  to  their  respective  proportions  of  the  several  lists  whereon 
said  taxes  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  and  imposed. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Samuel  Landon,  Thomas  Hutchinson  and 
Barnabas  Horton,  late  of  Long  Island  and  now  resident  in  Guilford  in 
this  State,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  or  about  the  time  the 
British  troops  took  possession  of  Hew  York  they  left  their  houses  and 
possessions  on  said  island  and  came  to  Guilford  aforesaid  where  they 
have  continued  to  this  day  labouring  under  many  difficulties  for  a sup- 
port and  have  suffered  greatly  in  the  cause  of  their  country;  praying 
for  liberty  to  return  back  to  their  respective  land  with  their  household 
furniture  &c.,  as  per  petition  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
they  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  the  petitioners  to 
procure  themselves  vessels  or  boats  sufficient  to  transport  their  families, 
household  furniture,  provisions  now  on  hand,  nine  cows  and  three  swine, 
from  this  State  to  Southold  on  Long  Island  under  the  inspection  of 
the  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Guilford. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Hoah  Fowler,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  in  July  last  he  was  called  upon  and  went  with  his  company  for 
the  defence  of  Hew  Haven  when  invested  by  the  British  troops,  and 
that  in  January  1780'  he  received  an  order  from  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  a sum  of  money  for  the  pay- 
ment of  said  company,  and  that  soon  after  he  lost  said  order  and  never 
receiving  any  money  thereon,  and  praying  to  this  Assembly  that  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  give  him  another  order  of  the 
like  sum,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  directed  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to 
give  Capt.  Hoah  Fowler  another  order  for  the  same  sum  of  money 
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on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  he  giving  sufficient  bond  to  indemnify 
this  State  from  all  demands  on  the  former  order. 


Upon  the  memorial  of  Lemuel  Bingham  of  Windham,  guardian  to 
Sibel  Palmer  a minor  of  the  age  of  twelve  years,  shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  said  Sibel  is  and  long  has  been  sick,  that  the  memorialist 
has  expended  £25  17  0,  L.  money,  for  her  support,  that  her  whole 
estate  consists  of  12  acres  121  rods  of  land  lying  in  said  Windham, 
and  a small  looking-glass,  an  old  side-saddle  and  two  pewter  plates,  that 
the  whole  of  said  estate  will  undoubtedly  be  wanted  for  her  support; 
praying  for  liberty  to  sell  the  whole  of  said  lands  for  said  purpose  or 
so  much  as  to  pay  said  debt  of  £25  17  0 with  incident  charges,  as  may 
be  judged  best,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  to  him,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  land  the  whole  thereof  and 
to  execute  a deed  of  the  same  so  as  to  convey  the  title  of  said  Sibyl 
therein  and  with  the  avails  thereof  pay  said  debt  of  £25  17  0 and 
incident  charges  and  stand  accountable  to  said  minor  for  the  overplus 
and  interest  thereon  for  her  use  and  support;  taking  the  advice  of  the 
court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Windham  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Huntington,  Richard  Haydon  and 
Martha  his  wife,  said  Richard  in  right  of  the  said  Martha,  admin- 
istrators on  the  estate  of  Elisha  Hopkins  late  of  Hartford  deceased, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  said 
estate  as  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Hartford 
surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  £187  0 2, 
lawfull  money  as  in  the  year  1774,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell 
so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas’d  as  will  raise  said  sum 
and  incident  charges  of  sale  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Jonathan  Huntington  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  deceas’d  as  will  raise  said  sum  of  £187  0 2,  lawfull  money,  and 
charges  of  sale,  and  to  execute  a deed  or  deeds  thereof  to  the  pur- 
chaser; taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Hartford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ambrose  Potter  of  Waterbury  in  the  county 
of  Hew  Haven,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  month  of  April 
last  past  he  purchased  of  Reuben  Matthews  late  of  said  Waterbury 
deceas’d,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  which  said  Matthews  lately 
purchased  of  Enoch  Curtiss  of  Earmington,  the  lands  which  did  belong 
to  Mr.  Samuel  Curtiss  late  of  said  Waterbury  deceas’d,  for  which 
right  the  memorialist  agreed  to  pay  to  said  Matthews  the  sum  of 
eight  pounds  ten  shillings  according  to  the  current  price  of  articles  sold 
in  the  year  1774,  and  thereon  did  pay  to  said  Matthews,  as  per  re- 
ceipt, fifty-six  pounds  present  currency  computing  the  discount  at  eight 
for  one  amounting  to  seven  pounds  of  said  contract  leaving  a ballance 
of  thirty  shillings  due  to  said  Matthews  on  said  contract  which  was 
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to  be  paid  on  the  delivery  of  a deed  which  said  Matthews  promised  to 
prepare  and  deliver  to  the  memorialist  in  a short  time  but  the  per- 
formance thereof  was  neglected  untill  the  14th  day  of  July  last  when 
said  Matthews  died  without  executing  said  deed  and  whose  estate  is  by 
his  administrator  Adah  Matthews  represented  insolvent,  and  that  the 
memorialist  is  still  ready  to  pay  the  ballance  due  on  said  contract; 
praying  that  the  said  Adah  Matthews  may  be  directed  on  the  me- 
morialist paying  to  her  such  sum  as  shall  be  judged  just  to  give  to  the 
memorialist  a good  and  authentic  deed  of  all  said  Matthews  right  in 
the  lands  aforesaid,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  said  Adah  Matthews  be  directed  and  she  is  hereby  directed 
and  authorized  and  impowered,  on  the  memorialists  paying  to  her  the 
sum  of  sixty  pounds  in  continental  bills  of  the  common  currency,  to 
make  and  execute  a good  and  authentic  deed  of  all  the  right  and  title 
that  the  said  Reuben  Matthews  had  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  and 
unto  said  tract  of  land  mentioned  in  said  memorial  which  the  said 
Reuben  bought  of  the  said  Enoch  Curtiss,  as  by  said  Curtiss  deed  to 
said  Reuben  dated  the  28th  day  of  January  A.  D.  1779  may  more  fully 
appear,  thereby  conveying  all  the  aforesaid  right  to  the  memorialist  and 
to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  which  said  conveyance  shall  be  as 
full  and  compleat  a title  of  said  right  to  the  memorialist  and  to  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever  as  though  the  said  Reuben  had  conveyed  the 
same  to  the  memorialist  in  the  said  Reuben’s  life  time. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Pearl  of  Yarmouth  in  Nova  Scotia, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  a native  of  the  town  of  Windham 
in  this  State  and  about  fifteen  years  since  removed  from  said  Wind- 
ham to  Nova  Scotia  where  he  hath  ever  since  resided  but  being  dis- 
affected to  the  British  government  is  desirous  and  prays  for  liberty  to 
return  to  this  State  with  his  family  and  effects  consisting  of  salt  cod- 
fish and  bail  goods  &c.  for  his  future  residence,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  and  permission  be  given  and 
liberty  and  permission  is  hereby  given  to  the  said  David  Pearl  to  re- 
turn from  said  Nova  Scotia  to  this  State  with  his  family  and  effects 
aforesaid  and  other  his  property  for  his  future  residing  in  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Cooper  and  Phebe  Tillenness, 
widows,  refugees  from  Southhold  on  Long  Island  now  of  Haddam  in 
this  State,  setting  forth  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  year  1776  they 
with  their  families  removed  from  Long  Island  to  this  State,  purely  that 
they  might  enjoy  their  liberties,  but  providence  having  so  ordered  it 
that  they  were  now  left  widows  each  of  them  with  a family  of  small 
children  to  take  care  of  and  they  are  no  longer  able  to  provide  for 
them  here;  praying  for  liberty  to  transport  themselves  and  children  to 
Long  Island  and  carry  with  them  two  cows,  three  swine,  their  house- 
hold furniture  and  some  provision  for  their  families  present  use,  as 
appears  by  the  memorial  now  on  file : These  are  to  grant  liberty  and 

liberty  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  said  Hannah  Cooper  and  Phebe 
Tilleness  to  transport  themselves  and  eight  children  to  Southold  on 
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Long  Island  and  carry  with  them  their  household  furniture,  two 
cows,  three  swine,  two  barrels  and  six  bushels  of  flour,  and  two 
barrells  of  fish,  their  families  and  goods  being  shipped  under  the 
direction  and  inspection  of  the  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Haddam. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Stephen  St.  John  2d  of  Norwalk,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  your  Honors  at  their  sessions  in  October  last 
appointed  a committee  to  estimate  the  losses  and  damages  done  the  in- 
habitants of  said  Norwalk  by  the  incursion  of  the  British  troops  in 
July  last,  and  to  abate  the  taxes  in  whole  or  in  part  of  such  of  said 
suffering  inhabitants  as  they  should  judge  proper  subjects  of  such 
abatement;  and  whereas  said  committee  not  thinking  themselves  im- 
powered  to  abate  the  two  last  taxes  laid  on  the  list  1778  on  said  in- 
habitants, as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 

Colo.  Benjamin  Hinman,  Colo.  Nehemiah  Beardsley  and  Mr.  William 
Heron  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a committee  at  the  expence  of 
the  memorialist  to  repair  to  Norwalk  aforesaid  and  examine  and  view 
the  circumstances  of  said  inhabitants  and  abate  the  taxes  laid  on  said 
inhabitants  on  the  list  1778  that  they  have  not  heretofore  abated  in 
whole  or  in  part  as  they  shall  judge  just  and  reasonable,  and  report 
their  doings  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Whitney  of  Warwick  in  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island,  shewing  to  this  Assemby  that  he  had  some  time  since 
procured  at  Midletown  and  Glastonbury  in  this  State  about  twenty 
bushels  of  corn  and  about  twenty  bushels  of  rye,  for  the  use  of  his 
own  and  his  brothers  families  &c.,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  transport 
the  same  to  said  Warwick  in  his  sloop  now  lying  at  Pratts  Perry 
against  Weathersfield : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 

Joseph  Whitney  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  unto  him  to 
ship  the  same  on  board  his  said  sloop  and  transport  the  same  accord- 
ingly, he  clearing  out  the  same  at  some  proper  naval  office  and  giving 
bond  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Philo  Peck  of  Litchfield,  shewing  that  his 
wufe  Hannah  Peck  having  before  her  marriage  when  the  enemy  took 
possession  of  Long  Island  left  her  parents  and  friends  at  East  Hampton 
on  said  island  to  seek  shelter  and  a safe  retreat  with  her  relations  and 
friends  in  Litchfield  in  this  State,  where  she  hath  resided  till  this  time. 
That  having  married  since  her  departure  from  said  island  her  parents 
have  repeatedly  and  urgently  requested  her  to  visit  them  with  her  hus- 
band the  memorialist  and  receive  some  household  furniture  and 
articles  necessary  for  housekeeping  &c. ; praying  liberty  to  go  to  said 
East  Hampton  and  receive  and  bring  off  such  articles  of  household 
furniture  &c.  as  her  parents  shall  be  disposed  to  bestow  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 

with  his  wife  and  child  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to 
them,  to  go  to  said  island  and  return  with  such  household  furniture 
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and  articles  necessary  for  housekeeping  as  her  said  parents  shall 
give  to  and  bestow  upon  her  for  that  purpose,  under  the  inspection  of 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  fort  at  Saybrook  who  is  hereby  especially 
directed  to  examine  and  inspect  the  boat  employed  and  persons  on 
board  both  at  their  departure  and  return,  to  prevent  any  illicit  trade 
and  unlawful  intercourse  with  the  enemy. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Justin  Jennings*  of  Fairfield,  shewing  that 
in  the  year  1776,  on  board  the  Defence  commanded  by  Capt.  Harding, 
in  an  engagement  with  the  enemy  he  received  a wound  which  occasioned 
the  amputation  of  his  leg  and  a considerable  expence;  praying  for  a 
reimbursement  and  half -pay,  as  per  memorial : Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  receive  the  sum  of  seven  pounds  ten 
shillings,  lawfull  money,  in  hills  lately  emitted  by  this  State,  for  his 
said  expenses,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  to  pay  the  same 
to  him  accordingly;  and  the  further  consideration  of  the  remaining 
part  of  his  memorial  is  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  he  holden 
in  this  State  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  next. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  George  Butler,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  he  hath  obtained  liberty  from  the  Assembly  with  a small  vessell  to 
go  the  island  of  Bermuda,  and  informing  that  there  is  a prospect  of 
obtaining  a quantity  of  salt,  provided  he  can  carry  any  article  of  pro- 
visions, and  praying  for  liberty  to  export  from  this  State  to  said  island 
of  Bermuda  one  hundred  bushels  of  corn  for  which  he  engages  to  intro- 
duce such  quantity  of  salt  as  he  can  procure  therefor:  Resolved  by 

this  Assembly,  that  the  said  George  Butler  have  liberty  and  liberty  is 
hereby  granted  to  said  Butler,  to  export  from  this  State  one  hundred 
bushels  of  corn  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  said  memorial;  he  giving 
proper  bonds  at  the  naval  office  for  the  fulfilment  of  his  engagement 
mentioned  in  his  memorial. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Moses  Isaacs,  a refugee  from  Hew  York, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  left  Hew  York  in  the  year  1776  on 
account  of  his  attachment  to  the  liberties  and  independence  of  America 
and  being  desirous  of  removing  to  Rhode  Island  with  his  family,  which 
consists  of  a number  of  small  children,  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  get 
into  some  business  whereby  to  provide  for  them,  prays  liberty  to  trans- 
port by  water  out  of  this  State  two  barrells  of  beef,  three  barrells  of 
flour  and  ten  bushels  of  corn  and  rye  to  Rhode  Island  aforesaid,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 

have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  export  out  of  this 
State  by  water  two  barrells  of  beef,  three  barrells  of  flour  and  ten 
bushels  of  corn  and  rye,  to  Hewport  in  Rhode  Island,  the  embargo  not- 
withstanding. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Mr.  John  Hutson  of  Koxbury  in  Morriss 
county  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he 
has  now  in  this  State  one  ton  and  half  of  good  iron  which  he  brought 
by  land  from  said  New  Jersey  and  has  three  tons  more  which  he  hourly 
expects  which  he  wishes  to  exchange  for  West  India  goods  and  has  a 
good  opportunity  to  do  the  same,  provided  he  could  obtain  liberty  to 
carry  said  West  India  goods  out  of  this  State  by  land  to  said  New 
Jerseys:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  John  Hutson  have 
liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted,  to  export  or  carry  out  of  this 
State  by  land  to  said  New  Jerseys  so  much  West  India  goods  as  the 
said  John  Hutson  shall  receive  in  exchange  for  said  iron,  and  no 
more. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Uriah  Haydon,  of  Saybrook  in  the 
county  of  New  London,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  has  exhibited 
his  accounts  against  this  State  for  building  the  ship  of  war  called  the 
Oliver  Cromwell  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  who  in  the  month  of 
March  last  examined  and  adjusted  the  same  and  found  a ballance  in 
favour  of  said  Haydon  the  sum  of  £104  9 8,  as  money  was  A.  D.  1776; 
praying  that  the  sum  might  be  paid  in  bills  lately  emitted  upon  the 
credit  of  this  State,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c. : Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  draw  an  order  in  favour  of  said  Haydon  for  said  ballance 
in  the  new  emitted  bills  of  this  State  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State, 
who  is  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Amos  Wright,  of  Dighton  in  the  State  of 
Massachusets  Bay,  praying  for  liberty  to  export  certain  quantities  of 
wheat  and  rye  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  said  Amos  Wright  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  granted  unto  him, 
to  export  by  water  from  this  State  to  Deighton  aforesaid  thirty  bushels 
of  rye,  any  embargoe  of  this  State  notwithstanding : Provided  that  said 
rye  be  regularly  cleared  out  by  the  naval  officer  of  the  district  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  shipped  and  the  vessell  on  board  which  the  same  is 
shipped  be  duly  inspected  by  such  naval  officer  when  she  is  ready  to 
sail  and  bonds  taken  for  the  delivery  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  New  Haven,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  they  have  been  obliged  for  many  years  at  great  expence 
to  maintain  a large  bridge  across  the  East  River,  so  called,  in  said 
New  Haven,  and  a great  length  of  causway,  which  bridge  is  now 
carryed  away  and  said  causway  much  damaged  and  the  memorialists 
by  reason  of  their  late  misfortunes  are  rendered  unable  to  build  and 
repair  the  same  without  some  assistance  from  this  Assembly,  as  per 
memorial  on  file, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  said  town  of  New  Haven  have 
liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  them,  to  set  up  and 
cause  to  be  drawn  a lottery  or  lotteries  at  the  risque  of  said  town  to 
build  a good  bridge  across  said  river  at  the  place  where  said  bridge 
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was  formerly  ordered  to  be  built,  or  at  such  other  place  as  this  Assembly 
shall  direct,  to  raise  a sum  not  exceeding  £1000,  lawfull  money,  to 
[be]  improved  for  the  purpose  of  building  such  bridge  as  aforesaid; 
the  said  town  of  New  Haven  to  appoint  managers  of  said  lottery  to 
manage  the  same  to  be  legally  chosen  by  said  town,  which  managers 
shall  be  sworn  to  a faithful  discharge  of  said  trust  till  finally  drawn 
and  compleated  and  shall  deliver  over  all  the  monies  raised  by  said 
lottery  to  such  committee  as  said  town  shall  appoint  for  the  purpose 
of  building  said  bridge,  and  said  monies  shall  be  applied  and  expended 
in  building  said  bridge  in  such  manner  as  such  committee  shall  judge 
best  to  serve  the  public;  and  said  committee  shall  render  an  account 
of  their  doings  in  the  premises  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State 
when  thereto  required;  and  said  town  are  hereby  impowered  to  take 
sufficient  bonds  with  sureties  of  said  managers,  conditioned  that  said 
managers  shall  faithfully  execute  said  trust,  and  that  said  town  may 
be  saved  harmless  and  indemnifyed,  and  that  no  injury  be  done  to  the 
adventurers  in  said  lottery  in  the  premises;  and  also  said  committee 
shall  become  bound  with  sureties  to  said  town  faithfully  to  apply  all 
the  monies  delivered  them  by  said  managers  for  the  purpose  of  building 
said  bridge,  and  to  account  with  said  town  or  render  an  account  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State  when  thereto  required. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  further  resolved,  That  said  lottery  shall  be 
drawn  and  compleated  as  soon  as  may  be  and  within  the  term  of 
eighteen  months  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  on  penalty  that 
the  grant  and  liberty  and  every  clause  thereof  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hezekiah  Fitch,  of  Salisbury  in  the  county  of 
Litchfield  and  State  of  Connecticut,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
this  State  is  indebted  to  him  for  services  done  in  the  year  1776,  as 
assistant  manager  of  the  furnace  in  said  Salisbury,  the  sum  of  sixty 
pounds  twelve  shillings,  lawfull  money;  praying  that  he  may  have  said 
sum  of  £60  12  0 paid  him  out  of  the  State  treasury,  as  per  memorial 
on  file,  dated  May  27th  1780:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
sum  of  sixty  pounds  twelve  shillings  be  paid  in  bills  of  credit  of  this 
State  ordered  to  be  emitted  in  January  last,  to  Hez.  Fitch  of  said 
Salisbury;  and  the  Treasurer  is  ordered  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Westmoreland,  representing  that  the  inhabitants  of  said  town 
have  sustained  great  losses  by  the  invasions  and  depredations  of  the 
enemy,  and  that  the  rate-bills  issued  against  the  inhabitants  of  said 
town  for  State  taxes  have  been  taken,  burnt  and  destroyed,  the  town 
depopulated  and  the  few  remaining  families  greatly  impoverished  by 
the  frequent  incursions  and  depredations  of  the  enemy;  praying  this 
Assembly  that  an  estimation  of  their  losses  may  be  made  and  State 
taxes  abated  in  part  compensation  thereof  &c.,  as  per  memorial : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  whole  of  the  State  taxes  for  which 
warrants  have  already  issued  against  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of 
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Westmoreland  that  are  not  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  abated,  to  be  considered  as  in  part  com- 
pensation for  their  losses  whenever  the  United  States  shall  order  and 
direct  the  losses  sustained  by  the  citizens  of  said  States  from  the 
depredations  of  the  enemy  to  be  compensated;  and  John  Hurlburt, 
Zebulon  Butler  and  Obadiah  Gore,  Esqrs,  he  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a committee  to  repair  to  said  Westmoreland,  first  giving 
public  notice  in  the  several  newspapers  in  this  State  of  the  time  and 
place  of  their  meeting,  and  there  examine  into  the  damages,  injuries 
and  losses  sustained  and  suffered  by  the  present  or  late  inhabitants 
of  said  town  of  Westmoreland  holding  under  this  State  who  shall  by 
themselves  or  others  on  their  behalf  being  duly  authorized  make 
application  to  said  committee  during  their  continuance  in  said  town, 
and  report  make  to  some  future  session  of  this  Assembly  of  what  they 
shall  find  in  the  matters  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Street  Hall  of  Wallingford,  administrator 
on  the  estate  of  John  Connor  late  of  Wallingford  deceas’d,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  debts  arising  upon  the  estate  of  said  deceas’d 
surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said  dec’d  the  sum  of  £14  19  1,  L. 
money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d 
sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  with  incident  charges  of  sale,  as  per 
memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  administrator 

aforesaid  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  unto 
him,  to  sell  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  sufficient  to  raise  the  aforesaid 
sum  of  £14  19  1,  L.  money,  with  incident  charges  of  sale;  taking  the 
direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Wallingford 
therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Enos  Baldwin  and  John  Sears  of  Washing- 
ton, administrators  on  the  estate  of  Phineas  Northrup  late  of  Woodbury 
deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from 
the  estate  of  said  deceas’d  surmount  the  personal  estate  the  sum  of 
£19  3 5,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  deceas’d  as  to  raise  said  sum  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  be  and  they  are  hereby 
impowered  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  to 
raise  the  sum  of  £19  3 5,  L.  money,  with  incident  charges  of  sale; 
taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  in  the  district  of  Woodbury 
therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hath11  Judd,  James  Hosington  and  Dan 
Winchel,  praying  this  Assembly  that  they  with  their  respective 
families  and  their  lands  may  be  annexed  to  and  incorporated  with  the 
town  of  Southington,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  Nathaniel  Judd,  James  Hosington  and  Dan  Winchel 
with  their  respective  families  and  their  lands  within  the  following 
boundary  line  viz:  beginning  east  of  the  twenty  rod  highway  with  the 
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north,  line  of  said  Winchels  lot  by  the  Indian  Rock,  so  called,  and  to 
extend  east  to  the  High  Rock  Mountain,  so  called,  from  thence  in  a 
range  with  said  mountain  to  the  "west  face  of  said  mountain,  from  thence 
a southeast  line  to  the  east  end  of  said  Judds  lot,  it  being  112  rods  east 
of  said  twenty  rod  highway,  from  thence  a south  line  with  said  lots 
to  the  Round  Mountain,  so  called,  from  thence  a southwest  line  with 
said  mountain  to  the  south  side  of  said  Judds  lot,  and  thence  west 
in  said  Judds  south  line  to  the  said  20  rod  highway,  he  and  they  are 
hereby  annexed  to  and  incorporated  with  said  town  of  Southington  and 
become  part  thereof  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  as  the  other  inhabitants  of  said  town 
of  Southington  are  entitled  or  subjected  to.

own  use;  whereupon  Colo.  Increase  Mosely,  Joseph  Hopkins  and  Ezra 
Brunson,  Esqrs,  were  appointed  a committee  to  examine  and  report  to 
this  Assembly,  as  by  the  files  and  records  cf  this  Assembly  appears, 
but  said  committee  not  having  sufficient  opportunity  to  compleat  the 
business  of  their  commission  have  not  reported  in  the  premises : 
Therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Colo.  Increase 
Mosely,  Joseph  Hopkins  and  Ezra  Brunson,  Esqrs,  he  and  they  are 
hereby  reappointed  a committee  with  all  the  powers  and  authorities 
given  them  in  their  former  commission  in  the  premises  and  to  report  in 
this  Assembly  at  their  session  in  October  next. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lidia  Case  and  George  Case,  executors  of 
the  last  will  and  testament  of  Joshua  Case  late  of  Symsbury  deceas’d, 
shewing  that  the  debts,  charges  and  some  small  allowances  to  the  widow 
of  the  deceas’d  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of 
Symsbury  surmounts  the  moveable  estate  of  the  deceas’d  the  sum  of 
£210  13  8,  L.  silver  money,  and  praying  liberty  of  this  Assembly  to 
sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  deceas’d  as  may  he  sufficient  to 
pay  the  aforesaid  sum  of  said  debts  &c,  and  incident  charges  of  sale, 
as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  therefore  by  this  Assembly,  that 

liberty  he  granted  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  executors,  to 
make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  deceas’d  as  may  he  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  said  sum  of  £210  13  8,  lawfull  silver  money,  and  also 
incident  charges  of  the  said  sale,  and  taking  the  direction  of  the  court 
of  probate  for  the  district  of  Symsbury  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Gideon  Lounshury  of  Stamford  in  Fairfield 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Obadiah  Seeley  junr  late  of  said 
Stamford  deceas’d,  shewing  that  the  debts  and  allowances  against  said 
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estate  surmount  the  personal  inventoried  part  thereof  the  sum  of  £114 
16  10,  lawfull  money  as  in  the  year  1774;  praying  to  be  impowered  to 
sell  real  estate  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  sell  real 
estate  of  said  deceas’d  to  raise  said  sum  of  £114  16  10,  L.  money,  to 
enable  him  to  pay  said  debts  and  also  the  charges  of  sale;  taking 
direction  of  the  judge  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stam- 
ford therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Winchester, 
shewing  their  inability  to  pay  their  State  taxes  and  praying  for  an 
abatement  thereon  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  one  half  of  the  taxes  arising  on  the  total  amount 
of  the  list  of  said  town  of  Winchester  be  abated  in  like  manner  as  is 
provided  for  the  abatement  of  the  one  twentieth  part  in  other  towns 
in  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  James  Nichols  of  Stamford  in  Fairfield 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Eliott  Green  late  of  said  Stam- 
ford deceas’d,  shewing  that  the  debts  and  allowances  against  said  estate 
surmount  the  inventoried  personal  estate  of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of 
£55  14  5%,  L.  money  as  in  the  year  1774,  and  praying  to  be  impowered 
to  sell  real  estate  to  raise  said  sum  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  said  memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered 
to  sell  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  to  raise  said  sum  of  £55  14  5%,  L. 
money,  to  enable  him  to  pay  debts  &c.  with  the  charges  of  sale;  taking 
directions  of  the  judge  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of 
Stamford  therein. 

Upon  the  petition  of  John  McLean  of  Danbury,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  the  years  1773  and  1774,  he  had  trusted  Benajah 
Hoyt,  son  to  Isaac  Hoyt  of  said  Danbury  and  at  the  request  of  the  said 
Isaac  Hoyt,  some  blacksmith’s  tools  and  a quantity  of  iron  and  steel 
to  the  amount  of  £28  0 0,  L.  money,  to  enable  said  Benajah  to  carry 
on  his  business,  and  which  the  said  Isaac  promised  to  pay  in  case  his 
said  son  should  fail  to  pay  the  same.  That  the  said  Hoyts  neglected 
to  make  payment  of  said  debt  and  on  or  about  the  26th  day  of  April, 
1776  both  said  Hoyts  went  off  and  joined  the  enemy;  that  thereupon 
the  petitioner  instituted  a suit  in  law  against  said  Benajah  and  obtained 
judgment  against  him  for  the  sum  of  £29  13  0,  L.  money  debt  and 
cost  and  levied  an  execution  on  a piece  of  land  formerly  occupied  by 
and  understood  to  be  the  estate  of  the  said  Benajah,  which  land  was 
apprised  to  and  enjoyed  by  the  petitioner  till  February  last  when  the 
estate  of  the  said  Isaac  Hoyt  was  adjudged  forfeited  to  this  State, 
and  the  administrators  appointed  thereon  have  inventoried  the  peice 
of  land  levied  upon  as  aforesaid  as  the  estate  of  the  said  Isaac  Hoyt, 
and  the  said  Isaac  having  returned  from  the  enemy  certifies  that 
although  he  intended  to  give  said  peice  of  land  to  his  said  son  yet  he 
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hath  not  conveyed  the  same  to  him  and  that  he  cannot  now  make  a con- 
veyance thereof  although  he  acknowledges  himself  holden  to  pay  said 
debt.  That  the  petitioner  not  knowing  but  the  said  execution  was 
levied  on  the  estate  of  the  said  Benajah  hath  presented  no  claim  to 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  receive  claims  of  creditors  to  the  estate 
of  said  Isaac;  praying  that  this  Assembly  would  order  and  decree 
the  land  aforesaid  to  be  vested  in  him,  or  that  said  commissioners 
might  have  further  time  to  report  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  judge  of  the  court  of  probate  for 
the  district  of  Danbury  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  to  revive  the 
commission  of  the  commissioners  already  appointed,  or  appoint  others 
as  the  case  may  require,  to  receive  and  examine  the  further  claims  of 
the  creditors  to  the  estate  of  the  said  Isaac  Hoyt  and  continue  the  same 
for  a time  sufficient  for  the  petitioner  to  present  his  accounts. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  Joshua  Porter,  late  manager  of  the 
furnace  at  Salisbury,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  duly 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  in  March  1776  to 
conduct  and  manage  the  furnace  at  Salisbury  for  and  on  account  of 
the  State,  and  to  render  his  account  &c. ; that  he  engaged  in  said  service 
and  continued  therein  for  the  space  of  eleven  months,  and  made  proper 
entries  of  the  whole  of  his  transactions;  that  afterwards  his  books  and 
other  papers  were  taken  out  of  his  hands,  which  made  it  impracticable 
for  him  to  account  with  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by 
the  General  Assembly;  that  by  some  minutes  he  hath  been  able  to 
ascertain  the  sum  he  received  of  the  State  more  than  his  expenditures, 
which  was  not  more  than  the  sum  of  £333  16  0,  and  that  he  hath 
never  been  allowed  any  compensation  for  his  said  service;  and 
praying  that  he  may  be  allowed  for  said  service  the  said  sum  and  be 
exonerated  and  discharged  from  any  further  demand  against  him  for 
or  on  account  of  the  management  and  oversight  of  said  furnace  during 
said  time,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 

in  consideration  of  the  good  and  faithfull  services  of  the  memorialist 
in  managing  the  affairs  of  said  furnace,  and  the  advantages  and  benefits 
this  State  have  received  by  means  of  his  faithfull  attention  to  the 
interest  of  the  public  therein,  he  be  allowed  the  said  sum  represented 
to  be  in  his  hands  or  whatever  hath  been  found  in  ballance  in  full 
account  and  discharge  of  what  may  be  due  to  him  for  his  services 
aforesaid  and  in  full  settlement  of  all  accounts  whatever  between  this 
State  and  the  memorialist,  and  that  this  State  do  pay  and  discharge 
two  debts  incurred  on  account  of  said  furnace  still  remaining  unpaid, 
the  one  due  to  Mary  Camp  for  pork,  the  other  to  Charles  Caldwell  on 
account  of  wood  taken  for  said  furnace  off  the  land  lately  belong  [ing] 
to  George  Lord  deceased. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Canfield,  Esqr,  Isaac  Bostwick, 
Ebenezer  Hotchkiss  and  Samuel  Allen,  of  Hew  Milford  in  the  county 
of  Litchfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  and  their  associates 
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have  undertaken  to  build  a bridge  over  Ousatonuck  River  at  the  Great 
Falls,  which  will  be  serviceable  to  public  and  private  convenience,  and 
that  their  former  bridge  has  decayed  and  rotten  down,  and  that  said 
town  of  New  Milford  have  granted  said  memorialists  liberty  to  erect 
a bridge  at  their  own  cost  at  said  place;  praying  that  a toll  or  fare 
may  be  granted  for  defraying  the  extreme  expence  of  said  bridge,  and 
also  to  impower  the  proprietors  to  warn  and  hold  meetings,  to  chuse 
a moderator  and  clerk  and  committee,  and  to  grant  rates  or  taxes  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  there  be  a toll  or  fare  established  and  stated  for  all 
and  every  passenger  except  the  memorialists  and  their  associates  and 
continental  teams  carrying  or  transporting  the  property  of  this 
or  the  United  States,  or  fat  cattle  or  sheep  going  to  the  army,  and  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  this  and  the  United  States  while  in  actual 
service  or  on  their  march  to  or  from  camp,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
stated  as  follows,  viz:  For  each  horse,  man  and  load  two  pence,  for 

each  team  and  load  four  pence,  for  each  foot  person  one  penny,  for 
each  horse  or  neet  kine  led  or  drove  one  penny,  for  each  sheep  or  swine 
one  farthing.  And  the  proprietors  and  undertakers  of  said  bridge  are 
hereby  impowered  to  warn  and  hold  meetings  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said as  they  shall  agree,  and  by  their  major  votes  to  choose  a moderator 
and  clerk  to  record  votes,  and  also  to  choose  a committee  for  the  con- 
ducting of  the  affairs  of  said  bridge,  also  to  appoint  collector  or  col- 
lectors to  gather  said  taxes  wdien  granted  by  said  proprietors  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  treasurer  so  appointed  by  said  proprietors. 

Upon  the  representation  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Chatham 
in  the  county  of  Hartford,  that  one  Seth  Overton  of  the  said  Chatham 
has  one  hundred  and  twenty  bushels  of  wheat,  rye  and  indian  corn  on 
board  a vessell,  Whitney  master,  lying  at  said  Chatham  in  Connecticut 
River  which  under  a permit  from  lawfull  authority  to  transport  to 
Stonington  in  this  State  is  designed  to  be  carried  to  the  enemy : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  permit  be  and  the  same  is  by 
this  Assembly  made  null  and  void,  and  that  the  said  grain  be  by  the 
said  selectmen  seized  and  secured  for  the  use  of  this  State,  and  that 
they  give  notice  thereof  to  some  purchasing  commissary. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lidia  Satterley,  of  Groton  in  the  county  of 
New  London,  executrix  on  the  estate  of  Mr.  Jonas  Satterlee  late  of 
Preston  in  said  county  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  her  late 
husband  the  said  Jonas  Satterley  did  in  the  month  of  April  1777  inlist 
into  Capt.  William  Belcher’s  company  in  the  first  Connecticut  regiment 
in  the  continental  army  and  served  in  said  regiment  untill  the  first  day 
of  January  1778,  agreeable  to  the  proclamation  issued  by  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  of  this  State  promising  a bounty  of  three  pounds,  lawfull 
money,  to  such  as  should  serve  to  the  end  of  said  term ; and  that  although 
on  the  29th  day  of  October  1779  an  order  was  obtained  from  the 
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Committee  of  Pay-Table  for  said  sum  of  three  pounds  as  said  bounty 
due  to  said  dec’d  she  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  money  which,  if 
paid  in  continental  bills  at  the  nominal  sum,  is  by  no  means  adequate, 
as  said  bounty  promised  was  equal  to  three  pounds  in  gold  or  silver; 
and  praying  this  Assembly  to  order  and  direct  the  bounty  due  for  said 
service  to  be  paid  her  in  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  order  of  this 
Assembly  in  January  last,  or  in  some  other  way  grant  relief,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  draw  on 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  said  memorialist  for  the 
sum  of  three  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  order 
of  this  Assembly  in  January  last,  in  lieu  of  said  order  for  three  pounds 
said  to  be  given  in  October  last  as  said  bounty  due  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Robert  Niles,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
in  May  1778  he  was  master  of  a vessell  belonging  to  this  State,  called 
the  Spy , which  was  sent  by  this  State  as  a packet  to  France,  and  in 
his  return  was  taken  prisoner  and  carried  with  his  people  into  England, 
where  some  of  the  people  now  are  held  as  prisoners,  and  that  a large 
ballance  is  due  to  him  and  his  people  his  accounts  being  unsetled  and 
the  families  of  his  people  are  in  necessitous  circumstances;  and  praying 
for  a settlement  of  his  accounts,  and  that  the  ballance  now  due  may  be 
paid,  as  per  memorial  and  account  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  in  continental  bills  in 
favour  of  the  memorialist,  in  part  of  the  account  referred  to  in  said 
memorial. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Chloe  Jearom  of  Farmington,  administratrix 
on  the  estate  of  Andrew  Jearom  late  of  said  Farmington  deceas’d, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  and 
arising  upon  the  estate  of  said  deceas’d  with  proper  allowances  sur- 
mount the  moveable  estate  of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  £88  12  7,  lawfull 
silver  money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  deceas’d  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  with  incident 
charges  of  sale  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  unto  her,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d 
as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £88  12  7,  lawfull 
silver  money,  with  incident  charges  of  sales;  taking  the  direction  of  the 
court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Farmington  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joel  Coe  of  Midletown,  praying  for  liberty 
to  transport  four  hogsheads  of  rum  from  this  State  to  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  said  Joel  Coe  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  granted  him,  to  trans- 
port four  hogsheads  of  rum  by  land  from  this  State  to  the  State  of 
New  Jersey;  any  law  of  this  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  the  Representatives  of  the  town  of  Green- 
wich, shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  the  exposed  situation  of  said 
town  and  the  insufficiency  of  guards  therein  ever  since  the  year  1776, 
the  good  citizens  thereof  have  been  repeatedly  plundered  by  the  enemy. 
That  said  town  is  now  totally  without  guards  and  without  the  lines 
of  protection,  by  means  whereof  many  of  the  inhabitants  are  drove 
off  and  obliged  to  seek  shelter  in  the  State  of  New  York  and  other 
interior  places,  all  which  reduce  said  citizens  to  great  want,  poverty 
and  distress.  That  in  the  obedience  to  the  law  of  this  State  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  town  have  returned  to  the  listers  a full  list  of  all  their 
lands  and  what  little  stock  of  cattle  they  were  then  possessed  of  in 
September  last,  but  by  the  repeated  losses  and  sufferings  of  said 
inhabitants  they  are  unable  to  pay  their  taxes;  praying  this  Assembly 
would  take  the  state  and  circumstances  of  the  town  into  consideration 
and  grant  such  relief  respecting  the  taxes  on  said  list  as  may  appear 
equitable  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  Capt.  Charles  Webb  and  Colo.  Matthew  Mead  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a committee  to  repair  to  the  town  of  Greenwich  and 
examine  into  the  circumstances  of  the  inhabitants  thereof  in  conse- 
quence of  the  repeated  incursions  of  the  enemy  into  said  town  and  the 
depredations  they  have  committed  therein,  and  whether  the  whole  or 
what  part  of  the  aforesaid  list  of  said  town  ought  in  justice  to  be  abated, 
and  make  a report  of  their  doings  to  the  sessions  of  this  Assembly  in 
October  next;  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  suspend  his  warrants  for  collecting  all  taxes  made  on  the  list  1779, 
so  far  as  respect  said  town,  untill  said  report  is  made  and  considered. 

On  the  petition  of  Comfort  Hoyt,  John  McLean,  Eli  Mygatt,  Joshua 
Knapp,  Zadock  Benedict,  Stephen  Trowbridge  and  Joseph  Benedict, 
selectmen  of  the  town  of  Danbury,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in 
April  1777,  a certain  David  Taylor  of  said  Danbury  had  joined  the 
enemy,  and  in  order  to  secure  the  property  of  the  said  Taylor  for  the 
use  of  this  State  they,  the  said  selectmen,  did  collect  and  lodge  his 
moveable  property  in  his  dwelling-house.  That  some  evil-minded 
persons  had  broke  into  the  appartment  where  the  same  was  kept  and 
carried  off  sundry  articles.  That  the  petitioners  could  not  procure  a 
more  convenient  place  for  the  security  of  the  property  so  collected,  the 
town  of  Danbury  being  then  burnt  and  no  prospect  of  a tryal  at  law 
for  condemnation  till  November  then  next  following;  and  lest  the 
whole  of  said  property  should  be  lost  to  the  publick  the  petitioners 
made  sale  of  what  was  left  of  said  personal  estate  and  received  the 
avails  thereof  amounting  to  £267  0 8;  praying  this  Assembly  would 
indemnify  them  from  any  prosecution  on  account  of  the  sale  aforesaid, 
and  that  they  be  directed  to  account  with  the  administrator  on  said 
Taylor’s  estate  or  with  some  other  person  for  the  money  &c.,  as  per 
petition  dated  24th  April  1780:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
judge  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Danbury  be  and  he  is 
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hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  commit  the  administration  of  the 
said  David  Taylor’s  estate  to  some  suitable  person  and  also  appoint 
commissioners  to  receive  and  examine  the  claims  of  creditors  to  said 
estate  as  if  the  same  had  been  adjudged  forfeit.  And  the  administrator 
so  to  be  appointed  shall  enquire  into  the  circumstances  of  said  sale  and 
shall  receive  of  said  selectmen  such  sum  of  money  as  in  the  judgment  of 
indifferent  men  they  ought  in  equity  to  pay  on  account  of  the  depre- 
ciated state  of  the  currency,  and  the  said  administrator  shall  pay 
the  sum  so  found  due,  deducting  therefrom  debts  and  charges,  into  the 
treasury  of  this  State,  and  thereupon  said  selectmen  shall  be  indem- 
nifyed  and  saved  harmless  from  all  prosecutions  in  consequence  of  the 
sales  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Coggeshall,  late  of  Newport  now 
residing  in  Midletown  in  this  State,  praying  for  liberty  to  transport  one 
barrell  of  pork  and  twenty-six  bushels  of  wheat  by  water  to  Newport 
Rhode  Island,  for  the  reasons  therein  assigned,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  William  Coggeshall  have 
liberty  and  liberty  is  granted  unto  him,  to  transport  one  barrell  of  pork 
and  twenty-six  bushels  of  wheat  by  water  from  this  State  to  Newport 
Rhode  Island;  any  law  of  this  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding: 
provided  that  he  enter  the  same  for  exportation  at  some  naval  office 
in  this  State  and  become  bound  with  sureties  as  the  law  directs. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Hopkins,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  at  a former  session  of  this  Assembly  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
committee  to  number  and  sign  about  4,000  small  bills  emitted  by  this 
Assembly.  That  he  received  said  bills  of  the  Treasurer  and  gave  his 
note  for  the  same.  That  before  said  bills  were  numbered  and  signed 
they  depreciated  to  such  a degree  that  proceeding  therein  would  serve 
no  good  purpose;  and  that  he  has  on  hand  in  said  bills  about  £115; 
praying  that  the  Treasurer  might  be  directed  to  receive  said  bills,  as 
per  memorial  appears:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer 

be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  receive  the  said  small  bills  of  the  said 
memorialist  in  payment  of  said  note;  and  provided  the  said  bills  so 
delivered  to  the  Treasurer  shall  surmount  the  ballance  now  due  on 
said  note  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  ballance  which  shall  so 
appear  due  to  said  Hopkins. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ebenezer  Edwards,  of  Southampton  on 
Long  Island,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  soon  after  the  enemy  took 
possession  of  Long  Island  he  removed  with  his  family  from  thence  and 
came  into  this  State  for  protection  and  that  he  is  now  reduced  to 
indigent  circumstances  and  incapable  of  supporting  himself  and  family 
any  longer;  praying  to  this  Assembly  to  grant  him  permission  to  pass 
to  Long  Island  under  proper  restrictions  to  receive  the  profits  of  his 
farm  for  the  support  of  himself  and  family  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c.  : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  be  permitted  and  he 
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is  hereby  permitted,  to  pass  to  Long  Island  from  Saybrook  and  return^ 
under  the  immediate  inspection  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fort 
at  Saybrook,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  off  the  specifick  articles  of  the 
produce  of  bis  farm,  or  the  avails  thereof  in  money,  for  bis  own  and 
bis  family’s  support. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  Matthew  Mead  and  Colo.  Levi  Wells, 
in  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regiments 
lately  under  their  respective  commands,  raised  for  the  defence  of  this 
State  and  places  adjacent,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said 
regiments  were  raised,  marched  and  continued  in  service  agreeable  to 
an  act  of  this  Assembly  in  May  last  untill  honorably  discharged;  that 
since  the  raising  of  said  regiment  the  currency  has  rapidly  depreciated, 
by  means  whereof  they  are  liable  to  suffer  very  essentially  unless 
relieved  by  this  Honorable  Assembly,  and  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as 
per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  wages  and 

subsistence  of  those  regiments  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  two  regiments 
ordered  to  be  raised  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  January  last, 
except  one  months  wages  and  subsistance  which  shall  be  computed  and 
paid  according  to  the  pay-establishment  when  they  were  raised;  and 
that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  give  order  for  the  payment  of  those 
regiments  in  the  continental  currency  agreeable  to  this  resolution 
and  according  to  the  present  established  rate  of  depreciation. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Hine  of  Milford,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  he  raised 
a party  of  men  in  September  1777,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  the  sea 
coast  of  said  town  of  Milford,  and  garrisoning  Port  Trumbull  in  said 
Milford,  and  was  continued  in  said  command  till  the  10th  of  February 
1779,  and  that  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  provisions  the  com- 
missary who  was  appointed  to  supply  said  Capt.  Hine  and  his  com- 
pany was  not  able  to  furnish  them  therewith,  and  that  in  consequence 
thereof  there  remains  due  to  said  Capt.  Hine  and  his  company  for 
rations  not  received  eight  thousand  and  seven  pounds  of  flour  and  seven 
thousand  and  thirty  pounds  of  beef  &c.  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  for  the  amount  due  for  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seven 
pounds  of  flour  at  the  rate  of  twenty-seven  shillings,  lawfull  money, 
per  hundred,  and  for  the  amount  due  for  7030  pounds  of  beef  at  the 
rate  of  forty  shillings  per  hundred,  in  favor  of  said  Capt.  Hine  and 
company  and  charge  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Amos  Mead  of  Greenwich,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  on  the  18th  day  of  February  1779  he  advanced  to 
James  Hughs,  then  a lieutenant  of  a company  of  matrosses  for  the 
defense  of  said  Greenwich,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  in  con- 
tinental currency,  to  enable  him  to  inlist  the  said  company,  and  that 
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the  said  Hughs  raised  said  company  and  continued  in  said  service 
untill  the  last  day  of  the  then  next  May  and  then  deserted  said 
service  and  went  over  to  the  enemy,  and  that  he  never  drew  any  money 
out  of  the  treasury,  and  that  he  left  no  estate,  and  that  said  Hughes 
gave  said  Mead  a promissory  receipt  for  said  money;  praying  this 
Assembly  to  grant  him  the  value  thereof  out  of  the  treasury : Eesolved 

by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  pay  to  the  said  Amos  Mead  the 
sum  of  seven  pounds  ten  shillings,  lawfull  money,  and  that  the  Pay- 
Table  draw  for  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Benedict,  Noah  Hoyt,  Nathan  Gregory 
and  Thaddeus  Burnham,  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Danbury,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  Abigail  Bradbrook,  late  of  said  Danbury  deceas’d, 
died  in  her  minority  seized  of  about  four  acres  of  land  lying  in  said 
Danbury,  and  that  in  the  last  sickness  of  the  said  Abigail  the  selectmen 
of  said  town  expended  the  sum  of  fifty-six  pounds,  continental  currency, 
in  nursing,  taking  care  of  and  looking  after  the  said  Abigail,  which  is 
the  only  debt  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas’d,  and  that  said 
deceas’d  left  no  personal  estate;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much 
of  said  real  estate  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  of  fifty-six  pounds 
continental  money  as  said  money  passed  in  the  year  1779,  and  incident 
charges  of  sale  &c.,  as  per  memorial:  Eesolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 

John  Benedict,  one  of  the  selectmen  of  said  town  of  Danbury,  be  and 
. is  hereby  enabled  and  impowered  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  the  said  Abigail  Bradbrook  decd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise 
the  value  of  the  sum  of  fifty-six  pounds,  continental  money  as  it  passed 
in  the  year  1779,  with  incident  charges  of  sale. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Isaac  Mosely  and  William  Little  junr, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  a grant  was  heretofore  made  to  the 
memorialists,  Elijah  Hubbard  and  Picket  Lattimore,  of  the  sole  and 
exclusive  right  and  privilege  of  making  and  manufacturing  glass 
within  this  State  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  and  that  the 
memorialists  have  expended  large  sums  of  money  in  preparing  materials 
for  erecting  works  and  setting  up  said  manufactory,  and  that  the 
memorialists  find  themselves  unable  to  carry  on  and  prosecute  said 
business  without  further  encouragement  and  assistance  from  this 
Assembly,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Eesolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
Isaac  Moseley,  William  Little  junr,  Elijah  Hubbard  and  Picket 
Lattimor,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  agree  and  associate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  manufacturing  glass,  as  a further  encouragement  to  their  under- 
taking and  carrying  on  so  usefull  and  necessary  a manufacture,  shall 
have  and  enjoy  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of  manufacturing  glass 
within  this  State  for  fifteen  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July 
1780.  Upon  condition  that  they  establish  such  manufactory  as  afore- 
said by  the  first  day  of  Nevember  1781,  and  that  from  that  day  forward 
during  the  continuance  of  this  grant  carry  on  in  a regular  manner  the 
business  of  such  manufactory  so  as  to  furnish  for  sale  the  usual 
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quantities  of  glass  which  are  commonly  made  and  sold  at  such  kind 
of  manufactories. 

Upon  the  memorial*  of  Ebenezer  Huntington,  Esqr,  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Commandant  of  the  battalion  in  the  army  of  the  United  States 
raised  in  this  State  of  which  Samuel  B.  Webb,  Esqr,  now  a prisoner  of 
war  is  colonel,  shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  although  said  battalion 
hath  received  bounties,  refreshments,  and  all  allowances  as  the  eight 
battalions  raised  in  this  State  have  had  and  received  notwithstanding 
they  have  not  been  explicitly  adopted  by  this  State  and  added  to  their 
line  in  the  aforesaid  army,  which  is  inconvenient  to  this  State  and  to 
said  battalion : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  aforesaid  battalion 

in  the  army  of  the  United  States  raised  in  this  State  and  commanded 
by  Samuel  B.  Webb,  Esqr,  as  Colonel,  be  and  the  same  is  adopted, 
claimed  and  declared  to  be  one  of  the  battalions  of  this  State  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  said 
army;  and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  their  army  are  desired  to  [consider]  said  battalion  as  being 
part  of  the  Line  of  this  State  in  said  army  and  to  order  and  treat 
them  as  such  accordingly. 

On  the  memorial  of  Sarah  Markham,  administratrix  on  the  estate 
of  James  Markham  late  of  Midletown  dec’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  said  estate  surmount  the  move- 
able  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £13  17  3,  lawfull  silver  money,  and 
thereupon  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said

from  either  of  them;  praying  for  a repeal  of  said  act  dividing  said 
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8th  and  constituting  said  27th  regiment,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Gen1  John  Douglas,  Colo.  Samuel 
McClellan  and  Colo.  James  Gordon  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
a committee  to  repair  to  said  towns  of  Stonington,  Groton  and  Preston, 
and  having  notifyed  the  field  officers  of  said  two  regiments  of  the  time 
and  place  of  their  meeting,  to  proceed  to  view  the  circumstances  of 
said  two  regiments  and  examine  into  all  the  matters  in  said  memorial 
contained,  and  having  fully  heard  all  parties  concerned  to  make  their 
report  of  what  they  shall  find  in  the  premises  with  their  opinion  thereon 
to  this  or  the  next  General  Assembly  in  this  State. 

On  the  memorial  of  Sarah  Carter,  administratrix  on  the  estate  of 
Daniel  Carter  late  of  Killingworth  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  debts  and  charges  against  said  estate  surmount  the  inventory

Continental  Army,  to  serve  till  the  last  of  December  next.  Also  Re- 
solved, That  Twenty-five  Hundred  and  Twenty  Men  should  be  raised 
to  serve  for  three  months,  and  desired  and  authorized  the  Governor 
and  his  Council  of  Safety  to  make  and  give  all  such  orders  as  should 
be  further  necessary  for  the  defence  and  safety  of  this  and  the  United 
States.  And  whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Board  by  General  Wash- 
ington and  the  Committee  of  Congress  by  letters  received  since  the 
rising  of  the  said  Assembly,  to  be  indispensibly  necessary  for  the  safety 
of  this  and  the  United  States,  and  to  render  successful  the  operations 
of  the  present  campaign,  that  our  battalions  in  the  Continental  Army 
be  filled  to  the  compliment  of  five  hundred  and  four  men  each,  which 
requires  one  thousand  men  more  to  be  raised  to  serve  in  the  Continental 
Army,  than  is  already  ordered,  and  one  thousand  less  to  serve  in  the 
militia  for  three  months. 

Therefore  resolved,  That  only  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty  able- 
bodied  effective  men,  rank  and  file,  he  raised  to  serve  for  three  months, 
pursuant  to  said  resolve  of  Assembly  for  raising  two  thousand  five 
hundred  and  twenty  men,  in  the  following  proportions,  viz.* 

From  the  first  Brigade  224,  to  be  formed  into  three  companies,  con- 
sisting of  about  74  men  each.  From  the  second  Brigade  322,  to  be 
formed  into  five  companies  of  about  64  men  each.  From  the  third 
Brigade  205,  to  be  formed  into  three  companies  of  about  67  men  each. 
From  the  fourth  Brigade  299,  to  be  formed  into  five  companies  of 
about  60  men  each.  From  the  fifth  Brigade  228,  to  be  formed  into 
three  companies  of  about  76  men  each.  From  the  sixth  Brigade  242, 
to  be  formed  into  four  companies  of  about  60  men  each;  the  whole 
to  be  formed  into  three  regiments,  those  taken  from  the  first  and  sixth 
Brigades  to  compose  one  regiment,  to  be  commanded  by  one  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel to  be  taken  from  the  first  Brigade,  and  one  Major  from 
the  sixth.  Those  from  the  second  and  third  Brigades  to  compose  one 
regiment,  to  he  commanded  by  one  Lieutenant-Colonel  to  be  taken 
from  the  second  and  one  Major  from  the  third  Brigade.  Those  from 
the  fourth  and  fifth  Brigades,  to  compose  one  Regiment,  to  be  com- 
manded by  a Lieutenant-Colonel  to  be  taken  from  the  fourth  and  one 
Major  from  the  fifth  Brigade. 

Also  Resolved,  That  One  Thousand  able  bodied  effective  Men  be 
immediately  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment,  to  serve  in  the  Connecti- 
cut Line  in  the  Continental  Army  until  the  last  day  of  December  next, 
unless  sooner  discharged;  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  hundred  ordered 
to  be  raised  by  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  like  purpose, 
in  the  following  proportions  viz.  From  the  first  Brigade  of  Militia 
one  hundred  and  forty-seven.  From  the  second  Brigade,  two  hundred 
and  eleven.  From  the  third  Brigade,  one  hundred  and  thirty-six.  From 
the  fourth  Brigade,  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  From  the  fifth 
Brigade,  one  hundred  and  fifty.  From  the  sixth  Brigade,  one  hundred 
and  fifty-nine.  Those  who  shall  inlist  by  the  10th  day  of  July  next,

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shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  premia,  pay  and  emoluments,  as  are  given 
by  said  Act  of  Assembly  to  those  who  inlist  to  complete  said  fifteen 
hundred  men  ordered  thereby.  And  in  case  said  thousand  men  shall 
not  be  raised  by  said  10th  of  July  by  voluntary  inlistment,  they  shall 
be  forthwith  compleated  by  peremptory  detachment.  Provided  never- 
theless, that  every  Recruit  who  shall  be  detached  and  shall  inlist  with- 
in three  days  after  such  detachment,  to  perform  said  service,  or  shall 
procure  a man  who  shall  be  accepted  in  his  stead,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a premium  or  bounty  of  Four  Pounds,  to  be  paid  agreeable  to  the  pro- 
vision of  said  act.  And  said  thousand  men  to  be  raised  agreeable  to 
this  order,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  wages,  refreshments  and  advan- 
tages in  all  respects,  as  are  granted  by  said  Act  of  Assembly  to  said 
fifteen  hundred  men.  And  that  the  detachment  lately  made  from  the 
1st,  2d,  4th  and  6th  Brigades,  for  the  defence  of  West-Point,  being  now 
ordered  to  return  to  their  respective  homes,  shall  have  liberty  to  inlist 
into  the  before  mentioned  regiments  or  battalions,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  be  drafted  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

Ordered,  That  the  commanding  officers  of  the  respective  companies 
of  militia,  be  recruiting  officers  to  inlist  said  recruits;  and  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  respective  regiments  muster  said  recruits  and 
pay  their  bounties,  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  to 
give  the  necessary  orders  for  carrying  these  resolves  into  execution.

tavern. 

Motion  by  a Mr.  Glover,  a Long  Island  refugee  at  Nehantic,  for 
liberty  to  go  over  to  said  island  to  cut  about  20  loads  of  Eng.  hay,  not 
approved  or  allowed  in  the  present  circumstances  &c. 

Col.  Champion,  Superintending  Commissary  of  Purchases  &c. 
present  on  business  of  his  department,  consulted  many  things  relative 
thereto. 

Voted,  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  Pay-Table  in  his,  said 
Champion’s,  favor  for  £15,000  Conecu  late  emitted  bills  to  enable  him 
to  pursue  said  business:  He  to  be  accountable.  Order  given.

On  consideration  of  the  large  demands  on  this  State  for  provisions 
of  various  kinds  for  the  army  and  from  the  neighboring  States,  and 
that  the  commissary  department  is  altered  and  each  State  to  supply  in 
great  measure  separate  and  independent,  whereby  there  may  be  danger 
of  great  uncertainty  and  irregularity  in  the  supplys,  and  the  necessity 
of  some  measures  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  fraud  and  imposition  on 
the  French  army  &c.  now  arrived  and  various  matters:  It  is  judged 
proper  and  necessary  to  propose  a meeting  of  Commissioners  from  this 
and  the  other  New  England  States  at  Boston  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
consult  and  agree  upon  a regular  mode  of  furnishing  the  supplys  &c. ; 
and  appointed  Col.  Eliphalet  Dyer  a Commissioner  for  the  purpose, 
and  previously  prepared  and  sent  forward  a letter  for  the  purpose  to 
the  Council  of  War  at  Providence,  proposing  the  measure  and  recom- 
mending them  to  send  forward  to  Boston  &c.  &c. 

10  o’clock  a.  m.  Letter  sent  by  Jn°  Kell,  a post,  from  Gen1  Washing- 
ton going  on.

ingly provided  it  shall  be  duly  released  from  that  or  any  legal  incum- 
brance it  is  or  may  be  under  and  the  seizers  satisfied  for  any  trouble 
and  expence  they  may  have  been  at  about  the  same.

into  Huntington  Harbour  Eryd  night,  destined  for  Rhode  Island, 
or  possibly  for  Hew  London  &c  forwarded  by  night  and  day  by  Silli- 
man. 

Col.  Williams  was  called  to  assist  and  advise  and  many  letters 
written  and  sent  off  by  expresses  to  Rhode  Island,  Hew  London,  to 
Gen1  Douglass  &c  &c  with  copys  of  the  intelligence  and  orders  for 
immediate  preparations  &c  and  an  order  given  and  sent  to  Lt.  Col0 
Hez.  Wyllys,  Comr  of  the  Detachments  of  the  three  months  militia 
lately  ordered  to  and  cutting  fascines  at  Chatham  and  elsewhere  on 
Connecticut  River,  to  march  immediately  to  Hew  London,  for  the  de- 
fence of  that  place,  and  be  ready  for  further  orders.

Whereas  intelligence  is  recd  that  the  British  have  a considerable 
naval  force  lying  off  Newport  Harbour,  that  a number  of  transports 
have  come  through  hellgate  and  are  taking  on  board  land  forces  at 
West  Chester  and  Whitestone  on  Long  Island  to  the  number  of  eight 
or  ten  thousand  with  design  as  is  supposed  and  believed  to  make  a 
serious  attack  upon  Newport  and  upon  the  fleet  and  army  of  our  Allies 
in  that  port  — and  being  called  upon  by  Maj.  Gen1  Heath  and  Govr

Gener1  Parsons  proposes  sundry  difficulties  in  procuring  the  re- 
cruits for  ye  Continental  Army  &c  viz. 

1.  That  many  have  certificates  of  having  hired  a substitute  for 
the  war  agreeable  to  ye  late  act  of  Congress  &c  and  the  substitutes  are 
dischargd  supposing  their  time  of  service  is  expired.  In  some  instances 
it  is  supposed  ye  orig1  certificates  are  false,  in  other  instances  the  dis- 
charge is  by  mistake. 

2.  Many  men  are  pursuing  measures  to  procure  paroles  from  the 
enemy  to  excuse  them  from  duty. 

3.  Many  instances  occur  of  men  inlisting  into  the  Coast  Guards  to 
avoid  a draft,  and  ye  drafting  officers  are  not  informed  whether  they 
may  draft  from  the  Coast  Guards. 

4.  The  drafts  ordered  from  the  Cavalry  have  in  many  instances 
hired  substitutes  from  ye  Foot,  these  are  claimed  by  the  officers  of  the 
Foot. 

5.  When  drafts  are  made  and  ye  drafts  abscond  no  orders  are 
issued  for  further  proceedings. 

6.  Many  officers  inform  me  they  have  no  orders  to  march  their 
drafted  men. 

On  the  foregoing  representation  of  difficulties  this  Board  came  to 
the  following  resolution  viz  on  the  first, 

Where  the  Certificates  are  not  genuine  no  regard  is  to  be  had  to 
them,  and  where  a Discharge  is  obtained  by  fraud  or  mistakes,  the 
party  discharged  is  to  be  remanded  into  service. 

2.  Ho  regard  is  to  be  paid  to  any  verbal  parole  in  any  case  nor 
to  any  written  parole  unless,  the  parold  produces  a copy  nor  to  any 
parole  where  the  party  was  not  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy  while 
under  arms,  or  about  their  lawful  business  near  their  homes,  and 
against  their  will. 

3d  Ho  regard  is  to  be  had  nor  exemptions  allowed  in  favr  of  any 
persons  inlisted  or  may  inlist  into  the  Coast  Guards,  after  the  Act  of 
Assembly  for  detatching  for  ye  six  or  three  months  service  was  publish3 
and  generally  known. 

4.  When  substitutes  are  hired  by  drafts  from  the  Cavalry  out  of 
the  Foot,  if  the  Foot  Company  from  which  had  furnished  its  quota 
for  ye  same  service,  or  if  the  substitute  was  not  liable  to  a draft  for 
the  same  service  in  the  same  turn,  such  substitute  may  be  counted  in 
favr  of  this  Cavalry,  otherwise  to  be  counted  for  the  Foot  Company, 
and  the  Cavalry  to  supply  their  quota  notwithstanding. 
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5.  When  drafts  are  made  the  drafted  Men  are  to  be  delivered 
to  the  proper  officers,  but  if  they  abscond,  they  are  to  be  pursued 
accord5  to  law. 

6.  Answered  by  the  next  above.

Resolved,  That  the  persons  so  by  him  employed  shall  be  allowed  a 
reasonable  Reward  and  Compensation  for  their  time  and  expences 
in  pursuit  of  sd  Business.

An  Act  to  ascertain  the  current  Value  of  Continental  Bills  of  Credit  in  Spanish 
milled  Dollars  in  this  State  and  of  Contracts  made  for  the  Payment 
thereof  in  the  several  Periods  of  its  Depreciation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all  con- 
tacts made  on  [or]  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1777,  for  lawfull 
money  or  bills  of  credit  of  this  State,  or  continental  bills  of  credit, 
shall  be  deemed  equal  to  the  same  nominal  sum  in  gold  or  silver.  That 
all  contracts  made  between  the  first  day  of  September,  1777,  and  the 
eighteenth  day  of  March,  1780,  understood  or  expressed  to  be  for  the 
common  currency  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State  shall  be  rated  in 
Spanish  milled  dollars,  or  other  coins  equivalent,  agreeable  to  the

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , That  all 
contracts  made  on  or  before  the  eighteenth  day  of  March  last  may  be 
discharged  by  paying  the  just  value  of  the  currency  contracted  for,  as 
ascertained  by  this  act,  in  silver  or  gold  or  bills  of  credit  of  the  United 
States  at  the  current  exchange  at  the  time  of  payment.  And  that  the 
aforesaid  scale  be  the  rule  in  all  courts  of  law  and  in  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table,  for  settling  the  rate  of  depreciation  in  all  contracts  as 
aforesaid. 


An  Act  for  stating  Fees  for  a limited  Time. 

Whereas  by  reason  of  the  present  prices  for  labour  and  the  neces- 
saries of  life,  the  fees  of  the  legislative,  executive  and  other  civil  officers 
in  this  State  are  inadequate  to  their  services  and  insufficient  for  their 
support, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen - 
eneral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
Assistants  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  twelve  shillings  per  diem  for  their 
attendance  on  the  General  Assembly,  and  eight  pence  per  mile  for  their 
travel  out;  and  that  all  other  fees  and  fares  of  ferries  shall  be  allowed 
and  paid  in  the  same  or  like  proportion  to  the  fees  aforesaid  to  what 
they  were  as  heretofore  by  law  established:  Provided  that  this  act 

shall  not  extend  to  collectors  of  rates  or  taxes,  except  as  to  their 
travelling  fees. 

This  act  to  continue  in  force  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  May  next,  and  no  longer. 
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An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  for  Explanation  of  a Law  of  this  State  made  and 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford.  in  October,  1777, 
entituled  An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  for  the  Alteration  of  some 
Part  of  the  Law  of  this  State  relating  to  Embargoes. 

Whereas  in  the  first  paragraph  it  is  enacted,  “ that  when  any  person 
or  persons  shall  purchase  or  procure  any  article  of  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandize or  commodity  whatsoever,  from  any  other  State  in  order  to 
transport  through  this  State,  shall  immediately  upon  his  or  their 
coming  into  this  State  apply  to  the  next  Assistant  or  justice  of  the 
peace  for  a proper  certificate  for  that  purpose.  That  upon  such  person 
or  persons  producing  sufficient  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  such 
Assistant  or  justice  of  peace  that  such  goods  &c.  were  procured 
bona  fide  in  some  other  State  and  not  in  this,  and  that  such  person  or 
persons  so  applying  are  friendly  to  the  liberties  of  America,  such 
Assistant  or  justice  of  peace  shall  certify  the  same  accordingly, 
by  writing  under  his  hand;  in  which  case  such  person  or  persons  so 
obtaining  such  certificate  shall  have  free  liberty  to  transport  such  arti- 
cle &c.  through  this  State  without  hindrance  or  molestation ;”  which 
licence  has  been  in  many  instances  misunderstood  and  practiced  upon 
contrary  to  the  intent  and  design  of  said  act : Which  to  prevent  in 

future, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  whenever 
any  wheat  flour,  beef,  pork,  or  other  article  whatsoever  of  the  same 
kind  and  nature  with  those  which  are  embargoed  by  law  here,  shall 
be  brought  into  this  State  from  any  other  State,  and  a certificate  thereof 
shall  be  procured  according  to  the  provision  of  said  acts,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  by  force  of  said  act  be  transported  through  this  State,  the 
same  shall  be  transported  only  by  land;  and  that  the  same  or  any  of 
them  may  not  be  transported  from  out  of  this  State  by  water  or  from 
one  county  to  another  within  the  same  by  water  without  the  same 
licence  and  permit  therefor,  that  by  the  laws  of  this  State  are  made 
necessary  in  order  to  transport  embargoed  articles  out  of  this  State  or 
from  one  county  to  another  within  the  same  by  water.  And  whatever 
article  shall  be  shipped  on  board  of  any  kind  of  boat  or  vessell  what- 
ever for  transportation  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  mode  of  seizure,  tryal,  forfeiture  and 
condemnation,  which  embargoed  articles  in  this  State  that  are  shipped 
contrary  to  law  are  liable  to. 

Whereas  it  has  been  found  upon  enquiry  and  experience  that  the  act 
of  Assembly  passed  at  the  session  in  January  last,  dividing  the  eighth 
regiment  of  militia  into  two,  by  the  name  of  the  eighth  and  twenty- 
seventh  regiments,  has  been  productive  of  much  uneasiness,  dissatis- 
faction and  inconvenience  to  the  inhabitants  of  Stonington,  Groton  and 
Preston, 

Therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  act  aforesaid  dividing  said  eighth  regiment  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed  and  made  void.  And  the  said  towns  of  Stonington, 
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Groton  and  Preston  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  one  entire  regiment, 
by  the  name  of  the  feighth  regiment  of  militia  of  this  State,  in  the  same 
manner,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  were  before  the  making  of 
said  act,  and  to  be  commanded  by  the  field  officers  as  formerly. 


An  Act  for  altering  the  Time  of  holding  the  County  Court  in  and  for  the  County 

of  Westmoreland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for  the 
future  the  time  for  holding  the  county  court  in  and  for  the  county  of 
Westmoreland,  in  the  month  of  November,  shall  be  on  the  last  Tuesday 
of  November  annually. 


An  Act  to  erect  two  Sign  Posts  in  the  Town  of  Watertown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall 
be  erected  and  maintained  for  public  use  by  the  town  of  Watertown  a 
sign-post  in  each  of  the  societies  of  Westbury  and  Northbury  in  said 
town,  under  the  same  penalties  which  any  other  town  in  this  State  is 
liable  to  in  similar  cases  upon  non-performance.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  a sum 
not  exceeding  thirty-three  thousand  pounds  of  the  bills  of  this  State 
of  the  last  July  emission,  and  no  more,  be  suffered  and  allowed  to 
re-issue  and  be  subject  to  the  draughts  on  the  treasury  for  supplying 
the  present  exigencies.  And  that,  as  a fund  for  sinking  the  same,  a 
tax  of  five  pence,  lawfull  money,  on  the  pound  be  laid  on  the  poles  and 
rateable  estate  of  the  list  for  the  year  1780,  payable  the  first  day  of 
October,  1781,  in  the  identical  bills  of  said  July  emission  or  in  silver 
or  gold,  with  an  allowance  of  abatement  of  one  twentieth  part  as  is 
provided  in  other  taxes,  and  the  Treaurer  send  out  his  warrants  accord- 
ingly.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  there  be  a tax  of  one  shilling  on 
the  pound  laid  upon  the  list  of  1779,  to  be  paid  by  the  first  day  of 
February  next  in  gold  and  silver,  bills  of  credit  issuing  under  the 
authority  of  this  State,  or  old  continental  money  at  the  exchange  of 
forty  for  one,  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  due  from  this  State.  That 
the  orders  which  already  have  or  hereafter  shall  before  said  first  day 
of  February  be  drawn  agreeable  to  law  for  the  debts  due  from  this 
State  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  several  collectors  in 
payment  of  any  of  the  taxes  laid  by  this  Assembly  on  the  said  list  of 
1779.  And  that  any  person  or  persons  who  have  any  of  the  State  notes 
given  for  monies  loaned  to  this  State  may  bring  the  same  to  the  Treas- 
urer who  is  hereby  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  interest  due  thereon 
agreeable  to  the  scale  of  depreciation  adopted  by  this  Assembly  and 
give  a certificate  therefor,  endorsing  the  same  on  said  State  notes, 
which  certificates  shall  be  received  in  payment  of  any  of  said  taxes 
laid  by  this  Assembly  on  said  list  of  1779.  And  that  there  be  the 
usual  abatement  of  a twentieth  part  of  said  tax. 


An  Act  for  filling  up  and  completing  this  State’s  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there 
be  forthwith  raised  within  this  State  four  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty-eight  able-bodied  effective  men,  including  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates,  to  serve  during  the  war  or  three  years,  including 
those  already  in  service  from  this  State  (and  which  are  accounted  as 
a part  of  this  State’s  quota  in  the  continental  army.)  And  that  the 
whole  number  aforesaid  be  apportioned  out  to  each  town  within  this 
State,  excepting  the  town  of  Greenwich,  according  to  the  grand  list 
for  the  year  1779,  exclusive  of  the  increase  on  the  fourfold  assessments, 
each  town  having  credit  for  such  number  of  men  as  they  now  have  in 
service  for  either  of  said  terms. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the 
several  towns  within  this  State  shall  forthwith  choose  a committee  who 
shall  divide  all  the  inhabitants  thereof,  who  give  in  a list  or  are 
included  in  any  militia  roll,  either  of  the  trainband,  alarm  list  or 
companies  of  horse,  into  as  many  classes  according  to  their  list  as  such 
town  shall  be  deficient  in  number  of  men,  and  each  of  said  classes  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  next  procure  a good  able-bodied 
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effective  recruit  to  serve  during  the  war  or  for  three  years  unless  such 
towns  shall  in  some  other  way  procure  the  whole  number  of  men  to  bo 
by  them  raised  as  aforesaid  and  that  in  case  any  one  or  more  of  said 
classes  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  procure  their  recruits  by  the  time 
limited  as  aforesaid,  such  town  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and 
impowered  to  hire  such  recruit  for  each  of  said  neglecting  classes  and 
may  assess  said  class  or  the  several  neglecting  individuals  thereof 
according  to  their  several  lists  for  the  year  1779,  except  such  of  them 
as  had  no  list  in  such  town  for  that  year,  who  shall  be  assessed 
according  to  their  list  for  the  year  1780,  double  the  sum  which  such 
town  shall  give  to  hire  said  recruit,  and  the  several  town  collectors,  or 
such  other  persons  as  shall  by  said  town  be  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  by  distress  or  otherwise  to 
collect  said  assessment;  and  that  each  and  every  town  that  shall  neglect 
to  raise  their  whole  quota  of  men  by  the  20th  day  of  February  next 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  as  a penalty  for 
such  neglect,  double  the  sum  it  shall  cost  upon  an  average  to  procure 
a recruit  for  each  and  every  deficiency. 

And  be  it  further  enacted , That  each  town  shall  receive  out  of  the 
treasury  of  this  State  thirty  pounds  in  bills  of  credit  issuing  out  under 
the  authority  of  this  State  for  each  able-bodied  effective  recruit  which 
they  shall  procure  to  inlist  as  aforesaid  and  be  mustered  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  their  respective  regiments,  which  sum  shall  by  said 
town  be  paid  over  to  such  class  as  shall  procure  such  recruit,  or 
otherwise  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  every  recruit  shall  be  accounted 
part  of  the  quota  of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs  unelss  such  town 
hath  obtained  its  full  complement. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  recruits,  inlisted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  wages,  refreshments,  family  supports  and 
emoluments  whatsoever,  as  those  already  engaged  in  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  continental  army  are  entituled  to  have  and  receive,  and  the 
several  towns  in  this  State,  by  their  selectmen  or  otherwise,  shall 
procure  for  each  recruit  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  raise  a good 
blanket  and  cause  the  same  to  be  apprized  by  judicious  men  under  oath, 
an  account  of  which  being  duly  certified  to  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  shall  entitle  them  to  orders  for  payment  out  of  the  publick 
treasury.  And  the  Captain  General  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  from 
time  to  time  the  necessary  orders  for  mustering,  marching  and  for- 
warding the  recruits  so  inlisted  to  the  army,  who  shall  have  liberty  to 
join  any  regiment  or  company  of  foot  of  the  Connecticut  Line  not 
compleated  to  their  full  complement  of  men  at  their  election. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  towns  in  this  State  do 
proceed  immediately  to  fill  up  and  recruit  their  several  quotas  of 
the  continental  army  according  to  the  directions  and  provisions  of  an 
act  passed  by  this  Assembly  in  their  present  session  for  that  purpose, 
taking  for  their  rule  the  whole  number  assigned  to  them  respectively 
by  this  Assembly,  each  town  having  liberty  to  credit  themselves  and 
deduct  therefrom  such  numbers  as  they  have  already  engaged  and 
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serving  in  the  continental  army,  whose  term  shall  not  expire  before  the 
first  of  March  next,  and  make  an  exact  return  of  the  numbers  and 
names  of  the  persons  they  shall  so  deduct  to  this  Assembly  at  their 
next  meeting,  on  penalty  of  being  doomed  in  such  numbers  as  this 
Assembly  shall  judge  just:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  town 

shall  have  made  any  mistakes  the  same  shall  be  corrected  by  the  return 
which  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  obtain  from  the  army, 
or  such  equitable  rule  as  this  Assembly  shall  adopt,  and  any  deficient 
town  be  obliged  immediately  to  fill  up  and  supply  any  deficiency  which 
may  have  happened  on  penalty  of  the  law  passed  in  the  present  session 
in  that  behalf. 

An  Act  for  collecting1  and  storing  a Quantity  of  Provisions  for  the  Use  of  the 
Continental  Army  and  the  Forces  raised  for  the  De- 
fense of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  collect  or  cause  to  be  collected  and  put  in 
good  order  as  much  well  fatted  beef  and  pork,  and  wheat  flour,  as  will 
amount  to  six  pence  on  the  pound  on  their  respective  lists  for  the  year 
1779,  exclusive  of  the  increase  of  the  said  lists  by  fourfold  assessments: 
the  beef  of  the  best  quality  to  be  computed  at  five  pence  per  pound,  and 
that  of  an  inferior  quality,  being  good  and  merchantable,  at  four  pence 
half-penny  per  pound ; the  pork  not  exceeding  five  score  weight  per  hog- 
five  pence  per  pound,  between  five  and  eight  score  five  pence  half-penny 
per  pound,  and  above  eight  score  at  six  pence  per  pound;  the  flour  at 
twenty-four  shillings  per  hundred  gross  weight.  That  each  town  as 
soon  as  may  be  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  receive  the 
salt  necessary  for  said  purpose  which  shall  be  provided  by  the  State, 
to  procure  casks  to  contain  said  provisions,  to  receive  and  inspect  the 
same,  see  that  [it]  is  good  and  merchantable  and  well  put  up,  at  the  cost 
of  the  State,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge  of  said  trust, 
and  shall  mark  or  brand  said  casks  with  the  name  of  the  town  where 
the  same  is  put  up,  and  also  the  initial  letters  designating  the  kind  of 
provisions  contained,  and  shall  make  return  of  his  doings  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governor. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  none  of  said  towns  shall  procure  more 
than  one  half  of  their  quotas  of  said  provisions  in  flour,  that  the  said 
towns  be  impowered  to  raise  and  procure  said  provisions  by  taxing  in 
kind  or  otherwise  as  they  shall  think  best;  and  they  are  also  hereby 
authorized  to  assess  and  collect  of  such  of  their  inhabitants  respectively 
as  shall  neglect  to  procure  and  deliver  their  rateable  parts  of  such 
provision  to  the  person  or  persons  appointed  by  said  town  to  receive 
the  same  a penalty  in  money  of  double  the  value  thereof;  and  if  any 
of  the  said  towns  do  not  raise  their  full  quota  of  beef  as  aforesaid  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  December  next,  and  of  pork  and  flour  by  the 
15th  day  of  January  next,  such  towns  so  neglecting  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  treasury  of  this  State  double  the  value  of  the  provisions 
that  shall  be  wanting  to  make  up  their  respective  quotas. 
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Whereas  it  hath  so  happened  in  the  course  of  the  present  necessary- 
war,  and  may  hereafter  happen,  that  the  selectmen  in  the  several  towns 
in  this  State  have  and  may  in  consequence  of  orders  from  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  or  some  general  officer  of  the  militia  of  this  State, 
afford  supplies  to  the  militia  of  their  own  towns  when  ordered  to 
march  for  the  immediate  defence  of  this  or  any  of  the  United  States, 
and  no  provision  by  law  is  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same:  There- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  when- 
ever the  selectmen  of  the  towns  in  this  State  shall  or  heretofore  have 
by  order  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  or  some  general  officer  of  the 
militia  of  this  State  afforded  or  shall  hereafter  procure  any  provisions 
or  other  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  militia  of  such  town  who  are  ordered 
to  march  immediately  for  the  defence  of  this  or  any  of  the  United 
States  pursuant  to  such  order,  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  to  receive,  adjust  and  liquidate  the 
accounts  of  such  selectmen  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  for  the  sums  they  shall  find  due  accordingly. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  no  order  shall  be  drawn  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  provisions  or  supplies  furnished  as  aforesaid  which  shall 
be  returned  to  such  selectmen  without  being  damaged,  nor  for  any  pro- 
visions which  shall  be  lost  through  their  neglect,  nor  without  their 
producing  vouchers  of  their  having  delivered  such  provisions  or  supplies 
to  some  officer  proper  to  receive  the  same.  And  every  officer  receiving 
such  provisions  or  supplies  as  aforesaid  shall  upon  passing  such  account 
of  the  selectmen  be  charged  therewith,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  his 
presenting  his  abstract  or  pay-roll  to  the  Pay-Table  for  the  service 
for  which  such  provisions  or  supplies  were  furnished  render  a reason- 
able account  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Pay-Table  of  the  expenditure 
or  loss  thereof,  or  of  his  having  deposited  or  delivered  over  the  same 
to  some  proper  person  for  publick  use,  in  which  case  the  Pay-Table  shall 
properly  credit  him  on  his  account. 

This  Assembly  taking  into  their  consideration  a resolution  of  Con- 
gress of  the  6th  of  September  last,  recommending  to  the  several  States 
which  have  vacant  unappropriated  lands  lying  within  the  limits  of  their 
respective  charters  and  claims,  to  adopt  measures  which  may  effectually 
remove  the  obstacle  that  prevents  a Ratification  of  the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation, together  with  the  papers  from  the  States  of  ISTew  York, 
Maryland  and  Virginia,  which  accompanied  the  same,  and  being 
anxious  for  the  accomplishment  of  an  event  most  desirable  and 
important  to  the  liberty  and  independence  of  this  rising  empire,  will 
do  everything  in  their  power  to  facilitate  the  same,  notwithstanding  the 
objections  which  they  have  to  several  parts  of  it. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  they  will  ceed  and  relinquish  to 
the  United  States,  who  shall  be  confederated  for  their  use  and  benefit, 
their  right  or  premption  of  soil  in  or  to  so  much  of  the  vacant  and 
unappropriated  lands  claimed  by  this  State  contained  and  compre- 
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hended  within  the  extent  and  limits  of  their  charter  and  grant  from 
King  Charles  the  second,  and  which  lies  and  extends  within  the  limits 
of  the  same,  westward  of  the  Susquehannah  Purchase,  so  called,  and 
eastward  of  the  river  Misisipi,  as  shall  be  in  just  proportion  of  what 
shall  be  ceded  and  relinquished  by  the  other  States,  claiming  and  holding 
vacant  lands  as  aforesaid  with  the  quantity  of  such  their  claim,  unap- 
propriated at  the  time  when  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  was 
first  convened  and  held  at  Philadelphia. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  all  the  lands  to  be  ceded  and  relin- 
quished hereby,  for  the  benefit  of  the  confederated  United  States  with 
respect  to  property,  but  which  shall  nevertheless  remain  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  State,  shall  be  disposed  of  and  appropriated  in 
such  manner  only  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  direct 
and  that  a warrant  under  the  authority  of  Congress  for  surveying  and 
laying  out  any  part  thereof  shall  entitle  the  party  in  whose  favour  it 
shall  issue,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  laid  out  and  returned  according  to 
the  direction  of  such  warrant,  and  thereupon  the  interest  and  title  of 
this  State  shall  pass  and  be  confirmed  to  the  grantee  for  the  estate 
specified  in  the  said  warrant,  for  which  no  other  fee  or  reward  shall  be 
demanded  or  received  than  such  as  shall  be  allowed  by  Congress. 
Provided  that  said  lands  to  be  granted  as  aforesaid  be  laid  out  and 
surveyed  in  townships  in  regular  form  to  a suitable  number  of  settlers 
in  such  manner  as  will  best  promote  the  settlement  and  cultivation  of 
the  same,  according  to  the  true  spirit  and  principles  of  a republican 
State.  And  the  delegates  of  this  State  in  Congress,  or  any  three  of 
them,  are  hereby  impowered  and  authorized  on  behalf  of  this  State, 
to  agree  to  the  location  of  such  warrants  and  surveys  as  shall  be  made 
by  Congress  according  to  and  in  pursuance  of  the  resolves  aforesaid, 
and  whatever  may  be  further  necessary  for  the  same  being  carried  into 
full  execution. 

i Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Brigadier  Generals  Samuel  Holden 
Parsons  and  Jedidiah  Huntington  be  desired  to  cause  proper  pay-rolls 
to  be  made  out  for  all  the  recruits  in  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the 
continental  army  whose  time  of  service  expires  on  the  last  day  of 
December  next,  inserting  therein  the  name  of  the  town  to  which  such 
recruit  belongs,  and  lodge  the  same  with  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  said  last  day  of  December;  and  that  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  be  desired  to  send  a copy  of  this  resolve  to  the  said 
General  Parsons  and  Huntington. 

And  it  is  further  resolved , for  the  speedy  payment  of  said  recruits. 
That  there  be  one  Pay-Master  appointed  by  this  Assembly  in  each 
brigade,  who  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  after  said  rolls  are  lodged  with 
the  Pay-Table  make  application  to  them,  who  are  hereby  directed  to 
settle  said  pay-rolls  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour 
of  such  pay-master  for  the  sums  found  due. 

And  that  Capt.  Boswell  Grant  be  Pay-Master  to  the  first  brigade. 

That  Capt.  James  Hilhouse  be  Pay-Master  to  the  second  brigade. 

That  Mr.  Zeph.  Huntington  be  Pay-Master  to  the  third  brigade. 
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That  Colo.  Eli  Mygatt  be  Pay-Master  to  the  fourth  brigade. 

That  Major  John  Ripley  be  Pay-Master  to  the  fifth  brigade. 

That  Major  Aaron  Austin  be  Pay-Master  to  the  sixth  brigade. 

And  said  pay-masters  on  taking  out  such  orders  shall  give  sufficient 
bonds  for  the  due  and  faithfull  discharge  of  said  trust,  and  shall  re- 
ceive one  and  a half  per  cent,  as  a recompence  for  their  trouble.  And 
that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  to  apply  to  Congress  for  a 
warrant  on  the  continental  loan-office  in  this  State  for  a sum  sufficient 
for  the  payment  of  said  recruits  in  bills  emitted  by  this  State  pursuant 
to  the  resolution  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March  last  and  lodged  in 
said  office  for  the  use  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  Oliver  Elsworth  and  Elisha  Williams,  Esqrs,  Capt. 
Elisha  Pitkin  and  Mr.  Roderick  Lawrence  be  a committee  to  enquire 
into  the  state  of  the  treasury  and  make  report  thereof  as  speedily  as 
possible  to  this  Assembly,  and  that  said  committee  or  any  three  of 
them  be  directed  and  impowered  to  receive  of  the  Treasurer  and  count, 
burn  and  consume  to  ashes,  all  the  bills  of  public  credit  which  are  or 
shall  be  brought  into  the  treasury  by  taxes  or  any  other  payment 
emitted  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  since  the 
first  day  of  January  last,  other  than  the  bills  of  public  credit  directed 
to  be  emitted  under  the  authority  of  this  State  in  consequence  of  and 
conformity  to  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  18th  day  of  March  last.  And 
said  committee  are  further  directed  to  make  report  from  time  to  time 
of  the  sums  of  each  emission  which  they  shall  consume  as  aforesaid, 
and  are  also  directed  to  give  proper  certificates  under  their  hands  of  the 
bills  which  they  shall  so  destroy  to  the  Treasurer  and  lodge  duplicates 
thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Eliphalet  Dyer,  William  Williams  and 
Andrew  Adams,  Esqrs,  a committee  to  meet  with  such  committees  or 
commissioners  as  are  or  may  be  appointed  by  the  States  of  New 
Hampshire,  Massachusets  Bay,  Rhode  Island,  and  ISTew  York,  or  any 
of  them,  to  meet  in  Convention  at  Hartford  in  this  State  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  November  next,  to  consult  and  advise  on  means  and 
measures  necessary  proper  and  expedient  to  be  adopted  by  said  States 
for  raising,  filling  up  and  compleating  their  several  quotas  of  the  con- 
tinental army,  for  furnishing  and  supplying  them,  and  of  such  matters 
of  common  defence  and  safety  as  may  properly  come  under  their  con- 
sideration, according  to  instructions  which  may  be  given  them  by  this 
Assembly;  and  of  their  result  and  doings  to  make  report  as  soon  as 
may  be  to  said  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  commander  of  the  fort  at  Mil- 
ford be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  inlist  into  the  garrison  of  said 
fort  the  additional  number  of  nine  men,  to  go  in  an  armed  whale- 
boat under  his  direction  to  prevent  the  ravages  of  the  enemies  and 
their  cruizers,  and  more  especially  any  illicit  trade  that  may  be  at- 
tempted to  be  carried  on  from  Stratford  River  and  the  coast  adjacent. 
That  in  addition  to  the  wages  of  the  men,  whenever  they  take  any 
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prize  or  prizes  the  captors  shall  be  entituled  to  one  half  thereof  and 
the  State  to  the  other  half  after  expences  of  condemnation  are  defrayed, 
and  the  necessary  boats  to  be  provided  at  the  expence  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  commander  of  the  fort  at  Hew 
Haven  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  inlist  into  the  garrison  of  said 
fort  the  additional  number  of  nine  men,  to  go  in  an  armed  whale-boat 
under  his  direction  to  prevent  the  ravages  of  the  enemy  and  their 
cruizers  and  an  illicit  trade  upon  that  coast,  and  that  an  additional 
boat  be  provided  at  the  expence  of  this  State  for  said  purpose.  That 
in  addition  to  the  wages  of  the  men,  whenever  they  take  any  prize  or 
prizes  the  captors  shall  be  entituled  to  one  half  thereof  and  the  State 
to  the  other  half,  after  expences  of  condemnation  are  defrayed. 

Whereas  in  the  resolve  of  this  Assembly  for  making  good  the  wages 
of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental 
army  no  particular  direction  is  given  to  the  Treasurer  to  draw  bills  or 
notes  in  favour  of  the  executors  or  administrators  of  such  as  are 
deceased,  or  in  favour  of  the  said  guardians  or  masters  of  such  as  are 
minors:  Whereupon,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer 

be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  bills  or  notes  in  favour  of  the 
executors  and  administrators  of  such  of  said  officers  and  soldiers  as 
are  deceas’d  or  may  die,  and  in  favour  of  the  parents,  masters  or 
guardians  of  such  as  are  minors,  for  such  sums  as  may  be  due  to  them 
respectively,  of  the  same  tenor  as  those  already  directed,  making  the 
necessary  alterations  in  the  form  thereof. 

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  the  Laws  relative  to  giving  Bond  before  the  Naval 
Officer  for  the  Exportation  of  Provision  from  one 
Port  to  another  within  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  future  whenever  the  naval  officer  shall  take  bond  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  any  provisions  to  the  port  of  Hew  London,  Groton  and  Stoning- 
ton,  there  shall  be  this  additional  condition  annexed  to  said  bond,  that 
the  transporter  shall  procure  a certificate  from  William  Ledyard,  Esqr, 
that  the  said  articles  have  been  truly  landed  and  disposed  of  there 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  permit  under  which 
they  are  shipped;  and  such  as  may  be  shipped  for  Lyme  or  Saybrook 
shall  in  like  manner  with  the  like  condition  give  bonds  to  procure  a 
certificate  from  William  Hoyce,  Esqr,  to  the  like  purpose  as  aforesaid; 
and  said  Ledyard  and  Hoyes  are  hereby  appointed  and  directed  to 
inspect  the  landing  thereof  as  aforesaid  and  to  give  the  proper  certifi- 
cates as  before  directed. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  Colo.  Champion,  Commissary  of  Pur- 
chases, for  seven  thousand  pounds,  State  money,  and  that  said  Colo. 
Champion  immediately  proceed  to  purchase  beef  therewith  at  a rea- 
sonable price  as  possible  and  the  same  send  on  to  the  army  as  fast  as 
it  shall  be  wanted. 
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Whereas  sundry  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  have  voluntarily 
and  designedly  put  themselves  within  the  power  of  the  enemy,  and  pur- 
sued most  unjustifiable  measures  in  order  that  they  might  be  par  oiled 
by  the  enemy  and  by  that  means  be  excused  from  all  military  duty, 
whereby  this  State  is  unreasonably  deprived  of  the  aid  and  assistance 
of  sundry  of  the  inhabitants  thereof : Which  to  prevent, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  no  regard  shall  be  had  to  any 
verbal  parole  whatsoever,  nor  to  any  written  parole  unless  the  person 
parolled  produce  a copy  thereof,  nor  to  any  parole  where  the  person 
so  parolled  was  not  taken  prisoner  while  under  arms  or  about  his 
lawfull  business  at  or  near  the  usual  place  of  his  abode  and  without 
his  consent;  and  that  no  person  parolled  contrary  to  the  intent  of 
this  act  shall  avail  himself  of  or  take  any  advantage  by  such  parole. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  ordered  the  sale  of  the  estates  of  such 
persons  inimical  to  the  United  American  States,  who  have  joined  the 
enemies  thereof,  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  pounds,  L.  money; 
and  whereas  it  is  represented  that  the  selectmen  of  many  towns  in  this 
State  have  been  negligent  in  representing  such  estates  to  the  county 
court  as  by  law  enjoined: 

Thereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Representa- 
tives from  each  town  in  this  State  in  the  present  Assembly  be  re- 
quested to  make  particular  enquiry  in  the  several  towns  to  which  they 
respectively  belong  concerning  the  estates  of  such  inimical  persons  who 
have  joined  the  enemy  lying  in  such  their  towns,  with  as  proper  de- 
scription thereof  as  they  can  obtain,  the  names  of  the  inimical  person 
to  whom  they  belong,  and  of  the  persons  in  present  possession  thereof 
and  their  claims  therein,  and  make  return  thereof  to  this  Assembly  at 
their  next  sessions  without  fail,  that  such  measures  may  be  taken 
thereon  as  to  them  may  appear  just  and  right. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
impowered  and  directed  to  exchange  to  the  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  of  the  new  continental 
bills  issuing  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  for  old  continental  bills 
at  the  exchange  of  forty  the  latter  for  one  of  the  former. 


An  Act  for  supplying"  the  Treasury  and  for  providing  a Fund  for  calling  in  and  sink 
ing  the  Remainder  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  emitted  by  this  State  since  the  first 
of  January  last,  and  for  paying  the  Bounties  of  the  Recruits  ordered 
to  be  raised  for  filling  up  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
confiscated  property  in  this  State  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand 
pounds,  lawfull  money,  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  Safety  as  soon  as  may  be  between  this  and  the  first 
day  of  April  next,  for  gold  and  silver,  new  continental  money  at  the 
current  exchange,  or  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  emitted  since  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  1780;  and  that  said  fifty  thousand  pounds  when 
raised  by  such  sale  be  forthwith  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State. 
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And  be  it  farther  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  a tax 
of  one  shilling  upon  the  pound  be  laid  on  the  polls  and  rateable  estate 
contained  in  the  list  given  in  the  year  1779,  to  be  collected  and  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  this  State  by  the  last  day  of  December  next  in 
the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  this  State  since  the  first  day  of  January 
last  past,  new  continental  money  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
State,  gold  and  silver,  or  in  old  continental  money  after  the  rate  of 
forty  shillings  in  old  continental  money  for  one  shilling  lawfull  money, 
for  calling  in  and  sinking  the  residue  of  the  aforesaid  bills  of  credit 
emitted  by  this  State  since  the  first  day  of  January  last  past,  and  for 
the  payment  of  the  bountys  of  the  recruits  now  ordered  to  be  raised  for 
compleating  the  State  quota  of  the  continental  army. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  a further 
tax  of  four  dollars  upon  the  pound  be  laid  on  the  poles  and  rateable 
estate  contained  in  the  list  given  in  the  year  1779,  to  be  collected  and 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  State  by  the  last  day  of  December  next, 
in  old  continental  bills  of  credit,  or  in  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State 

issued  since  the  first  day  of  January  last  past,  or  in  gold  and  silver 

at  the  rate  of  one  for  forty  of  the  old  continental  bills,  for  the  purpose 
of  issuing  of  the  new  continental  money;  and  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  warrants  to  the  several  collectors 
of  the  State  taxes  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  as  soon  as  may 

be  for  the  collecting  the  aforesaid  taxes  accordingly.  Provided,  that 

for  the  relief  of  the  indigent  who  are  unable  to  pay  their  proportion  of 
said  tax,  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  are 
authorized  and  directed  to  abate  either  in  whole  or  part  of  the  rates 
of  such  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns  as  they  shall  judge 
stand  in  the  greatest  need  of  such  abatements,  to  the  amount  of  one 
twentieth  part  of  such  town’s  proportion  of  said  tax,  and  lodge  a list 
of  said  abatements  with  the  town-clerk  of  such  towns  respectively  and 
deliver  a copy  thereof  to  the  collector  of  said  tax,  and  the  said  collectors 
shall  be  allowed  credit  for  said  abatements  in  their  settlements  with 
the  Treasurer. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  being  informed  that  the  troops  belonging 
to  this  State  engaged  during  the  war  are  in  want  of  small  cloathing, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  each  town  in  this  State  do  forth- 
with collect  and  transport  to  the  army  two  shirts,  two  pair  of  woollen 
stockings,  one  pair  of  shoes,  and  one  pair  of  mittens,  for  each  officer 
and  soldier  belonging  to  such  town  now  in  the  army  engaged  to  serve 
during  the  war  or  for  three  years,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  such 
town  shall  think  best;  and  said  towns  making  such  supplies  shall  be 
reimbursed  the  same,  and  the  Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to  liquidate 
their  accounts  thereof  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  such 
town  as  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and  directed  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council  of  Safety,  to  dispose  of  the  bills  of  exchange  now  in  the 
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treasury,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  they  shall  judge  most  expedient 
for  supplying  the  present  exigences  of  the  army. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  powers  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Assembly  at  their  session  in  January  last  to 
examine  into  the  conduct  of  the  inferior  officers  of  the  staff  depart- 
ment in  this  State,  which  expire  at  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  revived  and  continued,  and  the  said  com- 
mittee are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  in  said  examina- 
tion pursuant  and  agreeably  to  the  true  intent  and  design  of  said 
former  commission  and  appointment,  and  report  make  to  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  next. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  ordered  and  directed  each  and  every 
town  within  this  State  to  put  up  and  barrel  in  good  salted  beef  and 
pork  for  the  use  of  the  continental  army  to  the  amount  of  about  as 
many  pounds  in  weight  as  they  are  pounds  in  the  list,  except  such  towns 
which  more  abound  in  grain  and  chuse  to  put  up  flower  not  to  exceed 
one  half  of  the  amount  of  the  pork  and  beef;  and  whereas  salt  is 
provided  by  this  State  to  the  amount  of  about  two  bushels  to  every 
thousand  pounds  in  the  list,  which  is  sent  to  the  several  most  con- 
venient places  of  transportation  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  same 
distributed  to  the  committee  appointed  by  the  several  towns  to  collect 
and  inspect  the  provisions  aforesaid  as  near  as  may  be  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  barrells  of  provision  assigned  to  each  town : There- 

upon it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  several  respective  com- 
mittees who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  several  towns  in  this  State  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  receive  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  with  whom  such  salt  shall  be  stored  such  quantity  of 
said  salt  as  they  shall  reasonably  suppose  the  town  whom  such  commit- 
tee shall  represent  shall  probably  have  need  of  for  the  purpose  of 
salting  up  the  provisions  required  of  them  as  aforesaid,  not  to  ex- 
ceed for  any  town  more  than  two  bushels  of  salt  for  every  thousand 
pounds  such  town  may  be  in  the  list,  deducting  three  quarters  of  the 
fourfold  assessment,  and  such  committee  or  committees  to  hold  and  safe 
keep  all  such  salt  as  they  shall  receive  as  aforesaid  not  used  for  salt- 
ing up  such  provision  for  public  use  as  aforesaid,  and  to  be  account- 
able therefor  to  the  further  order  and  direction  of  the  General  As- 
sembly or  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  of  this  State.  And  that  the 
selectmen  of  the  several  towns  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  several 
keepers  of  said  salt  in  favour  of  the  person  or  persons  appointed  by 
such  town  to  put  up  such  meat  or  such  quantities  thereof  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary  and  like  to  be  wanted  to  put  up  the  meat  required  of 
such  town,  allowing  for  the  flour  likely  to  be  obtained  therein  not  in 
any  case  exceeding  the  rule  of  two  bushels  of  salt  to  one  thousand 
pounds  in  their  list  of  the  year  1779 ; and  any  such  keeper  of  salt 
is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  the  quantity  of  salt  so  drawn  for,  whether 
the  same  be  deposited  within  the  county  where  the  receiver  dwells  or 
other  adjoining  county,  taking  his  receipt. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  commanding  officer  stationed 
at  Greenwich  and  the  western  frontiers  be  and  he  is  hereby  impow- 
ered  and  directed  to  hire,  or  if  need  be  to  impress,  a sufficient  number 
of  teams  for  supplying  the  troops  on  said  station  with  fuel  and  forage, 
taking  the  advice  of  the  authority  and  selectmen  of  said  town  therein. 

And  for  supplying  the  places  of  the  troops  now  stationed  there,  be 
it  further  resolved,  That  five  hundred  able-bodied  effective  men,  in- 
cluding twenty  light-horse,  be  immediately  raised  by  voluntary  inlist- 
ment,  to  serve  untill  the  last  day  of  March  1782,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged. And  as  an  encouragement  to  such  as  shall  so  inlist,  that  there 
be  a bounty  of  ten  pounds,  lawfull  money  in  bills  current  within  this 
State,  given  to  each  abled-bodied  effective  recruit  who  shall  inlist  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  December  next,  and  the  same  pay  and  other 
encouragements  as  are  allowed  to  troops  in  like  service;  and  that  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  appoint  and  commis- 
sionate  a suitable  number  of  officers  to  command  and  make  a proper 
arrangement  of  said  troops.  And  in  case  said  number  cannot  be  raised 
by  voluntary  fnlistment  by  said  first  day  of  December,  such  deficiency 
shall  be  made  up  by  peremtory  detachment  from  the  militia  by  rota- 
tion from  time  to  time,  so  as  to  keep  up  that  compliment.  And  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  de- 
sired to  give  all  necessary  orders  for  carrying  this  resolve  into  execution. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  committee  of  Pay-Table,  on 
proper  application  to  them  made,  be  and  they  are  directed  to  receive 
and  adjust  the  pay-rolls  of  the  militia  and  guards  whose  terms  of 
service  have  expired  and  who  have  not  received  their  pay  and  draw  on 
the  Treasurer  for  payment  thereof  as  heretofore;  any  resolve  of  this 
Assembly  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  where  orders  have  been  drawn  for 
payment  of  such  militia  and  guards  payable  in  bills  of  credit  of  the 
United  States  at  the  discount  of  twelve  for  one,  and  have  not  been 
paid,  the  said  Committee  upon  the  returning  of  such  orders  unpaid 
as  aforesaid  be  and  they  are  directed  to  draw  new  orders  for  payment 
in  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  emitted  since  the  first  day  of  January 
last  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  twelve. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  fifteen  pence  in  bills  of  credit  of 
this  State  be  allowed  to  such  militia  and  guards  for  each  ration  re- 
tained or  not  delivered  them,  and  the  said  Committee  upon  receiving 
abstracts  of  such  retained  rations  properly  made  and  certifyed  are 
directed  to  draw  orders  for  payment  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  ordered  and  authorized,  to  receive  from  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  of  Safety  and  duely  examine  all  the  entries,  minutes 
and  documents  of  their  disposition  of  all  the  money  and  property  of 
this  State  prepared  and  exhibited  by  them  to  this  Assembly,  compare 
the  same  with  the  accounts  already  made  by  said  Committee,  and  where 
any  omission,  error  or  mistake  appears,  to  take  proper  measures  to-

correct  and  set  the  same  right,  and  where  new  accounts  are  necessary 
to  open  and  state  the  same,  to  call  on  persons  who  have  money  or 
other  property  in  their  hands  to  settle  and  render  proper  accounts  of 
all  and  whatever  they  owe  or  may  have  in  their  hands  and  custody. 
Said  Committee  are  directed  to  write  to  Samuel  Eliott  junr  of  Boston, 
Esqr,  Agent  for  this  State,  for  a settlement  of  his  accounts,  and  others 
w'ho  have  been  employed  by  this  State  whose  accounts  are  unsettled. 
That  said  Committee  be  and  are  directed  when  money  is  due  or  belong- 
ing to  this  State  and  the  debtor  or  possessor  is  ready  to  pay  or  deliver 
in  the  same  to  certify  the  sum  to  the  Treasurer  who  is  hereby  ordered 
to  receive  the  same  and  give  triplicate  receipts  therefor : one  to  be 
lodged  with  the  said  Committee  as  a voucher  for  crediting  the  account, 
another  to  be  received  by  said  Committee  and  by  them  delivered  to  the 
Secretary,  the  third  to  be  for  the  security  of  the  person  paying  the 
same.  The  said  Committee  are  further  directed  to  settle  and  adjust, 
according  to  the  time  and  circumstances,  depreciation  as  well  when 
due  in  favour  of  the  State  as  where  tis  due  from  it.  When  any  other 
property  of  this  State  is  in  the  custody  of  any  person  the  said  Com- 
mittee are  directed  to  report  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  or  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  and  all  ac- 
counts of  the  property  of  the  State,  stores,  arms,  ammunition,  salt  and 
other  articles,  are  hereby  directed  to  be  given  to  and  received  by  said 
Committee  and  proper  accounts  made  and  order  for  delivery  kept  and 
made  according  to  the  orders  given  by  the  General  Assembly  or  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety.  That  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  desired  and  directed  to  exhibit  to  said 
Committee  their  entries  and  minutes  of  their  disposition  of  all  money 
or  other  property  of  the  State  at,  on  or  about  the  end  of  three  months 
respectively,  and  said  Committee  are  ordered  to  examine  and  compare 
the  same  with  their  accounts,  and  when  needfull  to  open  new  ones 
accordingly.  That  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  authorized  and 
impowered  to  call  on  the  attorneys  in  the  respective  counties  of  this 
State  while  a Colony  under  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  called  the 
King’s  Attorney  and  since  the  separation  and  since  the  declaration  of 
independence  the  State’s  Attorney,  for  their  several  accounts  of  their 
doings  and  receipts  for  rents  of  estates  committed  to  their  care,  and 
get  them  justly  and  fully  settled  and  adjusted,  where  there  is  any 
unnecessary  neglect  or  delay  in  this  or  any  other  case  of  making  settle- 
ment after  reasonable  notice  and  time  given  to  the  person  concerned 
to  make  report  thereof  from  time  to  time  to  the  General  Assembly. 
That  said  Committee  call  on  the  brigadier  generals  and  colonels  of  the 
regiments  for  accounts  of  whatever  relates  to  them  severally.  That 
they  do  also  call  on  the  several  powder-makers  in  this  State  and  settle 
their  accounts  respectively.  That  they  do  also  settle  and  liquidate  the 
accounts  of  the  honorable  gentlemen  that  have  represented  this  State 
in  Congress.  That  said  committee  are  hereby  directed  to  open  an 
account  relative  to  the  confiscated  estates  of  all  inimical  persons  and 
call  on  the  administrators  appointed  on  such  estates  to  bring  in  and 
settle  the  ballances  on  the  same,  to  keep  fair  and  clear  accounts  of  all 
money  received  and  whatever  relates  to  the  same.  That  the  judges  of 
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the  respective  probate  districts  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  ex- 
hibit to  said  committee  the  names  of  all  administrators  on  said  estates 
and  the  state  of  their  accounts  for  settlement,  and  said  committee  are 
likewise  to  get  accounts  of  all  other  confiscated  estates  and  lay  the 
whole  relative  to  all  confiscated  estates  before  the  General  Assembly. 
That  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
exhibit  to  said  committee  the  accounts  of  the  bonds  and  forfeitures 
and  fines  in  his  office,  and  of  orders  granted  by  said  court  to  attorneys, 
and  in  future,  in  convenient  time  after  his  return  from  a circuit,  to 
make  and  exhibit  to  said  committee  an  account  of  the  bonds,  forfeitures, 
fines,  confiscations,  costs,  orders  &c.,  made  and  done  during  the  same 
relative  to  the  interest  of  the  State;  and  said  committee  are  directed 
to  state  proper  accounts  thereof  and  lay  the  same  from  time  to  time 
before  the  General  Assembly.  That  said  committee  call  on  the  cloathier 
of  this  State,  the  superintending  issuing  commissary  of  refreshments 
and  the  subcommissaries  for  a settlement  of  their  accounts;  and  all 
quarter-masters  and  issuing  commissaries  for  the  state  of  their  ac- 
counts and  for  settlements,  and  from  time  to  time  on  the  superintend- 
ing commissary  of  purchases  for  their  accounts  and  settlements,  and  on 
the  quarter-master  acting  for  this  State  who  hath  been  directed  to  send 
on  provisions,  purchase  horses  for  this  State  &c.,  for  his  account  and 
settlement.  That  said  committee  do  with  all  convenient  speed  make 
out  accounts  of  disbursements  to  any  commissary  and  quarter-master 
for  services  done  and  payment  made  for  which  this  State  ought  to  have 
immediate  orders  and  allowances  made  from  the  United  States;  and 
also  for  all  payments  made  to  troops  in  their  service,  and  send  the 
same  to  the  Governor  to  transmit  to  Congress  to  obtain  their  orders 
thereon  accordingly.  That  the  committee  state  and  keep  account  for 
expresses  and  other  such  like  service  done  for  the  State  ordered  by 
the  General  Assembly,  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  or  by  the 
Governor,  to  settle,  adjust  and  order  payment  by  one  general  rule  as 
soon  as  may  be.  That  the  committee  aforesaid  call  on  the  several 
sheriffs  in  the  respective  counties  for  their  accounts  and  settlements. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  de- 
sired to  make  application  to  the  commander  of  the  French  navy  at 
IvTewport  for  two  or  more  armed  vessells  to  be  stationed  at  or  near 
hTew  London  and  the  mouth  of  the  Connecticut  River,  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  coast  and  to  detect  and  prevent  any  illicit  trade  to 
Long  Island. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  regimented  artificers  belong- 
ing to  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  shall  for  the 
future  be  equally  under  the  care  of  the  State  as  to  provisions  and 
refreshments  of  every  kind  as  this  State’s  quota  of  officers  and  sol- 
diers in  the  line  of  the  army. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired  as  soon  as  possible  to  send  and  obtain  at  head-quarters  the 
most  perfect  return  of  the  numbers,  names  and  places  of  abode  of  all 
the  officers  and  soldiers,  artificers  and  others  of  this  State  belonging 
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to  the  continental  army  who  ought  and  may  be  considered  and  counted 
towards  the  quota  of  this  State  in  the  continental  army  who  are  en- 
gaged during  the  war  or  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Whereas  application  has  been  made  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
by  Le  Count  Rochambeau,  commanding  his  Most  Christian  Majesty’s 
troops  at  Rhode  Island,  that  the  Duke  De  Lawzun’s  cavalry  under  his 
command  might  be  quartered  in  this  State:  This  Legislature  being 

desirous  to  provide  all  proper  accommodations  for  our  Allies,  do  upon 
entire  perswasion  that  regular  discipline  will  be  observed  by  them  here- 
by resolve,  that  the  said  Duke  of  Lawzun’s  cavalry  may  be  quartered 
in  the  towns  of  Windham,  Lebanon  and  Colchester,  or  any  of  them, 
and  that  Colo.  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  David  Trumbull,  Esqr,  and  Mr. 
Joshua  Elderkin  be  impowered  and  directed,  according  to  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  commanding  officer  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty’s  troops 
at  Rhode  Island,  to  provide  suitable  quarters  for  the  officers  and  bar- 
racks for  the  men  for  said  legion  in  all  or  any  of  the  towns  aforesaid. 

Whereas  the  committee  appointed  by  this  Assembly  at  their  session 
in  October,  1779,  to  apprize  and  ascertain  the  losses  of  those  persons 
in  the  towm  of  Fairfield  whose  property  was  destroyed  by  the  enemy 
in  their  incursion  into  said  town  on  the  7th  and  8th  of  July  1779,  and 
to  abate  the  State  taxes  of  such  of  said  sufferers,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
as  should  appear  to  be  proper  subjects  of  such  abatement,  have  re- 
ported that  they  have  duely  attended  the  business  of  said  appoint- 
ment and  have  reported  to  this  Assembly  a list  of  the  names  of  said 
sufferers  with  the  losses  and  damages  which  each  of  said  sufferers  had 
sustained  from  the  enemy  in  said  incursion  annexed  to  each  of  said 
sufferers’  names,  estimated  and  made  according  to  the  value  of  goods 
and  estates  in  the  year  1774,  and  have  also  reported  at  the  same 
time  a list  of  the  names  of  such  of  said  sufferers  the  whole  of  whose 
State  taxes  that  either  had  been  or  might  be  laid  on  their  lists  given 
in  in  the  year  1778  ought  to  be  abated,  as  by  said  report  and  copy  of 
said  bill  of  abatements  made  by  said  committee  on  file  appears: 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  said  report  of  losses  and  damages 
made  by  said  committee  as  aforesaid  be  and  the  -same  is  hereby  ordered 
to  lie  on  file  in  the  Secretary’s  office.  And  it  is  also  further  resolved, 
that  all  the  State  taxes  that  have  heretofore  been  or  that  may  be  here- 
after laid  on  the  lists  of  the  persons  named  in  said  bill  of  abatement 
that  were  given  in  in  the  year  1778  in  said  town  of  Fairfield,  except 
Reuben  Beers  and  Samuel  Osborn’s  taxes,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
abated;  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  his  settlements  with  the 
collectors  of  said  taxes  is  hereby  directed  to  allow  said  abatements  ac- 
cordingly. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  did  at  their  sessions  in  May  last  resolve  that 
a company  of  artillery  should  be  raised  in  the  town  of  Wallingford, 
to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  two  serjeants,  two  corporals 
and  thirty-six  privates,  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  field-artillery  &e. 
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Whereupon  said  company  was  raised  and  choose  their  officers,  hut  an 
unhappy  dispute  arising  in  said  company  the  officers  were  never  com- 
missioned and  said  company  have  done  no  duty  the  summer  past,  and 
said  company  not  being  likely  to  do  the  public  any  service  as  it  now 
is:  Therefore,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  resolve  abovemen- 

tioned  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  several  persons 
belonging  to  said  company  shall  be  and  belong  to  the  several  companys 
from  which  they  inlisted  and  shall  be  liable  to  do  duty  in  the  same; 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Andrew  Adams,  Esqr,  hold  and 
exercise  the  office  of  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  district  of  Litchfield 
the  year  ensuing,  whenever  Oliver  Wolcott,  the  present  judge  for  said 
district,  shall  be  out  of  the  State, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  following  alteration  be  made 
in  the  purchasing  districts  in  Litchfield  county,  viz:  that  the  parish 
of  Judea  in  Washington  he  annexed  to  the  district  of  Woodbury,  and 
that  that  part  of  the  parish  of  New  Preston  contained  in  the  bounds 
of  Washington  be  annexed  to  the  district  of  Litchfield.  And  that  Mr. 
Asahel  Bebee  be  Purchaser  in  the  district  of  Sharon  instead  of  John 
Canfield,  Esqr,  resigned. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Capt.  Elias  Dunning  to  be  Purchasing 
Commissary  for  the  district  of  Woodbury  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Shadrach 
Osborn  resigned. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  sums  annexed  to  the 
several  names  returned  to  this  Assembly  by  Colo.  Charles  Webb  and 
Matthew  Mead  who  were  in  May  last  appointed  a committee  to  abate 
the  lists  of  the  inhabitants  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  town  of  Green- 
wich for  the  year  1779,  which  report  is  accepted  to  the  amount  of  six 
thousand  one  hundred  and  nineteen  pounds  fourteen  shillings  and  ten 
pence  and  the  same  is  hereby  abated,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
ordered  and  directed  to  abate  the  same  accordingly. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
in  favour  of  General  Oliver  Wolcott  and  Jesse  Root,  Esqrs,  Delegates 
to  Congress,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  lawfull  silver  money, 
each,  and  for  seven  thousand  two  hundred  pounds,  in  old  continental 
bills  or  an  equivalent  thereto  in  the  new  bills  issuing  out  by  the  direc- 
tion of  Congress,  each,  for  which  they  are  to  be  accountable  respec- 
tively. And  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  to  borrow  said  continental 
bills  in  case  he  hath  them  not  in  the  treasury  and  to  repay  them  out 
of  the  old  continental  bills  that  shall  come  in  in  taxes,  unless  the  per- 
son of  whom  borrowed  will  accept  other  money,  viz.  new  continental 
or  bills  of  this  State  for  the  same  at  the  rate  of  one  for  forty. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  county  court  to  be  holden  in 
and  for  the  county  of  Westmoreland  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  No- 
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vember  next,  and  all  actions  civil  and  criminal  depending  therein  or 
that  may  be  bro’t  to  said  county  court  on  said  second  Tuesday  of 
November,  and  every  proceeding  relating  thereto,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  adjourned  to  the  third  Tuesday  of  said  November;  any  law, 
usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  not  to  issue  executions  against  the  collector  of  the  State  taxes 
of  the  town  of  Greenwich  untill  the  next  meeting  of  this  Assembly, 
and  any  execution  that  is  and  hath  been  already  issued  against  said 
collector  be  staid  and  not  levied  untill  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in 
their  next  session. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
each  allowed  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  the  sum  of  eight- 
een shillings  in  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  this  State,  or  continental 
currency  equivalent,  per  day,  for  each  day’s  service  in  the  Pay-table 
office  from  the  settlement  made  with  them  at  the  sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  January  last  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  and  deliver  over  into  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Continental  Loan-Office  in  this  State  all  the  old  continental  bills 
which  are  now  in  or  shall  hereafter  be  bro’t  into  the  treasury  of  this 
State,  in  order  that  the  new  continental  bills  under  the  authority  of 
this  State  may  issue  out  thereon  agreeable  to  the  resolve  of  Congress 
in  such  case  provided. 

Whereas  it  has  and  may  often  happen  that  the  soldiers  of  this  State 
in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  army  of  the  United  States  fall  sick 
and  stand  in  need  of  support  and  relief, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns 
shall  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  afford  proper  and  necessary  sup- 
port and  relief  to  such  sick  and  infirm  soldiers  belonging  to  this  State 
in  the  continental  army  as  may  be  going  to  or  returning  from  the 
service  of  the  United  States  and  not  able  to  provide  for  themselves 
and  exhibit  an  account  of  the  expence  that  hath  or  shall  accrue  therein 
to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  which  for  the  future  shall  be  acknowl- 
edged by  such  soldier  or  soldiers  under  his  or  their  hands  also  assign- 
ing what  town  he  or  they  belong  to  and  also  what  regiment  or  company 
he  or  they  are  of,  provided  he  is  capable  of  giving  such  information; 
and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  thereupon  directed  to  adjust  said 
account  of  expences  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  therefor,  charg- 
ing the  same  to  this  or  the  United  States  of  America. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  continental  army,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the 
settlement  made  by  the  committees  from  this  Assembly  and  that  of  the 
army  accepted  and  confirmed  in  May  last  for  the  depreciation  of  the 
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monies  due  to  them  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1777,  to  the  first 
day  of  January,  1780,  there  are  some  instances  of  mistake  in  the  return 
of  the  army  where  soldiers  are  omitted  and  not  included  in  said  settle- 
ment; and  that  the  pay  of  the  army  is  still  continued  in  a depreciated 
medium  and  hut  partially  made  for  the  present  time  and  not  like  to 
he  compleated  at  the  end  of  the  year  1780;  thereupon  requesting  this 
Assembly  to  appoint  a committee  to  meet  and  agree  with  a committee 
from  the  army  in  adjusting  said  mistakes  and  adjusting  said  wages 
and  accounts,  as  per  memorial  on  file  may  appear, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Oliver  Elsworth,  Esqr,  Gen1  Eras- 
tus  Wolcott,  Gen1  James  Wadsworth,  Colo.  Joseph  Platt  Cook  and  Colo. 
John  Broom,  or  any  three  of  them,  he  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
and  impowered  to  meet  such  committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
army  to  settle  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  such  individuals  as  shall 
have  been  omitted  in  said  former  settlement  and  also  to  rectify  any  mis- 
takes that  may  have  been  made  therein,  observing  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  were  adopted  in  said  settlement  of  May  last,  and  make  a 
return  of  the  individuals  so  omitted  with  the  sums  they  shall  find 
severally  due  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  who  are  hereby  directed  to 
draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  respective  ballances  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  they  now  do  for  those  already  included  in 
said  former  settlement  ; and  that  said  Committee  proceed  to  settle  and 
adjust  the  sums  that  may  be  due  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  now  in 
the  said  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army  serving  for  three 
years  or  during  the  war,  or  who  have  or  shall  have  served  therein 
from  the  1st  day  of  January  1780  to  the  first  day  of  January  1781, 
or  who  shall  have  died  or  been  discharged  from  the  service  during 
the  term  aforesaid,  taking  for  their  rule  the  principles  of  justice  and 
equity  adopted  in  said  former  settlement  of  May  last,  and  make  return 
of  their  doings  to  this  or  the  next  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Colo.  William  Ledyard,  command- 
ant of  the  forts  of  New  London  and  Groton,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  inlist  into  the  garrisons  of  said  forts  the  additional  number 
of  seventy-five  men  for  defence,  and  to  employ  with  the  rest  of  the 
men  to  go  in  the  armed  whale-boats  under  his  direction,  and  that  he 
provide  at  the  expence  of  this  State  three  more  armed  whale-boats  in 
addition  to  the  two  he  hath  now  in  use,  to  prevent  the  ravages  of  the 
enemy  their  cruizers,  and  the  illicit  trade.  That  in  addition  to  the 
wages  of  the  men,  whenever  they  take  any  prize  the  captors  shall  be 
entituled  to  one  half  thereof,  and  the  State  to  the  other  half,  after 
expenses  of  condemnation  are  defrayed. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favour  of  Elnathan  Smith,  an  express  from  Colo.  Sheldon’s  regiment 
to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  upon  the  subject  of  forage,  the  sum  of 
£6,  in  bills  of  this  State,  from  his  expences,  and  charge  the  United 
States. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  committee  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  to  settle  with  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental  army 
for  the  current  year  and  to  rectify  such  omissions  and  mistakes  as  may 
have  happened  in  the  settlement  made  and  concluded  in  May  last,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the 
depreciation  of  the  wages  and  the  accounts  of  the  regimental  artificers, 
both  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  this  State,  and  considered  as 
a part  of  their  quota,  taking  for  their  standard  in  computing  such 
depreciation  the  same  wages  as  was  allowed  to  officers  of  equal  rank  in 
said  Connecticut  Line  in  said  former  settlement  and  forty  shillings  per 
month  for  each  private,  and  said  committee  are  likewise  to  include  such 
of  said  artificers  as  have  died  or  been  dismissed  in  the  same  wTay  and 
manner  and  proceed  according  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as 
were  adopted  in  said  former  settlement,  and  make  a return  of  the 
sums  they  shall  find  due  upon  such  settlement  to  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table,  -who  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
for  their  respective  ballances,  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  they 
now  do  for  those  included  in  said  former  settlement;  and  that  said 
committee  include  said  artificers  in  said  settlement  to  be  made  with  said 
Connecticut  Line  for  the  current  year,  observing  the  same  rules  and 
making  the  same  allowance. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  artificers  shall  in  future  be 
entituled  to  and  receive  the  same  refreshments  and  family  supplies 
as  those  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  suspend  issuing  any  warrants  against  the 
collectors  of  State  taxes  for  the  town  of  Woodstock  on  the  rates  and 
taxes,  granted  by  this  Assembly  on  the  lists  of  said  town  to  the  amount 
of  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  pounds  on  the  list  of  said  town  for 
the  year  1777,  and  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  six  pounds  on 
the  list,  of  said  town  for  the  year  1778,  untill  the  further  order  of  this 
Assembly. 

Whereas  in  the  bill  in  form  past  on  the  memorial  of  Joshua  Porter, 
Esqr,  in  May  last  it  is  among  other  things  resolved  that  this  State  do 
pay  and  discharge  two  debts  incurred  on  account  of  the  furnace  at 
Salisbury  still  remaining  unpaid:  the  one  due  to  Mary  Camp  for  pork; 
the  other  to  Charles  Caldwell,  on  account  of  wood  taken  for  said 
furnace  off  the  land  lately  belonging  to  George  Lord  deceas’d;  but  no 
provision  is  made  for  the  settlement  of  said  accounts  and  the  debt 
due  to  said  Camp  has  been  put  in  suit  and  some  cost  incurred  thereon : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  hereby  are  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  abovementioned  ac- 
counts with  what  cost  has  legally  arisen  thereon  and  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  for  what  they  find  due  in  the  premises. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Silvanus  Smith  to  be  Captain  of  the 
eighth  company  or  trainband  in  the  3d  regiment  in  this  State. 
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This  Assembly  do  establish  Sands  Chaplin  to  be  Lieutenant  of  the 
8th  company  or  trainband  in  the  3d  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Ephraim  Lyon  to  be  Captain  of  the 
second  company  or  trainband  in  the  21st  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  James  Delap  to  be  Lieutenant  of  the 
second  company  or  trainband  in  the  21st  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Peter  Corban  to  be  Captain  of  the  first 
company  of  alarm  list  in  the  26th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Josiah  Everit  to  be  Lieutenant  of  the 
first  company  of  alarm  list  in  the  26th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Jonah  Woodrough  to  be  Ensign  of  the 
first  company  of  alarm  list  in  the  26th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  John  Curtiss  to  be  Captain  of  the  3d 
company  of  alarm  list  in  the  15th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  James  Monger  junr  to  be  Captain  of  the 
6th  company  of  alarm  list  in  the  7th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Ambrose  Evarts  to  be  Lieutenant  of  the 
sixth  company  of  alarm  list  in  the  7th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Levi  Ward  to  be  Ensign  of  the  6th 
company  of  alarm  list  in  the  7th  regiment  in  this  State.

decd  as  to  procure  said  sum  of  £769  10  0,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  lib- 
erty and  authority  is  hereby  granted,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  the  deceas’d  as  to  procure  said  sum  of  £769  10  0 with  the  incident 
charges  arising  thereon;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Sharon  therein. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Caleb  Hakes  of  Stonington,  as  he  is  sur- 
viving executor  to  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Jonathan  Hakes 
late  of  said  Stonington  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts 
and  charges  due  from  said  estate  surmount  the  personal  estate  of  said 
deceas’d  the  sum  of  £53  12  3,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell 
so  much  of  the  real  estate  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved,  that 
the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  him,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  to 
raise  said  sum  of  £53  12  0,  good  and  lawfull  money,  together  with 
the  incident  charges  of  sale  arising  thereon;  taking  the  direction  of 
the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stonington  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Acors  Sheffield  of  Stonington,  for  himself, 
under  officers  and  men,  shewing  that  whereas  it  was  resolved  by  the 
Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  January,  1779,  to  raise  companies  of 
men  for  the  defence  of  the  forts  and  garrisons  at  Hew  London,  Groton 
and  Stonington,  for  the  latter  place  20  men  including  one  serjeant 
and  one  corporal,  under  the  command  of  the  memorialist,  all  sub- 
ject to  the  controul  and  command  of  Major  Ledyard  and  other  officers 
and  men  were  to  have  wages  at  the  following  rate,  viz:  A Lieutenant 
£12  per  month,  Serjeant  £7  4 0 per  month,  a Corporal  £6  12  per 
month,  and  £6  per  month  for  Privates;  that  at  the  sessions  in  May, 
1779,  it  was  resolved  that  the  militia  when  called  should  receive  £24 
per  month,  and  at  the  same  sessions  considering  the  great  hardship  and 
expcnces  of  the  men  stationed  at  Hew  London  and  Groton  resolved 
that  they  should  have  pay  as  follows,  viz:  Por  a Lieutenant  £7  per 

month,  a Serjeant  £2  5 0,  a Corporal  41s.,  Quarter-Gunner  41s.,  and 
Private  38s.  per  month,  all  which  pay  was  to  be  made  good  in  silver 
money,  at  which  time  it  was  supposed  by  the  memorialist,  Major  Led- 
yard and  all  the  men  under  command,  that  the  men  stationed  at 
Stonington  with  four  other  men  added  and  ordered  under  his  command 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  in  March,  1779,  were  all  included 
in  said  resolve;  that  said  memorialist’s  men  all  did  their  duty  with 
alacrity,  but  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  by  application  to 
the  Pay-Table  the  same  pay  as  said  troops  stationed  at  Hew  London 
&c.  are  entituled  to,  as  not  being  supposed  to  be  included  in  said  re- 
solve aforesaid;  and  further  says,  that  he  has  become  indebted  in 
sundry  necessary  expences  to  doctors,  gunsmiths  &c.,  for  the  use  of  said 
company,  in  the  sum  of  £858  8 2,  continental  money,  as  per  account 
&c. ; praying  that  the  officers  and  men  stationed  at  Stonington  as  afore- 
said may  have  equal  justice  done  them  with  those  stationed  at  Hew 
London  and  Groton,  and  that  said  debts  for  expences  &c.  might  be 
justly  liquidated  and  paid  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  receive,  liquidate  and 
adjust  the  wages  &c.  of  said  officers  and  men  stationed  at  Stonington  by 
the  same  rule  as  those  stationed  at  Hew  London  &c.  aforesaid,  and  also 
the  debt  incurred  by  the  memorialist  as  aforesaid  by  the  equitable  scale 
of  depreciation,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  said  memorial- 
ist for  such  ballance  or  ballances  as  they  shall  find  justly  due  to  him  as 
aforesaid. 
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On  the  memorial  of  Asa  Peabody,  administrator  on  the  estate  of 
Mary  Bruster  late  of  Norwich  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  debts  due  from  said  estate  together  with  charges  of  administration 
surmounts  the  sum  of  the  inventory  of  the  personal  estate  of  said  de- 
ceas’d the  sum  of  £48  5 1%;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  to  raise  the  said  sum  of  £48  5 1V2> 
together  with  incident  charges  arising  on  such  sale,  as  per  memorial 
on  file:  Whereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  adminis- 
trator have  liberty,  and  power  and  authority  is  hereby  given  to  him 
the  said  Asa  Peabody,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  deceas’d  as  to  raise  the  said  sum  of  £48  5 l1/^?  together  with 
incident  charges  arising  on  such  sale,  and  to  execute  proper  and 
authentic  deeds  of  the  same;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  pro- 
bate for  the  district  of  Norwich  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Woodbury  and  Newtown,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  the  bridge  across  the  great  river  dividing  said 
towns,  called  Carlton’s  Bridge,  is  much  out  of  repair  and  of  such  im- 
portance to  the  public  that  it  is  necessary  it  should  be  immediately  put 
in  good  repair,  and  the  said  towns  are  unable  and  unwilling  to  be  at 
such  great  expence  as  said  repairs  will  necessarily  require  without  some 
assistance  from  this  Assembly,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Besolved  by 

this  Assembly,  that  the  said  towns  of  Woodbury  and  Newtown  have 
liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  them,  to  set  up 
and  cause  to  be  drawn  a lottery  or  lotterys  at  the  risque  of  said  towns, 
the  avails  of  which  to  be  appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  said  bridge, 
which  avails  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  £400,  L.  money,  and  the  said 
towns  of  Woodbury  and  Newtown  to  appoint  managers  of  said  lottery 
to  manage  the  same  to  be  legally  chosen  by  said  towns,  which  managers 
shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge  of  said  trust  till  finally  drawn 
and  compleated,  and  shall  deliver  over  all  the  monies  raised  by  said 
lottery  to  such  committee  as  said  towns  shall  appoint  for  the  purpose 
of  compleating  said  repairs,  and  said  monies  shall  be  applied  and  ex- 
pended in  repairing  said  bridge  in  such  manner  as  such  committee  shall 
judge  best  to  serve  the  publick,  and  said  committee  shall  render  an 
account  of  their  doings  in  the  premises  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State  when  thereto  required;  and  said  towns  are  hereby  impowered 
to  take  sufficient  bonds  with  sureties  of  said  managers,  conditioned  that 
said  managers  shall  faithfully  execute  said  trust  and  that  said  towns 
may  be  saved  harmless  and  indemnifyed  and  that  no  injustice  be  done 
to  the  adventurers  in  said  lotteries  in  the  premises;  and  also  said 
committee  shall  become  bound  with  sureties  to  said  towns  faithfully  to 
apply  all  the  monies  delivered  them  by  said  managers  for  the  purpose 
of  the  abovesaid  repairs  of  said  bridge  and  to  account  with  said  towns 
or  render  an  account  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  when 
thereto  required.  Provided  also  and  it  is  further  resolved,  that  said 
lottery  shall  be  drawn  and  compleated  as  soon  as  may  be  and  within 
the  term  of  eighteen  months  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  on 
penalty  that  the  grant  and  liberty,  and  every  clause  thereof,  shall  be 
null  and  void. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Yeomans,  John  Olmstead,  junr,  Amos 
Jones,  Abner  Kellogg,  Jonathan  Bigelow,  Elijah  Buell  & Israel  New- 
ton, all  of  Colchester  in  Hartford  county,  listers  for  said  town,  repre- 
senting to  this  Assembly  that  by  an  unforseen  accident  the  single  addi- 
tions, fourfolds  and  part  of  the  assessments  laid  on  the  inhabitants  of 
said  town  of  Colchester  for  their  list  for  the  year  1779,  amounting  to 
£2859  4 8,  was  not  returned  as  by  law  ought  to  have  been,  nor  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  ever  been  possessed  of  the  same  nor  ever  given 
out  any  warrant  on  the  aforesaid  part  of  the  list  for  said  year  for  the 
taxes  laid  thereon;  praying  that  the  Treasurer  might  be  directed  to 
receive  said  additions,  fourfolds  &c.,  grant  warrants  to  collect  the  taxes 
that  are  laid  on  the  same : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  be  directed  and  he  is  hereby  directed  and  ordered, 
to  receive  said  additions,  fourfolds  and  assessments,  amounting  to 
£2859  4 8,  and  grant  his  warrants  on  the  same  to  the  constable  of 
said  Colchester  to  collect  the  taxes  that  have  been  or  hereafter  shall 
be  laid  on  said  list. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  George  Dare  of  Litchfield  to  this  Assembly, 
that  he  inlisted  in  May,  1777,  to  fill  up  the  State’s  quota  of  the  con- 
tinental army  and  served  till  J anuary  then  next  and  has  not  been  able 
to  obtain  but  one  month’s  wages;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 

Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  liquidate  the  account  of 
the  memorialist  for  wages  and  marching  money  and  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  what  they  find  justly  due  thereon,  making  allowance  for  the 
depreciation  of  money  according  to  the  scale  established  by  Congress, 
and  charge  the  same  to  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Smith,  Esq1',  a refugee  from  New  York, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  his  estate  is  almost  all  taken  from  him 
by  the  enemy;  praying  an  exemption  from  taxes  on  the  polls  of  his 
family  and  his  moveable  estate:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  no 

taxes  be  levied  on  his  moveable  estate  and  the  polls  in  his  family  for 
the  year  1780. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Wolcott,  Josiah  Robbins,  Timothy 
Russell  and  others,  inhabitants  of  the  first  and  second  school  districts 
in  the  first  society  in  the  town  of  Weathersfield,  shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  they  live  on  the  westerly  part  of  said  district  and  are  so 
situated  by  reason  of  their  distance  from  the  school-houses  in  said  dis- 
trict and  number  of  children  belonging  to  them,  that  they  cannot  take 
any  benefit  of  schooling  in  the  said  districts  to  which  they  respectively 
belong;  that  they  have  built  a school-house  and  for  several  years  have 
kept  and  supported  a school  at  their  own  expence  without  any  benefit 
of  the  public  monies  belonging  to  said  districts  and  been  obliged  to  pay 
their  proportion  of  expence  towards  supporting  the  schools  in  the  dis- 
tricts to  which  they  belonged;  that  they  have  now  upwards  of  forty 
children  who  are  proper  subjects  of  a parish  school,  and  praying  that 
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they  may  be  set  off  from  said  first  and  second  districts  and  formed 
and  constituted  into  a distinct  school  district  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  which  other  school  districts  within  this  State  have  and  do 
enjoy,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 

inhabitants  of  said  first  and  second  districts  west  of  the  brook  run- 
ning near  the  house  of  Elijah  Hurlburt,  exclusive  of  Dickinsons  Street, 
so  called,  and  bounded  south  by  a road  known  by  the  name  of  Collier 
Road,  west  by  the  line  dividing  the  parish  of  Newington  from  said 
first  society  and  to  extend  north  to  the  house  of  Josiah  Franciss,  in- 
cluding said  Franciss  and  the  house  belonging  to  the  heirs  of  Doctor 
John  Wells  deceas’d;  and  the  inhabitants  living  within  the  aforesaid 
lines  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  an  entire  school  district  and  shall 
be  called  the  Fourth  District  in  the  said  first  society,  and  shall  have 
and  enjoy  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  that  other  school 
districts  within  this  State  have  and  are  entituled  to  by  law,  and  shall 
have  and  receive  from  the  said  first  and  second  district  to  which  they 
heretofore  belonged  their  full  part  and  proportion  of  the  public  monies 
now  belonging  to  said  districts,  to  be  proportioned  according  to  their 
list  for  the  year  1779,  exclusive  of  fourfold  assessments. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Jesse  Bell  in  behalf  of  himself  and 
company,  of  Lieut.  John  Bean  in  behalf  of  himself  and  company  of 
matrosses,  and  Capt.  Timothy  Lockwood  in  behalf  of  himself  and  com- 
pany, shewing  that  they  were  stationed  as  coast  guards  at  Stamford  and 
Greenwich  from  the  23d  of  March  A.  D.  1779  to  the  8th  of  January 
A.  D.  1780,  in  all  which  time  their  service  was  perilous  and  severe, 
and  when  they  exhibited  their  pay-roll  they  could  allow  them  only  at 
the  rate  of  twelve  for  one;  that  they  received  orders  accordingly  and 
have  been  unable  to  obtain  but  a little  part  of  said  orders  &c. ; pray- 
ing this  Assembly  to  direct  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  to  allow  them 
on  their  pay-rolls  the  same  in  bills  of  this  State  for  their  wages  and 
rations  as  was  given  in  A.  D.  1775  in  lawfull  money,  as  per  memorial: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  allow 
to  the  memorialists  the  same  wages  and  rations  in  State  money  as  was 
given  to  officers  and  soldiers  of  like  rank  in  A.  D.  1775,  deducting 
what  they  have  already  received  at  the  rate  of  one  for  twelve,  and 
draw  orders  for  the  ballance  on  the  Treasurer. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  upon  the  memorial  of  Penick 
Howd  and  others,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  Samuel  Barker  and 
others  some  time  since  procured  a licence  to  raise  a dam  across  a 
certain  creek  in  Branford  which  would  much  benefit  certain  meadows, 
but  that  there  is  a large  quantity  of  woodland  lying  upon  said  creek 
which  is  much  wanted  to  supply  the  market  and  certain  salt-works 
erected  at  the  mouth  of  said  creek  which  are  of  importance  to  the  pub- 
lick  in  this  time  of  scarcity  of  salt,  and  that  it  would  be  very  detri- 
mental to  have  said  dam  kept  up  from  the  20th  day  of  May  to  the 
15th  day  of  September  annually,  as  per  memorial  and  report  on  file 
may  appear : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  licence  granted 
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to  said  Samuel  Barker  and  others  for  raising  said  dam  across  said 
creek  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  so  far  revoked  as  that  said  dam  shall 
not  be  kept  up  from  the  said  20th  day  of  May  to  said  15th  day  of 
September  annually  so  as  to  prevent  carrying  wood  down  said  creek 
as  heretofore  untill  the  further  order  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Barkhein- 
sted,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  town  is  thinly  inhabited, 
has  been  but  very  lately  settled,  the  inhabitants  very  poor,  the  amount 
of  their  list  hut  small  and  they  now  at  great  expence  endeavouring 
to  build  a meeting-house  and  settling  a minister  &c. ; praying  to  be 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  any  State  taxes  the  current  year  &c. 
&c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Besolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  in- 
habitants of  said  town  of  Barkhemsted  be  excused  from  paying  any 
State  taxes  into  the  publick  treasury  of  this  State  for  the  present. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lemuel  Wooding,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  at  a special  superior  court  held  at  New  Haven  in  April  last  past 
he  was  sentenced  to  a six  months  imprisonment,  a fine  of  £20,  and  the 
cost  of  prosecution;  that  he  has  suffered  said  imprisonment,  has  no 
property  and  a large  family,  and  is  totally  unable  to  pay  said  fine  and 
cost;  praying  that  he  may  be  released  from  the  payment  of  said  fine 
and  cost  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
said  Lemuel  Wooding  be  and  he  is  hereby  released  from  any  further 
confinement  and  discharged  from  the  payment  of  said  £20  fine  and  cost 
of  prosecution,  and  is  permitted  to  return  to  his  family. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
facts  set  forth  in  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Hobby  of  Greenwich,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  16th  day  of  November,  1776,  he 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy  at  Tort  Washington,  he  then  being- 
appointed  a lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental 
army  but  not  having  been  commissioned  his  place  was  supplied  by 
another  appointment ; that  he  hath  ever  since  remained  a prisoner  with- 
out having  received  any  wages  or  allowance  during  said  time,  except 
about  £15,  in  hard  money,  and  that  the  memorialist  did  by  inevitable 
misfortune  at  the  time  of  his  captivation  loose  his  sword,  cloathing  and 
other  baggage,  as  per  memorial  and  report  on  file  may  more  fully 
appear : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  said 
Thomas  Hobby  for  the  loss  of  his  baggage,  cloathing  &c.,  in  the  same 
manner  and  by  the  same  rules  as  similar  accounts  have  been  hereto- 
fore by  them  adjusted,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  payment  thereof; 
and  that  £12,  L.  money,  per  month  be  by  them  allowed  to  said  Hobby 
from  and  after  the  time  of  his  capture  as  aforesaid  untill  the  first 
day  of  January,  1777,  as  his  pay  and  wages,  and  the  sum  of  £18,  like 
money,  from  and  after  said  1st  day  of  January  untill  the  present  time; 
all  which  is  to  be  made  good,  settled  and  adjusted,  according  to  the 
rules  of  depreciation  established  in  the  settlement  with  the  officers  and 
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soldiers  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army  which  was 
accepted  and  approved  in  May  last;  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  make  out  notes  to  said 
Hobby  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  privileges  as  those 
given  to  said  officers  and  soldiers. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Prescott,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  at  the  superior  court  held  at  Hew  Haven  in  August  last  past 
he  was  sentenced  to  fifteen  months  imprisonment  in  Hew  Gate  for  be- 
ing concerned  in  the  importation  of  goods  from  Long  Island  contrary 
to  law;  praying  this  Assembly  for  a mitigation  or  alteration  of  said 
punishment,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  said  Benjamin  Prescott  upon  paying  the  cost  of  prosecution  and 
imprisonment  be  and  he  is  hereby  released  from  imprisonment,  and  he 
has  liberty  to  return  to  the  town  of  Danverse  in  the  State  of  Massachu- 
sets  Bay:  Provided  nevertheless  and  upon  condition,  that  in  case  he 

shall  not  immediately  upon  such  releasement  within  ten  days  remove 
himself  out  of  this  State  to  said  Danverse,  or  shall  return  within  the 
same  before  said  term  of  his  imprisonment  assigned  by  the  sentence  of 
the  superior  court,  he  shall  be  taken  up,  remanded  to  said  prison,  and 
there  suffer  such  imprisonment  for  the  residue  of  said  term  agreeable 
to  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  said  superior  court. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Colebrook  by  their  agent  Samuel 
Rockwell,  shewing  that  this  Assembly  by  their  act  in  October  last 
directed  said  town  to  return  a list  of  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  within 
said  town  in  order  to  their  contributing  to  the  public  burthens  of  the 
State;  that  the  memorialists  having  now  complied  with  said  order  and 
also  laid  before  this  Assembly  the  state  and  circumstances  of  said  town, 
that  they  are  destitute  as  yet  of  a minister  of  the  gospel  and  of  a 
meeting-house  and  are  taking  measures  to  obtain  the  same,  that  their 
numbers  are  small,  their  lands  rough  and  stubborn  to  subdue,  and 
have  many  other  difficulties  to  encounter,  all  which  renders  their  cir- 
cumstances inadequate  to  a public  tax  at  present ; praying  to  be  excused 
from  it  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : This  Assembly  taking  their  case 

into  consideration  do  resolve  and  it  is  hereby  resolved  and  ordered, 
that  said  inhabitants  be  excused  from  exhibiting  any  list  of  their  polls 
or  rateable  estate  in  said  town  whereby  to  be  subjected  to  any  State 
tax  at  this  time. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benoni  Pardee,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  at  the  superior  court  held  at  Hew  Haven  in  August  last  past  he 
was  sentenced  to  four  months  imprisonment  in  Hew  Haven  goal  and 
to  pay  a fine  of  £20,  for  having  knowledge  that  Thomas  Osborn  was 
endeavoring  to  join  the  enemy  and  concealing  the  same;  praying  to  be 
released  from  further  imprisonment  and  discharged  from  the  payment 
of  said  fine,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  said  Benoni  Pardy  be  and  he  is  hereby  released  from  any  further 
imprisonment  upon  said  sentence  of  said  court,  and  is  discharged  from 
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the  payment  of  said  fine  of  £20,  upon  his  paying  the  cost  of  prosecu- 
tion and  imprisonment. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jacob  Brocket  of  Hew  Haven,  guardian  to 
Charles  Munson  son  of  Joseph  Munson  decd,  representing  that  he  had 
supported  said  Charles  Munson,  who  was  a cripple  and  unable  to  do 
any  thing  towards  his  support,  nine  years  and  a half,  and  had  expended 
in  supporting  him  the  sum  of  £29  6 9 ; praying  that  he  might  have 
liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  said  Munson’s  real  estate  as  shall  be  sufficient 
to  pay  said  sum  together  with  the  incident  charge  of  such  sale,  as  per 
memorial  on  file  appears : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memo- 
rialist have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  unto 
the  memorialist,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  Charles 
Munson  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  of  £29  6 9,  L.  money  at 
6s.  the  dollar ; together  with  the  incident  charge  of  such  sale ; taking  the 
direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  New  Haven  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Phebe  Dorman  of  New  Haven,  administra- 
trix cum  testamento  annexo  on  the  estate  of  Joseph  Dorman  decd,  repre- 
senting that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  the  estate  of  said  decd 
together  with  some  allowance  to  the  widow  and  two  legacies  surmount 
the  moveable  part  of  the  estate  the  sum  of  £51  6 1,  L.  money;  praying 
for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  decd  as  should  be 
sufficient  to  pay  said  sum,  as  per  memorial  on  file  appears : Resolved 

by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and 
authority  is  hereby  granted  unto  her,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  deceas’d  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  of  £51  6 1,  L. 
money  at  6s.  the  dollar;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Hew  Haven  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Auley  McAuley,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Horwalk  that  suffered  in  the  gen- 
eral conflagration  of  that  town  in  July,  1779,  are  in  great  need  and 
necessity  of  boards,  shingles,  glass  &c.  to  rebuild  said  town  again ; pray- 
ing for  liberty  to  export  by  water  out  of  this  State  to  the  State  of 
Massachusets  Bay  or  Hew  Hampshire  such  quantity  of  pork,  flour,  rye, 
indian  corn,  oats  or  tallow,  as  may  be  sufficient  to  load  a vessell  of 
about  fifty  tons  with  boards,  shingles,  glass  and  some  salt,  as  per  me- 
morial on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have 
liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  them,  to  export  by  water  for  the 
purpose  abovementioned  to  Massachusets  State  or  the  State  of  Hew 
Hampshire  thirty  barrells  of  flour,  4 barrells  of  pork,  2 do.  tallow,  100 
bushels  rye,  100  bushels  corn,  and  four  hundred  bushels  oats,  the  em- 
bargo notwithstanding;  upon  his  giving  bond  with  sufficient  surety  for 
the  delivery  of  the  articles  to  be  exported  as  aforesaid  at  the  places 
mentioned  and  for  importing  the  avails  thereof  into  this  State  in 
boards  and  other  articles  abovementioned,  and  to  produce  to  the  naval 
officer  a certificate  of  the  performance  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond 
within  three  months  from  the  date  thereof. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Mrs.  Esther  Mansfield  of  New  Haven,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  she  is  possessed  of  a tract  of  land  in  Chat- 
ham in  the  county  of  Hartford  on  which  the  taxes  amount  to  a con- 
siderable sum,  and  that  she  met  with  considerable  losses  from  the  enemy 
at  their  incursion  to  New  Haven  July,  1779,  but  as  the  taxes  are  not 
in  this  town  to  which  she  belongs  she  is  not  entituled  to  the  benefit 
of  the  abatement  made  to  the  other  sufferers,  as  by  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Esther  Mansfield’s  taxes  on  the 
list  for  the  year  1779  in  the  town  of  Chatham  be  abated. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  a place  called  Woodpecker 
Ridge  in  Stanford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  inhabitants 
brought  their  memorial  to  the  General  Assembly  praying  to  be  made 
into  a distinct  ecclesiastical  society,  on  which  memorial  a committee 
have  been  appointed  who  have  reported  in  favour  of  the  memorialists, 
but  there  not  being  time  to  hear  the  same  and  said  first  society  in  said 
Stanford  being  about  to  grant  a society  tax;  praying  a suspension  of 
future  taxes  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  all  future  society  taxes  to  be  granted  or  laid  upon  the  inhabitants 
of  said  new  proposed  society  living  within  the  limits  reported  by  said 
committee  be  and  they  are  hereby  suspended  untill  said  reports  can 
be  heard  and  determined. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Humphrys,  Isaac  Humphrys,  Thadeus 
Humphry,  Thadeus  Hine  and  Mary  his  wife,  Betty  Humphry  and 
Sarah  Humphry,  all  of  Derby,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they 
are  the  legal  heirs  of  James  Humphry  late  of  said  Derby  deceas’d 
who  died  intestate,  and  that  one  James  Humphry,  son  of  the  said 
James  deceas’d,  took  out  administration  upon  said  estate  and  procured 
a distribution  of  the  personal  estate  of  said  estate  of  said  deceas’d  to 
be  made  among  the  several  heirs,  and  what  of  the  real  estate  to  be 
set  off  and  distributed  to  the  said  James  the  administrator  and  for 
him  to  secure  by  bonds  and  obligations  to  the  rest  of  the  heirs  their 
several  proportions  of  the  same  in  value  according  to  the  apprizal 
thereof,  since  which  time  the  said  administrator  has  gone  off  to  and 
put  himself  under  the  protection  of  the  enemies  of  this  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  is  since  deceased  and  his  estate  has  now  be- 
come confiscated;  complaining  that  they  had  no  day  to  be  heard  before 
the  court  of  probate  in  and  for  the  district  of  New  Haven  who 
ordered  a distribution  of  said  estate;  praying  that  the  judge  of  said 
court  might  be  reversed  and  a distribution  of  said  real  estate  might  be 
made  among  all  of  said  heirs  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved 

by  this  Assembly,  that  the  aforesaid  judgment  of  said  court  of  probate 
in  and  for  the  district  of  New  Haven  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
versed and  set  aside,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  distribution  of  said  real 
estate;  and  the  said  court  of  probate  in  and  for  the  district  of  New 
Haven  is  hereby  directed  to  order  distribution  of  said  real  estate  to 
be  made  to  and  among  all  the  heirs  of  the  said  James  Humphry  the 
elder  late  of  said  Derby  deceas’d,  according  to  law,  and  the  aforesaid 
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bonds  and  obligations  given  by  the  said  James  Humphry  the  younger 
to  the  aforesaid  heirs  for  the  security  of  their  respective  proportions 
of  said  real  estate  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  he  null 
and  void. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  repre- 
sentation and  matters  contained  and  report  their  opinions  of  what 
may  he  proper  to  be  done  and  granted  on  a memorial  of  Capt.  Ozias 
Marvin,  captain  of  a company  of  coast  guards  stationed  at  Norwalk 
the  year  past,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  had  made  up  his  pay- 
rolls for  himself  and  company  in  continental  currency  according  to  the 
several  sums  granted  them  only  and  had  received  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  but  for  want  of  money  he  had  not  been  able  to  obtain 
but  a small  part  thereof,  notwithstanding  frequent  applications  there- 
for, and  also  the  rapid  depreciation  of  the  continental  currency  since 
said  grant,  that  to  be  paid  off  in  the  continental  currency  the  same 
nominal  sum  of  the  grant  or  in  State  money  at  the  rate  of  forty  for 
one,  will  reduce  their  wages  very  much  below  the  value  of  the  grant, 
which  they  esteemed  a very  great  hardship,  and  praying  that  their 
wages  might  be  made  equal  to  the  value  of  money  at  the  time  of  the 
grant;  and  also  a memorial  of  Eliphalet  Lockwood,  captain  of  a like 
company  of  guards  stationed  in  said  Norwalk  the  present  year,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that,  agreeable  to  resolve  of  this  Assembly  in  their 
sessions  in  January  last,  he  had  raised  a company  of  sixty-seven  men 
and  put  them  on  duty  in  March  last,  and  likewise  that  Lieut.  William 
Seymour  raised  a company  of  matrosses  as  guards  for  said  town;  that 
in  said  resolve  it  was  granted  that  said  guards  should  be  allowed  and 
paid  in  money  then  supposed  equal  to  provisions,  till  such  time  as  they 
could  be  supplied  from  public  stores,  and  that  they  have  never  been 
able  to  draw  any  provisions  and  but  one  hundred  pounds  in  money 
for  the  full  time;  praying  for  relief  in  the  premises,  as  per  memorial 
and  report  on  file  may  more  fully  appear : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  upon  the  returning  of  the  orders  heretofore  drawn  in  favour  of 
the  said  Captain  Marvin,  or  such  of  them  as  are  not  paid,  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  draw  new  orders  in  his  favour  to 
the  amount  of  the  one  twelfth  part  of  such  orders  so  returned  or  the 
ballance  due  payable  in  bills  of  this  State.  Resolved  likewise  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  draw  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer  for  three  hundred  pounds  for  his  said  company 
and  for  seventy  pounds  for  the  company  of  matrosses  raised  by  Lieut. 
William  Seymour  to  relieve  their  present  difficulties;  the  said  Capt. 
Lockwood  to  be  accountable  for  the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Bushnell  junr,  administrator  on 
the  estate  of  William  Parker  late  of  Saybrook  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  debts  due  from  said  estate  with  the  sundry  charges 
thereon  as  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Guilford 
surmounts  the  inventory  of  the  personal  estate  of  said  decd  the  sum  of 
£25  19  4,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
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estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  will  amount  to  the  said  sum  of  [£25  19  4] 
together  with  incident  charges  of  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Re- 

solved by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  said  Bushnell,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as 
amounts  to  that  sum  of  £25  19  4,  L.  money,  together  with  the  charges 
of  sale,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Guilford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Nathaniel  King,  late  of  Oyster  Ponds  on 
Long  Island  now  resident  in  the  town  of  Saybrook,  New  London  county, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  came  off  from  Long  Island  into  the 
State  of  Connecticut  soon  after  the  British  forces  took  possession  of 
New  York,  bringing  off  with  him  his  two  aged  parents  and  a family 
of  young  children,  and  hath  ever  since  resided  in  the  town  of  Say- 
brook,  and  what  by  his  industry  and  the  avails  of  his  farm  on  Long 
Island  which  he  has  at  sundry  times  been  by  authority  permitted  to 
bring  off,  he  has  made  a shift  hitherto  to  support  his  helpless  family, 
but  at  present  has  no  other  way  but  that  his  family  must  suffer  unless 
liberty  be  granted  to  him  to  go  over  to  the  said  island  and  bring  off 
the  effects  of  his  farm;  whereupon  prays  for  liberty  to  cross  the  Sound 
to  Long  Island  for  three  or  four  times  between  this  and  the  first  of 
December  next  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  off  the  avails  of  his  farm 
for  the  support  of  his  family,  and  also  two  or  three  bushels  of  salt  to 
be  purchased  on  said  island  with  the  produce  of  his  farm  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  supporting  his  family  with  that  necessary  article,  as  per 
memorial  on  file,  dated  15th  May,  1780:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him 
for  once  only  to  cross  the  Sound  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  off  the 
produce  of  his  farm  in  Oyster  Pond  in  Long  Island  to  Saybrook,  be- 
ing under  the  inspection  and  direction  of  Capt.  J ohn  Shipman  2d,  com- 
mandant of  the  fort  at  said  Saybrook,  w’ho  is  hereby  required  diligently 
to  search  the  boat  in  which  the  memorialist  is  to  cross  the  Sound,  and 
require  the  memorialist  to  give  him  a manifesto  of  all  the  articles 
contained  in  his  said  boat  and  endorse  his  permission  for  him  to  pass 
with  the  time  when;  and  upon  his  return  the  memorialist  is  to  put 
himself  and  the  boat  in  which  he  came  under  the  inspection  of  said 
commandant,  delivering  to  him  a manifesto  of  all  and  every  of  the 
articles  he  shall  bring  off  at  that  time  in  said  boat  from  said  Long 
Island,  and  also  deliver  up  to  him  the  permit  that  is  granted  to  the 
memorialist  by  this  Assembly. 

On  the  memorial  of  Abraham  Doolittle  of  Middletown  in  said  State, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  July,  1778,  there  was  taken  from 
him  by  lawfull  authority  a good  serviceable  mare  to  assist  in  draw- 
ing the  cannon  of  General  Varnum’s  brigade  on  their  march  to  Rhode 
Island,  and  that  said  mare  never  has  been  returned  to  him  although 
he  has  taken  great  pains  and  been  at  great  expence,  and  thereupon  pray- 
ing for  a meet  recompence  to  be  made  him  out  of  the  public  treasury 
of  this  State:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  be  ordered  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  to  draw  an  order  on 
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the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  the  memorialist  for  the  sum 
of  twenty-two  pounds  in  bills  of  the  late  emission;  and  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  charge  the  same  to  the  United  States  and 
acquaint  the  Quarter-Master  General  of  the  circumstances  attending 
the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Harriss  of  New  London,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  some  time  passed  he  received  of  the  Pay-Table 
an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  Colo.  William  Led- 
yard  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  lawfull  money,  dated  Hart- 
ford, 28th  August,  1779,  and  signed  by  James  Church  only,  and  that 
said  order  previous  to  any  payment  thereon  was  lost  or  stolen  with  his 
pocket-book  and  is  gone,  nothing  having  ever  been  paid  thereon,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 

Pay-Table  draw  another  order  of  the  same  tenor  and  date  with  the 
above  and  deliver  to  said  Harriss,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed 
to  take  special  care  not  to  pay  hut  to  seize  and  stop  the  order  first 
above  mentioned  and  cause  the  same  to  he  returned  to  the  Pay-Table, 
in  case  it  shall  he  presented  for  payment. 

On  the  memorial  of  Timothy  Hosmer,  surgeon  to  the  Sixth  Con- 
necticut regiment,  and  the  rest  of  the  surgeons  and  mates  serving  in  the 
Line  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  the  confederate  army  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  stating  the  ac- 
counts with  the  officers  and  soldiers  serving  in  the  Line  of  this  State, 
by  the  committee  from  the  army  and  State,  the  surgeons  and  mates 
were  allowed  only  the  establishment  of  pay  of  the  surgeons  and  mates 
in  the  year  1776,  and  not  the  establishment  of  pay  of  the  year  1777; 
praying  the  depreciation  of  the  whole  of  their  pay  granted  by  Congress 
in  the  year  1777  be  made  up  to  them  in  the  same  way  and  manner 
as  the  pay  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  serving  in  the  Line  of  this 
State  has  been  granted  and  made  up  by  an  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly passed  in  May  last : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  General 
Erastus  Wolcott  and  Colo.  Joseph  P.  Cook  be  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed a committee  to  state  the  accounts  of  the  surgeons  and  mates 
serving  in  the  Line  of  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  January  last 
past  and  allow  to  them  the  establishment  of  their  pay  granted  by 
Congress  in  the  year  1777,  viz:  To  a surgeon  the  sum  of  £18  per 

month,  and  to  a mate  the  sum  of  £12  per  month  up  to  the  first  day  of 
January  last  and  return  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  of 
this  State,  which  being  done  the  Committee  of  the  Pay  Office  are  hereby 
directed  to  issue  orders  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  directing  him 
to  issue  to  such  surgeons  and  mates  Treasurer’s  notes  for  the  ballances 
so  to  be  found  by  such  committees  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as 
the  notes  have  already  been  granted  and  issued  by  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  serving  in  the  Line  of  the  State 
on  the  first  day  of  January  last. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abigail  Rogers  of  New  London,  representing 
to  this  Assembly  that  John  Rogers,  late  of  said  New  London  decd,  by  his 
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last  will  and  testament  ordered  a certain  part  of  his  real  estate  to  be 
sold  to  pay  his  debts  and  for  other  purposes  mentioned  in  his  said  last 
will  and  testament,  but  appointed  no  person  to  sell  the  same;  praying 
that  she,  the  said  Abigail,  or  some  other  person  may  be  authorized 
and  impowered  to  sell  such  part  of  said  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas’d 
as  by  his  said  last  will  and  testament  is  ordered  to  be  sold  for  the  pur- 
poses therein  mentioned,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  said  Abigail  Rogers  be  and  she  is  hereby  appointed, 
impowered  and  authorized,  to  sell  such  part  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
said  deceas’d  as  by  his  last  will  and  testament  is  ordered  to  be  sold, 
and  the  avails  thereof  apply  to  the  purposes  in  said  last  will  and 
testament  mentioned  and  specified,  and  to  give  and  execute  a legal  deed 
of  conveyance  thereof;  taking  the  directions  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  New  London  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jesse  Todd,  administrator  on  the  estate  of 
Moses  Tuttle  late  of  New  Haven  decd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  debts  and  charges  against  said  estate  and  allowed  in  court  of  pro- 
bate for  the  district  of  New  Haven  surmounted  the  moveable  estate  of 
said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  eleven  pounds  sixteen  shillings  and  three 
pence,  lawfull  money,  and  praying  for  liberty  and  authority  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  to  make  the 
aforesaid  sum  of  £11  16  3,  L.  money,  together  with  the  incident  charges 
on  disposal  of  the  same:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  above- 
named  Jesse  Todd,  administrator  to  the  estate  of  Moses  Tuttle  late  of 
New  Haven  decd,  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  to  him  the  said  Jesse  Todd,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  Moses  Tuttle  decd  as  to  the  amount  of  eleven  pounds 
sixteen  shillings  and  three  pence,  lawfull  money,  together  with  the  in- 
cident charges  thereon  arising;  he  taking  the  directions  of  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  New  Haven  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Lacey  of  Fairfield,  administrator 
of  the  estate  of  Nehemiah  Hubbell  late  of  Stratford  deceas’d,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  allowed  against  said  estate 
in  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Fairfield,  including  an  allow- 
ance of  necessaries  to  the  widow,  surmount  the  inventoried  moveable 
estate  of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  £37  1 4,  L.  money;  praying  for  lib- 
erty to  sell  so  much  of  the  lands  of  said  decd  as  shall  be  sufficient  to 
raise  said  sum  with  the  incident  charges  of  sale,  as  per  memorial  on 
file  appears : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  administrator  have 
liberty  and  liberty,  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  unto  him,  to 
sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  shall  be  sufficient 
to  raise  said  sum  and  the  incident  charges  of  sale;  taking  the  direction 
of  said  court  of  probate  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thaddeus  Burr,  Esqr,  representing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  June,  1775,  a fort  was  built  on  his  land  at  Black 
Rock  in  Fairfield,  that  the  ground  on  which  the  fort  and  barracks 
stand,  including  a road  to  it,  is  about  one  acre  of  valuable  land  worth 
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thirty  shillings  per  annum,  which  makes  eight  pounds,  lawfull  money, 
for  the  whole  time,  being  five  years  and  four  months  on  the  21st  inst., 
and  that  he  has  never  received  any  satisfaction  therefor,  and  praying 
that  he  may  have  the  same  paid  to  him,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  pay  to  said 
Thaddeus  Burr  said  sum  of  eight  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  full  for 
the  rent  of  said  land  up  to  the  21st  instant. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Squire,  late  a purchasing  commis- 
sary in  this  State,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  while  he  acted  as 
commissary  he  received  orders  from  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  on 
the  Treasurer  for  large  sums  of  money,  to  pay  him  for  disbursements 
that  he  had  made  in  that  department,  and  that  he  now  has  by  him  a 
large  sum  in  said  orders,  which  he  never  could  get  paid  which  are 
near  two  years  old,  that  the  value  of  them  is  greatly  depreciated  &c. ; 
praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  As- 

sembly, that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  receive  back  from  said 
Squire  all  such  orders  which  he  now  has  that  are  unpaid,  and  that 
they  draw  new  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  full  value  of  the  sums 
of  money  contained  in  said  original  orders,  to  be  paid  in  the  bills  of 
credit  emitted  by  this  State  since  the  first  day  of  January  last. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Sarah  Boughton  of  Norwalk,  widow,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  in  July  1779,  she  had  her  house  burned 
by  the  enemy,  and  that  she  now  lives  in  a small  shop  belonging  to 
this  State,  prays  liberty  to  remove  said  shop  off  the  ground  where  it 
now  stands  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  said  memorialist  have  liberty  to  remove  said  shop  off  the  ground 
where  it  now  stands  and  then  to  have  the  same  for  her  use  as  her 
own  property. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hezekiah  Hubbell  of  Fairfield  in  the  county 
of  Fairfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  whole  estate  of  one 
Joseph  Lyon  of  said  Fairfield,  gone  over  to  and  joined  the  enemies  of 
the  United  States  and  is  now  under  their  protection,  was  adjudged 
confiscate  by  the  county  court  in  said  Fairfield  for  the  payment  of 
his  just  debts  and  for  the  use  of  this  State  some  time  in  the  month 
of  November,  1778,  and  that  the  said  Hubbell  was  some  time  after 
appointed  administrator  on  the  said  Lyon’s  estate  by  the  honorable 
court  of  probate  in  the  district  of  Fairfield,  and  that  said  administrator 
received  orders  according  to  law  to  sell  all  the  moveable  estate  of  the 
said  Lyon  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  cost  and  charges  arising  there- 
on, and  yet  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  said  administrator  the 
sum  of  about  one  thousand  pounds,  continental  money;  and  that  some 
time  after  said  administrator  was  appointed  by  the  selectmen  of  Fair- 
field  to  prosecute  an  information  before  the  county  court  of  said  Fair- 
field  for  the  confiscation  of  Jonathan  Bulkley’s  estate,  who  was  with 
the  enemy  at  New  York  at  that  time,  but  the  said  court  did  not 
adjudge  said  Bulkley’s  estate  confiscate,  and  thereupon  said  adminis- 
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trator  was  ordered  by  said  court  to  pay  liis  own  bill  of  cost,  and  yet 
there  remains  the  sum  of  about  three  hundred  pounds  in  the  hands 
of  said  administrator  for  the  use  of  this  State,  and  there  being  no 
act  of  Assembly  to  enable  the  Treasurer  to  liquidate  and  settle  the 
accounts  with  the  said  administrator  and  receive  the  ballance  into  the 
treasury,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Therefore  resolved  by  this  As- 

sembly, that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  or- 
dered to  liquidate  and  settle  the  account  of  the  administrator  rendered 
to  them  and  certify  the  ballance  to  the  Treasurer,  and  that  he  be 
thereupon  directed  to  receive  the  ballance  into  the  treasury  for  the  use 
of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  Colo.  Hazen’s 
regiment,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  are  considered  as  a part 
of  the  quota  of  this  State  but  have  never  had  any  pay  or  allowance 
on  account  of  depreciation  &c. ; praying  for  relief  in  the  premises,  as 
per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  committee 

appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  settle  with  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the 
continental  army  for  the  current  year  and  to  rectify  such  omissions 
and  mistakes  as  may  have  happened  in  the  settlement  made  and  con- 
cluded in  May  last  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to 
meet  such  committee  as  the  memorialists  shall  appoint  to  settle  and 
adjust  the  wages  and  accounts  of  the  memorialists  and  such  of  said 
Hazen’s  regiment  as  belong  to  this  State  who  have  died  or  been  dis- 
missed, in  the  same  way  and  manner  and  according  to  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  as  were  adopted  in  said  former  settlement,  and  make 
a return  of  the  sum  they  shall  find  upon  such  settlement  to  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  their  respective  ballances  in  the  same  way  and  man- 
ner as  they  now  do  for  those  included  in  said  former  settlement;  and 
that  said  Committee  include  the  memorialists  in  said  settlement  to  be 
made  with  said  Connecticut  Line  for  the  current  year,  observing  the 
same  rules  and  making  the  same  allowances. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Desire  Walworth  of  Groton,  executrix  of  the 
last  will  and  testament  of  Elijah  Walworth  deceas’d,  shewing  that  the 
debts  now  due  from  said  estate  surmount  the  personal  estate  of  said 
deceas’d  the  sum  of  £35,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much 
of  the  real  estate  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  discharge  the  same  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  executrix  be 

and  she  is  hereby  fully  impowered  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  the  said  decd  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  sum  of  £35,  L.  money 
with  the  incident  charges  of  such  sale;  taking  the  advice  and  direction 
of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stonington  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Noah  Wells  of  Stanford,  shewing  that  on  the 
17th  of  June,  1779,  when  on  duty  with  the  militia  at  Horseneck,  he 
was  taken  prisoner  and  carried  to  New  York  and  there  held  until  the 
3d  of  September  following  when  he  was  exchanged  and  returned  home; 
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that  Lieut.  Hoit  who  drew  pay  for  the  company  drew  pay  for  him 
only  to  the  time  of  his  captivity;  praying  that  the  Pay-Table  may  he 
directed  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  his  pay  during  the  time 
of  his  captivity  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 
of  the  Pay-Table  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the 
memorialist  for  his  wages  from  the  said  17th  of  June  to  the  3d  of 
September  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  forty  shillings  per  month  in  bills 
of  this  State  emitted  since  the  first  day  of  January  last. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Simeon  Mills  of  Norfolk,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  early  entered  into  the  service  of  his  country  in  the 
present  war  and  chearfully  served  untill  September,  1776,  when  he 
returned  from  the  northern  or  Canada  expedition  having  whilst  in 
Canada  sickened  with  the  small-pox  and  being  greatly  exposed  in  the 
retreat  from  thence  with  bad  provisions  and  no  proper  medicine  and 
exposed  to  fatigues,  cold  and  wet,  which  entirely  broke  and  destroyed 
a very  healthy  and  strong  constitution  and  reduced  him  to  a state  of 
weakness  and  sickness  and  finally  to  large  foul  ulcerated  sores  of  which 
he  hath  ever  since  languished  and  hath  but  little  expectation  of  ever 
recovering,  and  that  he  hath  expended  his  own  estate  and  is  now  re- 
duced to  great  poverty  and  distress,  notwithstanding  the  former  grant 
of  this  Assembly  in  his  behalf;  praying  to  this  Assembly  that  he  may 
be  allowed  half-pay  as  is  allowed  to  those  that  have  received  wounds 
in  the  service  of  this  or  the  United  States,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  settle  and  draw  orders  in  favour  of  the  said 
Simeon  Mills  for  half-pay  since  the  1st  day  of  October,  1776,  deduct- 
ing the  just  value  of  the  sum  already  granted  to  him  by  this  Assembly, 
and  that  in  future  as  long  as  he  may  be  disabled  from  business  by  his 
sickness,  he  producing  annually  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  a 
certificate  thereof  from  the  civil  authority  of  the  town  where  he  dwelleth, 
he  be  entituled  to  the  same  privileges  in  the  same  manner  as  is  allowed 
to  those  that  have  received  wounds  in  the  service  of  this  or  the  United 
States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Marvin,  Gabriel  Smith,  Benja. 
North,  Gabriel  North,  Ephraim  Marvin,  Zebulon  Williams  and  Wil- 
liam Salmon,  refugees  from  Long  Island  now  resident  in  the  town  of 
Norwalk,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  reason  of  the  attachment 
to  the  American  cause  they  left  their  settlements  on  said  Long  Island 
and  are  now  reduced  to  great  difficulties  to  maintain  their  respective 
families  by  being  drove  off  their  farms  as  aforesaid  and  being  called 
upon  to  pay  taxes  to  this  State  find  the  same  to  be  impossible  for  them 
to  do  under  their  present  distrest  circumstances,  as  per  memorial  on 
file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  what  taxes  are  now  due  this 

State  or  shall  hereafter  become  due  from  said  memorialists  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  abated  them  respectively  so  long  as  they  shall  con- 
tinue under  their  present  circumstances. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Abraham  Herring,  formerly  of  the  city  and 
State  of  New  York  now  a refugee  residing  in  Stratford  in  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  consequence  of  his 
early,  sincere  and  warm  attachment  to  the  American  cause  he  was 
obliged  to  quit  his  habitation  and  real  estate  near  that  city  within  the 
enemies  lines  and  has  ever  since  resided  in  this  State  and  is  thereby 
reduced  with  his  family  to  indigent  and  distressed  circumstances;  that 
he  has  an  advantageous  and  convenient  opportunity  of  disposing  of 
about  fifteen  hundred  pounds  worth  of  his  real  estate  lying  within  the 
enemies  lines  as  aforesaid  and  of  investing  the  same  in  such  goods  as 
might  if  imported  here  be  beneficial  to  these  States  as  well  as  to  him- 
self in  relieving  the  distresses  of  his  family,  and  that  he  will  engage 
to  import  two  thirds  of  said  avails  at  least,  and  the  whole  if  possible, 
in  such  articles  of  cloathing  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  continental 
army,  and  will  give  this  State  the  refusal  of  them  on  such  terms  as 
shall  be  thought  reasonable,  provided  he  can  have  permission  to  im- 
port the  same  as  aforesaid;  and  that  he  is  willing  and  desirous  that 
the  whole  matter  should  be  conducted  under  the  direction  and  inspec- 
tion of  Gold  Sellick  Silliman,  Esqr,  or  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  this  Assembly  shall  think  proper  to  appoint  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on 
file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and 
liberty  and  permission  is  hereby  granted  him,  upon  the  sale  of  his 
real  estate  as  aforesaid,  to  import  the  avails  thereof  in  such  articles 
as  may  be  beneficial  to  these  States,  two  thirds  of  which  avails  at  least 
and  the  whole  if  to  be  procured,  to  be  in  such  articles  of  cloathing  as 
are  suitable  and  wanted  for  our  army,  upon  the  condition  of  his  giv- 
ing this  State  the  refusal  thereof  upon  reasonable  terms  as  aforesaid, 
the  whole  matter  to  be  conducted  under  the  inspection,  superintendency 
and  direction  of  Brigr  General  Silliman,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  memorialist  upon  his  import- 
ing the  same  or  any  part  thereof  as  aforesaid,  shall  exhibit  a just  and 
true  invoice  of  all  such  articles  as  he  shall  import  as  aforesaid  and 
make  solemn  oath  thereto  before  said  Gold  Selleck  Silliman,  Esqr,  that 
he  has  and  will  in  all  respects  well  and  truly  observe  and  conform 
himself  to  the  true  intent,  meaning  and  spirit  of  this  resolve  and  in 
no  case  either  directly  or  indirectly  contravene  the  same.  And  in  case 
the  said  memorialist  shall  not  conform  hereto,  the  whole  of  what  he 
shall  import  shall  be  confiscated  for  the  benefit  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Oliver  Wolcott,  Esqr,  shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  in  the  summer,  1779,  he  had  the  command  of  the  militia 
at  Horseneck  when  the  time  of  service  of  several  hundred  of  them  ex- 
pired; that  the  militia  at  that  time  were  destitute  of  money;  that  to 
provide  for  the  necessary  expences  of  their  returning  home  he  borrowed 
for  them  on  interest  about  twenty-four  hundred  continental  dollars 
which  he  distributed  among  the  troops,  to  be  afterwards  deducted  from 
their  pay,  which  monies  he  afterwards  received  out  of  their  pay-rolls; 
that  the  persons  from  whom  he  borrowed  said  money  not  only  claim 
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of  him  the  interest  but  the  loss  arising  from  the  depreciation  of  said 
money;  praying  that  the  Pay-Table  he  directed  to  liquidate  said  ac- 
count in  the  premises  and  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
deficiency  of  the  money  in  his  hands,  so  as  that  he  might  be  enabled 
to  pay  said  demand  upon  him  without  suffering  a loss  in  his  own 
property:  Resolved  therefore  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 

of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  liquidate  said  account  and  draw  an  order 
on  the  Treasurer  to  pay  in  the  new  hills  of  this  State  for  such  sum 
as  shall  enable  the  said  Oliver  Wolcott  to  pay  said  account  including 
the  money  in  his  hand  without  sustaining  any  loss  in  his  own  property. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  all  petitions  and  memorials  between 
party  and  party  yet  remaining  before  this  Assembly  with  the  same 
suspensions,  limitations  and  exemptions  heretofore  granted,  and  all 
committees  appointed  upon  the  same  with  their  powers  and  authorities, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  continued  to  the  next  meeting  of  this 
Assembly. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  his  Excellency  Governor  Trumbull  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds  for  his  extra  services  the  last  half  year. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  his  Excellency  Governor  Trumbull  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  the  first  half  of  his  salary  the 
current  year. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  his  Honor  Deputy  Governor  Griswold  the 
sum  of  fifty  pounds  for  the  first  half  of  his  salary  the  current  year. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  his  Honor  Deputy  Governor  Griswold  the 
sum  of  fifty  pounds  for  his  extra  service  the  last  half  year. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  John  Lawrence,  Esqr,  Treasurer  of  this 
State  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds  in  hills  of  credit  of 
this  State  in  addition  to  the  sums  granted  him  at  the  last  session  as  a 
compensation  and  reward  for  his  services  in  that  office. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired,  when  this  Assembly  is  adjourned  that  the  same  he  adjourned 
to  be  held  at  this  place  on  Thursday  the  21st  day  of  December  next. 

This  Assembly  was  adjourned  (by  proclamation)  until  the  Gov- 
ernor or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governor  shall  see  cause  to  call  P 
to  meet  again.

An  Act  respecting-  Appeals  on  the  Statute  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  more 
effectually  to  prevent  Illicit  Trade. 

Whereas  doubts  have  arisen  in  the  executive  courts  upon  the  con- 
struction of  said  statute  as  to  the  right  of  appeals  in  cases  of  seizure 
or  capture  of  goods  made  thereon, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  no  ap- 
peal shall  be  granted  or  allowed  in  any  of  said  cases:  Provided,  that 

nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  or  effect  any  judgment  of 
court  heretofore  given  respecting  said  right. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  appeal 
shall  be  granted  or  allowed  from  the  judgment  of  any  county  court  in 
this  State  in  cases  of  vessels  or  their  lading  seized  and  proceeded 
against  on  the  statute  of  this  State  entituled  An  act  in  addition  to  an 
act  entituled  An  act  to  enable  the  Governor  to  lay  an  embargo  and  for 
rendering  the  same  when  laid  effectual. 


The  House  Journal  of  this  session  is  not  found. 
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An  Act  regulating-  the  Commissions  of  Armed  Vessels  and  Clearances  in  the 
Naval  Offices  in  this  State. 

Whereas  the  enemy  have  taken  advantage  of  the  papers  and  clear- 
ances found  on  board  American  prizes,  by  personating  the  officers  and 
commanders  named  in  such  papers,  whereby  they  have  been  enabled 
to  impose  upon  our  allies : Which  in  future  to  prevent, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  when 
there  shall  in  this  State  be  any  commissions  granted  to  any  vessell  of 
war,  there  shall  be  inserted  on  the  back  of  said  commission  a minute 
description  of  the  person  of  the  captain  and  his  lieutenant,  with  their 
age,  stature,  complexion  &c.  respectively,  certifyed  under  the  seal  of 
office  of  the  person  granting  said  commission.  And  the  master  and 
chief  mate  of  every  letter  of  marque  and  reprisal  going  on  a mercan- 
tile voyage,  and  of  every  merchantman,  be  and  they  are  hereby  required 
to  undersign  their  clearances  in  the  presence  of  the  naval  officer  of  the 
port  where  such  clearance  is  made,  and  said  naval  officer  shall  insert 
on  the  back  of  such  clearance  a minute  description  of  the  person’s  age, 
stature,  complexion  &c.  of  such  master  and  mate  respectively,  and 
certify  the  same  under  his  signature  and  seal  of  office.  And  all  masters 
and  chief  mates  of  such  vessels  and  all  naval  officers  within  this  State, 
are  strictly  required  and  enjoyned  to  conform  themselves  accordingly. 

An  Act  for  assessing  certain  Inimical  Persons. 

Whereas  it  is  found  that  there  are  sundry  persons  in  the  several 
towns  within  this  State  who  have  their  sons  gone  over  to  and  joined 
the  enemy  of  the  United  States;  whereby  this  State  is  not  only  de- 
prived of  its  natural  defence  from  the  service  of  said  sons,  but  in  this 
way  unnatural  aid  and  assistance  is  given  to  our  enemies,  which  prac- 
tices are  contrary  to  that  allegiance,  duty  and  support,  which  is  due 
to  this  State,  and  which  said  State  has  just  right  to  claim: 

Be  it,  therefore,  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the 
several  towns  within  this  State  to  make  diligent  inspection  within  their 
respective  towns,  and  whenever  they  shall  find  that  any  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  same  shall  have  a son  or  sons,  or  sons  in  law,  gone 
over  to  the  enemy  of  said  United  States,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of, 
and  the  said  civil  authority  and  selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  after  citing  and  hearing  said  parents,  to  amerce  or  assess  all 
and  every  person  or  persons  as  aforesaid  who  have  their  son  or  sons 
gone  off  as  aforesaid,  provided  they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  going 
off  of  said  son  or  sons  was  by  any  means  through  the  aid,  assistance, 
influence,  countenance,  allowance,  privity  or  connivance  of  such  parent 
or  parents,  in  such  sum  or  sums  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  hire  a man 
or  men  to  serve  during  the  war  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  con- 
tinental army,  for  each  and  every  son  or  sons  who  shall  be  found  to 
be  so  gone  off  as  aforesaid;  which  assessment  or  assessments  when  laid 
shall  be  collected  by  a proper  warrant  for  that  purpose  signed  by  an 
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assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  directed  to  a collector  of  town  taxes  in 
such  town,  who  shall  proceed  to  levy  and  collect  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  town  taxes  are;  and  the  monies  when  collected  shall  be 
by  said  civil  authority  and  selectmen  applied  and  appropriated  to  the 
sole  purpose  of  procuring  recruits  to  the  continental  army  as  aforesaid. 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  whenever  any  person  shall  think  himself 
aggrieved  by  the  operation  of  this  act  and  shall  procure  two  thirds 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  by  law  qualified  to  vote  in  town-meeting, 
wherein  the  aggrieved  person  resides,  to  declare  by  their  vote  in  town- 
meeting assembled,  that  they  do  not  judge  said  person  to  be  inimical 
to  the  liberties  and  independence  of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  has 
not  been  in  their  opinion  by  any  means  through  his  aid,  assistance, 
influence,  countenance,  allowance,  privity  or  connivance,  that  said  per- 
son or  persons  for  which  he  or  they  may  have  been  so  assessed  are 
gone  off  to  the  enemy,  that  in  such  case  the  said  assessment  or  assess- 
ments shall  by  said  authority  as  aforesaid  be  abated  and  the  person 
so  aggrieved  shall  not  be  liable  to  their  collection. 

An  Act  more  effectually  to  prevent  Robberies  and  Plunders  from  our  open  and 

secret  Enemies. 

Whereas  many  distressing  robberies  and  plunders  are  frequently 
committed  on  the  good  people  of  this  State  living  on  the  sea  coasts  by 
our  open  and  secret  enemies;  which  robberies  are  in  many  instances 
countenanced  at  least  if  not  aided  and  supported  by  our  internal  and 
domestick  foes : Which  practices  to  suppress  and  prevent, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor , Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  any  town  or 
towns  within  this  State  who  may  think  themselves  in  danger  of  being 
robbed  or  plundered  by  any  attempt  of  such  open  or  secret  enemies,  to 
make  out  a list  of  the  names  of  such  person  or  persons  within  their 
respective  towns  who  in  their  opinion  are  commonly  supposed  to  en- 
courage, countenance  or  carry  on  any  contraband  trade  or  illicit  com- 
munication with  the  enemies  of  this  and  the  United  States,  or  who  are 
reputed  to  countenance,  aid  or  assist,  any  plundering  parties,  or  who 
shall  be  generally  reputed  to  be  dangerous  and  inimical  persons;  which 
said  list  of  names  when  made  out  as  aforesaid  shall  be  by  said  authority 
and  selectmen  proceeded  with  as  in  this  act  hereafter  mentioned. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  Daniel  Sherman,  Benjamin  Hinman, 
Andrew  Adams,  Increase  Mosely  and  Jedidiah  Strong,  Esqrs,  or  any 
three  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a committee  with  full 
power,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  at  the  request  of 
the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  any  town  as  aforesaid,  and  at  the 
expence  of  such  town,  to  proceed  to  said  town  so  requesting  them ; where 
having  received  from  said  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  said  town 
a list  of  names  of  said  inimical  or  dangerous  persons  as  above  mentioned 
residing  within  said  town  to  which  they  may  be  called,  said  committee 
shall  by  citation  or  warrant,  as  the  case  may  require,  cause  the  person 
or  persons  named  in  said  list  to  appear  before  them  at  such  time  and 
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place  as  said  committee  may  appoint,  to  give  reason,  if  any  they  have, 
why  their  said  names  should  not  be  inrolled  in  said  list  and  recorded 
in  the  town-clerk’s  office  accordingly,  as  dangerous  and  inimical  per- 
sons as  above  mentioned.  And  said  committee,  upon  full  hearing  and 
enquiry  respecting  the  character  of  all  and  every  person  so  cited  or 
appearing  before  them  for  said  purpose,  shall  judge  and  determine 
respecting  the  same,  and  shall  thereupon  make  out  and  enroll  a list 
of  the  names  of  such  persons  within  said  town  to  which  they  may  be 
called  as  aforesaid,  as  they  on  such  examination  as  aforesaid  shall 
judge  and  determine  to  be  inimical  and  dangerous  persons  as  afore- 
said; which  list  so  made  out  shall  by  said  committee  be  delivered  over 
to  the  hands  of  the  town-clerk  in  said  town;  which  said  list  the  town- 
clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  record  in  his  said  office,  and  said  persons 
whose  names  are  therein  mentioned  shall  stand  recorded  accordingly  as 
persons  dangerous  and  inimical  to  the  liberties  of  this  and  the  United 
States  of  America. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , That  when- 
ever any  depredation,  robbery  or  plunder  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  com- 
mitted within  any  town  as  aforesaid,  the  civil  authority  within  the 
same  on  application  to  them  made  by  the  aggrieved  and  distressed 
person  or  persons  representing  their  said  loss  and  distress  and  giving 
a just  and  satisfactory  account  under  oath  of  the  same  shall  appoint 
three  judicious  and  disinterested  freeholders  who  under  oath  shall  make 
a true  and  just  apprizal  and  inventory  of  such  articles  as  shall  have 
been  plundered  and  taken  as  aforesaid  from  any  friendly  inhabitant  of 
said  town;  which  inventory  and  apprizal  being  made  shall  be  returned 
to  said  authority  directing  the  same;  whereupon  said  authority  shall 
issue  their  warrant  of  execution  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  his 
deputy,  or  either  of  the  constables  of  said  town,  requiring  them  or 
either  of  them  to  levy  and  collect  out  of  the  goods,  chatties  or  estate 
of  such  persons  as  are  enrolled  and  recorded  as  aforesaid  as  danger- 
ous and  inimical  persons  in  said  town-clerk’s  office,  in  due  proportion 
to  their  several  and  respective  lists,  a sum  sufficient  to  pay  and  satisfy 
the  damage  done  as  aforesaid  by  any  such  plunder  or  robbery  as- 
sessed and  appraised  as  aforesaid,  together  with  all  just  and  reason- 
able costs  which  may  arise  in  consequence  of  the  same ; which  monies  or 
estate  when  so  collected  as  aforesaid  shall  be  by  the  officer  collecting  the 
same  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  said  authority  directing  the  process, 
and  by  them  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of  refunding  and  satisfy- 
ing the  damages  done  to  the  aggrieved  or  distressed  persons  in  whose 
favour  the  same  shall  have  been  made.  And  all  processes  of  this  kind 
are  to  be  regulated  and  directed  agreeable  to  the  law  of  this  State 
directing  the  levying  executions.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  this  act 
shall  continue  in  force  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
May  next,  and  no  longer. 


An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Direction  of  Listers  in 

their  Office  and  Duty. 

Whereas  sundry  persons  have  from  time  to  time  after  the  twentieth 
of  August  come  into  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  vending  their  goods, 
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wares  and  merchandize,  and  to  avoid  the  payment  of  taxes  have  before 
the  time  of  giving  in  lists  removed  out  of  this  State,  whereby  they  have 
reaped  all  the  profits  of  trade  without  contributing  anything  to  the 
public  burthens  of  the  State:  Which  to  remedy, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor , Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
listers  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  together  with  two  justices  of 
the  peace  and  two  selectmen  he  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
impowered  to  assess  any  such  trader  or  merchant  who  hath  come  into 
any  such  town  since  the  twentieth  day  of  August  last  and  resided  one 
month  therein,  and  hath  not  given  a list  in  any  town  in  this  State, 
in  such  sum  as  they  shall  judge  just  and  reasonable  according  to  their 
gains,  as  in  case  of  other  traders,  and  from  month  to  month,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  every  month  untill  their  giving  in  a list  in  the  usual 
manner,  may  assess  such  person  or  persons  as  are  already  in  this  State 
or  shall  hereafter  come  into  the  State  and  carry  on  any  trade  or  mer- 
chandize as  aforesaid  in  such  sum  as  they  shall  think  just  and 
reasonable  according  to  their  gains  as  aforesaid;  and  said  justices  are 
forthwith  to  issue  out  their  warrants  for  collecting  such  assessments, 
directed  to  the  collector  of  such  town,  who  is  hereby  impowered  and 
directed  to  collect  and  pay  the  same  into  the  town-treasury  where  such 
assessment  shall  he  made,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  town. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a tax  of  four  dollars  on  the  pound 
be  laid  upon  the  list  of  1780,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  March  next  in 
old  continental  bills,  or  in  gold  or  silver  at  the  rate  of  one  for  forty, 
and  that  the  20th  part  of  said  tax  he  abated  to  the  indigent  inhabitants 
as  has  heretofore  been  done;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  and 
directed  to  issue  his  warrants  for  the  same  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Eliphalet  Dyer,  William  Williams, 
Andrew  Adams*  and  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Esqrs,  they  or  any  two  of 
them,  he  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners  for  and  in 
behalf  of  this  State,  to  meet  such  Commissioners  as  are  or  may  he  ap- 
pointed by  the  other  States  at  such  time  and  place  as  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  of  this  State  shall  certify  for  that  purpose,  to  consider  what 
may  he  proper  and  necessary  to  he  done  to  place  the  purchases  of  pro- 
visions for  the  fleet  and  army  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty,  and  for 
the  army  of  the  United  States,  upon  a footing  mutually  advantageous 
to  both;  and  for  that  purpose  they,  the  said  Eliphalet  Dyer,  William 
Williams,  Andrew  Adams  and  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Esqrs,  they  or  any 
two  of  them,  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  for  and  in 


*March  15,  1781,  Mr.  Adams  requested  to  be  excused  from  attending  the 
Convention,  on  account  of  “ sundry  Matters  of  publick  concern : as  well  in  regard 
to  confiscated  Estates,  as  publick  prosicutions  which  are  of  very  considerable 
Consiquence  to  ye  State  to  be  immediately  attended  to,  and  which  will  neces- 
sarily take  up  much  Time;  and  are  under  such  Circumstances  that  ye  personal 
Attendance  of  your  Memst  is  requisite Rev.  War , xx,  293.

so  entered  into  as  aforesaid. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  impowered  and  requested  to  superintend  the  subject  of 
Finance  in  this  State  untill  the  sessions  of  this  Assembly  in  May  next, 
to  examine  into  the  state  of  the  publick  debts  and  credits,  to  make  the 
proper  estimates  of  the  amount  of  the  public  expenditures  made  and 
wanted  and  of  the  ways  and  means  already  provided,  and  what  will 
be  raised  by  the  same,  and  to  superintend  and  direct  the  treasury,  that 
effectual  measures  be  forthwith  taken  that  all  arrearages  of  publick 
taxes  from  the  respective  towns  be  forthwith  paid  up  and  settled;  also 
to  superintend  the  Pay-Table  and  find  out  the  true  state  of  the  public 
accounts  therein,  so  that  a true  state  of  the  public  finances  may  be 
fairly,  truly  and  plainly  laid  before  this  Assembly  at  said  sessions.  And 
his  Excellency  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  such  person  or  persons 
as  he  may  find  necessary  to  expedite  and  accomplish  these  important 
purposes. 

An  Act  for  Collecting  and  storing  a Quantity  of  Provisions  for  the  Use  of  the 

Continental  Army  and  the  Forces  raised  for  the  Defence  of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired as  soon  as  may  be,  to  collect  or  cause  to  be  collected  and  put 
up  in  good  order  as  much  well-fatted  beef  and  pork,  and  wheat  flour, 
as  will  amount  to  six-pence  on  the  pound  on  their  respective  lists  for 
the  year  1779,  exclusive  of  the  increase  of  the  said  lists  by  fourfold 
assessments;  the  beef  of  the  best  quality  to  be  computed  at  five  pence 
per  pound,  and  that  of  an  inferior  quality,  being  good  and  merchantable, 
at  four  pence  half-penny  per  pound;  the  pork  not  exceeding  five  score 
weight  per  hog  five  pence  per  pound,  between  five  and  eight  score  five 
pence  half-penny  per  pound,  and  above  eight  score  at  six  pence  per 
pound;  the  flour  at  twenty-four  shillings  per  hundred  gross  weight. 
That  each  town  as  soon  as  may  be  appoint  some  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  receive  the  salt  necessary  for  said  purpose,  which  shall  be 
provided  by  the  State,  to  procure  casks  to  contain  said  provisions,  to 
receive  and  inspect  the  same,  see  that  it  is  good  and  merchantable  and 
well  put  up  at  the  cost  of  the  State,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull 
discharge  of  said  trust,  and  shall  mark  or  brand  said  casks  with  the 
name  of  the  town  where  the  same  is  put  up,  and  also  the  initial  letters 
designating  the  kind  of  provisions  contained,  and  shall  make  return  of 
his  doings  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 
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Provided  nevertheless,  That  none  of  the  said  towns  shall  procure 
more  than  one  half' of  their  quotas  of  said  provisions  in  flour,  that  the 
said  towns  be  impowered  to  raise  and  procure  said  provisions  by  tax- 
ing in  kind  or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  think  best.  And  they  are  also 
hereby  authorized  to  assess  and  collect  of  such  of  their  inhabitants  re- 
spectively as  shall  neglect  to  procure  and  deliver  their  rateable  parts 
of  such  provisions  to  the  person  or  persons  appointed  by  such  town 
to  receive  the  same  a penalty  in  money  of  double  the  value  thereof. 
And  if  any  of  the  said  towns  do  not  raise  their  full  quota  of  beef  as 
aforesaid  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  next,  and  of  pork 
and  flour  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  next,  such  towns  so  neglecting 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasury  of  this  State  double  the  value 
of  the  provisions  that  shall  he  wanting  to  make  up  their  respective 
quotas. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  for  the  defence  of  the  post  of 
Horseneck  and  other  parts  of  this  State,  there  he  immediately  raised  five 
hundred  and  seventy-five  able-bodied  effective  men,  including  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  privates,  to  be  formed  into  six  companies,  officered 
with  one  lieutenant  colonel  commandant,  one  major,  six  captains,  twelve 
subalterns,  one  adjutant,  one  quarter-master,  one  surgeon  and  one  sur- 
geon’s mate;  and  also  one  company  of  horse  to  consist  of  twenty-eight 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  and  officered  with  one  lieutenant 
and  one  quarter-master;  the  whole  to  form  one  regiment,  and  to  con- 
tinue in  service  untill  the  1st  day  of  March,  1782,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged, and  shall  receive  the  same  wages  and  refreshments  as  are 
allowed  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  same  rank  in  the  continental 
army:  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  this  Assembly  and  commissioned 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor.  That  said  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates  be  apportioned  out  to  the  several  towns  in  this  State  in 
the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  directed  by  an  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly passed  in  October  last  to  fill  up  the  respective  quotas  of  the 
continental  army,  and  such  towns  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to 
furnish  their  respective  quotas  by  classing  their  inhabitants  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  directed  by  said  act  unless  they  shall  in  some  other  way 
procure  the  whole  number  of  men  to  be  by  them  raised;  and  if  any 
such  class  shall  neglect  to  procure  their  recruits  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  February  next  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  penalties  as  is 
provided  in  said  act;  and  that  each  and  every  town  that  shall  neg- 
lect to  raise  their  whole  quota  of  men  by  the  20th  day  of  February 
next  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  penalties  as  is  provided  in  said  act. 
And  every  such  recruit,  who  shall  furnish  himself  with  a gun,  ac- 
coutrements and  blanket,  shall  be  allowed  for  each  gun  with  a bayonet 
15 s.,  for  each  cartouch-box  4s.,  for  each  knapsack  6s.,  and  for  each  good 
and  sufficient  blanket  45s.,  in  the  hills  of  credit  of  this  State,  and  when 
such  recruits  shall  he  unable  to  furnish  themselves  the  selectmen  of  the 
towns  where  such  recruits  belong  shall  furnish  the  same  and  have  the 
same  allowances  out  the  public  treasury. 
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Be  it  further  resolved  and  provided,  That  no  town  shall  have  right 
to  hire  out  of  any  other  town,  nor  class  out  of  another  class,  till  such 
town  or  class  where  such  recruit  belongs  has  procured  their  respective 
quotas,  and  every  such  recruit  that  shall  inlist  as  aforesaid  shall  for 
the  time  being  in  said  said  service  be  exempted  from  putting  his  head 
or  pole  into  the  public  list.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  is  hereby  impowered  and  desired  to 
give  the  necessary  orders  for  mustering  and  marching  the  said  troops 
and  for  carrying  the  foregoing  resolve  into  immediate  execution. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Delegates  wffio  represent  this 
State  in  Congress  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to 
propose  and  agree  in  Congress,  that  Congress  require  of  the  several 
States  forthwith  to  make  return  to  that  Board  of  the  number  of  per- 
sons, blacks  as  well  as  whites,  contained  within  their  respective  terri- 
tories, to  the  end  that  Congress  be  furnished  with  a rule  for  making  an 
apportionment  of  men,  money  or  other  supplies,  among  the  several 
States  untill  the  Confederation  be  compleated. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a further  sale  of  the  confiscated 
estates  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  pounds  in  addition  to  what  has 
been  already  ordered  to  be  made,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered  and 
directed  to  be  done  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  as 
is  already  provided  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  resolve  passed  in  the  sessions 
of  this  Assembly  in  October  last  providing  relief  for  soldiers  who  have 
been  or  shall  be  sick  on  the  road  going  to  or  returning  from  the  army, 
so  far  only  as  it  has  a retrospective  view,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  general  and  field  officers  of  the 
militia  of  this  State  who  have  or  shall  be  ordered  to  take  the  oversight 
and  superintendency  of  the  guards  stationed  upon  the  sea  coasts  shall 
be  entituled  to  receive  for  their  services  in  said  business  such  reason- 
able recompence  only  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  allowed  by  this 
Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  discontinue  the  drawing  of  orders  for  the 
payment  of  the  wages  and  expenditures  of  barrack-masters  that  have 
or  shall  be  appointed  in  any  of  the  towns  within  this  State  pursuant 
to  an  act  of  this  Assembly  for  that  purpose;  any  law,  usage  or  custom 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  discontinue  the  drawing  of  orders 
in  favour  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  horse  or  horses  as  have  or 
shall  be  lost  or  stolen  in  consequence  of  their  being  taken  or  impressed 
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for  the  use  of  the  militia  of  this  State  upon  occasion  of  alarms,  any 
resolve  of  this  Assembly  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Whereas  there  is  a large  part  of  our  quota  of  the  old  continental 
bills  assigned  to  us  by  Congress  still  remains  outstanding,  which  bills 
it  is  necessary  should  be  more  speedily  called  in  than  can  be  done  by 
taxation  alone,  in  order  that  we  may  speedily  issue  the  new  bills  that 
we  may  be  saved  from  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  emitting  bills  con- 
fined to  our  own  particular  State, 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  for  the  speedy  call- 
ing in  three  million  dollars  of  the  old  continental  bills,  there  be  a pub- 
lick  lottery  to  be  drawn  at  Hartford  on  the  20th  day  of  May  next, 
or  sooner  if  the  tickets  before  that  time  should  be  all  sold.  The  lottery 
to  be  so  concerted  as  that  the  benefit  tickets  computed  together  shall 
equal  the  whole  sum  so  to  be  advanced  and  called  in,  the  amount  of 
which  sum,  except  one  tenth  part  of  it,  shall  all  be  drawn  out  in  new 
continental  bills  reckoning  one  dollar  of  the  latter  to  be  equal  to 
forty  of  the  former.  And  the  fortunate  adventurers  shall  be  entituled 
to  have  and  receive  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State,  within  one 
month  after  the  drawing  said  lottery  the  whole  amount  except  one 
tenth  part  of  their  respective  prizes  in  new  continental  bills  issued 
agreeable  to  the  resolve  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March  last,  reckon- 
ing and  computing  one  dollar  of  the  new  to  be  equal  to  forty  of  the 
old  as  aforesaid.  And  the  said  tenth  part  deducted  from  the  prizes 
shall  be  applied  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  State. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  Messrs.  Caleb  Bull  Junr,  Jonathan 
Bull,  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Elisha  Williams  and  Hezh  Merrels,  be 
and  they  are  appointed  managers  and  directors  of  said  lottery,  and 
that  they,  having  first  appointed  a clerk  and  with  him  being  sworn 
to  a faithfull  discharge  of  their  trust,  do  proceed  forthwith  to  prepare 
and  complat  said  lottery,  making  as  speedy  sale  of  said  tickets  as 
possible.  And  as  soon  as  said  tickets  are  sold  or  any  part  thereof 
and  the  bills  paid  in  unto  them,  they  do  forthwith  deliver  the  same 
unto  the  Treasurer  of  the  State.  And  whensoever  so  many  of  said 
tickets  shall  be  sold  and  so  much  time  elapsed  as  that  the  managers 
shall  think  best  to  draw  said  lottery,  they  shall  then  first  deliver  the 
whole  sum  advanced  by  the  sale  of  such  tickets  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State,  taking  his  receipt  thereof,  and  lodge  the  same  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  State.  And  so  many  of  the  tickets  as  shall  then  re- 
main unsold  they  shall  take  and  appropriate  to  the  proper  use,  account 
and  benefit  of  the  State.  And  the  said  managers  shall  be  entituled  to  a 
reasonable  reward  for  their  services  in  the  premises. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  is  hereby  impowered 
and  directed  to  lease  out  the  Furnace  at  Salisbury  with  the  appurte- 
nances thereof  for  the  term  of  one  year  to  the  highest  bidder  that 
shall  appear  to  hire  the  same;  taking  such  security  for  the  rents  as 
they  shall  think  proper. 
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Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  session  in  October  last  directed 
the  several  towns  in  this  State  forthwith  to  provide  and  transport  to 
the  army  a number  of  shirts,  woollen  stockings,  shoes  and  mittens,  but 
no  person  was  appointed  to  receive  and  issue  the  same:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  selectmen  or  committees  of  the  respective 
towns  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  mark  each  pack  of  said 
cloathing  with  the  name  of  the  towTn  to  which  it  belongs,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  Mr.  Elijah  Hubbard,  sub-clothier  for  this  State,  or  his 
order,  at  such  places  as  he  shall  appoint,  who  is  directed  to  inspect 
and  apprize  the  same  and  give  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of 
which  to  be  lodged  with  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  and  immediately 
forward  the  said  cloathing  to  the  army,  to  be  issued  to  the  troops  of 
this  State,  taking  care  that  the  cloathing  is  distributed  to  the  soldiers 
belonging  to  the  respective  towns  who  provide  the  same  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  that  regular  accounts  be  kept  of  such  issues 
agreeable  to  the  act  of  Congress  in  such  case  provided.  And  the  said 
sub-clothier  is  further  directed  to  appoint  some  proper  places  in  this 
Sate  with  a suitable  person  at  each  to  receive  the  said  cloathing  and 
pass  receipts  for  the  same  and  give  public  notice  thereof  in  the  news- 
papers in  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
his  Council  of  Safety  be  desired  and  impowered  to  authorize  some 
suitable  person  and  furnish  him  out  of  the  bills  of  exchange  now  under 
their  direction  with  money  sufficient  to  purchase  in  Boston  or  else- 
where fifteen  hundred  good  blankets  or  duffels  or  other  cloaths  answer- 
able  thereto,  for  the  use  and  comfort  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  belong- 
ing to  this  State  in  the  continental  army,  which  blankets  as  soon  as 
they  may  be  procured  shall  under  direction  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  aforesaid  be  immediately  forwarded  to  and  distributed  among 
the  said  officers  and  soldiers  as  aforesaid. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  towns  of  Stamford  and 
Greenwich  which  have  severally  neglected  and  refused  to  return  their 
respective  lists  for  the  year  1780,  to  this  Assembly  within  the  time 
limited  by  law  be  and  they  are  hereby  severally  doomed  in  the  sums 
herein  annexed  to  them  which  shall  be  considered  as  the  true  list  of 
said  towns,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  warrants 
thereon  accordingly,  (that  is  to  say,)  Stamford,  £33,000 

Greenwich,  £18,000 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  considerable  sums 
remain  due  from  the  United  States  to  inhabitants  of  this  State  for 
provisions  furnished  for  their  use  to  the  late  Commissary  General 
Wadsworth,  and  that  the  exigencies  of  said  States  have  hitherto  pre- 
vented their  furnishing  money  to  discharge  the  same,  whereby  said 
creditors  are  put  to  inconvenience  and  are  exposed  to  suffer  loss  and 
damage  in  their  business  should  a settlement  with  them  be  delayed: 
Resolved,  that  the  said  Commissary  General  do  certify  to  this  Assembly 
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at  their  next  meeting  the  respective  sums  due  to  such  persons  as 
aforesaid  in  lawfull  money,  computing  the  same  according  to  the  reso- 
lution of  Congress  of  the  26th  of  August  last,  that  provision  may  be 
made  by  this  State  for  discharge  of  such  of  said  debts  as  shall  then 
remain  unpaid  and  for  obtaining  credit  to  this  State  in  account  with 
the  United  States  therefor,  and  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  Henry  Champion,  Esqr, 
payable  in  bills  of  the  late  emissions  of  this  State  or  that  shall  be 
issued  thereby  pursuant  to  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March 
last,  to  the  amount  of  the  ballance  due  in  the  warrants  in  his  hands 
at  the  rate  of  forty  for  one  drawn  for  continental  hills  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  Congress  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  Com- 
missary General  Wadsworth:  said  Champion  lodging  the  same  with 
said  committee. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  for  the  supply  of  the  troops  going 
on  to  the  defence  of  the  posts  at  the  western  frontiers  of  this  State  and 
the  garrisons  of  Hew  London  and  Groton,  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor with  advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety  he  authorized  to  draw  on 
the  Pay-Table  in  favour  of  Capt.  Ezra  Brownson,  one  of  the  State 
purchasers  for  this  State,  or  such  other  purchasers  as  said  Governor 
and  Council  shall  think  proper,  for  such  sums  of  money  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  abovementioned, 
and  that  the  Pay-Table  draw  their  orders  on  the  treasury  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same.  Also,  that  the  said  Governor  and  Council  be 
authorized  to  appropriate  so  much  of  the  money  arising  from  the  sale 
of  confiscated  estates,  not  already  appropriated,  as  they  shall  he  able 
and  shall  find  necessary  to  the  like  purpose  as  above.  And  that 
untill  these  methods  for  obtaining  said  supplies  shall  be  drawn  into 
effect,  the  Governor  with  advice  of  his  said  Council  be  desired  to  take 
such  other  measures  as  may  be  within  their  power  and  they  shall  find 
absolutely  necessary. 

Whereas  the  time  of  inlistment  of  guards  on  the  sea  coast  are 
expired  or  near  expiring,  and  as  it  now  appears  unnecessary  to  con- 
tinue the  whole  number  of  said  guards  in  service:  Therefore  resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  new  inlistments  go  forth  for  the  inlisting  the 
one  half  the  number  of  guards  at  the  several  posts  on  the  sea  coasts  as 
were  last  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly,  except  at  the  post  of  Hew 
London  and  Groton,  where  it  is  resolved  that  the  inlistments  be  renewed 
for  the  same  number  as  last  ordered  by  this  Assembly : all  to  be  allowed 
the  same  pay  and  support  as  usual  and  continue  in  service  untill  the 
first  day  of  January  A.  D.  1782,  unless  sooner  discharged.  And  it  is 
further  resolved,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  to 
order  one  company  of  the  militia  now  ordered  to  Horseneck  to  be 
posted  at  Middlesex.  And  that  his  Excellency  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  desired  to  appoint  a suitable 
number  of  officers  and  give  the  necessary  orders  for  carrying  this  re- 
solve into  execution,  and  also  give  such  further  orders  for  the  defence 
of  the  sea  coast  as  they  shall  find  necessary. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  camp-equipage  and  utensils 
which  the  two  State  regiments  now  in  service  at  Horseneck  have  in 
use  be  delivered  over  to  the  troops  ordered  by  this  Assembly  to  be 
detached  to  said  post  for  two  months,  and  if  they  shall  not  be  sufficient 
to  furnish  the  whole  of  said  troops  the  selectmen  of  the  towns  of 
Greenwich,  Stamford,  Reading,  Ridgfield  and  Norwalk,  upon  applica- 
tion to  them  made  by  the  commanding  officer  of  said  troops  are  here- 
by ordered  and  directed  to  furnish  said  utensils  that  shall  be  deficient, 
to  be  returned  at  the  expiration  of  said  two  months. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  here- 
by directed  to  receive  no  order  or  certificate  in  payment  of  any  of 
the  taxes  heretofore  laid  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  list  of 
1779,  excepting  only  upon  the  tax  of  one  shilling  on  the  pound  pay- 
able the  last  day  of  December  next  and  upon  the  tax  of  four  dollars 
on  the  pound  payable  on  said  last  day  of  December,  and  upon  the  tax 
of  one  shilling  on  the  pound  payable  the  first  day  of  February  next; 
any  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
the  advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and 
directed  to  lease  out  for  the  term  of  one  year,  upon  such  reasonable 
terms  as  they  shall  think  proper,  the  refining  works  at  Colebrook  with 
the  lands  &c.  late  belonging  to  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  and  to  call  Mr. 
Ogden  to  account  for  his  past  use  and  improvement  of  said  works  &c., 
and  to  take  measures  to  have  the  pig-iron  now  at  Salisbury  belonging 
to  this  State  refined  at  said  works  if  they  shall  judge  it  most  expedient 
and  beneficial  for  the  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  powers  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  January  last, 
or  that  have  been  added  to  said  committee  by  any  subsequent  Assem- 
bly, to  examine  into  the  conduct  of  the  inferior  officers  of  the  Staff 
Departments  in  this  State,  which  expired  at  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  last,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  revived  and  con- 
tinued; and  the  said  committee  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
proceed  in  said  examination  pursuant  and  agreeable  to  the  true  intent 
and  design  of  said  former  commission  and  appointment  and  report 
make  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next;  and  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  said  com- 
mitte  or  any  individual  thereof  making  application  therefor  in  behalf 
of  said  committee,  for  such  sums  as  said  committee  shall  think  neces- 
sary to  defray  their  expences  whilst  attending  upon  said  business 
taking  their  receipt  therefor  and  for  which  they  shall  stand  account- 
able. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Colo.  Hezekiah  Wyllys  be  and 
he  is  hereby  appointed  to  receive  the  additions  and  fourfold  assess- 
ments made  to  the  list  for  the  year  1780,  which  the  listers  of  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  make 
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up  and  transmit  to  him  by  the  15th  day  of  January  next,  who  is 
impowered  and  directed  to  correct  any  mistakes  or  miscasts  that  may 
appear  therein  and  return  the  same  to  the  Secretary,  who  is  thereupon 
to  record  the  same  and  transmit  a copy  thereof  to  the  Treasurer;  and 
that  the  town-clerks  of  the  respective  towns  at  or  before  the  said  15th 
day  of  January  next  certifie  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  the  names 
of  such  collectors  as  are  or  shall  be  appointed  to  collect  the  taxes  for 
this  State  for  the  year  1781.  And  the  several  printers  in  this  State 
are  required  to  publish  the  foregoing  resolve  in  their  respective  news- 
papers. 

An  Act  to  secure  the  Loans  heretofore  made  and  for  procuring-  further  Loans 

to  this  State.* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
holder  or  possessor  of  any  of  the  ten-pound  notes  issued  in  the  year 
1777,  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  or  of  any  note 
or  notes  given  for  Connecticut  money  called  out  of  circulation  by 
special  act  of  Assembly  or  for  monies  loaned  to  this  State  may  return 
the  same  into  the  treasury,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  impowered 
and  directed  thereupon  to  make  out  to  such  person  or  persons  new 
notes,  to  bear  date  the  first  day  of  February,  1781,  for  the  sum  that 
shall  be  found  due  on  said  old  notes  for  principal  and  interest  on  said 
first  day  of  February,  computed  according  to  the  scale  of  depreciation 
adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford  in  October  last, 
payable  in  gold  and  silver  within  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  the 
present  war  or  a cessation  of  hostilities  between  Great  Britain  and 
these  United  States,  with  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  to  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  every  year. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be  loaned  upon  the  credit  of  this 
State  and  on  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  thirty  thousand 
pounds  in  gold  and  silver  payable  within  one  year  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  present  war  or  a cessation  of  hostilities  between  Great 
Britain  and  these  United  States;  and  the  person  or  persons  loaning 
said  money  shall  at  the  time  of  loaning  the  same  receive  one  year 
advanced  interest  in  gold  and  silver,  and  after  that  annually  a years 
advanced  interest  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  hereafter  established  by 
this  act. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be  loaned  upon  the  credit  of  this 
State,  and  on  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  continental  bills 
emitted  before  the  first  day  of  January  1780,  to  the  amount  of  fifty 
thousand  pounds  in  silver,  computing  seventy-two  of  said  continental 
dollars  to  be  equal  to  one  dollar  in  silver;  and  the  person  or  persons 
loaning  said  bills  shall  receive  notes  payable  within  one  year  after  the 
expiration  of  the  present  war,  or  a cessation  of  hostilities  between 
Great  Britain  and  these  United  States,  in  gold  and  silver  at  the  rate 
of  exchange  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  receive  one  years  advanced  interest 
in  gold  and  silver  out  of  the  avails  of  the  one  penny  tax  hereafter  laid 
by  this  act  and  payable  the  first  day  of  March  1781,  and  after  that 
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annually  a year  advanced  interest  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  hereafter 
provided  by  this  act. 

Be  it  further  enacted , That  the  monies  that  shall  be  loaned  in  this 
State  or  that  shall  be  put  on  new  securities  agreeable  to  the  provision 
of  this  act  shall  in  future  be  exempted  from  the  list  and  shall  not  in 
any  way  be  taxed  untill  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  payment 
and  the  Treasurer’s  advertising  and  offering  to  pay  and  discharge 
the  same  in  gold  and  silver. 

And  that  suitable  funds  may  be  established  for  the  punctual  dis- 
charge and  payment  of  the  interest  arising  upon  such  obligations 
annually, 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  a tax  of  one  penny  upon  the  pound  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  upon  the  list  of  1780,  payable  in  gold 
and  silver  only  by  the  first  day  of  March  next,  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  payment  of  the  interest  of  such  monies  as  shall  hereafter  be  loaned 
to  this  State,  or  put  on  new  security  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  paragraphs  of  this  act,  and  that  the  Treasurer  issue  his 
warrants  accordingly. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a tax  of  two  pence  on  the  pound 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  laid,  to  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury by  the  first  day  of  December,  1781,  and  by  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber annually  upon  the  list  of  the  several  next  preceding  years  respec- 
tively, in  gold  and  silver,  untill  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the 
aforesaid  loans,  and  that  they  be  appropriated  and  mortgaged  for  the 
payment  of  the  annual  interest  of  said  monies  that  shall  be  loaned  or 
put  on  new  security  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  para- 
graphs of  this  act  and  not  applied  to  any  other  use  or  purpose,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to  discharge  said  interest,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  issue  his  warrants  accordingly. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  person  or  persons  shall  re- 
turn any  of  said  old  notes  into  the  treasury,  or  shall  bring  any  monies 
to  be  loaned  agreeable  to  this  act,  the  Treasurer  shall  make,  subscribe 
and  deliver  to  such  person  or  persons  a promissory  note  or  obligation. 
mutatis  mutandis  in  the  form  following,  viz:

The  State  of  Connecticut  doth  owe  unto  and  hereby  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  law  full  money,  from  A.  B.  of  H. 

which  they  promise  to  pay  unto  the  said  A.  B.  or  his  order  in  Spanish 
milled  dollars  at  the  rate  of  six  shillings  each,  or  other  gold  or  silver 
coins  equivalent,  at  or  before  the  end  of  one  year  after  the  expiration 
of  the  present  war  or  a cessation  of  hostilities  between  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States,  with  the  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum , 
which  interest  shall  be  annually  paid  in  gold  and  silver  in  pursuance 
of  and  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
held  at  Hartford  on  the  29tli  day  of  Xovember,  77 80.

Provided  nevertheless,  That  the  Treasurer  shall  not  give  notes  for 
a less  sum  than  ten  pounds. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  here- 
by required  to  make  out  and  return  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Assem- 
bly a particular  account  of  the  ballances  due  upon  the  several  taxes 
that  have  been  heretofore  granted  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  from 
what  towns  such  several  ballances  are  due. 

Whereas  prisoners  of  war  and  persons  convicted  by  due  course 
of  law  for  divers  crimes  and  felonies  and  committed  to  the  county 
goal  in  the  county  of  Hartford  have  found  means  from  time  to  time 
to  escape  from  their  confinement  in  said  prison  and  in  some  instances 
to  defraud  this  State  of  the  benefit  of  their  exchange  or  to  elude 
the  hand  of  justice:  Therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Selah 
Hart,  John  Dickinson  and  John  Treadwell,  Esqrs,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a committee  to  examine  into  the  reasons  and  causes 
of  such  escapes,  and  for  that  purpose  are  hereby  fully  authorized 
and  impowered  by  subpena  or  warrant  to  call  before  them  any  person 
or  persons  whatever  that  may  have  knowledge  of  the  reasons  and 
causes  of  such  escapes  and  them  to  examine  under  oath  relative  there- 
to, and  report  make  of  the  result  of  such  enquiry  to  the  next  meeting 
of  this  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired  to  represent  to  Congress  the  very  great  embarrassment  and 
expences  this  State  is  involved  in  by  means  of  the  large  and  untimely 
requisitions  made  for  recruiting  and  furnishing  the  army,  the  same 
being  postponed  to  so  late  a period  that  it  will  be  almost  impossible 
to  comply  therewith,  especially  in  respect  to  the  article  of  salted 
provisions,  and  that  it  is  very  unhappy  that  these  important  objects 
were  not  more  early  attended  to;  at  the  same  time  to  assure  Congress 
that  though  this  State  are  fully  sensible  that  those  requisitions  are 
vastly  beyond  our  just  proportion,  yet  every  possible  effort  is  making 
to  comply  therewith,  so  far  as  the  nature  and  circumstances  of  the 
case  will  admit.  And  that  his  Excellency  likewise  suggest  to  Con- 
gress that  upon  good  information  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that 
there  has  been  great  loss  and  spoil  of  cloathing  belonging  to  the  United 
States  for  want  of  proper  care  and  attention  to  the  department. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  session  in  May  last  on  the  memorial 
of  Joseph  Hopkins  and  others  referred  the  consideration  of  a number 
of  bills  of  cost  arising  on  the  felony  committed  by  a number  of  per- 
sons by  breaking  open  the  dwelling-house  of  Ebenezer  Dayton  in  New 
Haven  in  the  month  of  April  last  to  the  consideration  of  the  honorable 
superior  court,  but  as  the  multiplicity  of  business  renders  it  difficult 
for  said  superior  court  to  liquidate  and  settle  said  bills : Therefore 
resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  consideration  of  the  said  bills  of 
cost  be  and  they  are  hereby  referred  to  the  county  court  in  and  for  the 
county  of  New  Haven,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  allow  and  tax  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  said  bills  of  cost  as  they  shall  find  just  and  rea- 
sonable, and  report  make  to  the  General  Assembly  at  their  next  session. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
requested  to  write  his  Excellency  General  Washington  desiring  that 
Colo.  Sheldon’s  regiment  of  dragoons  be  cantoned  out  in  some  proper 
place  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  in  their  present  session  have 
ordered  a quantity  of  pork  and  fish  to  be  purchased  and  put  up  for 
the  use  of  the  army  of  the  United  States;  and  whereas  a sufficient 
quantity  of  salt,  as  well  for  that  purpose  as  for  saving  the  pork  and 
beef  now  putting  up  by  order  of  the  Assembly  in  October  last,  hath 
not  yet  been  purchased  and  distributed:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of 
Safety  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  and  impowered  to  order  the  pur- 
chasing such  quantities  both  of  foreign  and  American  manufactured 
salt  for  putting  up  pork,  beef  and  fish,  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time 
find  necessary,  and  the  same  distribute  to  such  town  or  towns  as 
shall  want  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  make  up  and  return  to  this  Assembly 
at  their  next  meeting  an  estimate  of  the  debts  due  from  this  State; 
and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  call  upon  the  Commissary  Clothier 
and  Quarter-Master  of  this  State  for  the  sums  due  in  their  several 
departments. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  procured  and  salted  up  at 
the  expence  of  this  State  three  thousand  barrels  of  shad.  That  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  appoint  a suitable  person  or  persons 
to  procure  salt  and  barrells  and  contract  for  the  fish  and  see  that 
the  same  are  'well  salted  and  packed  up,  and  direct  orders  to  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  such  sums  as  shall  be  necessary  for  that 
purpose.  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety 
appoint  suitable  persons  in  such  town  or  towns  as  they  shall  think 
proper  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  purchase  and  salt  up  in  good  order 
three  thousand  and  five  hundred  barrels  of  good  pork,  and  that  they 
direct  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  to  draw  orders  in  favour  of  such 
purchasers  on  the  Treasurer  for  such  sum  or  sums  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose;  and  also  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  purchase 
four  thousand  gallons  of  rum  and  direct  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
to  draw  orders  on  the  treasury  for  such  sums  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  that  purpose. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  forthwith  raised  by 
peremptory  detachment  from  the  several  brigades  wdthin  this  State  one 
thousand  able-bodied  effective  men  including  officers,  to  be  immediately 
marched  to  the  post  of  Horseneck  and  to  be  held  in  service  for  the 
term  of  two  months  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  at  said  post. 
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unless  sooner  discharged,  to  be  entituled  to  the  same  pay,  wages  and 
refreshments  as  those  of  equal  rank  in  the  continental  army  are 
entituled  to  have  and  receive.  And  the  Captain  General  is  hereby 
desired  to  give  the  necessary  orders  to  the  brigadiers  general  of  the 
respective  brigades  for  apportioning  the  officers  and  men  to  each  of 
them  according  to  the  returns  of  such  brigades  respectively,  and  also 
for  officering,  detaching  equipping  and  marching  the  men  to  the  place 
of  their  destination,  as  are  proper  and  customary  in  like  cases  and 
in  such  manner  as  may  speedily  and  effectually  answer  the  pur- 
poses of  this  resolve;  and  also  to  give  the  necessary  orders  to  the 
brigadiers  general  of  the  2d,  3d  and  4th  brigades,  directing  them  to 
take  the  most  effectual  measures  to  put  their  respective  brigades  into 
the  best  posture  of  defence,  taking  care  that  the  men  are  compleatly 
armed  and  accoutred  with  every  thing  necessary  for  immediate  action, 
and  see  that  they  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  march  at  a moment’s 
warning.  And  that  four  pence  per  mile  in  bills  of  this  State  be 
allowed  to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  so  detached 
from  their  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of  their  destination  for 
subsistance,  to  be  advanced  to  them  at  the  time  of  marching  by 
the  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  who  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  same  of  the  collectors  of  their  respective  towns  and  whose  receipt 
to  such  collectors  being  brought  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  the 
said  committee  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  amount  of  the  sum  of  said  receipt  in  favour  of  such  collector 
charging  the  same  to  such  officer  to  be  settled  and  accounted  for  at  the 
time  of  settling  his  pay-roll. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired  and  requested  and  he  is  hereby  desired,  to  write  to  the  Dele- 
gates from  this  State  in  Congress,  that  they  do  transmit  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  their  full  proportion  of  all  the  Journals  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Congress  which  have  been  already  printed  and  published 
or  that  may  be  hereafter  printed,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their 
publication. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  collectors  in  this 
State  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  pay  into  the  treasury  all 
the  old  continental  bills  they  have  heretofore  collected  and  now  have 
on  hand  or  shall  hereafter  receive  upon  any  of  the  taxes  laid  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
impowered  and  requested,  with  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  to 
discharge  so  many  of  the  one  thousand  militia  ordered  by  this  Assem- 
bly to  be  drafted  and  marched  to  the  western  frontiers  and  at  such 
time  as  he  shall  judge  the  public  safety  will  admit  of. 

Whereas  a speedy  settlement  of  taxes  already  become  due  is  abso- 
lutely necessary,  and  it  is  in  vain  to  attempt  a supply  of  the  treasury 
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by  taxation  without  a punctual  collection  of  the  taxes:  Therefore 
resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  issue  out  his  execution  against  such  collectors  as  shall  be 
negligent  in  collecting  taxes,  excepting  the  collector  of  the  town  of 
Greenwich,  and  take  proper  measures  for  compelling  as  soon  as  may 
be  a settlement  of  all  taxes  that  have  already  become  due. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  give 
orders  to  the  selectmen  and  receivers  of  provisions  in  the  town  of 
New  Haven  and  Milford  and  the  several  towns  in  the  county  of 
Fairfield  lying  on  the  sea  coast,  immediately  to  move  back  into  the 
country  to  such  places  as  they  shall  judge  safe,  and  at  the  expence  of 
this  State,  all  the  beef,  pork  and  flour  put  up  in  those  towns  by  order 
of  the  General  Assembly,  taking  care  to  deposit  no  large  quantity  in 
any  one  particular  place,  and  to  impress  teams  for  that  purpose  if 
needfull. 

It  is  further  resolved,  That  the  Captain  General  give  orders  for 
proper  and  sufficient  guards  forthwith  to  be  stationed  at  the  bridges 
over  Housatonuck  River  at  New  Milford  and  Woodbury,  to  prevent 
any  injury  being  done  to  the  same.  And  that  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor acquaint  General  Washington  by  express  of  the  intelligence  he 
hath  received  of  a meditated  incursion  of  the  enemy  into  this  State 
and  request  such  aid  as  the  general  shall  think  can  be  spared  from  the 
continental  army  for  the  defence  thereof,  and  to  forward  any  intelli- 
gence he  hath  or  may  receive  from  New  York  or  otherwise  of  such 
intended  incursion;  and  that  his  Excellency  in  the  mean  time  give 
the  necessary  orders  that  Colo.  Sheldon  with  his  regiment  of  dragoons 
remain  till  further  orders  at  his  present  quarters  in  Waterbury  or 
remove  to  such  other  place  as  his  Excellency  the  Governor  shall  think 
proper. 

An  Act  to  enable  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  negotiate  a Loan  on  the 

Credit  of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  his 
Excellency  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Esquire,  Governor  of  this  State,  be 
and  he  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  to  negotiate  a loan 
on  the  credit  and  for  the  use  of  this  State  in  Europe  or  America  of  a 
sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  for 
a term  not  less  than  seven  or  more  than  twenty  years  on  an  interest 
to  be  paid  annually  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  to 
pledge  the  faith  of  this  State  for  the  payment  of  said  interest  and 
principal  at  the  treasury  office  in  said  State,  and  that  good  and  suffi- 
cient funds  shall  be  established  and  appropriated  for  that  purpose 
so  soon  as  said  loan  shall  be  obtained.  And  whatsoever  shall  be  done 
by  his  Excellency  the  said  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Esqr,  Governor,  or  his 
order,  agreeably  to  the  powers  and  authority  herein  given  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  on  this  State  to  every  intent  and  purpose. 
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Whereas  his  Excellency  General  Washington  has  ordered  the 
second  regiment  of  light  dragoons  of  the  continental  army  into  this 
State  for  winter  quarters,  consisting  of  six  troops  amounting  to  about 
two  hundred  and  forty  men  and  one  hundred  and  forty  horses,  and 
as  there  is  no  public  magazines  provided  for  their  support:  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  regiment  be  forthwith  stationed  at 
the  several  towns  in  the  county  of  Litchfield  hereafter  named,  viz : 
one  troop  at  Cornwall,  one  troop  at  Salisbury,  one  troop  at  Sharon, 
one  troop  at  Torrington,  one  troop  at  Goshen,  and  one  troop  at 
Canaan;  and  the  respective  towns  aforesaid  are  hereby  directed  to 
make  necessary  provision  for  the  support  of  the  said  men  and  horses 
as  the  law  in  such  case  directs  at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  State. 
And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  make  necessary  orders  to 
carry  this  resolve  into  execution,  untill  an  order  shall  he  obtained  from 
General  Washington  to  have  said  troops  cantoned  out  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  twentieth  part  of  the  tax  of 
one  penny  on  the  pound  granted  by  this  Assembly  on  the  list  for  the 
year  1780,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  loans,  and  also  one 
twentieth  part  of  the  tax  of  two  pence  on  the  pound  granted  by  this 
Assembly  on  said  list  for  the  same  year  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  be 
abated,  and  that  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  several  towns 
in  this  State  apportion  out  said  abatements  in  the  usual  manner  and 
certify  the  same  as  heretofore  required  in  like  cases  of  abatement. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  examine,  liquidate 
and  settle  the  several  accounts  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Green- 
wich which  shall  be  properly  authenticated  for  supplies  of  wood,  forage, 
grain,  barracking  and  victualling,  for  the  State  guards  and  militia  of 
this  State  which  have  been  stationed  at  said  Greenwich  since  the  first 
day  of  January  last;  also  for  teams  to  transport  any  of  the  aforesaid 
articles,  and  to  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such 
sum  or  sums  as  they  shall  find  justly  due  to  any  of  said  inhabitants. 
And  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  to  observe  the  same  rules  as 
they  have  heretofore  been  regulated  by  in  settling  similar  accounts. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  here- 
by impowered  and  directed  to  negotiate  on  behalf  of  this  State  with  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Continental  Loan  Office  and  such  person  or 
persons  as  shall  desire  the  same  an  exchange  to  the  amount  of  and 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  of  the  bills  issuing 
on  the  credit  of  this  State  pursuant  to  a resolution  of  Congress  of  the 
18th  of  March  last,  including  the  ten  thousand  pounds  heretofore 
ordered  to  be  exchanged  for  the  continental  bills  now  in  circulation  at 
the  exchange  of  forty  of  the  latter  for  one  of  the  former. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  William  Imley  Commissioner  of  the  Con- 
tinental Loan  Office  within  this  State. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  for  the  future  whoever  shall  be 
appointed  Commissioner  of  the  Continental  Loan  Office  within  this 
State  shall  previous  to  his  entering  upon  his  office  give  bond  with  suffi- 
cient-surety or  sureties  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  time  being 
in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds,  L.  money,  for  the  well,  true 
and  faithfull  discharge  of  his  said  office,  and  shall  likewise  take  the 
oath  of  fidelity  and  office  by  Congress  in  such  cases  made  and  provided. 

Whereas  John  Lawrence,  Esq.,  former  Commissioner  of  the  Conti- 
nental Loan  Office  in  this  State,  has  resigned  his  said  office,  which 
resignation  has  been  accepted  and  thereupon  Mr.  William  Imlay  has 
been  appointed  in  his  room  and  stead  and  has  given  bond  and  taken  the 
oath  of  qualification  required : Resolved,  that  the  said  J ohn  Lawrence, 
Esqr,  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  over  into  the  hands  of  said 
William  Imlay  all  the  books,  papers,  money,  accounts  and  documents, 
any  w7ays  appertaining  to  said  office,  taking  triplicate  receipts  therefor, 
one  to  be  transported  to  the  Continental  Treasury  Board,  one  to  be 
lodged  in  the  Secretary’s  office  of  this  State,  and  the  other  to  retain 
li  mi  self ; aim  that  the  bond  given  by  said  Imlay  as  aforesaid  be  like- 
wise lodged  in  said  Secretary’s  office. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  in 
adjusting  the  accounts  of  Capt.  Jesse  Bell  and  his  company,  Lieut. 
John  Bean  and  his  company  of  matrosses,  and  Capt.  Timothy  Lockwood 
and  his  company,  for  their  services  as  guards  at  Stamford  and  Green- 
wich from  the  23d  of  March,  1779,  to  the  8th  of  January,  1780,  com- 
pute the  continental  bills  of  credit  wrhich  they  have  received  in  pay- 
ment according  to  the  value  thereof  agreeable  to  the  scale  of  deprecia- 
tion in  such  case  made  and  provided ; any  former  resolve  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
of  New  Haven  wdiich  now  stands  adjourned  to  the  third  Tuesday  of 
December,  1780,  be  and  the  same  with  all  the  causes  and  matters  there- 
in depending  is  hereby  further  adjourned  to  the  4th  Tuesday  of  Decem- 
ber, 1780,  to  be  then  held  at  New  Haven  in  and  for  the  county  of  New 
Haven.  And  all  parties  concerned  are  to  take  notice  thereof  and  give 
their  attendance  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  superior  court  in  the  county  of 
Windham  which  now  stands  adjourned  to  the  4th  Tuesday  of  Decem- 
ber, 1780,  be  and  the  same  with  all  the  matters  therein  depending  is 
hereby  further  adjourned  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  1781,  to  be 
then  held  at  Windham  in  and  for  the  county  of  Windham.  And  all 
parties  concerned  are  to  take  notice  thereof  and  give  their  attendance 
accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  adjourned  superior  court  to  be 
held  at  Newr  Haven  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December,  1780,  be  and 
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the  same  with  all  the  matters  therein  depending  is  hereby  further 
adjourned  to  the  third  Tuesday  of  December,  1780,  then  to  be  held  at 
New  Haven  in  the  county  of  New  Haven;  and  all  parties  concerned  are 
to  take  notice  thereof  and  give  their  attendance  accordingly.

This  Assembly  do  establish  Reuben  Hurlburt  to  be  Captain  of  the 
8th  company  or  trainband  in  the  18th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Abner  Yiets  to  be  Lieutenant  of  the 
8th  company  or  trainband  in  the  18th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Hezekiah  Holcomb  to  be  Ensign  of  the 
8th  company  or  trainband  in  the  18th  regiment  in  this  State.

This  Assembly  do  establish  Benja.  Starr  Mygatt  to  be  Ensign 
of  the  third  company  of  alarm  list  in  the  13  th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Nathaniel  Slason  to  be  Captain  of  the 
11th  company  or  trainband  in  the  9th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Nathan  Howe  to  be  Lieutenant  of  the 
11th  company  or  trainband  in  the  9th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Joseph  Mather  to  be  Ensign  of  the 
11th  company  or  trainband  in  the  9th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Joseph  Bennet  to  be  Captain  of  the 
6th  company  or  trainband  in  the  4th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Ebenezer  Morehouse  to  be  Lieutenant 
of  the  6th  company  or  trainband  in  the  4th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Samuel  Smith  to  be  Ensign  of  the  6th 
company  or  trainband  in  the  4th  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Brintnal  Robbins  to  be  Ensign  of  the 
7th  company  or  trainband  in  the  21st  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Asa  Phillips  to  be  Ensign  of  the  1st 
company  or  trainband  in  the  21st  regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Samuel  Southmaid  of  Watertown  to  be 
Surveyor  of  Lands  for  the  county  of  Litchfield. 

Whereas  application  is  made  to  this  Assembly  by  Colo.  John  Ely. 
in  behalf  of  the  officers  belonging  to  this  State  now  prisoners  on  Long 
Island  and  those  who  have  lately  been  exchanged,  for  monies  to  dis- 
charge their  debts  contracted  on  said  island  since  their  captivity : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  the 
advice  of  Council  of  Safety  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  to  negotiate 
a loan  or  loans  on  the  credit  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
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and  to  do  and  order  all  that  is  found  necessary  to  accomplish  the  pay- 
ment of  their  reasonable  debts  in  the  recess  of  the  Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Tallmadge,  David  Smith  and 
Richard  Sill,  officers  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army, 
in  behalf  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  said  line,  shewing  that  their 
subsistance  money  has  been  paid  them  in  a depreciated  medium,  that 
the  pay  masters  serving  in  the  years  1777  and  1778  were  in  the  adjust- 
ment for  the  three  last  years  allowed  only  £S  per  month  when  their 
wages  by  act  of  Congress  were  established  at  £12  0 0 per  month,  that 
they  are  much  distressed  in  consequence  of  the  detention  of  their  wages 
for  near  a year  past,  and  praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file 
may  more  fully  appear : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  there  be  appro- 
priated to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  con- 
tinental army  of  the  confiscated  estates  of  inimical  persons  which  have 
been  ordered  to  be  sold  by  this  Assembly  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thou- 
sand pounds,  lawfull  silver  money,  at  the  apprisal  of  judicious  men  to 
be  mutually  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety  and  the  committee  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  aforesaid,  and  to 
he  received  by  them  in  payment  of  the  wages  of  said  officers  and  soldiers 
for  the  year  past  to  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
for  the  time  being  is  hereby  appointed  and  fully  authorized  and  im- 
powered  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  State,  to  execute  good  authen- 
tick  deeds  of  conveyance  with  warranty  to  said  officers  and  soldiers  of 
said  lands  or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  they  shall  produce  to  purchase 
the  same:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  above  provision  shall  not 
extend  to  any  more  of  said  officers  and  soldiers  or  their  legal  represen- 
tatives than  shall  agree  by  writing  under  their  hands  to  accept  the 
same  on  the  terms  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Treasurer 
before  such  deeds  shall  be  executed  and  that  deeds  shall  be  executed 
by  him  only  for  such  proportion  of  said  lands  as  there  shall  be  of 
said  officers  and  soldiers  computing  according  to  their  wages  who 
shall  have  lodged  their  agreement  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Anne  Bliss,  the  only  surviving  executor 
of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Ebenezer  Bliss  late  of  East  Windsor, 
decd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  as  allowed 
by  the  court  of  probate  against  said  estate  together  with  necessaries 
set  out  to  the  widow  surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said  deceas’d 
the  sum  of  £95  12  6,  L.  money,  and  that  no  provision  is  made  in  by 
said  last  will  and  testament  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  decd  as  will  raise 
said  sum  with  the  incident  charges  of  sale  &c.  as  per  memorial  on 
file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority 
is  hereby  given  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said 
decd  as  will  raise  the  said  sum  of  £95  12  6,  L.  money,  and  incident 
charges  of  sale;  and  Major  Lemuel  Stoughton  is  appointed  and 
impowered  to  make  such  sale  and  give  a deed  or  deeds  accordingly, 
taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  prohate  for  the  district  of  Hart- 
ford therein. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Smith  and  Richard  Sill,  in  hehalf 
of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  army  to  make  a settlement  with  the 
committee  from  this  Assembly,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they 
have  received  no  wages  for  some  time  past  and  are  destitute  of  money 
to  Lear  their  necessary  expences  whilst  upon  said  business;  praying 
for  a grant  of  two  hundred  pounds  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State, 
as  per  memorial  on  file  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  said  memorialists  for  said  sum  of  two 
hundred  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  hills  of  this  State;  taking  their 
receipt  therefor  to  be  accountable  to  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  Jonathan  Wells  of  Hartford,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  in  June  last  he  was  ordered  to  take  the  command 
of  eight  hundred  men  detached  from  the  militia  of  the  first  and  from 
Gen1  Silliman’s  brigade  and  to  march  them  to  West  Point  for  the 
defence  of  that  post,  and  that  by  reason  of  several  delays  the  men  from 
the  first  brigade  were  held  in  suspence  for  several  days  and  that  in 
the  end  marched  no  farther  than  Farmington,  by  which  the  pay  by  the 
present  regulations  said  men  were  entitled  only  to  pay  for  the  time 
they  were  on  the  march,  which  was  by  no  means  adequate  to  the  time 
they  were  held  in  suspence  and  from  their  business.  And  said  Colo. 
Wells  by  order  of  his  Excellency  and  Council  of  Safety  drew  from 
the  Treasurer  four  hundred  pounds,  new  money,  and  distributed  ten 
shillings  to  each  man  for  their  necessary  expences  on  said  march;  that 
the  time  said  men  were  in  actual  service  did  not  amount  to  said  sum, 
and  said  money  being  so  distributed  it  is  now  impossible  to  recover 
said  money  back  again,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Therefore  resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  in 
said  Colo.  Wells  regiment  who  actually  marched  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  ten  shillings  of  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State,  and  that  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  adjust  the  pay-rolls  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Michael  Melally,  Jonathan  Douglas,  both  of 
Hew  London  in  the  county  of  Hew  London,  administrators  on  the 
estate  of  Anne  Colefax  late  of  said  Hew  London  deceasd,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  the  estate  of  said 
deceasd  surmount  the  personal  estate  of  the  said  Anne  deceasd  the 
sum  of  £69  4 11,  lawfull  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  make  sale  of 
so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceasd  as  to  raise  said  sum,  as 
per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists 
have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  them,  to 
make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  decd  as  to  raise  said 
sum  of  £69  4 11,  L.  money,  with  the  incident  charges  of  sale  arising 
thereon ; taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Hew  London  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ebenezer  Ledyard,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1779,  this  State  were  in  debt  to  him  the 
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sum  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  in  continental  bills,  for  which  sum  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  drew  an  order  of  that  date  in  his  favour  on 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State;  that  by  reason  of  the  scarcity  of  money 
he  has  been  unable  to  obtain  any  part  of  said  sum;  praying  a just 
allowance  for  depreciation  since  the  date  of  said  order  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  receive  said  order  of  the 
memorialist  and  settle  and  adjust  the  sum  due  at  the  date  of  said  order 
agreeable  to  the  scale  of  depreciation  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly 
in  October  last,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  memorialist 
for  the  sum  they  shall  find  due  by  said  scale. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  West  of  Toland  in  Hartford  county, 
administrator  on  the  estate  of  William  Stanley  late  of  Coventry  in 
Windham  county  deceasd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts 
and  charges  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceasd,  exhibited  to  and 
allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Windham,  surmount 
the  moveable  inventoried  estate  of  said  deceasd  the  sum  of  forty 
pounds  and  four  pence,  lawfull  money;  also  farther  shewing  that  the 
whole  estate  of  said  deceasd  amounts  to  only  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds, 
L.  money,  and  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  debts  against  said  estate 
is  £55  0 6,  L.  money,  so  that  the  whole  estate  surmounts  the  debts 
<fec.  only  the  sum  of  £4  19  6,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  the 
whole  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  to  enable  him  to  pay  the  debts 
of  said  deceasd  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  to  him,  to  sell  the  whole  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  and 
with  the  avails  thereof  pay  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  said  deceasd 
and  let  out  and  improve  the  remainder,  if  any  be,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
heirs  of  said  deceasd;  taking  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Windham  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Imlay,  Commissioner  of  Loans  for 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  praying  liberty  to  construct  a temporary 
office  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  said  business  with  convenience 
to  the  public,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 

the  said  William  Imlay  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  granted  him,  to 
erect  a temporary  office  on  the  lower  floor  in  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  state  house  in  the  town  of  Hartford  of  the  dimensions  of  12  feet 
by  ten,  for  the  benefit  and  convenience  in  carrying  on  said  publick 
business. 

On  the  memorial  of  Hezekiah  Robertson  and  Apphia  his  wife,  of 
Coventry  in  Windham  county,  which  Apphia  was  late  wife  of  Samuel 
Boynton  of  said  Coventry  deceasd  and  administratrix  on  his  estate, 
shewing  that  Jeremiah  Boynton  late  of  Newbury  deceasd,  father  of 
said  Samuel  decd,  did  in  the  lifetime  of  both  for  the  feigned  con- 
sideration of  one  hundred  pounds,  L.  money,  convey  unto  the  said 
Samuel  by  his  deed,  dated  6th  of  November,  1770,  a certain  tenement 
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and  tract  of  land  in  said  Coventry  with  buildings  thereon,  containing 
about  30  acres,  bounded  and  described  in  said  deed,  and  that  said 
Samuel  at  the  same  time  became  bound  to  the  said  Jeremiah  bis 
father,  by  writing  under  bis  band  and  seal,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two 
hundred  pounds,  L.  money,  to  reconvey  said  premises  to  said  Jeremiah 
at  any  time  when  be  should  call  on  him,  said  Samuel,  therefor,  and  that 
said  Jeremiah  died  without  having  received  such  reconveyance,  but  by 
his  last  will  devised  the  premises  or  avails  thereof  to  Joshua  and 
Jeremiah,  his  two  youngest  sons,  that  the  said  Samuel,  also  decd,  before 
his  death  had  prepared  a deed  of  conveyance  of  the  premises  to  said 
Joshua  and  Jeremiah  to  whom  the  same  was  devised  and  stood  ready 
to  execute  the  same  but  was  prevented  by  sudden  death;  praying  that 
they  may  be  impowered  to  make  conveyance  and  transfer  of  sd  tract 
of  land  unto  the  said  Joshua  and  Jeremiah,  butted  and  bounded  as 
follows,  viz:  Beginning  at  a stump  by  the  highway  that  leads  from 

Coventry  meeting-house  to  the  bridge  called  Mores  Bridge,  thence  run- 
ning east  5 degrees  north  85  rods  to  a stake  and  stones,  thence  north  5 
degrees  west  14  rods  to  a stake  and  stones,  thence  west  1 degree  S.  36 
rods  and  18  links  to  a stake  and  stones,  thence  north  2 degrees  west 
70  rods  to  a stake  and  stones,  thence  west  20  degrees  south  64  rods 
to  a stake  and  stones,  thence  to  the  firstmentioned  bounds,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Ilezekiah 
and  Apphia,  administrators  on  the  estate  of  the  said  Samuel  deceasd, 
he  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  convey  and 
transfer  by  deed  under  their  hand  and  seal  unto  the  said  Joshua  and 
Jeremiah,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  according  to  the  devise  of  their 
father  the  said  Jeremiah  deceasd,  the  aforesaid  premises  and  all  the 
right  and  title  which  the  said  Samuel  deceasd  had  therein  by  virtue  of 
the  deed  beforementioned  or  by  any  other  way  or  means  in  as  ample 
and  effectual  manner  as  the  Said  Samuel  might  have  done  in  his  life 
time;  and  such  deed  being  duly  executed,  acknowledged  and  delivered 
for  the  use  of  said  Joshua  and  Jeremiah,  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction 
and  discharge  of  the  said  bond  and  the  same  thereby  become  void 
and  of  no  effect. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Stephen  Fish  of  Nantucket,  representing  to 
this  Assembly  that  two  years  ago  last  May  he  brought  into  this  State 
one  hundred  and  twenty  bushel  of  salt  &c.  which  are  since  exchanged 
for  flour  in  New  York  State,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  transport  said 
flour  from  this  State  to  the  said  Nantucket,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Stephen  Fish  have  liberty  and 
liberty  is  hereby  given  him,  to  export  from  this  State  to  said  Nan- 
tucket three  hundred  and  seventeen  bushels  of  wheat  which  he  has  bro’t 
out  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  an  equivalent  in  flour,  and  one 
hundred  bushels  of  indian  corn:  he  taking  proper  clearance  from  the 
naval  office  at  Norwalk  and  giving  bond  there  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  report  of  a committee  appointed  on  the  memorial  of 
Thomas  Tanner  of  Cornwall,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he 
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taken  prisoner  at  Fort  Washington;  that  while  he  was  in  captivity  he 
advanced  to  relieve  the  distresses  of  the  prisoners  to  the  amount  of  four 
pounds  eight  shillings  and  two  pence  in  hard  money  which  was  ad- 
vanced in  small  sums  to  a number  of  persons,  most  of  whom  are  now 
dead  and  others  scattered  in  different  parts  of  the  country;  that  when 
he  was  exchanged  he  was  set  on  shore  at  Elizabeth  Town  and  was 
obliged  to  take  a long  circuitous  rout  through  the  Jersey  in  order  to 
return  home,  by  which  means  he  was  necessitated  to  expend  about  ten 
dollars  in  hard  money ; as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  both  of  said  sums  le  allowed  to  the  memorialist  by  this 
State,  and  that  he  be  credited  by  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  the  sum 
of  seven  pounds  eight  shillings  and  two  pence  in  the  debt  charged 
against  him  in  the  books  of  said  committee  as  monies  paid  him  in 
New  York  while  a prisoner. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Samuel  Wells,  shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  in  the  year  1776  he  was  taken  prisoner  at  New  York,  lost 
his  baggage  to  a considerable  amount,  and  has  received  no  wages  ex- 
cept some  small  temporary  relief;  praying  this  Assembly  to  order 
the  payment  of  his  wages  and  make  him  a reasonable  allowance  for 
his  baggage,  as  per  report  and  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  account  for  the  memorialist  for  the 
loss  of  baggage,  and  also  liquidate  and  settle  the  wages  of  the  me- 
morialist agreeable  to  the  establishment  upon  which  he  went  into  service, 
deducting  therefrom  the  sums  he  hath  already  received : making  the 
scale  of  depreciation  adopted  in  the  settlement  with  the  continental 
army  their  rule;  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the 
memorialist  for  such  sums  as  they  shall  find  due. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Anne  Culver  of  Wallingford,  representing  to 
this  Assembly  that  her  husband,  Ensign  Samuel  Culver,  was  stationed 
at  Horseneck  and  that  in  June,  1779,  he  was  there  taken  prisoner  and 
hath  continued  in  captivity  ever  since,  and  that  by  her  said  husband’s 
absence  she  is  constrained  to  apply  to  this  Assembly  for  relief;  praying 
that  she  might  draw  her  said  husband’s  wages  or  such  part  thereof  as 
shall  be  thought  proper  : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorial- 
ist be  and  she  is  hereby  allowed  the  one  half  of  her  said  husband’s  wages 
due  to  him  from  the  time  of  his  being  captivated,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  draw  on  the  Treasurer  therefor  according  to  the 
scale  of  depreciation  established  by  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in 
October  last,  and  charge  the  same  to  the  said  Samuel  Culver. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Green  junr,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  on  the  26th  day  of  May,  1779,  David  Green,  by  deed  of  warranty 
of  that  date  by  him  well  executed,  for  the  consideration  of  six  hundred 
pounds,  lawfull  money,  conveyed  to  the  memorialist  a certain  tract  of 
land  in  the  township  of  Stafford  containing  fifty  acres  particularly 
described  in  said  deed,  and  that  the  said  David  Green  not  having 
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acknowledged  said  deed  was  the  same  week  removed  by  death,  and  by 
reason  thereof  the  memorialist  is  defeated  of  a legal  title  to  said  land; 
praying  said  deed  may  be  ratified,  authenticated  and  recorded,  and 
that  thereby  his  title  to  said  land  may  to  him  be  secured  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  town  clerk  for 
the  town  of  Stafford  receive  said  deed  and  the  same  record  among 
the  records  of  deeds  and  conveyances  of  land  in  said  town,  and  that 
the  same  being  so  recorded  shall  be  as  good  and  effectual  to  secure  to  the 
memorialist  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  the  title  and  fee  of  said  land  as 
though  the  same  had  been  acknowledged  by  the  grantor. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lud  Munson  and  Joseph  Munson,  executors 
of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Abel  Munson  decd,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  debts  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceasd  surmount 
the  moveable  estate  the  sum  of  £133  9 3,  L.  money;  praying  liberty  to 
sell  land  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file  may  appear:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  said  Lud  Munson  and  Joseph  Munson  be  and  they  are 
hereby  fully  enabled  and  impowered  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  deceasd  as  shall  amount  to  said  £133  9 3,  lawfull  money  and 
the  cost  of  making  sale;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Wallingford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Zebulon  Taylor  of  Litchfield,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  pursuant  to  special  orders  from  Major  General 
Wolcott  in  consequence  of  written  application  to  him  made  by  Lieut. 
Mosher  of  Colo.  Jackson’s  regiment  in  the  continental  army,  he  with  a 
number  of  men  under  his  command  apprehended  and  committed  to 
Litchfield  county  goal  twelve  deserters  from  said  continental  army  who 
were  soon  after  forwarded  to  camp,  in  doing  which  he  was  at  con- 
siderable expence  for  himself  and  guard;  praying  for  relief  &c.  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 

Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  examine,  liquidate  and 
settle  the  account  of  said  Capt.  Taylor  for  the  above  service  according 
to  the  scale  of  depreciation  established  by  law,  and  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  what  they  find  justly  due  in  the  premises,  and  charge  the 
same  to  the  account  of  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  or  representation  of  Thomas  Wickham,  of  Ston- 
ington  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  Esqr,  and  others,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  a quantity  of  wheat,  rye,  indian  corn,  flour  and  pork, 
is  wanted  for  their  use  and  consumption,  and  praying  for  liberty  to 
transport  the  same  by  water  from  Midletown  to  said  Stonington : Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  granted  and  leave  and  liberty 
is  hereby  given  and  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Wickham,  to  trans- 
port and  carry  from  Midletown  to  said  Stonington  by  water  three 
hundred  and  fifty  bushels  of  indian  com  and  rye,  two  tons  of  wheat 
flour,  and  thirty  barrels  of  pork : the  said  Wickham  giving  sufficient 
bond  conditioned  that  the  said  flour,  rye,  indian  corn  and  pork  shall 
be  delivered  into  the  hands  and  care  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Minor  of  said 
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Stonington  and  be  distributed  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  Stonington 
according  to  the  directions  and  order  of  said  Minor. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  George  Griswold,  Andrew  Griswold  and 
Silas  Sill,  all  of  Lyme,  shewing  that  they  have  purchased  and  received 
for  rents  of  their  land  at  Chatham  90  bushels  of  wheat  for  the  use  of 
their  families  and  dependents;  praying  for  liberty  to  transport  the 
same  by  water  to  their  own  homes  in  said  Lyme,  as  per  memorial  &c. : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  be  and  they  are 
hereby  permitted  to  transport  the  same  90  bushels  of  wheat  by  water 
to  said  Lyme  for  the  use  of  their  families;  giving  bond  in  the  naval 
office  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Ingraham  junr  of  Lyme,  shewing 
that  he  is  employed  by  a number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of 
Lyme  who  are  manufacturers  of  salt,  to  bring  up  Connecticut  River  a 
quantity  of  salt  and  exchange  the  same  for  grain  for  the  use  of  their 
families  and  that  he  has  exchanged  the  same  for  six  hundred  weight  of 
wheat  flour,  one  hundred  and  fifty  weight  of  rye  flour,  sixty  bushels 
of  wheat,  thirty  bushels  of  rye,  and  ninety-five  bushels  of  indian  corn 
chiefly  on  the  ear;  praying  for  liberty  to  carry  said  grain  by  water  to 
said  Lvme  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  permitted  to  carry  to  said  Lyme 
by  water  said  grain  and  flour  for  the  use  of  the  families  of  his  em- 
ployers ; giving  bond  at  the  naval  office  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  George  Dorr  junr,  Amon  Taber  and  Josephus 
Loveit,  of  Lyme,  shewing  that  they  are  manufacturers  of  salt  at  said 
Lyme  and  have  exchanged  the  same  with  the  inhabitants  of  this  State 
for  flour  and  grain  which  now  is  on  board  a small  vessell  in  Con- 
necticut River  at  Hartford;  praying  for  liberty  to  carry  their  said 
grain  by  water  to  said  Lyme  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  be  and  they  are  hereby  permitted  to 
carry  to  said  Lyme  by  water  26  bushels  of  rye,  two  bushels  of  wheat, 
17  ct  2 qrs.  of  flour  and  155  bushels  of  indian  corn,  for  the  use  of  their 
families;  giving  bond  at  the  naval  office  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jesse  Cook  and  Thomas  Tanner,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  have  been  prisoners  in  New  York  ever  since 
Fort  Washington  was  taken,  and  that  each  of  them  had  at  the  time  of 
their  being  captivated  a small  sum  of  bills  emitted  by  this  State 
which  since  their  captivity  has  been  ordered  to  be  delivered  into  the 
treasury  and  notes  given  therefor,  the  said  Cook  had  eleven  pounds  in 
the  face  of  the  bills  exclusive  of  interest,  the  said  Tanner  had  six 
pounds  ten  shillings  exclusive  of  interest,  that  they  had  no  oppor- 
tunity to  lodge  said  money  with  the  Treasurer:  Therefore  resolved 

by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Cook  and  Tanner  be  allowed  to  return  the 
aforesaid  sums  of  money  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  who  is  ordered 
and  directed  to  receive  the  same  and  to  give  them  notes  upon  the 
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State  allowing  interest  on  said  monies  from  the  time  the  same  was 
ordered  in. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Henshaw,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  a committee  appointed  to  adjust  his  accounts  with  the  State  as 
manager  of  the  furnace  at  Salisbury  reported  to  this  Assembly  at  their 
sessions  in  October,  1779,  that  there  was  then  due  to  him  a ballance  of 
£442  12  11%,  and  praying  this  Assembly  to  order  payment  of  the 
same  with  just  allowance  for  depreciation:  Resolved  by  this  As- 

sembly, that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favour  of  said  Henshaw  for  said  ballance  of  £442  12  11%,  with  allowT- 
ance  for  depreciation  thereon  since  the  month  of  October,  1779. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Tanner  and  Jesse  Cook,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  were  lieutenants  in  Colo.  Bradley’s  regiment 
of  infantry  in  the  service  of  this  State  in  the  year  1776,  and  were  both 
taken  at  Fort  Washington  and  held  prisoners  untill  the  2d  day  of 
November,  1780;  praying  this  Assembly  to  allow  them  their  rank  as  if 
in  the  field  all  the  time  of  their  captivity,  and  consequently  the  ad- 
vanced pay  or  wages,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  As- 
sembly, that  the  same  wages  allowed  to  lieutenants  in  the  continental 
army  be  allowed  to  Lieut.  Tanner,  and  that  the  value  of  the  nominal 
sum  of  his  wages  in  continental  money  or  the  value  thereof  in  bills 
of  credit  emitted  by  this  State  be  immediately  paid  him  to  relieve  his 
present  wants,  and  that  the  depreciation  of  the  money  due  him  be 
liquidated  and  adjusted  by  the  same  rules  and  regulations  which  were 
observed  in  the  settlement  with  the  army;  and  the  Committee  of  the 
Pay-Tables  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  a settlement  with  said 
Tanner  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  his  favour  accordingly,  deducting 
from  his  wages  the  amount  of  monies  he  has  received  from  this  State 
while  a prisoner.  And  that  the  settlement  with  Lieut.  Cook  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  appointed  to  settle  with  the  Connecticut  Line 
of  the  continental  army. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Isaac  Cook  junr  of  Wallingford,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  hath  expended  in  transporting  prisoners  of  war 
sent  to  him  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Commissary  of  Prisoners,  for 
guards  and  other  necessaries,  the  sum  of  three  pounds,  L.  money,  as  per 
memorial ; praying  that  the  same  may  be  allowed  him  for  said  service : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Isaac  Cook  junr  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  three  pounds,  L.  money;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  therefor  and  charge  the  same  to  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Stephen  Tilden,  of  Hartford  in  the  county 
of  Cumberland  and  State  of  Hew  York,  shewing  that  he  is  conservator 
of  the  person  and  estate  of  Amasa  Tilden  residing  with  him,  a person 
naturally  insane  and  wanting  of  understanding;  that  he,  said  con- 
servator, had  expended  for  the  support  of  said  Amasa  to  the  amount

of  £45  10  9,  L.  money,  as  by  his  account  audited  and  allowed  by  the 
county  court  of  the  county  of  Windham  in  February,  1776,  and  that 
he  has  supported  the  said  Amasa  ever  since  and  still  supports  him,  but 
has  not  by  reason  of  his  distance  &c.  been  able  to  have  his  accounts 
thereof  audited  and  settled  by  said  court ; that  said  Amasa  is  owner  of 
two  certain  pieces  of  land  in  Lebanon  in  the  county  aforesaid,  both 
containing  about  64  acres  and  of  the  value  and  apprisal  of  £175  16  8, 
L.  money;  and  praying  to  be  authorized  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said 
land  for  the  support  of  said  Amasa,  first  giving  sufficient  bond  to  the 
selectmen  of  said  Lebanon  for  the  due  maintenance  of  said  Amasa 
during  life,  and  to  refund  to  his  legal  representatives  whatever  may 
remain  in  the  hands  of  said  conservator  of  the  avails  of  said  land  after 
his  decease  above  the  sums  which  are  or  shall  be  allowed  by  said  county 
court  for  such  his  maintenance;  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Stephen  Tilden  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  impowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  two  tracts  of  land  set  out 
and  divided  to  the  said  Amasa  as  the  same  may  appear  on  the  files  and 
records  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Windham,  and  to 
make  and  execute  any  proper  deed  or  deeds  sufficient  for  conveying 
and  transferring  all  the  right  and  title  which  said  Amasa  has,  may  or 
can  have  in  and  to  the  same  to  any  purchaser  or  purchasers;  first 
giving  sufficient  bond  with  surety  to  the  selectmen  of  said  town  of 
Lebanon  that  he,  said  Stephen,  or  his  heirs  &c.  shall  well  and  suitably 
provide  for  and  maintain  the  said  Amasa  during  his  natural  life  and 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  said  town  from  any  charge  or  ex- 
pence for  his  support,  and  also  that  he  or  they  shall  refund  and  pay 
to  the  legal  representatives  of  said  Amasa  after  his  decease  whatever 
sum  may  remain,  if  any,  in  his  hands  of  the  avails  of  said  lands,  de- 
ducting what  has  been  or  shall  be  allowed  by  the  county  court  of  said 
county  of  Windham  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
Amasa  during  his  life. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  Roger  Enos,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  from  the  commencement  of  the  present  war  to  the  1st  of  March, 
1779,  he  hath  been  in  the  service  as  many  months  as  any  officer  of  his 
rank  in  the  continental  army,  and  hath  not  received  pay  for  more  than 
half  that  time;  that  he  hath  never  recd  any  cloathing  and  but  few 
refreshments  during  his  time  of  service;  that  in  the  year  1777  he 
commanded  a regiment  stationed  from  Byram  River  to  Branford  and 
received  orders  from  his  Excellency  Governor  Trumbull  to  take  post 
at  no  particular  place,  but  to  ride  from  place  to  place  to  post  the  men 
in  the  most  advantageous  situations  for  the  security  of  the  frontiers 
and  sea  coast,  and  was  at  great  expence  in  riding  forward  and  back- 
ward on  those  extensive  posts,  and  that  in  the  year  1778,  he  com- 
manded at  the  separate  and  important  post  of  Horseneck,  where  was 
a very  great  resort  of  officers  passing  to  and  from  New  York  in  con- 
sequence of  the  orders  from  the  executives  of  the  New  England  States, 
by  means  whereof  he  was  obliged  to  be  at  very  considerable  expence, 
and  that  in  those  ways  he  hath  expended  not  less  than  three  hundred 
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pounds,  L.  money ; praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  receive  out  of  the  public 
treasury  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  in  bills  of  credit 
emitted  by  the  authority  of  this  State  since  the  1st  day  of  January 
last,  as  a compensation  for  his  extra  expences  in  the  premises,  and  the 
Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Chloe  Jearome  of  Farmington,  adminis- 
tratrix on  the  estate  of  Andrew  Jearom  of  said  Farmington  deceasd, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  the 
estate  of  said  decd,  in  addition  to  those  for  the  payment  of  which  liberty 
hath  heretofore  been  granted  by  this  Assembly  to  sell  real  estate  of 
said  decd,  amount  to  the  sum  of  £17  4 1,  L.  money;  that  it  will  be 
for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs  of  said  deceasd  for  the  whole  of  said  real 
estate  to  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  said  debts,  the  remainder  to  be 
appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs;  and  praying  for  liberty  to 
sell  the  whole  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  accordingly,  as  per 
memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have 
liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  her,  to  sell  the 
whole  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  for  the  payment  of  said  debts 
and  charges  with  incident  charges  of  sale,  to  stand  accountable  for 
the  remainder  thereof  to  the  heirs  of  the  deceasd;  taking  the  direction 
of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Farmington  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ashbel  Wells  junr  of  Hartford,  representing 
to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  night  of  the  2d  of  September  last  he  had 
by  accident  sundry  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  the  authority  of  this  State 
burnt  and  so  far  consumed  by  fire  and  defaced  as  to  render  the  same 
impassible:  to  wit,  four  bills  of  the  denomination  of  twenty  shillings, 
one  of  ten,  and  one  of  five  shillings,  of  the  emission  of  June,  1780; 
four  bills  of  the  denomination  of  forty  shillings  and  of  the 
same  emission,  two  bills  of  the  denomination  of  forty  shillings 
of  the  emission  of  July,  1780,  and  one  ten-shilling  bill  of  the 
emission  of  March,  1780,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the  sum  of 
£17  5 0;  and  praying  that  the  Treasurer  might  be  directed  to  receive 
the  said  defaced  bills  and  issue  a sum  equivalent  in  good  bills,  as  per 
memorial  on  file  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
exhibit  the  bills  burnt  and  defaced  as  aforesaid  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State,  who  upon  examining  the  same  and  finding  them  true  bills  is 
ordered  and  directed  to  receive  the  same  and  deliver  and  pay  out  of 
the  public  treasury  to  the  said  Ashbel  Wells  whatever  they  shall 
amount  to  in  good  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  the  authority  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  Phineas  Porter  of  Waterbury  and 
Timothy  Clark  and  Mary  Clark,  administrators  on  the  estate  of 
Thomas  Clark  late  of  said  Waterbury  decd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  said  Phineas  and  his  late  wife  Esther  decd  agreed  to  sell  and 
convey  to  the  said  Thomas  decd  three  acres  of  land  lying  at  a place 
called  the  north  end  of  Pine  Hill  in  said  Waterbury,  for  which  the 
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said  Thomas  when  in  full  life  had  fully  paid  but  before  a deed  of  the 
premises  was  executed  the  said  Esther  and  Thomas  both  died,  by  which 
means  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Thomas  decd  is  em- 
barrassed; praying  that  the  said  Phineas  may  be  impowered  to  make 
and  execute  a deed  of  the  said  three  acres  of  land  to  the  heirs  of  the 
said  Thomas,  as  more  fully  appears  by  a memorial  on  file:  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Phineas  Porter  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  heirs  of 
the  said  Thomas  Clark  decd  a good  and  authentic  deed  of  the  said 
three  acres  of  land,  which  being  recorded  according  to  law  and  exem- 
plifications thereof  shall  be  good  and  sufficient  evidence  of  the  title 
of  the  premises  in  all  courts  of  judicature. 

Upon  the  report  of  a committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
merits  of  a memorial  preferred  by  Mr.  Caleb  Cook  of  Wallingford, 
representing  to  the  Assembly  that  in  character  of  a collector  by  proxy 
in  the  room  of  Mr.  Ambrose  Cook  appointed  collector  of  the  county 
tax  for  said  Wallingford,  who  declined  said  business,  he  proceeded  to 
collect  the  taxes  of  said  town  and  had  got  a considerable  sum,  that  in 
the  night  succeeding  the  13th  day  of  November,  1778,  his  house  was 
broken  open  and  that  £991  14  0,  continental  money,  was  stolen  from 
him,  the  same  being  the  property  of  the  public;  praying  relief  as  per 
memorial:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  sum  of  £991  14  0,  con- 
tinental money,  be  allowed  by  the  Treasurer  and  he  is  hereby  ordered 
and  directed  to  credit  the  abovementioned  sum  of  £991  14  0,  continental 
money,  to  said  Ambrose  Cook  in  the  adjustment  of  accounts  betwixt 
the  Treasurer  and  the  said  Ambrose  Cook. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ezra  Puller,  of  Stafford  in  the  county  of 
Hartford,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Jonathan  Fuller  late  of  said 
Stafford  deceasd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges 
allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stafford  against  the 
estate  of  said  deceasd  with  some  allowance  made  to  the  widow  of  said 
deceasd  surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said  deceasd  the  sum  of 
£24  8 4,  L.  money,  as  money  was  in  the  1774;  praying  that  some 
proper  person  may  be  appointed  and  impowered  to  sell  so  much  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  decd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  of  £24  8 4, 
lawfull  money,  and  incident  charges  of  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty 
and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  sell  and  convey  so  much  of 
the  real  estate  of  said  decd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  sum  of 
twenty-four  pounds  eight  shillings  and  four  pence,  L.  money,  and  in- 
cident charges  of  sale;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Stafford  therein. 

On  the  memorial  of  Joel  Manning  and  others  to  the  number  of  ten, 
representing  that  on  the  22d  day  of  April,  1777,  they  inlisted  into  a 
company  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Jedidiah  Hide  in  Colo.  Durkeys 
regiment  to  serve  in  the  continental  army  for  the  term  of  eight  months ; 
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that  they  duly  entered  said  service  and  continued  therein  untill  the  12th 
day  of  January,  1778,  when  they  were  regularly  discharged;  that  their 
wages  amounted  to  near  about  £17  0 0 each;  that  Mr.  William  Adams 
of  Hartford  was  then  pay-master  to  said  regiment;  that  he  received 
of  the  publick  the  sums  respectively  due  to  them ; that  they  soon  applied 
to  him  for  payment  but  as  they  had  received  some  cloathing  of  which 
he  had  not  the  account  therefore  refused  payment ; that  the  said 
Adams  applied  to  the  proper  officer  for  that  purpose  for  an  account 
of  the  cloathing  delivered  them  but  never  could  obtain  any,  therefore 
has  kept  the  money  in  his  hands  till  this  time  and  the  memorialists 
have  not  received  their  pay;  praying  for  justice  to  be  done  them  therein: 
Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Hath1  Wales,  Esqr, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
memorialists,  to  apply  to  the  said  Mr.  Adams  paymaster,  and  adjust 
and  settle  with  him  the  sums  that  are  due  to  the  memorialist  respec- 
tively, and  receive  the  same  of  the  said  Adams,  giving  his  receipt  in 
due  form  therefor,  which  shall  be  a discharge  to  the  said  Adams  for 
the  sums  received  in  as  full  a manner  as  if  received  by  the  memorialists 
respectively;  and  the  said  Wales,  on  his  receipt  thereof  shall  apply  to 
the  Pay-Table  for  their  order  to  pay  the  same  into  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  and  to  receive  of  the  Pay-Table  an  order  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  sums  found  due  on  his  settlement  with  the  said  Mr.  Adams 
for  and  in  behalf  of  the  memorialist  and  shall  settle  with  each  of  the 
memorialist  what  ought  to  be  by  them  allowed  and  deducted  for  any 
cloathing  they  have  respectively  received  and  pay  over  to  them  the 
sums  respectively  due  to  them  in  bills  of  this  State  and  render  his 
account  to  the  Pay-Table  and  return  the  overplus  money  if  any  he 
has  by  their  order  into  the  treasury  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lieut.  Hath1  Edwards,  of  Watertown  in  the 
county  of  Litchfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  taken 
prisoner  at  Fort  Washington  on  the  16th  day  of  Hovr,  1776,  and  hath 
continued  in  captivity  untill  the  18th  day  of  Hovember,  1780,  when 
he  returned  to  his  family;  that  during  the  time  of  his  said  captivity, 
he  was  visited  with  the  small-pox  and  other  sickness  by  which  he  was 
obliged  to  expend  fifteen  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  silver  coin,  and 

that  he  hath  not  received  any  wages  or  subsistence  during  his  said 

captivity  except  a small  matter:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  Lieut.  Edwards  be  allowed  his  wages,  such  as  are  given  to  those  of 
equal  rank  in  the  continental  line,  for  the  time  of  his  said  captivity, 
also  the  said  sum  of  £15  0 0,  in  bills  of  this  State,  expended  in  his 

said  sickness;  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  adjust  the  same 

and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  therefor,  deducting  therefrom  such  sum  as 
he  hath  received  as  supplys  during  said  time. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Simon  Hewton,  of  Hewport  in  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  giving  full  faith  and 
credit  to  the  money  emitted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  he  in  the 
course  of  his  business  between  the  year  1775  and  October,  1776,  re- 
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ceived  £12  5 0,  money  emitted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut  and  dated 
in  the  years  1775  and  1776,  and  that  in  December  following  all  inter- 
course between  said  island  and  the  State  last  mentioned  was  prevented 
by  the  enemy;  that  since  that  intercourse  hath  again  been  opened  the 
memorialist  is  informed  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut have  made  an  act  to  call  in  and  redeem  all  the  money  of 
the  dates  aforesaid,  which  hath  in  conformity  thereto  been  generally 
called  in  and  redeemed  at  a time  when  the  intercourse  with  the  con- 
tinent still  continued  to  be  stopped,  by  means  whereof  the  memorialist 
was  debarred  presenting  his  money  for  redemption  and  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  such  act;  praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved 
hy  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist,  upon  his  returning  the  money 
above  described  into  the  treasury  of  this  State,  shall  receive  out  of 
said  treasury  such  sum  in  bills  of  this  State  emitted  since  January 
last  as  by  the  scale  of  depreciation  shall  be  found  due  to  the  memorialist 
at  the  time  the  law  took  place  for  calling  in  said  bills  in  said  memorial 
mentioned,  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Mansfield  Parsons,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  the  years  1777  and  1779  he  received  orders  from 
the  Capt.  General  and  other  his  superior  officers,  to  order  and  inspect 
the  coast  guards  then  at  Lyme  &c.,  the  duty  whereof  he  executed  to 
the  best  of  his  abilities,  for  which  he  hath  received  no  satisfaction  or 
reward;  praying  for  relief  &c.  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  he  receive  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State  eight 
pounds  sixteen  shillings,  L.  money,  in  hills  of  credit  of  this  State,  as 
a compensation  for  his  services  in  the  premises,  and  the  Treasurer  is 
hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Barton  of  Parmington  in  this 
State,  captain  of  a company  of  armourers  stationed  at  Springfield  in 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  belonging  to  a regiment  of  artillery 
artificers  under  the  command  of  Colo.  Benjamin  Blower,  in  behalf  of 
himself  and  such  of  said  company  as  belong  to  this  State,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  are  engaged  for  the  war  or  three  years  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  on  continental  encouragement;  that 
the  nominal  sum  of  their  wages  is  very  inadequate  to  their  services, 
and  praying  that  their  wages  may  be  made  good  to  them  in  the  same 
manner  and  on  the  same  principles  as  is  done  in  case  of  the  other 
artificers  belonging  to  this  State,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  committee  appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  settle 
with  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army  for  the  current  year 
and  also  with  the  regimented  artificers  belonging  to  this  State  he  and 
they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  adjust  and  settle  the  wages 
and  accounts  of  the  memorialists  both  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  same 
way  and  manner  and  upon  the  same  grounds  and  principles  as  they  are 
directed  to  do  in  case  of  the  regimental  artificers  aforesaid.  And  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  upon  receiving  from  said  committee  the 
ballances  due  the  memorialists  respectively  be  and  they  are  directed 
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to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  therefor  on  application  of  the  memorialists, 
and  proceed  thereon  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects  as  in  case  of 
the  regimental  artificers  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  James  Percival,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  Austin  Mygatt  late  of  Weathersfield  decd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  debts  and  charges  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the 
district  of  Hartford  against  said  estate  together  with  necessaries  set 
out  to  the  widow  of  said  decd  surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said 
decd  the  sum  of  £32  5 8,  L.  money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so 
much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  decd  as  will  raise  said  sum  with  incident 
charges  of  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  unto  him,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said 
deceasd  as  will  raise  the  sum  of  £32  5 8,  L.  money,  together  with  in- 
cident charges  of  sale;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for 
the  district  of  Hartford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Christopher  Lefiingwell,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  is  obliged  to  supply  a number  of  men  with  provisions 
now  at  work  in  building  a vessell,  and  other  mechanics  and  manu- 
facturers; praying  for  liberty  to  purchase  and  transport  by  water  to 
the  town  of  Norwich  a quantity  of  wheat,  rye,  indian  corn,  flour  and 
pork:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty 
and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  him,  to  transport  by  water  to  the  town 
of  Norwich  forty  bushels  of  wheat,  two  hundred  bushels  of  indian 
corn  and  rye,  and  five  barrels  of  flour,  by  water:  he  giving  bond  at 
the  naval  office  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ephraim  Bell,  praying  for  liberty  to  trans- 
port to  Norwich  by  water  in  the  sloop  Olive , Alpheus  Billings  master, 
a quantity  of  wheat  and  indian  corn:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 

that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him, 
to  transport  ten  bushels'  of  wheat  and  thirty  bushels  of  indian  corn  in 
the  sloop  abovementioned  to  the  town  of  Norwich;  giving  bond  at  the 
naval  office  at  Midletown  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Howland  and  Coit,  praying  to  this  Assembly 
for  liberty  to  transport  by  water  to  the  town  of  Norwich  a quantity 
of  flour,  wheat,  rye  and  corn,  for  the  use  of  their  navigation  and  work- 
men: Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  have  liberty 
and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  them,  to  transport  by  water  two  tons  of 
flour,  fifty  bushels  of  wheat,  and  two  hundred  bushels  of  rye  and  indian 
corn,  to  the  town  of  Norwich,  and  no  more;  giving  bond  at  the  naval 
office  at  Midletown  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jabez  Perkins,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  he  is  now  building  a vessell  of  about  115  tons  burthen,  by  which 
means  he  is  obliged  to  employ  a number  of  men  that  have  f amilys,  and 
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that  he  must  furnish  said  families  with  provisions,  for  that  purpose 
he  has  purchased  a quantity  of  flour  and  grain  and  prays  liberty  to 
transport  it  to  Norwich:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memo- 
rialist have  liberty  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  transport 
to  the  town  of  Norwich  by  water  three  tons  of  flour,  or  wheat,  rye 
and  indian  corn  to  the  amount  of  that  quantity  of  flour.

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  in  their  late  session  resolved  and 
ordered  that  one  thousand  men  from  the  militia  in  this  State  by  a 
peremtory  detachment  for  the  defence  of  the  western  frontier  of  this 
State  to  continue  in  service  for  the  term  of  two  months  after  their 
arrival  at  the  place  of  their  destination  unless  sooner  discharged,  and 
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directed  the  several  brigadier  generals  to  designate  the  proper  officers 
&c.,  and  referred  the  carrying  into  execution  said  resolve  to  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  with  power  to  reduce  said 
number  provided  that  the  whole  shall  not  appear  necessary  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  State;  and  it  being  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  upon 
the  present  appearance  the  whole  of  said  number  ordered  to  be  raised 
as  aforesaid  are  not  necessary:  Therefore,  resolved,  that  one  half  of 

said  thousand  men  ordered  to  be  peremtorily  detached  be  dismissed,  and 
the  several  brigadier  generals  in  this  State  are  directed  to  send  on  only 
one  half  of  their  quota  of  said  thousand  men  from  their  respective 
brigades  and  to  designate  the  one  half  the  officers  at  first  required  by 
said  resolve  of  Assembly,  having  a regard  to  those  whose  proper  tour 
it  is,  and  to  order  them  on  to  the  place  of  their  destination  as  soon  as 
may  be,  taking  special  care  that  all  such  who  have  been  hired  by  others 
for  said  tour  be  of  the  number  of  those  who  are  sent  oil  And  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  issue  his  orders  accordingly. 

Resolved,  That  Brig1,  General  Silliman  be  directed  to  give  orders 
to  Colo.  John  Mead  to  take  the  command  of  the  detachment  ordered 
for  the  defence  of  the  western  frontiers,  as  Lieutenant  Colonel  Com- 
mandant, and  Brigadier  Gen1  John  Dowglass  is  ordered  to  designate 
a major  from  his  brigade  to  command  as  major  under  the  said  Colonel 
Mead. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford  in  October,  1780, 
by  their  resolve  impowered  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  Safety  to  sell  of  the  confiscated  estates  of  inimical  persons  in  this 
State  to  the  amount  of  £50,000  pounds,  lawful  money;  and  whereas 
the  General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford  on  the  29th  day  of  November, 
1780,  further  resolved  that  a further  sale  of  confiscated  estates  should 
be  made  to  the  amount  of  £50,000  more,  in  the  same  manner  and  by 
the  same  authority  mentioned  in  said  October  resolve,  as  by  the  records 
of  said  Assembly  may  appear:  Therefore  it  is  resolved  by  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  that  the  several  administra- 
tors appointed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stanford  to 
administer  on  the  confiscated  estates  within  said  district  be  and  they 
are  hereby  directed  and  severally  impowered  to  sell  and  convey  so 
much  of  said  confiscated  estates  within  said  district  as  the  judge  of  said 
court  of  probate  shall  direct  to  be  sold  at  the  apprizal  of  judicious  in- 
different men  under  oath  to  be  mutually  chosen  by  the  administrator 
and  purchasers  and  to  be  sold  for  wheat  or  wheat  flour  only  for  the 
use  of  this  State.  And  the  administrator  who  shall  sell  any  of  said 
confiscated  estates  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  in  behalf  of 
this  State,  to  execute  good  authentick  deed  or  deeds  of  the  estates  he 
shall  sell  agreeable  to  this  authority  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
with  covenants  of  warantee  in  due  form  of  law. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  Colo.  John 
Mead  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  in  bills  of  this  State,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  forage,  wood  &c.  for  the  use  of  the  troops 
of  this  State  stationed  at  or  near  Horseneck : he  to  be  accountable. 
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At  the  meeting  &c.  22d  December,  1780,  the  following  passed. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  have  resolved  in  their  present  session 
that  there  be  put  up  3000  barrels  of  shad  for  the  use  of  this  State 
and  have  referred  the  carrying  said  resolve  into  execution  to  the  direc- 
tion of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety : Whereupon 
resolved,  that  Hanley  Bushnell  of  Saybrook,  Wait  Goodrich  of  Glassen- 
bury  and  Daniel  Bennet  of  Stratford,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
and  directed  to  purchase  and  procure  said  quantity  of  shad  to  be  put 
up  in  the  proper  season,  and  they  are  directed  to  engage  barrels  for 
that  purpose  to  be  delivered  at  such  places  as  they  shall  appoint  as 
early  in  the  spring  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  that  they  furnish  the 
fishermen  with  whom  they  shall  contract  with  barrels  and  salt;  and 
said  purchasers  are  directed  carefully  to  inspect  the  putting  up  said 
fish  and  repacking  the  same,  by  themselves  or  such  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  them  within  their  districts  respectively,  and  to  take  special  care  that 
the  same  be  done  in  good  order  and  placed  in  stores  to  secure  from  the 
weather.  And  that  there  be  no  interference  in  transacting  said  busi- 
ness, said  Bushnell’s  district  shall  include  the  county s of  Hew  London 
and  Windham  and  to  extend  up  Connecticut  River  as  far  as  the 
streights  below  Middletown  and  as  far  west  as  Hew  Haven  River,  in- 
cluding East  Haven;  and  said  Goodrich’s  district  to  extend  from  said 
streights  north  to  Massachusetts  line  and  east  and  west  as  far  as  the 
county  of  Hartford  extends;  and  said  Bennet’s  district  to  include  the 
countys  of  Fairfield,  Litchfield,  and  Hew  Haven  exclusive  of  the  town 
of  Branford  and  that  part  of  Hew  Haven  called  East  Haven;  and  the 
said  purchasers  of  fish  are  directed  to  confer  together  and  endeavor 
to  be  as  similar  as  may  be  in  their  conducting  said  business  and  make 
return  of  their  doings  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor.

Whereas  a representation  is  made  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  Safety  by  a number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
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of  Greenwich,  complaining  that  the  friends  to  the  United  States  living 
in  said  town  have  been  for  some  months  passd  and  still  are  greatly 
distr[esse]d  by  a number  of  evil  minded  and  designing  men  who  live 
from  8 to  14  miles  eastward  of  said  town,  who  form  into  parties  and 
clubs  and  without  any  authority  plunder  the  inhabitants  of  said  town 
of  their  cattle  and  other  valuable  effects  by  taking  the  same  out  of 
the  houses  and  inclosures  of  the  good  people  of  said  towm  in  the  night 
season  and  at  other  times  pretending  they  have  retaken  the  same  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  enemy  who  had  plunder’d  the  same  and  refuse  to 
deliver  them  to  the  owners  unless  they  pay  them  nearly  the  value 
thereof,  which  in  their  distressed  situation  they  have  been  obliged  to 
do,  and  that  when  the  guards  who  are  placed  in  said  town  for  the  de- 
fence thereof  retake  any  of  the  property  of  said  inhabitants  plundered 
by  the  enemy,  the  guards  require  of  the  owner  one  quarter  of  the  value 
of  such  property  for  salvage,  which  they  are  obliged  to  pay  without  any 
legal  process,  and  also  that  there  are  skulking  in  said  town  a number 
of  persons  who  call  themselves  Refugees,  who  bid  defiance  to  the  law 
and  civil  authority  and  have  lately  fired  on  one  of  the  civil  authority 
in  the  execution  of  his  office;  also  that  a number  of  persons  pretend- 
ing to  be  deserters  are  lurking  about  in  said  town  to  the  great  dis- 
turbance of  the  inhabitants  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  And  it 

appearing  to  this  Board  that  the  situation  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
town  is  at  present  such  that  they  cannot  have  necessary  relief  and  re- 
dress by  legal  process  with  that  dispatch  that  the  nature  of  the  case 
requires : Therefore  resolved,  that  B.  Gen1  G.  S.  Silliman  be  and  he 

is  hereby  directed  forthwith  to  repair  to  said  town  of  Greenwich  and 
enquire  into  all  the  matters  aforesaid,  and  report  make  to  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  of  the  facts  he  shall  find  with  his  opinion  of  what 
is  necessary  to  be  done  for  the  relief  of  said  inhabitants,  and  that  he 
advise  with  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  said  town  respecting 
the  same.  That  in  the  mean  time  he  give  necessary  orders  for  securing 
and  holding  in  custody  any  deserters  from  the  enemy  there,  and  such 
further  orders  as  may  be  needfull  for  the  present  defence  of  the  friendly 
inhabitants  against  the  evils  complained  of  and  report  what  he  hath 
done  in  the  premises,  that  such  further  orders  may  be  given  as  may 
be  necessary  for  further  relief.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  having  informed  this  Council  that  the 
Count  de  Rochambeau  is  in  expectation  of  the  arrival  of  a reinforce- 
ment of  the  troops  and  ships  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty,  and  moves 
to  have  two  regiments  of  them  quartered  for  the  present  at  N.  Lon-

Lt.  Jesse  Cook,  late  a prisoner  Fort  Washington,  represents  that  he 
was  nominated  by  the  G.  Assembly  a Lieutenant  for  the  continental 
army  &c.,  being  taken  co’d  not  serve,  and  that  he  then  sho’d  not  have 
taken  less  than  a captaincy  and  moves  for  a lieutenant’s  commission 
&c.  now  to  be  given  him  for  the  continental  army  &c.  &c.  strenuously 
urged  by  him:  The  Board  are  of  opinion  that  it  does  not  belong  to 
them  to  do  anything  about  it,  especially  as  there  is  now  no  vacancy  of 
officers  in  the  army,  but  a number  of  supernumeraries  &c.,  and  that 
he  must  apply  to  the  Assembly,  who  have  power  to  do  what  is  right 
in  the  case  &c.  He  seemed  uneasie  and  went  away  dissatisfied. 

Cap.  Hath11  Pope  of  Dartmouth  having  applied  to  this  Board  for 
permission  to  export  from  this  State  for  the  necessity  of  the  people 
there,  a quantity  of  grain  to  be  procured  within  this  State  in  exchange 
for  salt,  rum,  and  other  articles,  and  well  recommended  by  the  select- 
men of  said  Dartmouth,  said  request  is  denied;  and  further  moving 
and  representing  the  distressing  situation  of  the  people  there,  and  pray- 
ing liberty  to  transport  thro’  this  State  by  water  to  said  Dartmouth 
such  grain  as  he  shall  be  able  to  procure  in  Springfield  or  other  parts 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  in  exchange  of  the  above  and  other  arti- 
cles he  has  now  on  board  his  boat  lying  at  Middletown : Resolved  by 

this  Board,  that  on  the  said  Pope’s  procuring  at  Springfield  or  other 
parts  of  the  Massachusetts  any  quantity  of  grain  or  provisions  not 
exceeding  eight  hundred  bushells  of  rye  and  indian  corn  and  procuring 
good  and  authentic  certificates  or  credentials  of  the  same  having  been 
bona  fide  and  truly  obtained  within  said  State  of  Massachusetts,  and 
the  same  being  offered  and  their  genuineness  being  satisfactory  to  the 
naval  officer  of  the  port  of  Middletown,  he,  said  Pope,  shall  be  per- 
mitted, and  the  said  naval  officer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
clear  out  the  said  Pope’s  vessell  or  boat  with  such  quantity  of  grain 
purchased  and  certified  as  aforesaid  to  the  town  of  Dartmouth,  for 
the  use  of  the  people  there;  taking  bond  according  [to]  law.  The 
embargoe  notwithstanding. 

On  application  by  a class  of  people  at  Hebron  and  another  at 
Goshen,  both  claiming  to  have  inlisted  an  Indian,  Jn°  George,  and 
stating  their  case  for  a decision  (lengthy  and  tedious)  and  next  morn- 
ing, on  considering  the  case,  the  Council  not  being  fully  agreed,  they 
were  informed  that  if  the  Hebron  class  pay  to  the  Goshen  class  all 
they  had  paid  said  George,  said  Hebron  class  may  hold  him  &c.,  or 
otherwise  it  cannot  be  determined  till  next  meeting  &c. 

Mr.  G.  Erkelins  moving  that  he  is  indebted  to  the  State  on  account 
of  rye  supplyd  him,  to  be  paid  for  in  gin,  that  he  has  met  with  many 
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and  great  misfortunes  in  various  ways  and  is  not  at  present  able  to 
settle  and  discharge  the  whole  that  is  due  from  him,  that  he  has  a 
quantity  of  Philadelphia  leather  breeches,  now  in  this  town,  and  offers 
about  60  or  100  pair  of  them  at  36s.  per  pair  to  the  State  towards  said 
debt,  and  desires  further  time  to  prepare  for  paying  the  remainder 
&c. : Voted,  to  receive  of  him  100  pair  of  said  breeches  at  36s.  each  on 
account  of  said  debt,  to  be  delivered  over  to  Mr.  Jn°  Porter  for  the 
use  of  the  State,  to  be  disposed  according  to  the  order  of  the  General 
Assembly  or  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  and  that  he  may  have 
leave  and  time  to  state  his  case  and  circumstances. 

After  much  and  various  conferences  with  the  committee  of  the  army, 
and  nominations,  the  Council  and  committee  agreed  on  the  following 
gentlemen  to  apprize  Brown’s  confiscated  estate,  viz:  Elisha  Lothrop, 

Sam11  Chapman,  Benja.  Huntington,  Robert  Creary,  Esqrs,  and  Dn 
Colt. 

Adjourned  at  9 clock.

On  motion  and  representation  by  Capt.  Stephen  Thorp  of  Eairfield, 
and  accompanied  by  the  request  of  the  authority  and  selectmen  and  a 
number  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town : Permission  is  granted  to  said 
Stephen  Thorp  to  export  by  water  from  said  Fairfield  to  Boston  and 
the  eastward,  viz:  20  barrels  of  pork,  30  barrels  of  flour,  4000  pounds 
of  flax  and  600  bushels  of  indian  corn,  for  the  purpose  only  of  procur- 
ing such  materials  as  are  wanted  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  for 
rebuilding  their  houses  which  have  been  consumed  by  fire  by  the 
enemy  in  July,  1779 : on  condition  that  the  civil  authority  and  select- 
men of  said  town  consent  to  the  same  and  judge  the  said  articles  may 
be  spared  consistent  with  the  wants  and  support  of  the  people  and  the 
demands  of  the  State  on  them  in  common  with  the  other  towns,  for 
beef,  pork  and  flour,  by  an  act  of  Assembly  (in  October  last,  and  for 
wheat  and  rye,  flour  and  indian  corn,  by  an  act  of  said  Assembly)  in 
November  last;  and  on  those  conditions  he  may  be  cleared  out  accord- 
ingly, at  the  naval  office  of  Norwalk;  giving  bonds  according  to  law, 
the  embargo  notwithstanding.  Permit  dA  said  Thorp. 

Other  business  transacted  &c.,  and  many  things  moved  not  got  thro’. 

The  garrison  at  N.  London  &c.  being  destitute  of  bread  &c.  and 
impracticable  to  supply  them : On  motion  by  Col.  Ledyard,  voted,  that 
he,  said  Col.  Ledyard,  have  liberty  to  release  said  garrison  on  short 
parole  as  he  may  think  safe,  leaving  necessary  guards. 

Granted  a permit  to  Mr.  Thos.  Gates  to  ship  for  sea-stores  on  his 
ship  going  on  a cruize,  forty  barrels  of  provisions  and  three  tons  of 
flour. 
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Permit  granted  to  Elijh  Shepperdson  of  Providence  to  export  from 
Derby  15  bbs.  pork  and  15  bbs.  flour  whicli  be  has  of  his  own  property 
lying  there  since  April  last,  and  he  represents  to  be  almost  spoiled,  and 
also  to  purchase  and  export  to  said  Providence  1000  lb.  flax;  giving  bond 
and  being  inspected  according  to  law. 

On  motion  by  Col.  Ledyard  that  a Cap.  House  in  a small  armed 
schooner  lying  at  the  harbour  of  H.  London  not  designing  to  cruize 
till  spring,  and  moving  for  that  purpose:  Voted,  that  Col.  Ledyard, 
when  he  may  think  the  state  of  the  garrison  will  admit,  may  send  said 
House  a number  of  them  who  may  voluntarily  undertake  to  run  out  on 
short  cruizes  in  the  Sound  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  and  stopping 
illicit  trade. 

Adjourned  to  Thursday  next.

Letter  from  Gen11  Washington  received  yesterday  by  B.  Gen1  Knox, 
informing  of  the  revolt  of  the  Pennsylvania  Line  of  the  army  &c.  com- 
municated, and  large  conversation  on  the  affair  occasioning  the  same 
&c.  &c. 

On  motion  resolved,  agreeable  to  the  request  of  Colo.  Pickering, 
Quarter-Master  General,  to  appoint  a deputy  under  him  for  this  State 
&c.  That  Ralph  Purnroy  be  and  he  is  appointed  Deputy  Quarter- 
Master  under  said  Quarter-Master  General  Pickering,  for  this  State, 
and  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  required  by  act  of  Congress. 

P.  M.  Voted,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  in  favour  of  said  D.  Qr.  Master  Purnroy  for  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  pounds,  State  money,  for  the  use  of  his  department,  he  to  be 
accountable,  and  to  be  properly  charged.  Order  dd  to  said  Purnroy. 
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The  affair  of  the  revolt  of  the  Pennsylvania  Line  being  discoursed, 
and  they  having  among  other  grievances  complained  that  they  are  held 
during  the  war  without  any  extra  reward  while  new  and  short  levies 
receive  large  rewards,  and  the  war  being  lengthened  out  beyond  their 
expectation  &c.  and  it  being  a matter  by  the  representation  of  Gen. 
Knox  who  is  charged  with  it  by  Gen.  Washington  to  represent  it  as 
a matter  of  great  grievance  with  the  whole  body  of  the  army  &c.  The 
matter  of  making  an  allowance  or  extra  bounty  to  our  line  who  are  en- 
gaged for  the  war  was  moved  in  consequence  of  Gen1  Knox’s  motion 
&c.  and  largely  considered  and  discoursed,  whether  they  ought  to  have 
such  allowance,  how  it  sho’d  be  raised,  if  so  by  whom  &c. 

The  question  was  put,  whether  it  is  expedient  for  this  Board  at 
this  time  to  take  measures  to  procure  and  furnish  any  sum  as  a gratuity 
to  the  soldiers  of  our  line  engaged  for  the  war : Resolved  in  the

The  subject  of  yesterday  relative  to  the  army  resumed  &c.,  and  on 
motion  defer’d  till  we  hear  what  the  Massachusets  Assembly  shall 
do  in  the  same  case  &c. 

Voted,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  towns  of  Seabrook,  Killingswortli, 
Gilford  and  Branford,  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  deliver  out 
of  their  respective  town  store  of  wheat  and  rye  flour,  collected  for  the 
use  of  this  State,  such  quantities  of  wheat  and  rye  flour  to  Mr.  Guy 
Richards  junr  of  Hew  London,  Issuing  Commissary,  as  he  shall  need 
and  apply  for,  for  the  use  of  the  garrisons  at  Hew  London  and  Groton. 

On  representation  by  Col.  Ledyard,  that  he  cannot  obtain  by  build- 
ing the  boats  which  he  is  authorized  by  act  of  Assembly  to  keep  cruiz- 
ing off  H.  London  and  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  and  stopping  illicit 
trade:  Rpsolved  and  ordered,  that  the  said  Col.  Ledyard  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  charter  and  hire  two  boats  for 
that  purpose  at  a reasonable  price,  or  to  purchase  the  same,  or  to  de- 
tatch  and  impress  two  such  boats  of  such  persons  and  at  such  places  in 
his  vicinity  as  he  shall  judge  most  proper,  and  for  that  purpose  to  apply 
to  proper  civil  authority  for  a warrant  or  warrants  for  the  same,  who 
are  hereby  directed  to  grant  such  warrants  according  to  law. 

On  consideration  of  the  many  evils  committed  by  the  armed  boats 
in  this  State  commissioned  to  cruize  on  their  own  account  for  the  pre- 
tended purpose  of  making  captures  on  the  enemy  and  preventing  and 
intercepting  illicit  trade  and  traders,  &c. : It  is  resolved,  that  the  com- 
missions of  all  such  boats  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  revoked,  cancelled 
and  disannulled,  and  all  such  officers  acting  under  such  commissions 
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are  wholly  to  cease  acting  or  doing  anything  by  virtue  thereof,  under 
the  pains  and  penalty s to  which  persons  wo’d  he  and  are  subjected 
acting  without  any  warrant  or  authority  whatsoever. 

On  representation  from  B.  G.  Silliman  by  letter  of  the  destitute 
circumstances  of  the  troops  and  militia  &c.  in  the  western  frontiers  with 
respect  to  powder,  ammunition  &c. : Voted,  that  the  Committee  of 

Pay-Table  be  directed  to  send  forward  to  the  care  of  B.  Gen.  Silliman 
by  Mr.  Pumroy,  D.  Qr.  Master,  all  the  lead  they  have  on  hand  belong- 
ing to  this  State,  also  two  thousand  flynts  and  3 ream  of  cartridge 
paper:  the  flints  to  be  had  of  Cap.  Smith  or  Woodbridge  who  have 
them,  the  property  of  the  State.  And  the  said  quarter-master  to  take 
special  care  that  those  articles  be  sent  on  without  delay  and  actually 
delivered  to  said  G.  Silliman,  and  he  to  take  care  and  see  that  they 
are  properly  delivered  and  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  public  de- 
fence, and  to  be  accountable. 

Voted  and  ordered,  That  B.  G.  Silliman  be  and  he  is  authorized  and 
impowered  to  receive  and  draw  from  the  powder  maker  at  New  Haven 
or  keeper  of  powder  at  Ripton  such  quantity  and  quality  of  State 
powder  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  troops  stationed 
at  the  western  frontiers  for  defence  of  this  State.  He  to  be  accountable 
for  the  delivering  of  the  same.  And  said  powder  maker  or  holder  are 
directed  to  deliver  the  same  accordingly,  taking  proper  receipt.

Resolution  de  Deficiency  of  the  Detatchment  ordered  by  Assembly  &c  to 

Horseneck  viz : 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  at  their  session  in  November  last 
ordered  1000  men  to  be  rais’d  by  peremptory  detatchment  and  immedi- 
ately sent  on  for  the  defence  of  Horseneck  and  the  western  frontier, 
and  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  by  authority  from  said  Assem- 
bly did  soon  after  reduce  the  number  to  500  instead  of  1000  men,  and 
ordered  the  brigadiers  to  cause  the  said  500  men  to  be  immediately 
sent  on  for  that  purpose:  And  whereas  by  authentic  accounts  just  re- 
ceived from  the  commanding  officer  at  Horseneck  it  appears  that  but 
about  one  third  of  said  500  were  arrived  at  said  post  a few  days  since, 
from  whence  by  necessary  consequence  it  is  infer’d  that  an  unjusti- 
fiable neglect  of  duty  has  happened  in  some  of  the  officers  ordered  to 
carry  said  resolve  into  execution;  and  it  appearing  also  that  said 
frontiers  are  greatly  distressed  for  want  of  said  detatchment,  and 
great  ruin  and  depredation  on  them  by  the  enemy,  to  the  great  damage 
of  the  public,  which  might  easily  have  been  prevented,  had  due  atten- 
tion been  paid  to  said  orders:  And  as  neglect  of  or  disobedience  to 

orders  is  of  dangerous  consequence  and  subversive  of  all  military  dis- 
cipline and  execution, 

Therefore,  resolved  and  ordered,  That  the  several  brigadiers  in  this 
State  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  forthwith  to  make  particular 
and  strict  enquiry  into  the  conduct  of  their  inferior  officers,  in  detatch- 
ing,  officering  and  marching  their  several  quotas  of  men  and  to  give 
peremptory  and  decided  orders  to  such  deficient  officers  immediately 
and  effectually  to  carry  into  execution  the  business  and  duty  enjoined 
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on  them  respectively  in  this  behalf.  And  said  brigadiers  are  without 
delay  to  make  report  of  their  own  doings  in  consequence  of  former  and 
the  present  orders  and  of  the  doings  or  deficiencys  of  their  inferior 
officers  in  their  proper  regiments,  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 

H.  B.  By  act  of  Assembly  the  commanding  officers  of  the  companys 
may  receive  of  the  constables  of  their  towns  at  the  rate  of  4 d.  per  mile 
for  each  non-commission  officer  and  soldier  according  to  their  distance, 
for  their  support  on  the  march,  giving  their  receipt,  which  entitles  the 
constable  to  an  order  from  the  Pay-Table  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
same  sum. 

On  representation  of  the  use  and  necessity  of  a party  of  horse  to 
join  and  act  with  the  regiment  ordered  to  Horseneck  &c. : It  is  on  con- 
sideration resolved  and  ordered,  that  a party  of  twenty  light-horsemen, 
incdluding  one  lieutenant  commandant  and  one  corporal,  be  forthwith 
detatched  and  sent  to  said  post  of  Horseneck  or  'western  frontier,  to 
be  under  the  command  of  the  chief  officer  of  said  regiment,  and  that 
nine  of  them  with  one  corporal  be  detatched  from  the  2d  regiment,  and 
nine  with  one  lieutenant  be  detatched  and  taken  from  the  3d  regiment 
of  horse  in  this  State.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to 
give  the  necessary  orders  accordingly;  and  that  they  continue  in  service 
the  term  of  two  months  from  their  arriving  at  the  post,  unless  sooner 
discharged. 

On  consideration  of  the  distressed  situation  of  the  western  frontier 
for  want  of  sufficient  guards  &c. : Resolved,  that  there  be  forthwith 

detatched  two  hundred  men  from  the  militia,  to  be  formed  into  two 
companys  of  one  hundred  each  inclusive  of  officers,  in  addition  to  the 
five  hundred  already  ordered  and  sent  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Assem- 
bly in  Hovr  last,  and  the  orders  of  this  Board,  and  immediately  marched 
to  said  western  frontier  to  be  under  the  command  of  the  commanding 
officer  there,  and  continued  in  service  the  term  of  two  months  after 
their  arriving  at  the  place  of  destination  unless  sooner  discharged. 
One  of  said  companys  to  be  taken  from  the  northern  regiments  in  the 
4th  brigade,  and  the  other  from  the  southern  regiments  in  the  sixth 
brigade.  The  brigadiers  of  said  brigades  to  designate  the  commission 
officers  to  command  said  companies  respectively;  and  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  is  desired  to  give  the  necessary  orders  for  carrying  this 
resolve  into  speedy  execution.

Pumroy  respecting  sending 
on  the  salted  provisions,  exchanging  pork  &c.  with  Col.  Wadsworth,  his 
want  of  money  &c. : Y oted  as  follows, 

It  being  represented  to  this  Board  by  Mr.  R.  Pumroy,  D.  Qr. 
Master,  that  Col.  Wadsworth,  agent  for  the  Prench  army  &c.,  has  a 
considerable  quantity  of  pork  and  flour  at  or  near  Fishkill  which  he 
wo’d  exchange  for  the  same  articles  belonging  to  this  State  in  the  east- 
ern parts  thereof,  and  it  appearing  mutually  beneficial  that  such  ex- 
changes sho’d  be  made:  Resolved,  that  the  said  Mr.  Pumroy  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  and  effect  an  exchange  of  five 
hundred  barrels  of  pork  with  the  said  Col.  Wadsworth,  if  he  has  it 
on  hand  and  can  immediately  deliver  the  same,  which  may  be  delivered 
said  Wadsworth  or  order  in  convenient  place  or  places  on  or  east  of 
Connecticut  River,  on  his  delivering  or  engaging  to  deliver  seasonably 
the  like  quantity  of  pork  at  or  near  Fishkill:  both  to  be  of  good  and 
equal  quality  and  weight.  And  it  being  doubtful  whether  there  is  any 
flour  belonging  to  this  State  which  can  be  spared  and  exchanged,  this 
Board  cannot  at  present  give  any  orders  in  that  respect.  Said  Pumroy 
to  direct  and  superintend  the  doing  of  both,  and  that  proper  receipts 
be  passed.  Copy  given. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer in  favor  of  Mr.  Ralph  Pumroy,  D.  Qr.  Master  in  this  State,  for 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  pounds  in  bills  of  this  State  for  the  use  of  his 
department.  He  to  be  accountable,  and  to  be  in  one  or  more  orders 
as  he  shall  find  convenient.  Copy  given. 

Resolved  by  this  Board,  That  the  selectmen  or  other  proper  persons 
in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  to 
deliver  Mr.  Ralph  Pumroy,  D.  Qr.  Master  in  this  State,  or  his  order, 
all  such  beef  as  has  been  put  up  therein  for  public  use,  in  pursuance  of 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October  last,  to  be  by  him  forwarded 
and  lodged  according  to  the  orders  of  his  Excellency  Gen1  Washington;

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cruelly  used,  under  pretence  that  one  James  Wilson  who  came  out  with 
a flag  from  them  to  carry  in  his  family  has  been  detained  by  us,  and 
altho  the  said  Wilson  is  a traytor,  escaped  from  us  under  sentence 
of  death,  and  has  therefore  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  no  right  to 
the  protection  of  a flag,  yet  in  consideration  that  it  is  affirmed  by  said 
Delancey  that  Wilson  had  a promise  from  said  Col.  Wells  that  he  might 
be  permitted  to  carry  off  his  family  and  came  under  that  encourage- 
ment, which  this  Board  are  not  able  to  contradict,  and  however  im- 
proper it  might  have  been  in  Col.  Wells  to  give  such  liberty  yet  if  done 
the  Board  not  willing  to  violate  the  same  &c. : Do,  therefore,  resolve, 
that  the  Governor  be  desired  to  permit  Cap.  James  Marsh  to  go  to  the 
enemy’s  lines  under  a flag  to  procure  the  release  of  said  Cap.  Daniel 
Marsh,  with  a letter  which  is  on  file  to  said  Col.  DeLancey  assuring 
him  that  said  Wilson  shall  be  released  and  sent  back  to  him  as  soon 
as  he,  said  Wilson,  shall  be  able  to  remove,  being  now  confined  by  a 
wound  received  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a gun  since  in  our 
custody. 

An  account  of  Major  Ely  Hyde  for  barrels,  packing  salt  &c.  for  the 
town  of  Lebanon  &e.  according  to  act  of  Assembly  in  October  last, 
amounting  to  £209  16  0,  referred  to  the  Pay-Table  to  adjust  &c. 

An  account  of  Maj.  W.  Hillhouse  for  12  days  service  at  Newport 
&c.  at  15^.  per  day  and  horse  hire,  with  cr.  of  £5  8 received  of  Col. 
Wadsworth,  remains  £10'  0,  State  money,  allowed  and  Pay-Table 
ordered  to  draw  for  the  same.

An  Act  in  Addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Punishment 
of  High  Treason  and  other  Atrocious  Crimes 
against  the  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 
any  person,  who  is  a citizen  or  subject  of  this  State  or  of  any  of  the 
United  States  of  America  residing  within  this  State  and  under  the 
protection  of  its  laws,  shall  adhere  to  the  enemies  of  this  State  and  of 
the  said  United  States,  and  in  any  manner  afford  them  aid  and  comfort 
within  this  State  or  elsewhere,  or  shall  by  writing  profess  or  declare 
that  the  King  of  Great  Britain  hath  or  of  right  ought  to  have  any 
authority  or  dominion  in  or  over  this  State  or  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
or  that  he  or  they  owe  allegiance  to  the  said  King  within  the  same, 
or  shall  seduce  or  perswade  any  inhabitant  or  inhabitants  of  this 
State  to  renounce  his  or  their  allegiance  to  this  State  and  the  gov- 
ernment thereof  as  a free  and  independent  State,  or  to  acknowledge 
allegiance  or  subjection  to  the  King  or  crown  of  Great  Britain  and 
be  thereof  convicted  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  High  Treason  against 
this  State  and  be  put  to  death. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any 
person  who  is  a citizen  or  subject  of  this  State,  or  any  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  residing  within  this  State,  and  under  the  protec- 
tion of  its  laws,  shall  by  words  profess  and  declare,  that  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  hath,  or  of  right  ought  to  have,  any  authority  or  dominion 
in  and  over  this  State,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  that  he  or  they 
owe  allegiance  to  said  King  within  the  same,  or  shall  attempt  to  en- 
deavour to  seduce  or  perswade  any  inhabitant  or  inhabitants  of  this 
State  to  renounce  his  or  their  allegiance  to  this  State  or  the  govern- 
ment thereof  as  a free  and  independent  State,  or  to  acknowledge  sub- 
jection and  allegiance  to  the  King  or  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  be 
thereof  convicted,  shall  suffer  imprisonment  in  NewGate  during  the 
continuance  of  the  present  war. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  any  sub- 
ject of  this  State  or  of  any  of  the  United  States  of  America  who 
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joined  or  shall  hereafter  join  the  enemies  of  this  State  or  put  them- 
selves under  the  power  and  protection  of  the  said  enemies,  who  shall 
come  into  this  State,  and  rob  or  plunder  any  person  or  persons  of  their 
goods  or  effects,  or  shall  burn  any  dwelling-house  or  other  building, 
or  be  aiding  or  assisting  therein,  shall  not  be  considered  and  treated 
as  prisoners  of  war,  but  being  thereof  convicted  before  the  superior 
court  or  before  a general  court-martial,  shall  suffer  death,  or  be  other- 
wise punished  by  being  whipped  thirty-nine  stripes  and  confined  in 
l^ewGate  prison  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  as  the  court 
before  whom  the  conviction  is  had  on  consideration  of  the  circumstances 
and  aggravations  of  the  offence  shall  judge  just  and  reasonable;  and 
that  every  conviction  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes  shall  work  a for- 
feiture to  this  State  of  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  the  person 
or  persons  so  convicted;  and  persons  convicted  of  any  offences  against 
the  second  paragraph  of  the  aforesaid  act  may  be  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment in  NewGate  or  any  other  goal  in  this  State  at  the  discretion  of 
[the]  superior  court. 

An  Act  for  the  more  effectually  Preventing-  Inimical  Persons  in  executing  their 

Traitorous  Designs  against  this  State,  and  for  the  more  speedy  Tryal 
and  Punishing  of  such  Persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  Trea- 
sonable Practices  against  this  and  the  United  States. 

Whereas  notwithstanding  divers  laws  made  in  this  State  against 
a variety  of  treasonable  practices  and  correspondence  with  the  enemies 
of  this  and  the  United  States  which,  by  reason  of  the  dilatory  course 
of  proceedings  in  the  courts  of  law  and  the  length  of  the  vacancies 
between  their  terms  of  sitting,  the  delays  of  judgment  and  execution 
against  such  criminals,  and  the  chance  thereby  of  escaping,  the  laws 
have  not  had  the  effect  desired,  but  that  frequent  and  dangerous  com- 
binations have  been  and  are  forming  in  aid  of  the  enemy,  greatly  threat- 
ning  the  safety  of  this  State, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  several  regiments  and  regimental  guards  raised  for  the  de- 
fence of  this  State,  the  several  regiments  of  the  continental  army  raised 
by  this  State,  or  detachments  thereof  by  order  of  any  general  officer 
of  this  State  or  of  the  continental  army  belonging  to  this  State,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  seize  and  apprehend  any  person 
or  persons  concerned  in  such  treasonable  inimical  practices  or  corre- 
spondence contrary  to  the  la-ws  aforesaid,  and  him  or  them  hold,  try, 
acquit  or  sentence  and  punish,  by  a court-martial  properly  instituted 
in  manner  and  form  as  directed  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  instituted 
by  the  general  Congress  of  the  United  States,  or  otherwise  deliver  over 
to  the  civil  authority  in  this  State,  such  offender,  to  be  tryed  according 
to  the  course  of  the  laws  of  this  State : Provided,  that  no  punishment 
be  inflicted  on  such  as  are  found  guilty  by  any  court-martial  as  afore- 
said but  such  as  is  by  the  laws  of  this  State  enacted  for  such  offence. 
And  that  all  such  courts-martial  formed  for  the  tryal  of  such  offences, 
being  citizens  of  and  in  allegiance  to  this  or  any  of  the  United  States,

may  and  shall  be  liable  to  cease  their  proceedings  on  a prohibition 
from  the  superior  court  of  this  State  or  the  chief  judge  thereof,  and 
that  all  such  persons,  citizens  as  aforesaid,  seized,  apprehended  or 
held  by  any  military  force  as  aforesaid,  are  to  be  removed  out  of  the 
military  custody  as  aforesaid  with  the  cause  by  a writ  of  habeas  corpus 
issued  by  the  said  superior  court,  or  the  chief  judge  thereof,  into  the 
custody  of  said  court  whenever  said  court  or  chief  judge  shall  think 
proper. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  the  powers  and  authorities  herein  vested  in  the  said  courts-martial 
shall  be  exercised  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Greenwich  and  not 
elsewhere. 

This  act  to  continue  in  force  till  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  in 
May  next. 

An  Act  in  Alteration  of  the  first  Paragraph  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  concern- 
ing Book  Debts ; and  also  in  Alteration  of  the  fourth  Paragraph  of  one 
other  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Limitation  of  Prosecu- 
tions in  divers  Cases,  civil  and  criminal. 

Whereas  during  a time  of  war  the  course  of  civil  justice  is  in  some 
measure  obstructed  and  more  especially  in  the  present  war  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  inhabitants  and  the  situation  of  our  medium  has 
been  such  that  it  would  be  oppression  to  debtors  and  injurious  to 
creditors,  to  have  the  aforesaid  paragraphs  operative  during  the  present 
troubles:  Wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
courts  of  law  in  considering  and  determining  all  matters  relative  to  the 
aforesaid  paragraph  in  the  act  of  limitation  aforesaid  shall  expunge 
and  exclude  the  time  that  has  or  may  elapse  during  the  present  war 
and  shall  not  be  and  shall  not  he  accounted  as  making  up  any  part  of 
the  time  of  limitation  in  said  paragraph  referred  to;  anything  therein 
contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  in  Alteration  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  consti- 
tuting and  regulating  Courts  and  appointing  the  Times 
and  Places  for  holding  the  Same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  when 
it  shall  so  happen  that  the  superior  court  cannot  conveniently  be  holden 
at  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  same,  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
may  and  he  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  upon  receiving 
a written  direction  under  the  hands  of  three  of  the  judges  of  said  court 
to  adjourn  said  court  to  such  other  time  as  shall  he  by  them  appointed 
to  he  holden  within  said  county  according  to  law,  or  to  continue  the 
causes  depending  before  said  court  to  the  next  term,  which  shall  be 
good  and  effectual  in  law : And  all  parties  concerned  in  said  court  are 
to  take  notice  thereof  accordingly.

An  Act  for  repealing  an  Act  passed  at  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at 
their  Sessions  in  January,  1780,  enacting  that  the  Bills  of  Credit 
heretofore  emitted  by  the  Authority  of  Congress 
&c.  shall  be  a Legal  Tender,  &c. 

Whereas  the  longer  continuance  of  said  act  in  force  can  be  of  no 
public  use  and  benefit, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  said  act  above  referred  to  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
and  made  null  and  void. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  passed  in  May  last  for  securing  the  Ballances 
found  due  to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Whereas  it  was  the  intention  of  the  General  Assembly  that  the 
tax  of  two  pence  half-penny  laid  by  said  act,  payable  the  first  day  of 
March,  1781,  for  discharging  the  interest  of  the  notes  ordered  to  be 
given  by  said  act  up  to  the  1st  day  of  June,  1781,  should  be  paid  in 
gold  and  silver  or  such  other  money  as  would  as  well  answer  the  pur- 
poses of  the  said  officers  and  soldiers;  and  whereas  the  bills  of  credit  of 
this  State  now  in  circulation  will  not  answrer  the  purposes  of  said 
officers  and  soldiers  who  are  now  serving  in  other  States  where  said 
bills  have  no  currency, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  said  tax  of  two  pence  half-penny  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered 
and  directed  to  be  collected  in  gold  and  silver  only;  anything  in  said 
act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding : Provided  nevertheless,  that  certifi- 
cates given  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  interest  due  upon  said 
notes  up  to  said  first  day  of  June,  which  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
impowered  to  give  endorsing  the  same  upon  such  notes,  may  and  shall 
be  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  payment  of  said  tax. 

And  whereas  it  may  have  so  happened  that  the  collectors  in  this 
State  have  in  some  instances  received  paper  currency  in  payment  of 
said  tax,  which  will  not  answer  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said 
act, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Thai  [the]  collector  upon 
his  returning  said  money  or  tendering  the  same  to  such  person  of  whom 
the  same  was  collected  may  and  he  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  im- 
powered to  collect  said  tax  in  Gold  and  silver;  said  former  collection 
notwithstanding. 

Whereas  many  disputes  have  arisen  or  may  arise  between  the  sev- 
eral towns  in  this  State,  relative  to  their  respective  quotas  of  recruits 
to  fill  up  the  continental  army,  occasioned  principally  for  want  of  some 
general  leading  points  being  determined,  which  if  done  would  in  a great 
measure  settle  and  quiet  many  if  not  all  said  disputes  that  have  arisen  or 
may  arise  relative  thereto,  and  greatly  expedite  the  compleating  this 
State’s  quota  of  the  continental  army:  Wherefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  every 
apprentice  or  servant  who  hath  inlisted  or  shall  hereafter  inlist  into 
the  continental  army,  who  was  a legal  inhabitant  of  one  town  and  at 
the  time  of  his  inlistment  was  or  shall  be  a resident  as  an  apprentice 
and  entered  in  the  militia-roll  of  another  town,  such  soldier  shall  be 
reckoned  for  and  credited  to  the  town  in  which  he  resides  or  shall  re- 
side as  an  apprentice  and  be  inrolled  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted , That  wherever  any  person  who  was  or  is 
a legal  inhabitant  of  any  town  within  this  State  hath  removed  or  shall 
hereafter  move  into  any  other  town  within  the  same,  and  hath  been 
or  shall  hereafter  he  allowed  to  reside  therein  by  virtue  of  a certificate 
from  the  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  town  where  he  was  an  in- 
habitant as  aforesaid  therein  certifying  the  same,  and  being  inrolled 
with  the  militia  of  such  town  where  he  so  resides,  and  having  inlisted 
or  hereafter  inlisting  shall  he  credited  to  the  town  wherein  he  was  or 
shall  be  a resident  and  inrolled  as  aforesaid  at  the  time  of  his  inlist- 
ment. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person  who  hath  inlisted  or 
shall  hereafter  inlist  who  at  the  time  of  such  inlistment  was  or  shall 
be  a legal  inhabitant  of  any  town  within  this  State  and  being  taxed 
therein  and  hath  been  or  hereafter  shall  be  hired  in  service  and  in- 
rolled  with  the  militia  of  any  other  town  within  the  same  at  the  time 
of  such  inlistment,  such  soldier  shall  be  credited  to  the  town  where 
he  was  or  shall  be  a legal  inhabitant  and  taxed  as  aforesaid,  upon 
said  town’s  refunding  to  the  town  that  hired  him  the  monies  advanced 
as  a bounty  for  his  inlisting. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person  who  hath  inlisted  or 
that  shall  hereafter  inlist,  who  at  the  time  of  such  inlistment  was  or 
shall  be  a legal  inhabitant  of  any  town  within  this  State  and  who  at 
the  time  of  such  inlistment  resided  in  any  other  town  within  the  same 
and  being  hired  to  inlist  by  the  town  wherein  he  so  resided  or  here- 
after shall  reside,  such  soldier  shall  be  credited  to  the  town  where  he 
was  or  shall  be  a legal  inhabitant,  upon  said  town’s  refunding  to  the 
town  that  hired  him  the  monies  advanced  him  as  a bounty  therefor. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  free  negroe  and  molattoe 
having  no  real  estate  shall  be  credited  to  the  town  where  he  hath  been 
or  hereafter  shall  be  hired  to  inlist  unless  he  is  a legal  inhabitant  of 
other  town,  in  which  case  he  shall  he  credited  to  the  town  where  he 
is  a proper  inhabitant,  upon  such  town’s  refunding  to  the  town  where 
he  is  or  shall  be  hired  the  monies  advanced  him  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Indians  who  have  inlisted  or 
hereafter  shall  inlist,  shall  be  credited  to  the  town  hiring  them,  unless 
such  Indian  inlisted  upon  the  continental  and  State  encouragements  only 
in  which  case  they  shall  be  credited  to  the  town  in  which  they  usually 
reside. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  town  to  which  any  soldier  in 
the  continental  army  shall  be  credited  as  part  of  its  quota  shall  be  liable 
to  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  town  to  provide  for  the  support  of 
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such  soldiers  families  in  the  same  manner  as  is  by  law  provided  in  other 
cases,  and  such  soldier  shall  be  considered  as  a proper  inhabitant  of 
such  town  to  which  he  is  credited  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  soldier  or  recruit  that  has  or 
shall  be  hired  by  any  town  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  it  shall 
appear  by  the  paragraphs  aforesaid  in  this  act  contained  that  some 
other  town  has  a right  to,  and  do  in  fact  challenge  such  soldier  or 
recruit  as  part  of  their  quota  he  shall  nevertheless  be  credited  to  the 
quota  of  the  town  that  hired  him,  unless  the  said  town  challenging  as 
aforesaid  shall  refund  tack  to  said  town  or  the  inhabitants  thereof 
that  hired  him  the  monies  advanced  him  as  aforesaid  by  the  20th  of 
April  next. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  several  towns  who  are  deficient 
have  liberty  to  fill  up  and  compleat  their  respective  quotas  by  inlist- 
ment  and  hiring  untill  the  20th  of  said  April,  according  to  the  acts 
and  resolves  of  Assembly  in  October  last. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That,  on  application  from  the  select- 
men of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  producing  proper  certificates  of 
the  number  of  men  procured  by  the  classes  within  their  respective 
towns  to  serve  in  the  continental  army  and  their  being  severally  inlisted 
and  mustered  to  the  acceptance  of  the  muster-masters  in  their  several 
regiments  agreeable  to  law  of  this  State  passed  in  October  last  for 
filling  the  continental  army,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pay-Table  Com- 
mittee to  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  said  selectmen 
for  the  sum  of  thirty  pounds,  L.  money  bills  of  this  State  emission,  for 
each  and  every  such  recruit  as  shall  so  appear  to  be  procured  as  afore- 
said, the  money  to  be  disposed  of  as  is  in  said  act  directed. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  an  Act  for  filling'  up  and  compleating 
this  State’s  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Whereas  by  the  provisions  of  said  act  the  recruits  raised  in  this 
State  have  liberty  to  join  any  regiment  or  company  of  foot  of  the 
Connecticut  Line  not  compleated  to  their  full  complement  of  men,  since 
which  one  regiment  of  cavalry  are  by  Congress  assigned  to  this  State 
as  a part  of  their  quota : Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  That 
any  of  said  recruits  may  and  shall  have  liberty  to  join  said  regiment  of 
cavalry : provided  the  same  be  not  compleated  to  their  full  complement 
of  men,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  now  have  to  join  any  of  said 
regiments  or  companies  of  foot. 

It  being  of  importance  towards  the  filling  up  and  compleating  this 
State’s  quota  of  the  continental  army,  that  the  several  interfering  claims 
from  the  different  towns  respecting  their  men  in  the  army  should  be 
determined  and  the  return  from  the  army  should  be  more  fully  and 
clearly  ascertained : Which  to  effect, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a committee  of  five  judicious  per- 
sons shall  be  appointed  in  each  county  in  this  State  to  hear  and  deter- 
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mine  said  disputed  claims  and  returns,  who  shall  severally  appoint  and 
give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  where  they  shall  sit  forthwith  to 
decide  on  said  business,  any  three  of  whom  shall  have  full  power  to 
do  the  same;  of  which  the  several  towns  are  hereby  directed  to  take 
notice  and  conform  themselves  accordingly, 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  in  deciding  the  said  claims  and 
returns  the  several  towns  shall  be  concluded  by  the  returns  already 
given  in  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  from  the  army,  unless  they  shall 
be  differently  ascertained  by  the  towns  obtaining  and  producing  a 
certificate  from  some  general  officer  in  the  Connecticut  Line,  or  other 
sufficient  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee,  that  their  men 
in  the  army  have  not  been  critically  returned  to  them  and  certifying 
the  variation  whatever  it  may  happen  on  enquiry  to  be  found. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  committee  shall  hear  and 
determine  all  disputes  between  different  towns  respecting  their  men 
already  in  the  army  or  recruits  raised  or  to  be  raised  for  said  purpose 
of  filling  the  continental  army,  and  that  in  doing  the  same  said  com- 
mittee shall  conform  themselves  to  such  rules  respecting  the  subject  as 
this  Assembly  have  given  by  a resolve  of  the  same  in  their  present 
sessions. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  and  ordered,  That  the  several  towns  in 
this  State  shall  compleat  their  full  complement  of  recruits  which  they 
shall  be  deficient  according  to  said  adjustment  on  or  by  the  20th  day 
of  April  next  in  the  manner  already  directed  by  this  Assembly;  and 
that  the  said  committees  shall  and  are  hereby  directed  as  soon  as  may 
be  to  make  their  returns  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  any  altera- 
tions they  may  find  in  any  town’s  quota,  different  from  what  is  already 
assigned  them  as  also  of  the  claims  of  towns  in  different  counties;  and 
that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety 
shall  give  all  further  directions  and  orders  respecting  the  filling  and 
eompleating  each  town’s  quota  of  said  recruits  as  they  shall  find  neces- 
sary, conformable  only  to  act  of  this  Assembly  passed  in  October  last 
for  filling  up  the  army,  to  determine  the  claims  of  two  or  more  towns 
in  different  counties  as  aforesaid. 

Provided,  That  in  case  any  town  be  aggrieved  in  the  adjustment  of 
said  claims  and  returns  by  said  committee  or  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  Safety,  that  on  application  made  to  this  Assembly  in  May  next 
relief  shall  be  given  according  as  the  nature  of  the  case  shall  appear  to 
merit. 

And  Colo.  Nathaniel  Terry,  Gen1  Selah  Hart,  Colo.  John  Chester, 
Colo.  Noah  Phelps  and  Major  Nathaniel  Brown,  for  the  county  of 
Hartford;  Colo.  Edward  Russell,  Colo.  Jonathan  Baldwin,  Mr.  James 
Beard,  Mr.  Gideon  Buckingham  and  Doctor  Eneas  Munson,  for  the 
county  of  New  Haven;  Colo.  Joseph  Harriss  junr,  Colo.  Zabdiel  Rogers, 
Major  Charles  Phelps,  Colo.  Marshfield  Parsons  and  Colo.  Samuel 
Mott,  for  the  county  of  New  London;  Capt.  John  Brooks,  Major  Caleb 
Baldwdn,  Colo.  Nehemiah  Beardslee,  Mr.  Thaddeus  Burr  and  Capt. 
Silvanus  Knapp,  for  the  county  of  Eairfield;  Major  John  Ripley,  Colo. 
James  Gordon,  Colo.  Jeremiah  Mason,  Capt.  Simeon  Smith  and  Colo. 
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Joseph  Abbott,  for  the  county  of  Windham;  Colo.  Aaron  Austin,  Major 
Giles  Pettibone,  Mr.  Reuben  Smith,  Major  Eleazer  Curtiss  and  Mr. 
Hezekiah  Fitch,  are  appointed  a committee  within  their  respective 
counties,  with  the  powers  and  for  the  purposes  herein  expressed. 

An  Act  to  vest  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  a Power  to  levy  certain 
Duties  in  this  State  and  for  appropriating  the  Same. 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  their  resolutions  of 
the  third  and  seventh  days  of  February,  1781,  have  recommended  to  the 
several  States  to  vest  a poAver  in  Congress  to  levy  a duty  on  certain 
goods  and  merchandizes  of  foreign  groAvth  and  manufacture  and  prized 
goods  imported  into  the  said  States,  to  be  appropriated  for  discharging 
the  principal  and  interest  of  debts  contracted  on  the  faith  of  the 
United  States, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  shall  have  power  and  they 
are  hereby  fully  authorized,  to  le\Ty  a duty  of  five  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
at  the  time  and  place  of  importation  upon  all  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandizes of  foreign  growth  and  manufacture  which  shall  be  imported 
into  this  State  from  any  foreign  port,  island  or  plantation,  not  within  any 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  except 
arms,  ammunition,  cloathing  and  other  articles  imported  on  account 
of  the  said  United  States  or  any  of  them,  and  except  wool-cards  and 
cotton-cards,  and  wire  for  making  them,  and  also  except  salt  during  the 
war;  also  a like  duty  of  five  per  cent,  on  all  prizes  and  prize  goods 
condemned  by  any  of  the  maritime  courts  in  this  State  as  lawfull  prize. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said 
Congress  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  appoint  one  or  more  col- 
lectors in  this  State  to  collect  the  said  duties,  liable  to  be  suspended 
or  removed  from  said  office  in  case  of  misconduct  therein  by  this 
Assembly,  and  make  such  rules  and  ordinances  for  levying  and  collect- 
ing the  same  as  they  shall  judge  expedient  which  shall  haA^e  the  force 
of  laws,  and  all  courts,  magistrates  and  other  officers  in  this  State 
are  hereby  enjoyned  duely  to  observe  the  same,  provided  they  shall  not 
be  repugnant  to  any  laws  that  are  or  may  be  enacted  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State.  And  the  monies  arising  from  the  said  duties  shall 
be  appropriated  and  applied  by  Congress  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
due  from  the  United  States  on  loan-office  certificates  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  of  the  said  loans  as  it  becomes  due,  and  other 
debts  contracted  on  the  faith  of  the  United  States  for  supporting  the 
war. 

Provided  alivays*  That  this  act  shall  not  be  carried  into  execu- 
tion untill  all  the  States  [that]  are  not  prevented  by  the  events  of  the 

* The  bill  as  introduced  read,  “ Provided  always  that  this  Act  shall  not  be 
carried  into  Execution  until  nine  of  the  other  States  have  passed  Similar  Laws, 
and  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  expiration  of  three  years  after  the  end  of 
the  present  war  and  no  longer.”  For  this  and  other  changes,  see  Rev.  War,  xx, 
202. 
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war  shall  have  enacted  similar  laws,  and  shall  continue  in  force  untill 
the  expiration  of  three  years  after  the  end  of  the  present  war  or  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities,  and  no  longer. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at  their  sessions  in 
October  last  ordered  and  directed  the  several  towns  in  this  State  to 
appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  receive  and  put  up  a quantity 
of  provisions  for  public  use ; and  whereas  the  provisions  put  up  by  said 
receivers  in  a number  of  towns  in  this  State  still  remains  on  their  hand, 
and  not  sufficient  provisions  hath  hitherto  been  made  to  defray  the  ex- 
pence said  receivers  have  or  may  be  at  in  order  to  cure  and  preserve 
the  provisions  put  up  as  aforesaid, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  the  several  receivers  of  the  pro- 
visions in  this  State  who  have  the  meat  kind  still  on  hand  are  hereby 
ordered  and  directed  forthwith  to  procure  from  the  publick  stores  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  salt  if  wanting  to  repack  the  beef  and  likewise 
the  pork  if  found  necessary,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  repacked,  to 
see  that  the  barrells  are  well  coopered,  the  hoops  pind  and  in  good 
order  for  carting,  and  the  same  be  stored  in  good  order  untill  they  re- 
ceive further  orders;  and  that  the  said  receivers  transmit  their  ac- 
counts of  the  necessary  expence  wffiich  has  heretofore  or  shall  here- 
after arise  in  the  execution  of  thir  office  and  trust  to  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  who  are  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  their  respec- 
tive accounts  and  liquidate  and  adjust  the  same  and  draw  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  sums  they  shall  find  due. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  late  Com- 
missary General,  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  lay  before  this  As- 
sembly at  their  session  in  May  next,  for  their  approbation,  an  account 
of  the  sums  that  shall  then  remain  due  to  all  persons  belonging  to  this 
State  for  beef  or  other  provisions  supplied  his  late  department  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States,  liquidated  and  computed  according  to  the 
resolution  of  Congress  of  the  26th  of  August  last  or  as  near  as  may 
be  thereto;  and  that  such  of  said  creditors  who  choose  to  loan  the  sums 
due  to  them  so  liquidated  and  approved  to  this  State  he  furnished  by 
the  Treasurer  with  proper  securities  therefor  payable  in  silver  or  gold 
at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  end  of  the  present  war  or 
cessation  of  hostilities  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States 
with  interest  to  be  paid  annually  in  like  money;  and  that  such  of  said 
creditors  who  shall  not  choose  to  loan  the  sums  due  to  them  in  manner 
aforesaid  the  same  shall  be  paid  and  discharged  by  this  State  as  soon 
as  provision  can  be  made  therefor  by  a tax  then  to  be  granted  for  that 
purpose.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  make  proper 
application  to  Congress  to  credit  this  State  the  amount  of  such  debts 
as  shall  be  so  paid  and  discharged. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  this  resolution  he  published  in  the 
several  newspapers  in  this  State,  that  the  said  creditors  may  have  notice 
seasonably  to  carry  in  and  obtain  a liquidation  of  their  said  accounts 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  towns  in  this  State  be 
and  they  are  hereby  required  to  provide  one  frock,  two  pair  of  overalls, 
two  linnen  shirts,  two  pair  of  white  woollen  stockings  and  two  pair  of 
shoes,  for  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  required  of  them  to 
serve  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army  for  three  years 
or  during  the  war,  and  deliver  the  same  to  Mr.  Elijah  Hubbard,  sub- 
clothier,  at  Midletown,  or  such  person  as  he  shall  appoint  in  the  several 
counties,  by  the  15th  day  of  May  next,  who  are  to  apprize  such  articles 
according  to  their  real  value  and  goodness  and  give  his  receipts  for  the 
same,  which  receipts  being  presented  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
shall  be  sufficient  warrant  to  said  committee  to  draw  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  thereof. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  selectmen  or  committees  do 
mark  the  several  packs  of  said  cloathing  with  the  name  of  the  town 
which  procured  the  same  and  the  several  officers  in  the  cloathier  de- 
partment are  hereby  directed,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  deliver  the  same  to 
the  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  each  town. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  An  Act  for  filling*  up  and  compleating-  this  State’s 
Quota  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Whereas  doubts  have  arisen  on  the  construction  of  said  act:  Which 
doubts  to  remove, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives , in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  each 
class  divided  as  in  said  act  meeting  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the 
same,  or  the  major  part  of  such  as  shall  meet  for  said  purpose,  shall 
have  full  power  to  tax  themselves  and  the  class  in  proportion  to  their 
several  lists  in  such  sum  or  sums  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  pro- 
cure a recruit  or  to  pay  such  recruit  as  may  have  been  by  them  pro- 
cured, which  tax  when  laid  and  agreed  shall  be  collectable  as  though  laid 
by  any  other  authority : Provided  always,  that  whenever  any  individual 
or  individuals  of  any  class  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  or  furnish  his 
proportion  towards  obtaining  a recruit,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  where  such  delinquent  dwells,  on  application  to 
them  made  and  citation  by  them  given  to  said  persons  to  appear  if 
they  see  cause  with  their  reasons,  to  assess  and  doom  said  delinquents 
in  such  sum  as  said  selectmen  shall  think  proper,  the  circumstances  and 
nature  of  the  refusal  being  duely  considered,  -which  assessment  shall  be 
laid  agreeable  to  circumstances  on  the  lists  mentioned  in  said  act  and 
shall  be  collected  by  warrant  as  in  other  laws  in  said  act  is  provided. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Commissioners  who  are  or 
may  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  State*  to  meet  the  Commissioners 
from  the  other  three  Hew  England  States  and  the  State  of  Hew  York 
in  Convention  to  be  holden  at  Providence  at  the  call  of  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  of  Connecticut  be  instructed,  in  addition  to  the 

The  Hon.  Eliphalet  Dyer.  William  Williams  and  Andrew  Adams,  Esqrs,  were 
named  as  Commissioners  by  the  Lower  House,  hut  the  Upper  House  amended  the 
hill  so  as  to  read  as  in  the  record.  Miscellaneous,  iii,  214. 
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commission  already  given  them  by  this  Assembly,  to  propose  as  a 
subject  of  consideration  and  deliberation  in  said  Convention,  the  re- 
quest of  the  people  calling  themselves  the  State  of  Vermont  to  be 
admitted  into  union  and  confederation  with  the  thirteen  United  States 
of  America  as  a free  and  independent  State,  and  report  their  doings, 
consultations  and  conclusions  thereon  to  this  Assembly. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  desired  as  soon  as  may  be  to  notify  the  several  States 
expected  to  meet  by  their  Commissioners  in  said  Convention  of  the 
above  resolution,  in  order  that  said  States  may,  if  they  see  proper, 
make  similar  inlargments  of  instructions  to  their  Commissioners.  And 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  further  desired  to  make  a call  of  said 
Convention  as  early  as  possible. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  regiment  ordered  by  this  As- 
sembly at  their  special  sessions  in  November  last  for  the  defence  of 
the  post  at  Horseneck  and  parts  adjacent  shall  be  divided  into  two 
battalions,  each  to  be  commanded  by  one  major,  and  to  be  officered 
with  four  captains,  eight  subalterns,  one  adjutant,  one  quartermaster 
and  one  serjeant-major,  to  be  formed  into  four  companies  to  consist 
of  four  serjeants,  one  drummer,  one  lifer,  and  one  hundred  rank  and 
file  each;  and  that  one  surgeon  and  one  surgeon’s  mate  be  appointed 
for  the  whole;  and  that  the  company  of  hose  ordered  by  said  resolve 
of  November  last  be  augmented  to  one  hundred,  and  to  be  officered 
with  one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  one  comet  and  a quartermaster, 
four  corporals  and  a trumpeter,  and  that  the  said  horse  be  annexed 
to  the  said  battalions  and  form  one  regiment;  the  whole  to  be  com- 
manded by  a brigadier  general,  and  to  continue  in  service  untill  the 
first  day  of  March,  1782,  unless  sooner  discharged;  and  shall  receive 
the  same  wages  and  refreshments  as  are  allowed  to  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  same  rank  in  the  continental  army.  Every  recruit  who 
shall  furnish  himself  with  arms,  knapsack  and  blanket,  shall  have  the 
same  allowance  therefor,  both  horse  and  foot,  as  is  allowed  by  an  act 
of  this  Assembly  passed  at  their  special  sessions  in  November  last; 
and  the  numbers  now  wanting  of  horse  and  foot  to  compleat  the 
battalions  and  horse  by  this  resolve  ordered  to  be  raised  shall  be  raised 
in  the  several  towns  in  this  State,  except  the  sea-coast  towns,  in  the 
same  way  as  was  ordered  by  this  Assembly  in  November  last.  That 
the  brigadier  general  who  shall  have  the  command  of  the  said  regiment 
shall  also  command  all  the  sea-coast  guards  hereinafter  ordered  to  be 
raised  from  Horseneck  to  New  Haven  inclusive;  and  that  in  like  manner 
the  guards  from  Branford  to  Stonington  inclusive  shall  be  under  the 
command  of  the  commanding  officer  forts  at  New  London  and  Groton. 
That  the  following  companies  be  raised  and  stationed  in  the  towns 
hereafter  mentioned,  as  guards  for  the  sea  coasts  of  those  towns  and 
places  instead  of  those  ordered  by  this  Assembly  in  November  last: 
that  is  to  say, — In  Greenwich,  one  company  to  consist  of  one  lieu- 
tenant, one  ensign,  two  serjeants  and  forty  rank  and  file  including  one 
drummer.  In  Stamford,  one  company  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one 
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lieutenant,  one  ensign,  four  serjeants,  one  drum  and  fife  and  sixty  rank 
and  file,  and  one  company  of  matrosses  to  consist  of  one  lieutenant, 
two  serjeants,  one  gunner  and  twenty-two  matrosses.  In  Middlesex, 
one  company  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  four 
serjeants,  one  drum  and  fife,  and  fifty-three  rank  and  file.  In  Nor- 
walk, one  company  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  en- 
sign, four  serjeants,  one  drum  and  fife,  and  sixty  rank  and  file,  and  one 
company  of  matrosses  to  consist  of  one  lieutenant,  two  serjeants,  one 
gunner  and  twenty-two  matrosses.  In  Fairfield,  one  company  to  con- 
sist of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  four  serjeants,  one  drum 
and  fife  and  sixty  rank  and  file,  and  one  company  of  matrosses  for 
the  garrison  at  the  battery  at  Grovers  Hill,  to  consist  of  one  lieu- 
tenant, two  serjeants,  one  gunner  and  twenty-five  matrosses.  For  Black 
Rock  Stores  and  to  extend  to  the  mouth  of  Poquanock  River,  one  com- 
pany to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  four  serjeants, 
one  drum  and  fife,  and  sixty  rank  and  file.  In  Stratford,  one  company 
to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  five  serjeants,  one 
drum  and  fife,  and  seventy-two  rank  and  file;  one  serjeant  and  twelve 
of  the  men  as  a guard  at  the  ferry.  In  Milford,  one  company  to  con- 
sist of  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  three  serjeants,  one  drum,  and  forty- 
six  rank  and  file;  one  serjeant  and  twelve  of  the  privates  as  a guard 
at  the  ferry.  In  New  Haven,  one  company  to  consist  of  one  captain, 
two  lieutenants,  one  ensign,  four  serjeants,  one  drum  and  fife,  and 
eighty-six  rank  and  file.  In  Branford,  one  company  to  consist  of  one 
lieutenant,  two  serjeants,  and  thirty-five  rank  and  file.  In  Guilford, 
one  company  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  four 
serjeants,  one  drum  and  fife,  and  sixty  rank  and  file.  In  Killingworth, 
one  company  to  consist  of  one  ensign,  two  serjeants,  and  twenty-one 
rank  and  file.  In  Saybrook,  one  company  to  consist  of  one  lieutenant, 
three  serjeants,  and  forty  rank  and  file,  as  a garrison  for  the  fort  and 
a guard  for  the  sea  coast  between  the  mouth  of  Connecticut  River  and 
New  London;  one  company  to  consist  of  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign, 
three  serjeants,  one  drum  and  fife,  and  forty  rank  and  file.  In  New 
London  and  Groton,  two  companies  to  consist  of  one  captain,  two  lieu- 
tenants, four  serjeants  two  gunners  and  seventy  rank  and  file  each, 
to  do  the  duty  of  matrosses  and  infantry  as  they  shall  be  required,  as 
shall  all  the  foregoing  matross  companies,  and  to  be  stationed  in  those 
towns  as  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  direct.  In  Stoning- 
ton,  one  company  of  matrosses  to  consist  of  one  lieutenant,  two  serjeants, 
one  gunner  and  twenty  matrosses.  That  the  aforesaid  non-commissioned 
officers  and  soldiers  for  the  respective  coast  guards  and  matross  com- 
panies in  the  respective  towns  may  and  shall  be  raised  by  said  towns 
by  voluntary  inlistment  or  in  any  other  way  which  they  judge  best, 
which  they  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  to  do.  That 
said  guards  and  matross  companies  shall  find  themselves  with  arms  and 
blankets,  and  if  any  are  unable  so  to  do  then  the  selectmen  of  such 
town  where  such  soldier  shall  belong  that  shall  neglect  or  be  unable  to 
furnish  himself  shall  take  care  that  he  shall  be  properly  furnished 
and  shall  stop  the  cost  thereof  out  of  the  wages  of  every  such  soldier. 
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And  said  sea-coast  guards  and  matross  companies  shall  be  holden  in 
service  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next  except  sooner  discharged. 
That  the  commanding  officer  of  each  of  said  guards  shall  receive  orders 
from  and  make  their  returns  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  the  said  guard  shall  be  placed.  That  the  troops  and 
guards  in  the  immediate  service  of  this  State  shall  have  their  polls 
exempted  from  being  put  into  their  lists  for  the  present  year.  That 
all  retained  rations  of  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  immediate  service  of 
this  State  shall  be  paid  for  each  retained  ration  as  was  provided  by 
this  Assembly  in  October  last,  and  for  all  retained  parts  of  rations 
after  the  same  rule  according  to  the  proportion  fixed  by  Congress.  That 
a Forage  Master  be  appointed  for  the  post  of  Horseneck,  to  purchase 
forage  for  the  use  of  the  troops  there,  who  shall  be  furnished  with 
money  out  of  the  treasury  therefor.  That  the  commanding  officer  may 
employ  teams  for  the  use  of  the  troops  at  Horseneck  as  he  shall  find 
it  necessary.  That  there  shall  be  provided  for  each  town  on  the  sea 
coast  one  suitable  boat,  except  between  New  London  and  the  mouth 
of  Connecticut  Kiver  where  two  boats  shall  be  provided  to  cruize  every 
night  in  such  manner  as  the  commanding  officer  in  each  department 
shall  direct,  to  prevent  illicit  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  enemy  and 
their  depredations  on  our  coast.  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  desired  im- 
mediately to  procure  a sufficient  quantity  of  lead,  powder,  cartridge- 
paper,  flints  and  other  military  stores,  for  the  effectual  supply  of  the 
troops  in  the  service  of  this  State,  and  cause  a suitable  number  of  cannon 
and  musquet  cartridges  to  be  immediately  made  up.  That  the  com- 
mission officers  of  said  regiment  be  appointed  by  this  Assembly  or 
in  their  recess  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  and  that  the 
staff  officers  belonging  to  the  said  two  battalions  equally  to  be  appointed 
by  said  brigadier  general,  and  those  belonging  to  each  particular  bat- 
talion by  the  major  commandant.  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
give  all  necessary  orders  respecting  the  arrangement  of  said  battalions 
and  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  be,  and  also  to  give  any  further 
orders  to  the  said  regiment  and  guards  for  the  safety  and  defence  of 
the  State  as  shall  be  found  needfull,  whereof  the  commandants  re- 
spectively are  ordered  to  take  notice.  That  the  aforesaid  regiment 
shall  not  be  sent  out  of  this  State  further  than  into  the  State  of  New 
York  by  order  of  this  Assembly  or  in  their  recess  by  order  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  of  Safety,  except  on  special  emergencies  by  order 
of  the  commander  thereof.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen 
in  each  town  except  the  towns  of  New  London,  Groton  and  Greenwich, 
where  said  guards  shall  be  stationed,  to  provide  a sufficiency  of  beef 
and  of  the  meat  kind  for  the  respective  guards  in  their  towns,  and 
to  bring  in  their  respective  accounts  therefor  to  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table,  who  shall  liquidate  and  adjust  the  same  which  when  done 
shall  be  deducted  out  of  the  taxes  due  from  said  towns  respectively  and 
not  specially  appropriated. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  resolutions  of  this  Assembly 
impowering  and  directing  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to  negotiate  in 
behalf  of  this  State  with  such  persons  as  shall  desire  the  same  an  ex- 
change of  the  bills  issuing  on  the  credit  of  this  State  pursuant  to  a 
resolution  of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March,  1780,  for  the  continental 
bills  now  in  circulation  at  the  exchange  of  forty  of  the  latter  for  one 
of  the  former  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Whereas  none  of  the  bills  ordered  to  be  emitted  pursuant  to  a resolu- 
tion of  Congress  of  the  18th  of  March,  1780,  have  been  issued:  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  the  tax  laid  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
April  last  of  seven  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1780,  payable  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  by  the  31st  day  of  December,  1781,  for 
sinking  a part  of  said  bills,  be  suspended  untill  the  further  order  of 
this  Assembly. 

An  Act  for  repealing1  a Paragraph  in  an  Act  passed  in  November,  1780,  en- 
tituled  An  Act  to  secure  the  Loans  heretofore  made  and  for 
procuring  further  Loans  to  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
third  paragraph  of  said  act  for  loaning  on  the  credit  of  this  State  con- 
tinental bills  emitted  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1780,  to  the  amount 
of  fifty  thousand  pounds  in  silver  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a tax  of  two  pence  on  the  pound 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  laid  upon  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  of 
the  inhabitants  of  this  State  given  in  to  this  Assembly  for  the  year  1780, 
payable  into  the  treasury  in  gold  or  silver  by  the  first  day  of  May  next, 
to  be  mortgaged  and  appropriated  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making 
payment  in  part  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line 
of  the  continental  army  of  the  arrears  due  them  for  their  service  the 
year  past : the  twentieth  part  of  said  tax  abateable  by  the  civil  authority 
and  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  as  has  been  theretofore  practiced  in  like  cases;  and  the  Treas- 
urer is  directed  to  issue  his  warrants  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  expences 
of  the  committee  appointed  by  this  State  for  settling  accounts  with 
the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  army  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  for  what  they  shall  find  justly  due  thereon. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  act  of  this  Assembly  passed 
at  their  session  in  November  last,  for  granting  a publick  lottery  to  be 
drawn  at  Hartford  on  the  20th  of  May  next,  or  sooner  if  the  tickets 
before  that  time  should  be  all  sold,  for  calling  in  three  millions  of 
dollars  of  the  old  continental  bills,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 
And  the  managers  of  said  lottery  are  hereby  ordered  to  return  the 
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money  which  they  may  have  received  for  the  sale  of  tickets  in  said 
lottery  to  the  persons  who  purchased  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  receive  orders  drawn  by  the  Pay-Table  and 
certificates  given  for  interest  on  State  notes  in  payment  of  any  of  the 
taxes  laid  on  the  list  of  1779,  except  the  tax  of  two  pence  half-penny 
on  the  pound  payable  the  first  of  March,  1781,  for  payment  of  interest 
of  the  notes  given  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line 
in  the  continental  army ; any  former  resolution  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Colo.  Experience  Storrs,  Mr.  John 
Eelch  and  Mr.  Ebenezer  Plummer  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
and  added  to  the  committee  of  this  State  for  settling  accounts  with  the 
Connecticut  Line  of  the  army. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  October  last  did  abate 
the  State  taxes  due  to  this  State  on  the  list  of  1779  of  those  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Fairfield  who  suffered  the  loss  of  a very  great  part  of 
their  property  by  fire,  occasioned  by  the  incursion  of  the  enemy  into 
said  town  in  July,  1779,  and  it  being  represented  to  this  Assembly 
that  said  suffering  inhabitants  are  still  greatly  distressed  and  unable 
to  pay  the  public  taxes : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  all  said 

inhabitants  whose  taxes  were  abated  by  the  committee  appointed  by 
this  Assembly  to  enquire  into  and  report  their  circumstances,  and  which 
are  approved  and  allowed  by  act  of  this  Assembly  in  October  last  ac- 
cepting and  approving  said  report,  shall  have  the  State  taxes  arising  on 
their  list  given  in  the  year  1780  abated  to  them,  and  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  is  directed  to  allow  said  abatement  accordingly  in  settling 
the  taxes  of  said  town  for  the  year  1780. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  General  Roger  Newberry  and  Colo. 
John  Chester  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  and  added  to  the 
Council  of  Safety. 

Whereas  by  a resolve  of  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  May 
last,  for  the  raising  three  regiments  for  the  defence  of  this  State,  it 
was  set  forth  as  an  inducement  for  inlisting  that  the  head  of  such  as 
should  so  inlist  and  should  continue  in  service  for  the  space  of  three 
months  should  be  exempted  from  the  list  of  1780,  but  in  the  proclama- 
tion which  issued  out  thereon  the  encouragement  was  held  up  for  ex- 
emption upon  the  inlistment  only  for  said  term,  and  not  upon  the 
continuance  therein,  whereby  the  listers  in  the  several  towns  have  con- 
ducted variously  in  that  respect : in  some  towns  said  heads  being  put 
in,  and  in  others  not ; which  inequality  tends  to  uneasiness  and  in- 
justice; which  to  prevent  : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  listers 
of  such  towns  as  have  put  the  heads  of  said  officers  into  the  list  of 
1780  shall  abate  the  heads  of  such  officers  and  soldiers  from  said  list, 
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and  they  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  abate  the  same  together 
with  the  fourfold  assessments  thereon. 


This  Assembly  do  appoint  Brig1’  General  Erastus  Wolcott,  Jonathan 
Trumbull  and  Charles  Church  Chandler,  Esqrs,  to  be  Commissioners  in 
addition  to  those  gentlemen  heretofore  appointed  to  meet  the  Com- 
missioners from  the  other  New  England  States  and  from  the  State  of 
New  York,  at  Providence  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  on  the  12th  of 
April  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  take  the  care  and  over- 
sight of  NewGate  Prison  in  Symsbury  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  picket  in  the  said  prison  with  good  and  sufficient 
pickets  at  a convenient  distance  round  said  prison  and  buildings  there 
erected  as  they  shall  judge  most  convenient,  with  small  bastions  at  the 
corner  for  an  easier  defence,  and  to  have  said  work  begun  and  finished 
as  early  this  season  as  may  be. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  men  ordered  to  be  raised  by  a 
resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  in  their  present  sessions  in  addition  to 
those  raised  in  November  last  for  the  defence  of  the  western  frontiers, 
be  apportioned  out  to  the  several  towns  in  the  proportion  hereafter 
mentioned,  which  towns  shall  raise  quotas  of  foot  and  horse  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  the  recruits  for  the  continental  army  are 
ordered  to  be  raised:  Said  men  to  be  raised,  furnished  and  ready  to 

march  by  the  first  day  of  April  next.

Whereas  the  officers  and  soldiers  employed  in  defence  of  this  and 
the  United  States  have  suffered  much  by  want  of  the  article  of  sauce  so 
necessary  for  their  health  and  comfort,  which  inconvenience  cannot  he 
remedied  except  by  the  exertions  of  the  people  for  that  purpose : There- 
fore resolved,  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  several 
towns  in  this  State,  that  they  remember  their  brethren  in  the  field  and 
endeavour  the  next  season  to  raise  a quantity  of  pease  and  beans 
sufficient  to  supply  the  officers  and  soldiers  in  public  service  belonging 
to  this  State,  for  which  they  shall  receive  a generous  reward.  And 
the  several  printers  in  this  State  are  requested  to  publish  this  resolve 
in  their  respective  newspapers. 


Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  stay  and  not  issue  any  warrant  against  the 
town  of  Greenwich  for  any  State  taxes  already  laid  or  that  may  be  laid 
against  said  town  on  the  sum  in  which  said  town  stands  doomed  for 
not  returning  a list  to  this  Assembly  in  October  last,  untill  the  rising 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Mr.  William  Mosely  to  be  one  of  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  in  addition  to  those  already  appointed  during 
the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly.

depreciation  of  the  wages  and  accounts  of  Colo.  Warner’s  regiment, 
both  commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  belonging 
to  this  State,  and  considered  as  part  of  their  quota,  and  the  committee 
are  likewise  to  include  such  of  said  regiment  as  have  died  or  been 
dismissed  in  the  same  way  and  manner  and  proceed  according  to  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  were  adopted  in  said  former  settlement, 
and  make  a return  of  the  sums  they  shall  find  due  upon  said  settle- 
ment to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  draw 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  respective  ballances  in  the  same 
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way  and  manner  as  they  now  do  those  included  in  said  former  settle- 
ment. And  that  said  committee  include  the  memorialists  in  said  settle- 
ment to  be  made  with  said  Connecticut  Line  for  the  last  year,  ob- 
serving the  same  rules  and  making  the  same  allowances;  and  that  the 
expences  arising  for  the  support  of  the  agent  representing  and  ad- 
justing the  accounts  of  the  aforesaid  corps  to  be  born  by  this  State, 
and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered 
and  directed  to  liquidate  his  accounts  and  draw  an  order  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Hopkins  and  others,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  some  time  in  the  month  of  April  last  sundry  persons 
broke  open  and  robbed  the  house  of  Ebenezer  Dayton  in  Hew  Haven 
and  thence  proceeded  to  Long  Island  to  join  the  enemies  of  this  State; 
that  by  the  spirited  exertions  of  the  number  of  the  subjects  of  this 
State  the  said  felons  were  apprehended  and  brought  to  justice,  in  the 
course  of  which  proceedings  a great  number  of  persons  were  employed 
and  put  to  great  expence  which  ought  to  be  allowed  and  taxed;  pray- 
ing that  a committee  might  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file;  and  the  committee  thereon  appointed  by  this  As- 
sembly having  taxed  the  bill  presented  to  them  for  said  expences  and 
made  report  which  has  been  accepted:  Therefore,  resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  bills  so  taxed  and  allowed  be  lodged  in  the  Pay- 
Table  office,  and  thereupon  the  committee  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  persons  mentioned  in  said 
bills  to  the  amount  of  of  the  sums  respectively  due,  or  in  favour  of 
such  person  or  persons  as  shall  by  them  or  any  certain  number  of  them 
be  authorized  and  impowered  for  that  purpose  to  the  amount  of  such 
sums  as  such  person  or  persons  is  authorized  to  receive;  and  the  Treas- 
urer is  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly.

Jeduthun  Baldwin’s  regiment  of  artificers  that 
belong  to  this  State,  agreeable  to  the  resolve  of  the  Honble  Assembly  in 
November  last;  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  was  a dispute 
between  the  committee  of  the  State  and  him,  as  per  memorial  on  file 
dated  Weather sfield,  March  5th,  1781,  will  appear:  Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  in  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  artificers  of 
Colo.  Jeduthun  Baldwin’s  regiment  and  belonging  to  this  State  the 
committee  appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  settle  with  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  continental  army,  the  artificers  be  charged  in  account 
for  wages  received  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  amount  only 
as  those  of  equal  rank  and  condition  in  said  line  respectively  are 
charged  and  the  ballance  due  determined  accordingly;  and  that  the 
memorialist  receive  the  same  subsistence  while  employed  in  the  settle- 
ment with  said  committee  as  the  rest  of  the  committee  from  the  army 
have  been  and  shall  be  allowed  by  this  Assembly,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasury  ac- 
cordingly.

take  care  of  his  interest;  praying  that  he  may  have  liberty  to  remove 
with  his  family  unto  Long  Island  and  to  carry  with  him  his  household 
furniture,  stock  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  As- 

sembly, that  the  memorialist  have  liberty,  and  liberty  is  hereby  given 
to  him,  to  remove  with  his  family  unto  Long  Island  and  to  carry 
with  him  his  household  furniture,  two  cows,  one  sheep  and  one  swine, 
with  provision  sufficient  to  last  his  family  two  months  from  the  time 
of  their  embarcation;  all  under  the  inspection  of  Colo.  Ledyard,  com- 
manding officer  at  the  post  of  New  London. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Adee,  administrator  on  the  estate  of 
Sarah  Stoddard  late  of  Woodbury  deceasd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  debts  and  charges  exhibited  against  said  estate  amount  to 
£3  13  5,  L.  money,  and  that  the  whole  inventoried  estate  of  said  deceasd 
consisteth  of  two-thirds  of  a dwTelling-house  and  about  twelve  rods  of 
land,  the  whole  apprized  at  £16  13  4,  lawfull  money,  and  that  a part 
of  said  estate  cannot  be  sold  without  spoiling  the  whole,  as  per  me- 
morial on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  J ohn  Adee  have 
liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  him,  to  make  sale 
of  said  two-thirds  of  said  house  and  land;  taking  the  direction  of  the 
court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Woodbury  therein;  that  the  clear 
avails  thereof  may  be  distributed  among  the  heirs  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Richard  Mead  of  Greenwich,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  in  January,  1780,  he  went  a volunteer  as  a horse- 
man under  the  command  of  Capt.  Samuel  Lockwood  to  attack  the 
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enemy  at  Morisania  and  that  upon  tlie  return  of  the  company  the 
said  Richard  Mead,  being  in  the  rear  of  the  said  company,  was  attacked 
by  a body  of  the  enemies  horse  and  was  by  them  wounded  and  taken 
and  carried  prisoner  into  New  York  and  there  was  held  a prisoner 
untill  the  then  next  March,  and  that  he  suffered  greatly  in  his  im- 
prisonment and  also  suffered  the  loss  of  his  horse,  saddle,  bridle,  pistols, 
sword,  and  a new  bever  hat;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial 
on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay- 

Table  receive  the  accounts  of  the  losses  of  the  said  Richard  Mead,  ad- 
just and  settle  the  same,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  shall 
be  found  justly  due  to  him  thereon. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joel  Barlow,  shewing  that  he  received  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  June  1778  for  £4  17  0,  but  has 
received  no  payment  thereon;  praying  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  may  take  back  said  order  and  grant  him  another  for  the  value 
thereof,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 

Committee  of  Pay-Table  receive  back  the  said  order  and  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  value  thereof  in  bills  of  this  State  according  to  the 
scale  of  depreciation  by  law  established. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jesse  Bell,  of  Stamford  in  Fairfield  county, 
administrator  on  the  estate  of  James  Bell  late  of  said  Stamford  decd, 
with  the  will  annexed,  shewing  that  since  the  liberty  granted  by  the 
Assembly  to  sell  land  for  the  payment  of  debts  due  from  said  estate 
more  debts  have  appeared  to  be  due  from  said  estate,  amounting  to 
£64  14  6,  L.  money,  for  payment  of  which  said  memorialist  hath  no 
assets  in  his  hands;  praying  to  te  authorized  and  impowered  to  sell 
real  estate  of  said  deceasd  to  raise  said  sum  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on 
file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  memorialist  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  sell  real  estate  of  said  deceasd 
to  raise  said  sum  of  £64  14  6,  L.  money,  with  the  incident  charges  of 
sale;  taking  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stam- 
ford therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Eunice  Case  and  Joseph  Case,  administra- 
tors on  the  estate  of  Moses  Case  late  of  Norfolk  decd,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  said  Moses  on  the  11th  day  of  December,  1780,  then 
in  full  life,  purchased  of  Hosea  Wilcox  junr  of  said  Norfolk  about 
twenty  acres  of  land  lying  in  said  Norfolk  and  took  a deed  thereof 
and  gave  security  for  the  payment  of  the  consideration,  being  about 
fifty  pounds,  L.  money,  which  remains  unpaid,  and  that  the  said  Moses 
hath  since  deceasd  intestate;  that  in  his  last  sickness  he  requested  said 
Wilcox  to  take  back  said  land  and  give  up  the  security  given  by  said 
deceasd,  to  which  said  Wilcox  consented  and  agreed;  that  the  said 
deceasd  then  supposed  said  deed  was  not  recorded  and  that  it  would 
now  only  [be  necessary]  to  exchange  the  said  instruments;  that  after 
his  death  which  happened  in  February  last  year,  your  memorialist 
found  that  said  deed  was  recorded,  and  praying  that  they  or  some  meet 
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person  may  be  impowered  to  make  and  execute  a deed  of  release  of 
said  land  to  said  Wilcox  upon  his  giving  up  said  security,  as  per 
memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  be 
and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  fully  authorized  to  execute  in 
due  form  of  law  a deed  of  release  of  said  land  to  the  said  Hosea  Wilcox 
junr,  upon  his  returning  to  them  the  security  said  decd  gave  him 
therefor. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ephraim  Johnson  of  Wallingford,  repre- 
senting to  this  Assembly  that  in  October,  1777,  his  son  Ward  Johnson 
was  ordered  to  march  to  Fishkill  with  the  militia  who  were  ordered 
to  ride  and  that  your  memorialist’s  son  rode  on  Deacon  Isaac  John- 
son’s horse,  and  that  said  horse,  saddle  and  bridle  were  lost  in  re- 
turning home  and  have  never  been  heard  of  since;  that  said  horse, 
saddle  and  bridle  were  valued  at  eleven  pounds,  L.  money,  as  per 
memorial:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Ephraim  Johnson 
shall  receive  eleven  pounds  in  bills  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
State  out  of  the  treasury,  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  therefor. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Henry  Champion,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  in  prosecuting  his  duty  as  purchasing  commissary  since  his  ap- 
pointment in  April  last  he  has  been  obliged  to  expend  large  sums  of 
money  in  sending  necessary  expresses  to  expedite  said  supplies  and  to 
forward  said  business,  and  that  in  October  last  he  was  invested  with 
a discretionary  power  of  purchasing  supplies  without  having  any  re- 
gard to  the  rates  and  prices  limited  by  Congress,  since  which  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  do  not  think  themselves  authorized  to  allow 
the  two  and  half  per  cent,  to  him  and  his  assistant  purchasers  for  the 
sum  actually  paid  out  for  beef  and  provisions  purchased  after  the 
15th  day  of  said  October;  praying  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  fully  impowered  and  directed  to  receive  and  adjust 
the  accounts  of  the  memorialist  for  the  necessary  cost  and  expences 
of  his  expresses  sent  and  employed  in  the  prosecution  of  his  business 
of  purchasing  commissary,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  therefor,  and 
also  extend  the  two  and  half  per  cent,  to  him  and  his  assistant  pur- 
chasers as  well  as  to  the  unlimited  prices  they  actually  gave  and  paid 
out  for  beef  and  provisions  purchased  after  said  15th  day  of  October 
as  to  those  bought  before. 

Upon  the  report  of  a committee  appointed  by  the  Honble  General 
Assembly  upon  the  memorials  of  Thomas  McCluer  and  others,  John 
Ryon  and  others,  of  Westmoreland,  shewing  that  they  are  engaged  and 
holden  in  the  continental  service  during  the  war ; that  by  reason  of  the 
exposedness  of  said  Westmoreland  the  ravages  of  the  enemy  which  they 
experienced  in  1778  that  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  be  discharged  from 
said  service  or  to  continue  at  said  Westmoreland  for  the  protection  of 
said  place  and  their  families,  as  per  memorial:  Resolved  by  this 
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Assembly,  that  the  said  Thomas  McCluer,  John  Ryan,  and  the  other 
memorialists,  be  represented  to  Congress  by  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, shewing  their  situation,  and  that  application  be  made  for  their 
discharge  from  the  service,  and  that  if  that  cannot  be  obtained,  then 
that  they  have  liberty  to  be  continued  in  service  at  said  Westmoreland, 
and  that  the  Governor  be  also  requested  to  write  to  General  Washing- 
ton informing  him  of  the  application  which  is  made  to  Congress  in 
favour  of  the  memorialists  and  requesting  him  to  give  liberty  for  them 
to  remain  at  Westmoreland  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Mitchell  untill 
the  pleasure  of  Congress  may  be  known  thereon. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Sarah  Denslow,  executrix  of  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  Joseph  Gaylord  late  of  Windsor  decd,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  exhibited  against  the  estate  of  said 
decd  and  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  surmount  the  moveable  part 
of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £70  14  8,  L.  money,  and  that  said  deceasd 
made  no  provision  in  his  said  will  for  the  payment  thereof ; praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  as  will  raise 
the  said  sum  of  £70  14  8,  L.  money,  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  granted  and  liberty  and  au- 
thority is  hereby  granted  to  Daniel  Bissell,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceasd  as  will  raise  said  sum  of  £70  14  8,  L.  money, 
with  the  charges  arising  thereon ; taking  the  directions  of  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Hartford  therein. 

Upon  the  complaint  of  Lieut.  Jared  Robinson  and  others,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  they  were  in  the  service  of  this  State  in  the 
company  of  Capt.  John  Yates  in  the  year  1779,  and  that  said  Capt. 
Yates  has  orders  in  his  hands  for  the  payment  of  the  ballance  of  their 
wages,  and  that  said  complainants  are  ready  and  willing  to  receive 
said  orders  in  discharge  of  their  said  ballances  &c. ; praying  that  said 
Capt.  Yates  may  be  directed  to  pay  over  said  orders  into  the  hands 
of  said  complainants  to  the  amount  of  their  said  ballances,  as  per 
complaint  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Capt.  John  Yates  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  meet  the  said  complainants  at  the  dwelling- 
house  of  Samuel  Hemingway  in  Hew  Haven  on  Monday  the  26th  day 
of  March  1781,  and  then  and  there  to  deliver  over  to  said  complainants 
out  of  said  orders  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  the  ballance  of  their 
wages  now  due;  they  giving  their  receipts  therefor. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Waterburv  junr  and  Charles  Weed, 
selectmen  of  the  town  of  Stamford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the 
said  town  being  prevented  by  inevitable  casualties  from  compleating 
and  returning  the  list  of  said  town  by  the  time  limited  by  law  the 
said  town  was  doomed  by  this  Assembly  at  their  last  session  in  the 
sum  of  £33,000,  on  the  list  1780,  and  praying  that  said  town  may  he 
exonerated  from  said  doom  or  amercement  and  that  the  true  list  of 
said  town  being  now  compleated  and  amounting  to  £29,203  8 0 may 
be  accepted  and  entered  as  if  the  same  had  been  timely  returned,  as  per 
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memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  abovementioned 
true  list  of  said  town,  amounting  to  £29,203  8,  be  accepted  and  entered 
as  if  the  same  had  been  timely  returned,  and  that  said  town  be  ex- 
onerated from  the  doom  or  amercement  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  H.  Parsons,  shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  he  has  in  possession  three  forty-shillings  of  the  emission 
of  this  State,  which  on  account  of  his  being  in  service  were  not  carryed 
into  the  treasury  when  called  out  of  circulation  by  act  of  the  General 
Assembly;  praying  for  liberty  to  return  the  same  into  the  treasury  and 
receive  pay  therefor,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  receive  said  three 
forty-shillings  bills  and  to  give  the  memorialists  in  exchange  therefor 
out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State  three  forty-shillings  of  July  last 
emission. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  John  Ely,  Capt.  Edward  Bulkley  and 
others,  preferred  to  this  Assembly,  a committee  having  been  appointed 
and  made  their  report  thereon  which  is  accepted  and  approved : Re- 

solved by  this  Assembly,  that  the  sum  of  six  hundred  pounds  already 
procured  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Esqr,  re- 
ferred to  in  the  memorial  said  to  be  short  of  full  weight,  consisting 
of  johanneses,  be  paid  or  delivered  over  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State,  who  shall  give  his  security  to  Mr.  Shaw  for  said  sum 
payable  the  first  day  of  June  next  with  lawfull  interest  untill  paid, 
and  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
receive  and  pay  over  at  its  true  value  the  same  to  Colo.  John  Ely, 
Capt.  Edward  Bulkley  and  Capt.  John  Riley,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
discharging  and  paying  the  debts  of  the  prisoners  from  this  State  con- 
tracted while  in  captivity  on  Long  Island,  taking  such  receipts  as  have 
been  customary  in  similar  instances  and  that  such  receipts  be  lodged 
in  the  hands  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  which  receipt 
should  be  cancelled  by  proper  vouchers  for  the  application  of  the  monies : 
And  whereas  it  appears  that  Colo.  Ely  had  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
pounds  sent  him  while  in  captivity  but  through  misfortune  a consider- 
able part  of  it  was  necessarily  expended  before  it  arrived  to  Colo.  Ely 
so  as  to  apply  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed,  and  as  Colo. 
Ely  has  since  been  at  much  expence  in  negociating  the  matters  of 
payment  for  all  which  the  said  Colo.  Ely  be  paid  the  sum  of  thirty 
pounds,  L.  money,  and  that  Capt.  John  Riley  be  recommended  for  a 
Flag  for  the  purposes  of  going  on  Long  Island  and  discharging  the 
aforesaid  debts;  'that  Colo.  Ely’s  family  be  supplied  in  manner  and 
form  as  other  officers  families  of  his  rank  and  station  are  supplied,  and 
that  during  his  captivity,  and  that  the  gentlemen  of  the  Pay-Table  be 
directed  to  receive  and  liquidate  such  accounts  as  may  be  exhibited 
therefor  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  accordingly;  that  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  to  direct  that  such  prisoners  as  are 
now  in  hand  and  belonging  to  this  State  be  applied  as  soon  as  may 
be  to  Colo.  John  Ely’s  exchange;  and  that  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
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directed  to  notice  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  of  the  amount  of  the 
sum  he  shall  pay  to  Colo.  Ely  as  aforesaid,  which  sum  so  advanced 
shall  be  charged  by  said  Pay-Table  to  the  continent  in  account  of 
monies  advanced  to  prisoners  agreeable  to  the  requisitions  of  Congress 
in  such  case  provided. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Roger  Sherman,  Esqr:  Resolved  by  this 

Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  give  to  the  memorialist  a note  or  notes  on  interest  for  such  sum  as 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  shall  certify  to  be  due  for  his  services  as 
a Delegate  for  this  State  in  Congress  of  the  same  tenor  as  the  notes 
ordered  to  be  given  for  a further  loan  of  the  principal  and  interest 
due  on  State  notes  given  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly  in  November 
last,  and  that  the  memorialist  be  allowed  interest  for  the  sum  due  for 
his  said  services  from  the  12th  of  October  last  to  be  added  to  the 
principal  and  included  in  said  notes. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Heman  Swift  in  behalf  of  Mathias  Beeman, 
praying  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  directed  to 
execute  State  notes  in  favour  of  the  said  Beeman  to  the  amount  of 
forty-nine  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  the  room  of  other  State  notes  to 
the  same  amount  lost  by  said  Beeman,  on  an  expedition  to  Morisania, 
as  per  memorial  on  file  ^ &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 

Treasurer  of  this  State  te  and  he  is  hereby  directed  and  ordered  to 
execute  State  notes  in  favour  of  the  aforesaid  Mathias  Beeman  to  the 
amount  of  forty-nine  pounds,  L.  money,  and  to  refuse  payment  on  said 
former  notes,  and  said  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  stop  and 
retain  the  same  in  his  hands  should  they  he  presented,  and  that  the 
memorialist  or  said  Matthias  Beeman  shall  publish  an  account  of  the 
loss  of  said  notes  in  all  the  newspapers  in  this  State  before  said  new 
notes  shall  be  executed  by  the  Treasurer. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  ■ committee  from  the  Connecticut  Line 
in  the  continental  army,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  are  a 
number  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  this 
State  who  formerly  served  in  Colo.  James  Livingston’s  regiment  and 
accounted  as  part  of  the  quota  of  this  State  and  that  said  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  soldiers  have  by  a resolution  of  Congress  of  October, 
1780,  been  taken  from  said  Livingston’s  regiment  and  now  serve  in  the 
Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army;  and  praying  that  they  may 
receive  the  same  securities  and  be  entituled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
the  other  soldiers  in  the  Connecticut  Line,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c. : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
soldiers  late  of  Colo.  James  Livingston’s  regiment  who  at  the  time  of 
their  engaging  in  service  were  inhabitants  of  this  State  and  accounted 
as  part  of  the  quota  of  this  State  shall  be  entituled  to  every  immunity 
and  privilege  as  are  allowed  to  the  other  soldiers  belonging  to  the 
Connecticut  Line  of  the  continental  army,  so  far  as  respects  their  wages 
only.  And  the  committee  appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  liquidate  and 
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settle  tlie  accounts  between  said  Line  and  State  are  hereby  directed  to 
settle  with  said  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  for  their  services 
since  they  engaged  in  the  continental  army  upon  the  same  principles 
and  observing  the  same  rules  as  have  been  given  to  said  committee 
to  settle  with  the  Connecticut  Line  in  regard  to  their  wages  as  afore- 
said. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Stephen  Fish  of  Nantucket,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  inhabitants  of  said  Nantucket  are  in  want  of  pro- 
visions and  that  said  inhabitants  have  employed  him  as  a factor  to  pro- 
cure diverse  sorts  of  provisions;  praying  for  liberty  to  purchase  and 
transport  a quantity  of  flour,  indian  corn  &c.  and  the  same  transport 
to  said  Nantucket  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  liberty  be  and  liberty  and  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
memorialist,  to  transport  in  two  vessels  as  prayed  for  one  hundred 
barrels  of  flour,  two  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  of  indian  corn,  fifty 
bushels  of  rye,  ten  barrels  of  pork,  ten  barrells  of  beef  100  lb.  of  cheese, 
250  lb.  of  flax,  two  kegs  hogs  lard,  two  sides  soal  leather,  and  two  sides 
neat  leather:  provided  he  shall  first  produce  good  and  sufficient  certifi- 
cates to  the  proper  officers  before  shipping  the  same  that  such  provision 
and  grain  were  bona  fide  raised  and  by  him  purchased  in  the  State  of 
NewT  York  and  not  brot  out  of  that  State  contrary  to  the  regulations 
and  laws  thereof. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  William  Ledyard,  of  Groton  in  the 
county  of  New  London,  praying  an  allowance  for  extra  services  in 
superintending  the  building  of  the  forts  in  Groton  and  New  London 
side  of  the  harbour  of  the  same,  as  per  memorial  on  file  dated  the  15th 
day  of  December  1780 : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty-one  pounds  in  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  be  and 
is  hereby  allowed  to  Colo.  William  Ledyard  for  the  services  aforesaid, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  ordered  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  report  of  a committee  appointed  on  the  memorial  of  Colo. 
Mason,  and  also  on  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Benja.  Bacon,  representing 
it  as  their  opinion  that  tis  proper  and  expedient  that  a committee 
be  appointed  to  hear  the  memorialists  with  the  evidence  that  may  be 
adduced  and  report  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next,  which  report 
being  accepted:  Resolved,  that  Major  John  Ripley,  Mr.  Jacob  Eliott 
and  Colo.  Hezh  Bissell,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a committee 
to  examine  into  the  matters  contained  in  the  memorials  of  said  Colo. 
Jeremiah  Mason  and  Capt.  Benjamin  Bacon  preferred  to  this  Assembly, 
to  cause  the  parties  to  appear  at  time  and  place  by  them  appointed, 
and  having  investigated  the  truth  of  facts  report  the  same  with  their 
opinion  thereon  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

On  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Corwin,  formerly  of  Southold  on 
Long  Island  now  residing  in  Norwich,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
he  fled  from  Long  Island  soon  after  the  British  army  landed  there, 
and  that  in  the  year  1777  he  inlist ed  into  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the 
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continental  army  where  he  served  through  two  campaigns  and  then 
was  honorably  discharged  from  the  army  on  account  of  weakness  and

If  your  whole  company  can- 
not be  ready  immediately,  you  are  to  leave  a proper  officer  to  bring  on 
the  remainder.  Your  diligence  and  fidelity  will  supply  the  want  of 
more  particular  instructions.  You  are  to  draw  necessary  provisions 
for  your  men  from  the  stores  put  up  in  either  the  towns  in  the  county 
of  (W.,  H.  L.,  or  where  they  live,)  on  public  account  agreeable  to  the 
late  acts  of  Assembly,  sufficient  to  march  and  support  the  men  to  Hart- 
ford (for  D.,)  (E.  Had.  for  Mill.)  for  and  there  or  any  neigh- 

bouring town  to  draw  enow  to  support  them  to  H.  Haven,  and  there 
further  supplys  to  carry  them  to  the  place  of  their  destination,  not  to

Washington,  the  General  Assembly  or  this  Board,  for  the  use  of  said 
army.  And  any  of  said  towns  or  individuals  thereof  are  authorized  and 
earnestly  requested  without  delay  to  afford  sd  Mr.  Pumroy  on  his  re- 
quest any  and  all  assistance  in  transporting  any  of  sd  provisions  to 
such  place  or  places  as  he  shall  direct,  for  the  use  and  uses  aforesaid 
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and  receive  liis,  sd  Pomroy’s,  certificate  of  the  service  done  and  lay  the 
same  with  their  account  before  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  are 
ordered  to  adjust  the  same  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  payment  of 
the  several  sums  found  justly  and  reasonably  due  therefor,  or  in  case 
the  sd  Pomroy  shall  agree  for  any  certain  sum  for  any  of  sd  services, 
which  he  is  authorized  to  do,  and  certifie  the  same  to  sd  committee,  they 
are  to  draw  for  such  specific  sum,  and  if  he,  sd  Pomroy,  shall  be  able 
to  make  any  exchanges  of  such  provision  to  be  received  at  the  western 
parts  of  the  State  for  at  least  equal  quantities  and  qualitys  delivered 
at  the  more  eastern,  he  is  authorized  to  negotiate  such  exchange  and 
give  necessary  orders  accordingly.  Gopy  given  sd  P. 

Permission  granted  to  Jona.  Yail  of  Guilford  to  go  over  to  S.  Hold 
on  L.  Island  with  a proper  boat  and  bring  off  from  thence  to  sd  Guil- 
ford Joshua  Terry  and  his  family  with  such  household  goods  as  he 
has  to  bring  and  the  hard  money  for  which  he  has  lately  sold  his  in- 
terest on  sd  Island,  being  desirous  to  remove  the  same  to  this  State; 
all  to  be  under  the  conduct  and  direction  of  Brig.  Gen1  Ward,  as  to 
the  boat,  the  hands  permitted  to  go  on  the  same,  and  the  return  there- 
of, who  is  also  directed  to  take  sufficient  bond  of  sd  Yail  with  surety, 
that  no  kind  of  illicit  trade  or  practice  be  carried  on  or  transacted 
under  colour  of  this  permit.

Ezekiel  Gillet,  of  and  in  behalf  of  a class  in  the  town  of  Hebron, 
having  about  the  10th  of  December  last  inlisted  one  John  George  as 
a soldier  in  the  continental  army  for  three  years,  and  agreed  to  give  him 
£10  pounds,  silver  money,  annually  for  three  years,  and  paid  him  only 
2s.  6,  State  money,  and  2 continental  dollars  as  earnest,  and  a few 
days  after  Jared  Hinckley  of  Lebanon,  ignorant  of  the  foregoing 
premises,  inlisted  the  same  George  as  a soldier  as  aforesaid  for  three 
years,  in  behalf  of  a class  in  Lebanon,  and  paid  him  three  silver  dollars 
in  hand  and  since  £20  in  silver  and  £30  State  money  and  a suit  of 
cloaths,  and  also  10  silver  and  60  continental  dollars,  on  his  again  in- 
listing for  term  of  the  war,  and  both  of  said  classes  claiming  said 
George  as  belonging  to  and  to  count  for  them,  and  the  same  being  be- 
fore this  Board  for  determination : This  Board  on  consideration,  is 

of  opinion,  that  the  class  who  engaged  said  George  in  Hebron  pay  and 
secure  to  the  said  Hinckley  and  class  in  Lebanon  all  the  said  Hebron 
class  were  to  pay  him,  sd  George,  and  be  thereon  discharged  from  any 
obligation  to  him,  sd  George,  on  account  of  his  inlisting  and  may  hold 
and  consider  sd  George  as  procured  and  engaged  by  them.  And  unless 
sd  Jn°  George  shall  make  it  appear,  that  sd  Hebron  class  deceived  or 
defrauded  him  on  his  inlisting  for  them,  (as  he  has  alledged,)  the 
surplus  sum  which  the  Lebanon  class  paid  him  above  the  Hebron  class 
ought  to  be  deducted  from  sd  George’s  wages  and  paid  to  the  sd  Hinck- 
ley and  class. 

And  if  the  sd  Gillet  and  class  shall  not  comply  with  this  determina- 
tion and  pay  the  first  ten  pounds,  and  secure  the  remainder  to  sd 
Hinckley  and  class,  according  to  the  tenor  of  their  agreement  with 
George  within  ten  days  from  this  date,  the  sd  George  is  to  be  accounted 
as  and  for  the  sd  Hinckley  and  class.

On  petition  of  Fanny  Ledyard,  lately  come  from  Long  Island  to 
live  with  her  friends  on  the  main,  for  leave  to  go  back  and  bring  off 
some  English  goods  she  has,  and  a little  household  furniture  &c. : 
Granted  her  liberty  to  go  on  under  the  inspection  and  conduct  of  her 
uncle,  Col.  Ledyard,  and  bring  off  her  household  furniture,  but  not  any 
British  goods. 

Permit  granted  Jn°  Crocker  to  carry  by  water  to  H.  London  from 
the  Biver  200  bus.  corn  and  one  barrel  of  flour. 

On  petition  of  Elisha  Swan  and  a large  number  recommended  from 
Stonington  of  their  great  need  of  flour  &c.  and  that  he  has  purchased 
about  4 tons  at  Symsbury,  praying  for  liberty  to  carry  the  same  by 
water  &c. : Granted  permit  to  him  to  carry  1600  wt.  of  flour  as  pray’d 
for  and  to  exchange  the  rest  with  Eb.  Barnard  at  Hartford  for  rye 
and  corn  and  transport  the  same  by  water  to  sd  Stonington.

sideration of  all  circumstances,  this  Board  are  of  opinion  that  he  and 
his  surety  be  released  from  the  obligation  of  sd  bond,  and  he,  sd  Elip*, 
be  permitted  to  remove  to  sd  place  in  1ST.  Hampshire,  the  penalty  of 
sd  bond  notwithstanding : Provided  nevertheless,  if  he,  sd  Elip1,  shall 

not  in  a short  time  remove  himself  and  family  according  to  his  pro- 
fessions he  is  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  taken  up  and  committed  for  his 
former  conduct  and  further  dealt  with  according  to  law.

An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  Alteration  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  regulating 

Goals  and  Goalers. 

Whereas  it  appears  that  the  goal  in  the  county  of  New  Haven  is 
impaired;  and  as  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Assembly  that  it  is  not  ex- 
pedient that  said  county  should  rebuild  a goal  in  said  county  at  this 
time : Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor , Council  and  Representatives , in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  untill 
the  said  county  with  safety  rebuild  a goal,  the  civil  authority  in  the 
towns  of  Guilford,  Branford,  Wallingford  and  Durham,  may  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  commit  all  persons  who  shall  or 
may  be  indicted  or  informed  against  as  being  guilty  of  any  offence 
wThich  is  not  by  law  bailable  to  the  keeper  of  the  goal  in  the  county  of 
Windham.  And  the  civil  authority  in  the  towns  of  New  Haven,  Mil- 
ford, Derby,  Waterbury  and  Cheshire,  may  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  commit  all  persons  who  shall  or  may  be  in- 
dicted or  informed  against  as  being  guilty  of  any  offence  which  by  law 
is  not  bailable  to  the  keeper  of  the  goal  in  the  county  of  Hartford. 
And  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  and  other  persons  in  this  State 
shall  give  their  aid  and  assistance  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
this  law  into  execution,  under  the  same  penalties  as  are  already  by 
law  provided  to  carry  into  execution  the  laws  against  criminal  offences 
within  the  several  counties  in  this  State. 

An  Act  for  reviving  of  and  in  Addition  to  an  A ct  entituled  An  Act  more  effectually 

to  prevent  Robberies  and  Plunders  from  our  open  and  secret  Enemies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  said 
act  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  untill  the  rising  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  October  next. 

And  whereas  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  living  on  the  sea  coast 
not  under  arms  are  frequently  captured  and  made  prisoners  by  said 
secret  and  open  enemies:  Which  to  prevent, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  whenever  any  of 
said  inhabitants  shall  be  taken  prisoners  and  carried  within  the 
enemies  lines  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expence  which  shall  arise  to 
such  inhabitant  while  a prisoner,  being  adjusted  and  settled  by  three 
judicious  and  disinterested  freeholders  appointed  by  the  civil  authority 
of  such  town,  which  accounts  so  settled  and  adjusted  being  returned  to 
the  authority  directing  the  same,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  collected 
and  disposed  of  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  provided  in  case 
of  depredation,  robbery  or  plunder.  And  that  Joseph  Platt  Cook, 
Lemuel  Sanford,  Philip  Burr  Bradley,  Timothy  Keeler  junr  and  Ely 
Mygatt,  Esqrs,  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  the  committee  named 
in  the  act  referred  to  in  this  bill;  any  three  or  more  out  of  the  whole 
of  said  committee  are  hereby  invested  with  the  same  powers  mentioned 
in  said  act. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Direction  of  Listers  in  their 

Office  and  Duty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives , in 
General  Court  assembled , and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
monies  heretofore  loaned  or  that  hereafter  shall  be  loaned  to  this  State 
or  the  United  States  on  interest  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  put  into  the 
list  of  the  persons  holding  the  public  securities  therefor. 


An  Act  for  repealing1  a certain  Paragraph  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  ascer- 
taining and  declaring  the  Value  of  the  Debts  due  to  certain  particular  Creditors 
of  this  State,  and  for  supplying  the  State  Treasury  with  such  Sums  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  Exigencies  of  this  Government  and  to  answer 
certain  Requisitions  of  the  United  States  and  for  Establishment  of 
public  Credit  by  which  Paragraph  it  is  enacted  that  all  Bills 
of  public  Credit  emitted  by  the  aforesaid  Act  should  be 
received  in  Payment  of  all  Salaries.  Fees  and  Rewards 
for  Services  within  this  State  as  the  Same  was  estab- 
lished by  Law  in  the  Year  1774,  &c. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
aforesaid  paragraph  and  every  part  thereof  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 

An  Act  appointing  a Brand  for  Horses  in  the  Town  of  Watertown. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly , That  the  brand  for 
horses  for  the  town  of  Watertown  shall  be  the  following  figure,  viz:

His  Excellency,  General  Washington,  having  represented  the  neces- 
sity of  having  fifteen  hundred  men  in  readiness  to  march  upon  the 
shortest  notice  and  to  be  holden  in  service  three  months  after  joining 
the  army,  and  also  of  raising  a number  of  men  to  the  amount  of  one 
sixth  part  of  this  State’s  quota  of  the  continental  army  to  supply  the  de- 
ficiencies which  have  taken  place  from  the  various  casualties  incident 
to  an  army, 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  two  State  regiments  ordered 
to  he  raised  by  a resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  in  February  last 
shall  by  the  first  day  of  July  next,  if  not  filled  up  by  that  time  by 
voluntary  inlistment  as  directed  in  said  resolve,  be  compleated  by 
peremptory  detachment  from  those  towns  that  have  not  raised  their 
full  quotas  of  men  for  said  regiments  as  apportioned  to  them  b£  said 
resolve  and  a resolve  passed  in  November  last,  to  serve  until  the  first 
day  of  March  next ; and  if  any  person  so  detached  shall,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  such  detachment,  voluntaryly  inlist  into  said  regiments 
he  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  of  the  town  or  class  to  which  he  belongs 
the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  in  gold  or  silver,  eight  pounds  thereof  as  a 
bounty  and  the  remaining  seven  pounds  as  advanced  wages.  But  if 
such  detached  soldier  shall  decline  to  inlist  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be 
entituled  to  receive  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  as  aforesaid,  six  pounds 
as  a donation  and  nine  pounds  as  advanced  wages.  And  if  said  town 
or  class  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  sum  or  secure  the  same  to 
the  person  so  inlisting  or  detached,  in  the  following  manner,  viz: 
One  half  of  said  bounties  to  be  paid  immediately  upon  the  inlisting 
or  detaching  aforesaid,  and  the  other  half  of  said  bounties  together 
with  the  abovementioned  part  of  said  wages,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  due  to  said  recruits  upon  their  faithfully  serving  until  honorably 
discharged,  or  to  their  legal  representative  in  case  of  death,  it  shall  be 
recoverable  in  the  same  way  and  manner  by  such  person  as  is  provided 
in  an  act  of  this  Assembly  passed  the  present  session,  entituled  An 
act  in  further  addition  to  an  act  entituled  an  act  for  filling  up  this 
State’s  quota  of  the  continental  army.  And  the  said  town,  class  or 
collector,  as  the  case  may  be  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act 
which  shall  pay  and  deliver  said  money  to  the  person  so  inlisting  or 
detached,  shall  upon  the  payment  thereof  take  a receipt  therein  specify- 
ing the  sum  received  as  bounty  and  the  sum  received  as  advanced 
wages  in  either  case  as  aforesaid,  and  the  same  lodge  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  that  the  proper  charge  may  be  made  against  such 
soldier  upon  final  settlement;  and  that  the  said  two  regiments,  the 
two  companies  of  Governor’s  Guards,  the  Independant  Company  in 
Norwich,  the  Matross  Companies  in  Hartford,  Midletown,  Norwich 
and  Pomfret,  and  as  many  of  the  sea  coast  guards,  except  a suitable 
garrison  for  the  forts,  as  will  make  up  the  number  of  twenty-one 
hundred  men  be  ordered  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  march  upon 
the  order  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  continue  in  service  three 
months  after  joining  the  army,  unless  sooner  discharged;  and  that  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  supply  the  places  of  the  sea  coast  guards,  if 
necessary,  by  draughts  from  the  militia;  and  said  guards,  independent 
and  matross  companies  have  liberty  to  fill  up  their  respective  companies 
by  voluntary  inlistment  to  the  number  of  sixty-four  rank  and  file. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  five  hundred  able-bodied  effective  volunteers,  to  form  them- 
selves into  companies  of  sixty-four  rank  and  file  each,  chuse  their 
own  officers  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
to  continue  in  service  three  months  after  joining  the  army  unless  sooner 
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discharged;  and  said  two  companies  of  Governor’s  Guards,  Independent 
Company  and  Matross  Companies,  and  all  volunteers  who  shall  engage 
in  the  service  agreeable  to  the  provision  of  this  resolve,  if  called  into 
actual  service  and  shall  there  continue  untill  properly  discharged, 
shall  be  considered  as  having  done  a tour  of  duty,  and  they  shall 
not  be  subject  to  any  draught  or  detachment  untill  the  rest  of  the 
militia  in  this  State  have  taken  their  proper  rotations.  And  that 
the  officers  and  soldiers  who  shall  be  called  to  join  the  continental  army 
by  the  provisions  of  this  resolve  shall  receive  the  same  wages,  rations 
and  refreshments,  with  those  of  the  same  rank  in  the  continental 
army  during  their  service  therein.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
is  hereby  impowered  and  desired  to  issue  the  necessary  orders  for 
carrying  the  foregoing  resolve  into  execution. 

An  Act  to  secure  to  Persons  within  this  State  who  have  furnished  Beef  and 
other  Provisions  to  the  late  Commissary  Wadsworth  for  the  Use 
of  the  United  States  their  respective  Ballances. 

The  General  Assembly  having  by  a resolve  passed  in  February,  1781, 
directed  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Esqr,  late  Commissary  General,  to  lay 
before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  present  sessions  an  account  of 
the  sums  due  to  all  persons  belonging  to  this  State  for  Beef  and  other 
provisions  supplied  his  late  department  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  liquidated  and  computed  according  to  the  resolutions  of  Con- 
gress of  the  26th  of  August,  1780,  that  provision  might  be  made  for 
loaning  the  same,  and  said  late  Commissary  Wadsworth  having  settled 
a part  of  said  accounts  and  certifyed  same  to  this  Assembly  and  like- 
wise informed  that  the  remainder  of  said  accounts  will  soon  be 
liquidated  and  settled  according  to  said  resolve, 

Therefore , be  it  eriacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  recieve  said  accounts  so  already 
certifyed  or  that  shall  be  hereafter  properly  certifyed  by  said  late 
Commissary  Wadsworth,  and  them  lodge  and  keep  in  their  said  office 
and  any  person  or  persons  or  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  as 
may  be  deceased  to  whom  a ballance  is  found  due  upon  his  or  their 
producing  the  original  security  given  by  the  purchasing  commissary  for 
the  beef  or  supplies  furnished  with  such  purchaser’s  certificate  thereon 
that  the  same  is  just  and  right  and  that  all  the  payments  that  have 
been  made  are  thereon  endorsed,  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  upon 
comparing  the  same  with  the  ballances  so  certified  to  be  due,  and 
rectifying  such  mistakes  as  they  may  find  therein,  shall  draw  an  order 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  thereof  together  with  the  interest 
from  the  time  of  furnishing  such  beef  or  other  provisions  to  the  time 
of  the  date  of  such  order  to  secure  the  same.  And  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  are  to  charge  the  amount  of  such  orders  to  the  account  of 
the  United  States,  to  be  considered  in  so  far  discharge  of  the  requisi- 
tions of  Congress  on  this  State  for  cash  not  yet  complied  with. 

Be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  ballances  respectively  found  due  to 
such  person  or  persons  shall  be  paid  in  silver  and  gold,  computing 
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Spanish  milled  dollars  at  six  shillings  each,  within  one  year  after  the 
expiration  of  the  present  war  or  a cessation  of  hostilities  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  with  an  annual  interest  of  six 
per  centum  in  like  money  to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  every  year;  and 
that  when  any  such  person  or  persons,  executor  or  administrator,  or 
any  other  person  in  his  or  their  behalf,  shall  present  any  order  drawn 
by  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  as  aforesaid,  for  any  ballance  found 
due  as  aforesaid,  the  Treasurer  shall  make,  subscribe  and  deliver  to 
the  person  presenting  such  order  an  obligation  or  note  to  bear  equal 
date  with  such  order,  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

State  of  Connecticut,  Treasury  Office  A.  D. 

The  State  of  Connecticut  doth  owe  unto  A.  B.  of  H.,  who  hath 
furnished  supplies  for  the  continental  army,  the  sum  of  which 

sum  shall  be  paid  to  him  or  his  order  at  this  office  in  Spanish  milled 
dollars  at  six  shillings  each,  or  other  silver  and  gold  coins  equivalent, 
within  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  the  present  war  or  cessation 
of  hostilities  betweeen  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  with  an 
interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  in  like  money,  which  interest 
shall  be  annually  paid  if  demanded,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  held  at  Hartford  in  May  A.  D.  1781. 

Attest,  J.  L.  Treasurer. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  securities  given  agreeable  to 
the  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  exempted  from  the  list  till  the  time 
of  payment  shall  arrive  and  an  offer  to  pay  and  discharge  the  same  in 
silver  and  gold. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  impowered  to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons 
to  furnish  for  the  use  of  the  army  proper  materials  for  the  making 
of  tents,  knapsacks  and  haversacks,  to  the  amount  of  the  requisition 
of  Timothy  Pickering,  Esqr,  Quarter  Master  General,  by  his  letter 
to  the  Governor  of  the  17th  of  April,  1781,  and  satisfy  any  person  or 
persons  so  furnishing  said  articles  the  value  thereof  as  the  same  shall 
be  agreed  upon,  by  assigning  or  conveying  upon  an  apprisal  any 
of  the  estates  not  disposed  of  confiscated  to  this  State.  And  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  of  Safety  are  also  impowered,  in  case  they  shall 
judge  that  the  amount  of  said  articles  cannot  otherwise  be  seasonably 
obtained,  to  give  liberty  to  any  person  or  persons  to  export  provisions, 
under  proper  restrictions,  to  any  friendly  port  upon  his  or  their  furnish- 
ing to  the  amount  of  one  half  of  the  value  of  such  provisions  pro- 
posed to  be  exported  in  such  of  said  articles  and  at  such  prices  as  shall 
be  agreed  upon,  and  well  take  security  for  the  payment  of  said  articles 
by  receiving  notes  from  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  payable  in  specie 

on  an  annual  interest  at  the  end  of  one  year  after  the  expiration  of 

the  present  war,  which  note  or  notes  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety  are  hereby  authorized  to  impower  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
to  give. 

And  it  is  also  resolved , That  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety 

be  impowered  to  direct  that  orders  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in 
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favour  of  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  General,  to  enable  him  to 
procure  three  thousand  spoons  for  the  use  of  the  army  agreeably  to 
said  requisition. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  one  thousand  barrells  of  salted 
beef  and  pork  put  up  or  now  stored  by  this  State  for  the  use  of  the 
army  on  the  west  side  Connecticut  River,  and  twenty  hogsheads  of 
rum,  be  immediately  transported  to  the  army,  to  be  lodged  at  such  posts 
or  places  as  shall  be  directed  by  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  or  the  Commissary  General  of  Issues,  and  that  the  Deputy 
Quarter  Master  in  this  State  engage  without  delay  a sufficient  number 
of  teams  for  that  purpose.  And  to  enable  him  to  defray  the  expence 
of  such  transportation  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  draw  orders  in  favour  of  said  Deputy  Quarter 
Master  to  the  amount  of  £3000.  0.  O',  State  money,  on  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  give  orders  on  the  collectors  of 
the  State  taxes  subjected  by  this  Assembly  to  such  drafts. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  forthwith  purchased  and 
procured  sixty-one  horses  in  the  county  of  Hartford,  twenty-eight  in 
the  county  of  Hew  Haven,  thirty  in  the  county  of  HewT  London,  twenty- 
seven  in  the  county  of  Fairfield,  thirty-one  in  the  county  of  Windham, 
and  thirty-three  in  the  county  of  Litchfield,  amounting  in  the  whole 
to  two  hundred  and  ten  horses,  suitable  to  remount  a like  number  of 
dragoons  in  Colo.  Sheldon’s  regiment:  For  the  more  speedy  procuring 
of  which  Messrs.  Hehemiah  Hubbard,  James  Chamberlain,  John  Peck, 
Simon  Brewster,  Ezra  Starr,  Shubael  Abby  and  Colo.  Increase  Mosely, 
are  appointed  a committee  to  purchase  the  number  of  horses  appor- 
tioned to  the  respective  counties  to  which  'they  belong:  Which  to  en- 

able them  to  do, 

It  is  further  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  be 
directed  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  number  and  sign  210  blank  notes 
of  the  following  tenor,  viz: 

Ho.  State  of  Connecticut,  Ss.  Hartford,  June  1st,  1781. 

The  bearer  hereof  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  out  of  the  treasury 
of  this  State  the  sum  of  lawfull  silver  money,  within  two  years 

from  the  date  hereof,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  in  like  money  to  be  paid  annually  if  demanded. 

Witness  my  hand,  Treasurer. 

Which  notes  so  numbered  and  signed  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  de- 
liver to  said  committee  in  the  following  proportion,  namely : To 

Hehemiah  Hubbard  thirty-one,  to  James  Chamberlain  thirty,  to  John 
Peck  twenty-eight,  to  Simeon  Brewster  thirty,  to  Shubael  Abby  thirty- 
one,  to  Ezra  Starr  twenty-seven,  to  Colo.  Increase  Mosely  thirty-three, 
taking  their  receipts  for  the  same;  and  each  of  the  said  committee 
are.  hereby  authorized  to  fill  up  said  blank  notes,  inserting  the  sum  at 
which  he  shall  purchase  the  horses  respectively,  and  deliver  said  notes 
in  pay  for  the  same  and  the  several  individuals  of  said  committee 
are  hereby  directed  to  make  due  return  of  the  names  and  places  of 
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abode  of  the  persons  to  whom  he  shall  deliver  such  notes  together  with 
the  number  and  amount  of  each  note  so  delivered.  And  said  com- 
mittee are  hereby  directed  to  purchase  good  or  serviceable  horses  on 
the  most  reasonable  terms,  not  exceeding  the  price  of  thirty  pounds 
for  those  of  the  best  quality. 

It  being  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  in  many  instances  the 
recruits  which  were  inlisted  and  mustered  in  pursuance  of  the  acts  of 
Assembly  passed  in  November  and  February  last  have  been  sent  on  to 
camp  and  there  mustered  out  by  the  officers  of  the  army,  and  that  in 
many  instances  it  has  so  happened  by  the  dissimulation  and  artifice  of 
such  recruit  and  various  other  causes,  and  many  of  those  recruits  may 
notwithstanding  be  fit  for  the  service  of  the  publick : Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  said  recruits  shall  by  the  several  towns  to  which  they 
belong  be  collected  and  sent  to  the  colonels  of  the  respective  regiments, 
who  are  directed  to  review  and  muster  them  again,  and  if  they  judge 
them  or  any  of  them  to  be  able,  effective  men,  fit  for  the  service,  he 
shall  give  proper  certificate  thereof,  which  with  said  recruits  shall  be 
by  some  proper  person  sent  forward  to  head  quarters,  and  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  is  desired  to  write  to  General  Washington  on  the 
subject;  and  if  any  such  recruit  shall  be  again  mustered  out,  he  shall 
be  holden  in  the  service  of  this  State  during  the  term  of  his  inlistment 
with  such  troops  or  guards  as  the  Captain  General  shall  direct. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a tax  of  two  pence,  lawfull  silver 
money,  on  the  pound  be  and  hereby  is  laid  upon  the  poles  and  rate- 
able estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  on  the  list  for  the  year 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty,  payable  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental 
army  and  paying  the  interest  of  the  notes  given  by  this  State  to  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  said  line,  and  the  Treasurer  is  ordered  to  issue 
his  warrants  accordingly : Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  civil  au- 

thority and  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  abate  such  of  the  inhabitants 
of  their  respective  towns  as  stand  in  greatest  need  of  such  abatement, 
and  in  such  proportion  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  the  amount  of 
one  twentieth  part  of  the  tax  of  such  towns,  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  as  has  heretofore  been  provided  by  law  in  like  cases. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  passed  in  January,  1778,  and  revived  by  an  Act 
passed  in  January,  1779.  entituled  An  Act  enabling-  the  Civil  Au- 
thority and  Selectmen  in  the  several  Towns  within 
this  State  to  appoint  Barrack  Masters 
within  said  Towns. 

Whereas  no  provision  is  made  in  said  act  for  furnishing  barracks, 
quarters  &c.  for  the  troops  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty  in  alliance 
with  this  and  the  United  States. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  provisions  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended 
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to  the  said  troops  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty,  in  as  full  and  ample 
a manner  as  to  the  troops  of  this  and  the  United  States. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  said  act  shall 
extend  as  well  to  the  troops  of  this  and  the  United  States  and  of  his 
Most  Christian  Majesty  while  on  their  march  through  this  State  as 
to  those  ordered  into  winter  quarters  or  for  the  defence  of  any  of  the 
towns  in  this  State. 

Whereas  the  late  rapid  depreciation  of  continental  money  has  been 
such  that  manifest  inequality  would  arise  and  great  injustice  would 
accrue  to  the  publick  to  suffer  those  that  have  hitherto  delayed  to  pay 
up  their  public  taxes  by  the  time  limited  for  such  payment  where  an 
alternative  has  been  given  to  pay  their  said  taxes  either  in  hills  of 
credit  of  this  State  or  said  old  continental  money  at  the  rates  therein 
fixed : Which  to  prevent, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  future  no  continental  bills  shall  he  received  by  the  collectors  on 
any  of  the  taxes  laid  by  the  General  Assembly  wherein  provision  is 
made  for  receiving  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State.  And  the  several 
collectors  shall  be  obliged  to  make  oath  before  proper  authority  upon 
their  liquidating  and  settling  their  respective  accounts  of  said  taxes 
with  the  Treasurer,  that  they  have  not  directly  nor  indirectly  received 
and  discharged  any  of  said  taxes  in  said  continental  money  since  they 
had  notice  of  'this  act,  and  that  all  such  continental  bills  as  shall  be 
offered  the  Treasurer  in  payment  of  such  taxes  were  bona  fide  re- 
ceived by  such  collector  on  account  of  such  taxes  before  he  or  they 
had  notice  of  this  act.  And  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  give 
immediate  notice  of  this  act  to  the  collectors  of  publick  taxes  in  the 
several  towns  in  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  he  and  he  is  hereby 
ordered  and  directed  forthwith  to  send  expresses  to  the  several  col- 
lectors in  this  State,  to  bring  into  the  treasury  all  the  hard  money  they 
have  or  can  collect  within  ten  days  on  the  taxes  granted  and  made 
payable  the  first  day  of  March  last  and  the  first  day  of  May  instant. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  te 
and  hereby  are  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour 
of  Colo.  Henry  Champion,  Commissary  of  Purchases  for  this  State, 
for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  specie,  taking 
his  receipt  to  account  for  the  same ; and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  such  order  out  of  the  monies  arising  from  the  tax 
of  one  penny  on  the  pound  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  their 
sessions  in  November  last.  And  the  said  Henry  Champion,  Commis- 
sary of  Purchases,  is  hereby  directed  to  purchase  beef  cattle  with  said 
money  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  army  under  the  direction  of  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety. 
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An  Act  for  raising  Supplies  for  the  Use  of  this  State  and  the  Continental  Army 
untill  the  first  Day  of  January  next. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  raise  in  good  merchantable  beef  cattle,  to 
the  amount  of  four  pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1780,  to  be  deliv- 
ered at  the  following  periods,  viz:  One  quarter  part  thereof  on  or 

before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  one  quarter  part  by  the  first  day  of 
August  next,  one  quarter  part  by  the  first  day  of  September  next,  and 
the  remaining  quarter  part  by  the  first  day  of  October  next,  at  the 
following  prices,  viz:  such  stall-fed  beef  as  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
first  day  of  July,  at  five  pence  per  pound,  and  grass-fed  beef  at  four 
pence  per  pound;  and  that  which  is  to  be  delivered  by  the  first  day 
of  said  August,  September  and  October,  at  four  pence  per  pound;  and 
the  weight  of  said  beef  cattle  shall  he  estimated  by  two  judicious  in- 
different men  under  oath : the  one  chosen  by  the  Commissary  or  re- 
ceiver of  said  cattle,  and  the  other  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  or 
their  agent ; and  the  certificate  of  such  apprizers,  with  the  receipt 
of  the  Commissary  or  receiver  thereon,  shall  be  a sufficient  voucher 
for  such  town  for  the  said  tax;  and  the  several  towns  in  this  State 
shall  within  ten  days  after  said  several  periods  for  the  delivery  of  said 
beef  cattle  make  returns  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  and  if  any 
of  said  towns  shall  neglect  to  make  such  returns,  or  shall  not  have 
furnished  their  full  quota,  the  Treasurer  shall  forthwith  issue  out  his 
warrant  against  such  deficient  towns  and  collect  the  amount  of  such 
deficiency  in  gold  and  silver 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  if  any  town  shall  deposit  in  the  treasury 
of  this  State  silver  and  gold  to  the  full  amount  of  their  said  several 
proportions  of  said  tax  or  any  part  thereof  by  the  time  limited  for  the 
delivery  of  said  beef  cattle,  the  same  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  thereof. 
And  the  several  towns  in  this  State  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and 
impowered  to  raise  said  beef  cattle  either  by  taxing  themselves  or 
otherwise  as  they  shall  think  proper. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a tax  of  two  shillings  and  six  pence 
on  the  pound  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  laid  upon  the  polls  and  rate- 
able estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  upon  the  list  aforesaid,  to 
be  paid  by  the  first  day  of  December  next  in  silver  and  gold  or  in  the 
articles  of  provisions  and  cloathing  as  follows,  viz:  Wheat  flour  at  18s. 
per  hundred  gross  weight,  rye  flour  at  12s.  per  hundred  gross  weight, 
indian  corn,  if  delivered  by  the  first  day  of  September  next,  at  3s.,  if 
afterwards,  at  2s.  6d.  per  bushel,  oats  at  2s.  per  bushel,  beef  best  quality 
at  3d  halfpenny,  next  quality  at  3 d.  per  pound,  being  good  and  mer- 
chantable, pork  well  fatted  weighing  eight  score  and  upwards  at  5 d. 
and  all  below  at  4d.  halfpenny  per  pound,  which  lastmentioned  article 
may  be  received  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  merchantable  tow 
cloath  yard  wide  3s.,  whitened  do.  suitable  for  shirting  at  3s.  4 per 
yard,  white  woollen  plain  cloth  well  fulled  and  half  sheared  three 
quarters  of  a yard  wide  and  suitable  for  vests  and  overalls  at  8s.  per 
yard,  blue  plam  wollen  cloth  well  fulled  and  sheared  of  common  width 
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and  suitable  for  coats  at  12s.  per  yard,  white  woollen  yarn  stockings 
best  quality  6s.  per  pair,  next  quality  at  5s.  per  pair.  And  the  col- 
lectors of  said  tax  shall  on  proper  application  to  them  made  deliver 
over  to  the  Commissary  of  Provisions  or  Cloathing  the  aforesaid  articles 
as  are  proper  for  their  respective  departments,  agreeable  to  such  orders 
as  he  or  they  may  from  time  to  time  receive  from  this  Assembly  or 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  taking  his  or  their 
receipts  for  the  same,  specifying  the  articles  and  price,  which  receipts 
shall  be  allowed  said  collectors  in  their  settlement  with  the  Treasurer: 
Provided  always,  that  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  emitted  since 
the  first  of  January,  1780,  to  the  amount  of  four  pence  on  the  pound 
may  be  received  in  part  payment  and  discharge  of  said  tax,  and  not 
to  be  reissued. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  West  India  and  Hew  England  rum 
not  exceeding  fifty  hogsheads,  and  salt,  being  delivered  over  into  the 
hands  of  the  commissary  proper  to  receive  the  same,  or  such  other 
person  or  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  this  Assembly  or  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  for  that  purpose,  a certifi- 
cate from  the  receiver  specifying  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  rum 
and  salt  so  received  being  exhibited  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  and 
the  amount  by  them  adjusted  by  a general  and  equitable  rule  in  silver 
and  gold  shall  entitle  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  given  to  orders 
for  payment  which  may  be  received  by  the  collectors  in  payment  of 
the  last  mentioned  taxes.  That  the  Commissary  of  Purchases  or  Deputy 
Quarter  Master  for  this  State  in  case  of  necessity  be  directed  to  apply 
to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  stating  the 
amount  of  the  sums  they  or  either  of  them  may  want  and  the  articles 
thereby  to  be  procured  and  that  in  case  the  same  shall  be  adjudged 
necessary  and  not  otherwise  to  be  seasonably  obtained,  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered 
to  order  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  to  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
for  such  sums  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  taking  the  said  commis- 
sary’s or  quarter  master’s  receipts  for  the  same  to  be  accountable,  that 
the  same  may  be  charged  to  the  United  States  which  orders  shall  be 
received  in  payment  of  the  tax  granted  by  this  Assembly  payable  by 
the  first  day  of  December  next : Provided  nevertheless,  that  said 

quarter  master  be  not  allowed  to  give  a greater  price  for  any  articles 
or  services  than  shall  from  time  be  directed  by  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  of  Safety. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  confiscated  estates  in  this  State, 
except  such  as  are  incumbered  with  mortgages  or  lie  between  our  lines 
and  the  lines  of  the  enemy,  be  immediately  sold  at  public  vendue, 
to  the  amount  of  a sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  pounds, 
under  the  direction  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety;  and  that  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  emitted  since  the  first 
day  of  January,  1780,  and  all  orders  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may 
be  drawn  by  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  be  received  in  payment  thereof. 

And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  or  persons  furnishing  supplies 
to  the  commissary’s  or  quarter  master’s  departments,  upon  producing 
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to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  the  commissary  or  quarter  master’s 
receipts  therefore,  specifying  the  quantity,  quality  and  price  in  silver 
and  gold,  such  committee  shall  receive  such  receipt  and  certify  the 
amount  thereof  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  thereupon  make  out  and 
deliver  to  such  person  or  persons  a note  therefor  of  the  same  tenor 
with  those  ordered  to  be  given  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
passed  in  November  1780,  entituled  An  act  to  secure  the  loans  hereto- 
fore made  and  for  procuring  further  loans  'to  this  State,  and  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  lay  an  account  of  the  sums 
furnished  and  the  names  of  the  persons  furnishing  said  supplies  before 
the  General  Assembly  at  their  next  meeting. 

Be  it  enacted,  That  every  town  do  appoint  some  proper  person  or 
persons  to  procure  barrels,  receive  and  salt,  pack  and  secure,  the  beef 
and  pork  that  shall  be  brought  in  and  necessary  to  be  salted,  as  also 
to  store  such  other  articles  as  shall  be  delivered  in  payment  of  said 
lastmentioned  tax,  the  expence  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  this  State. 
And  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  several  towns  in  this 
State  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  abate  to  such  of  the  in- 
habitants of  said  towns  who  may  stand  in  the  greatest  need  of  the 
same  to  the  amount  of  the  one  twentieth  part  of  each  of  the  before- 
mentioned  taxes,  in  the  same  manner  as  has  been  heretofore  provided 
by  law. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  wdiich 
may  happen  by  the  refusal  or  resignation  of  any  one  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  this  Assemtly  in  their  present  sessions  to  purchase  horses 
for  mounting  Colo.  Sheldon’s  regiment  of  dragoons  in  the  continental 
service. 

And  be  it  further  resolved  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  with  his  Council  of  Safety  are  desired  to  give  all 
further  directions  and  instructions  that  may  be  necessary  for  procur- 
ing and  equipping  the  said  horses  agreeable  to  the  resolves  of  this 
Assembly. 

Whereas  officers  who  have  been  made  prisoners  of  war  by  the  United 
States  or  this  State  have  been  inlarged  on  paroll  within  this  State 
and  permitted  to  reside  in  the  town  of  Hartford,  from  whence  incon- 
veniences have  arisen : Which  in  future  to  prevent, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  no  such  officers  who  have  or  shall 
be  made  prisoners  and  enlarged  on  parole  as  aforesaid  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  reside  in  the  town  of  Hartford  or  near  any  great  road  lead- 
ing through  the  county  in  any  other  town,  and  the  deputy  commissary 
general  of  prisoners  in  this  State  is  to  take  notice  hereof  and  regulate 
his  conduct  accordingly. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
each  class  of  men  in  this  State  formed  pursuant  to  resolutions  of  this 
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Assembly  for  raising  the  State  battalions  for  the  defence  of  the  western 
frontiers  of  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  the  same 
powers  of  taxing  themselves  and  the  class  for  the  purposes  expressed 
in  said  resolution,  and  in  the  same  manner  and  proportion,  and  individ- 
uals who  refuse  to  pay  or  furnish  their  just  proportion  for  such  pur- 
poses be  proceeded  with  in  like  cases  heard,  acquitted  or  doomed  as  the 
case  may  be,  by  the  same  authority,  and  the  assessment  laid  and  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  classes  and  neglecting  in- 
dividuals thereof  in  an  act  of  this  Assembly  entituled  An  act  in 
addition  to  an  act  for  filling  up  and  compleating  this  State’s  quota  of 
the  continental  army. 


Resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  and 
impowered  to  take  proper  measures  to  forward  the  necessary  supplies 
of  provisions  for  the  use  of  General  Waterbury’s  brigade  from  time  to 
time,  in  such  manner  that  they  may  be  constantly  and  regularly  sup- 
plied. That  the  commanding  officers  of  the  several  regiments  of  militia 
in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  to  muster  the  recruits 
for  said  brigade  that  are  or  may  be  engaged  within  their  respective 
regiments  that  have  not  yet  marched;  and  that  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  give  the  necessary  orders  for 
the  mustering  and  marching  said  troops  to  the  post  of  Horseneck  as 
soon  as  possible;  and  that  Capt.  Fitch,  commander  of  a number  of 
commissioned  boats,  inlist  no  more  men  into  his  company  belonging 
to  said  brigade. 


Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  as  soon 
as  possible  procure  from  the  several  towns  in  this  State,  or  where  they 
may  be  procured,  for  the  use  of  General  Waterbury’s  brigade  the 
several  articles  hereafter  mentioned,  giving  his  certificate  of  the  pur- 
chases therein  specifying  the  articles  and  price,  which  certificate  shall 
entitle  the  person  or  persons  of  the  town  of  whom  purchased  to  orders 
from  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  for  payment  thereof,  which  orders 
the  said  committee  are  hereby  directed  to  give  accordingly.  Which 
articles  are  as  follows,  viz : 

One  tent  to  every  six  men,  ^ 

One  kettle  to  every  six  men,  1 . , ™ 

^ i d ’ > including  non-commission  officers. 

One  bowl  to  every  six  men,  ( & 

One  pail  to  every  nine  men,  J 

One  canteen  to  each  non-commission  officer  and  private  if  needed, 
and  a sufficient  number  of  such  of  the  aforesaid  articles  as  are  suitable 
and  proper  for  the  general,  field,  commissioned  and  staff  officers;  also 
a sufficient  number  of  spades,  axes,  orderly-books  and  paper,  pursuant 
to  orders  from  General  Waterbury,  and  so  far  as  said  articles  can  be 
procured  to  send  them  forward  to  said  brigade,  giving  certificates  as 
aforesaid  to  the  persons  transporting  the  same  for  the  service  of  trans- 
portation, who  are  to  receive  orders  therefor  in  manner  aforesaid. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the 
Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  desired  to 
give  proper  orders  respecting  delivering  and  receiving  the  fresh  beef 
ordered  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly  to  be  provided  by  the  several  towns 
in  this  State;  and  also  to  take  proper  measures  to  procure  salt  for  put- 
ting up  and  curing  the  beef  and  pork  which  may  be  collected  in  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  by  way  of  rates  payable  the  first  day  of 
December  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  wages  of  the  Delegates  from 
this  State  who  have  attended  the  Honble  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
exclusive  of  their  expences,  shall  be  eighteen  shillings  per  day,  com- 
puted at  silver  at  6s.  8d.  per  oz.,  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are 
hereby  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  said  several 
Delegates  at  the  rate  aforesaid;  and  in  computing  the  credits  or  monies 
by  them  respectively  received  from  time  to  time  in  continental  bills 
they  are  to  adjust  the  same  according  to  the  rule  adopted  in  settling 
with  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental  army,  and  where  they 
have  received  in  bills  of  the  late  emissions  of  this  State  the  same  to  be 
computed  at  the  same  rate  at  which  the  fees  or  salaries  of  the  civil 
officers  of  this  State  were  established  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly  in 
October  last,  if  received  after  the  passing  of  said  act. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Honble  Roger  Sherman,  Esq1',  a Dele- 
gate from  this  State  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  in  the  room  of  the  Honble  Titus  Hosmer,  Esqr,  deceased. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
in  favour  of  the  Honble  Roger  Sherman  and  Oliver  Elsworth,  Esqrs, 
Delegates  to  Congress,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  hard  money, 
to  each  of  them  respectively,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  proceed  on 
said  betrustment,  and  charge  the  same  to  their  respective  accounts. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  by  Mr.  Shubael  Abbe 
and  Mr.  Simon  Brewster,  two  of  the  committee  by  this  Assembly 
appointed  to  purchase  horses  for  the  purpose  of  remounting  Colo. 
Sheldon’s  regiment  of  dragoons,  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  them 
to  execute  said  trust  consistent  with  their  other  engagements;  praying 
to  be  excused  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Abbe  and 
Brewster  be  excused  from  executing  said  trust  and  Major  Elijah  Hide 
of  Lebanon  is  appointed  in  the  room  of  said  Abbe,  and  Colo.  Oliver 
Smith  of  Stonington  is  appointed  in  the  room  of  said  Brewster,  to 
purchase  said  horses  in  the  same  manner,  under  the  same  regulations, 
and  with  the  same  powers,  as  the  said  Abbe  and  Brewster  were 
appointed  and  enabled  to  do. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Honble  Matthew  Griswold,  Esqr, 
Eliphalet  Dyer,  William  Pitkin,  Abraham  Davenport,  Joseph  Spencer, 
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Oliver  Wolcott,  William  Williams,  James  Wadsworth,  Nathaniel  Wales 
junn,  William  Hilhouse,  Benjamin  Payne,  Samuel  Mott,  Jedidiah 
Strong,  Joseph  Platt  Cook,  Joseph  Hopkins,  John  Chandler,  John 
Chester,  John  Canfield,  Thomas  Mumford  and  James  Hilhouse,  Esqrs, 
to  he  of  the  Council  of  Safety  the  year  ensuing,  with  the  same  powers 
and  authorities  and  under  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions  as  have 
been  by  this  Assembly  heretofore  made  and  provided. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  Heman  Swift  &c.,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  officers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Army  have 
not  received  any  adequate  compensation  for  their  retained  rations ; 
praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  officers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  army  be  allowed 
eight  pence  halfpenny  for  each  retained  ration  since  the  first  day  of 
April  1780,  and  that  the  same  be  secured  to  them  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  deficiences  of  their  wages  has  heretofore  been  done;  and  that  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  liquidate 
their  accounts  for  the  same  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  wThat  they 
find  due  to  them  respectively;  and  the  Treasurer  is  ordered  to  issue  his 
notes  for  the  payment  thereof  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  hereby  are  desired  and 
impowered  to  dispose  of  such  quantity  of  gun-powder  belonging  to  this 
State  as  they  shall  judge  can  be  conveniently  spared,  by  sale  or  loan 
to  the  United  States  agreeable  to  the  requisition  of  his  Excellency  Gen- 
eral Washington  of  the  twenty-fifth  of  instant  May,  and  that  they  take 
the  most  speedy  and  effectual  measures  that  the  same  be  transported  to 
Fish  Kill  agreeable  to  said  requisition. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  impowered  to  contract  for  and 
furnish  the  officers  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  army  with  suitable 
cloathing,  said  officers  to  be  accountable  therefor  at  what  the  articles 
shall  cost  the  State  in  specie. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  October  last  did  abate 
the  State  taxes  due  to  this  State  on  the  list  of  1778  of  those  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Fairfield  who  suffered  the  loss  of  a very  great  part 
of  their  property  by  fire  occasioned  by  the  incursion  of  the  enemy  into 
said  town  in  July,  1779,  and  it  being  represented  to  this  Assembly 
that  said  suffering  inhabitants  are  still  greatly  distressed  and  unable 
to  pay  the  public  taxes:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  all  said  in- 
habitants whose  taxes  were  abated  by  the  committee  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  to  enquire  into  and  report  their  circumstances  and  which 
were  approved  and  allowed  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly  in  October  last, 
accepting  and  approving  said  report,  shall  have  the  State  taxes  arising 
on  their  list  given  in  in  the  year  1779  abated  to  them;  and  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  is  directed  to  allow  said  abatement  accordingly  in 
settling  the  taxes  of  said  town  for  the  year  1779. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  and  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  accounts  of  Mr. 
William  Colyer  for  the  entertainment  he  provided  for  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  his  guests  on  the  23d  day  of  instant  May,  as  also  the 
accounts  of  Mr.  Samuel  Kilborn  for  the  provisions  by  him  made  for 
the  guards  and  matross  company  on  said  day,  and  draw  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 


An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  for  filling-  up 
this  State’s  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army.’ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  several  towns  within  this  State  who  have  not  yet  obtained  their 
full  complement  of  recruits  for  the  continental  army  as  fixed  and  ascer- 
tained by  this  Assembly,  do  now  proceed  in  manner  as  is  directed  by 
an  act  of  this  Assembly  passed  in  October  last  to  procure  the  number 
of  such  recruits  as  hereafter  provided  in  which  they  are  respectively 
deficient;  and  if  said  towns,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  have  obtained 
their  respective  quotas  of  men  for  three  years,  during  the  war,  or  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  the 
25th  day  of  June  next,  the  commanding  officers  of  the  several  com- 
panies in  such  deficient  towns,  or  such  of  them  within  the  limits  of 
whose  companies  any  deficient  class,  classes,  or  major  part  of  such 
class  or  classes  are  formed,  are  hereby  directed  forthwith  to  detach 
peremptorily  out  of  said  town,  class  or  classes,  as  the  case  shall  require, 
as  many  able-bodied  effective  men  as  such  town  shall  be  deficient  to 
serve  till  the  last  day  of  December  next,  and  within  three  days  make 
return  to  the  commanding  officer  of  their  respective  regiments  of  the 
number  and  names  of  the  persons  so  detached,  and  the  said  commanding 
officers  of  regiments  shall  within  three  days  muster  said  detached  men 
and  make  return  thereof  to  their  respective  brigadiers  general,  who  shall 
by  the  fifth  day  of  July  next  appoint  a place  of  rendezvous,  where  the 
detaching  officer  shall  deliver  the  person  or  persons  by  him  detached, 
and  the  said  brigadiers  general  are  forthwith  to  give  the  necessary 
orders  for  marching  said  detached  soldiers  to  the  army,  and  every 
deficiency  that  may  happen,  by  desertion  or  being  mustered  out  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  supplied  by  new  detachments  [from  the  same  de- 
ficient town  or  class;  and  the  said  command] ing  officers  of  companies 
are  hereby  ordered  to  make  such  detachment  as  the  case  may  require 
and  cause  the  person  or  persons  so  detached  to  be  mustered  and  marched 
to  join  the  army,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  such  deficient 
town  or  class  as  shall  be  judged  right  and  just  by  any  two  field  officers 
of  the  regiment,  who  are  hereby  impowered  to  tax  the  same  and  issue 
their  warrant  directed  to  the  clerk  of  the  company  or  a constable  of 
the  town  to  collect  the  same  and  pay  over  to  such  detaching  officer. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  so  detached  shall 
within  24  hours  after  such  detachment  voluntarily  inlist  for  the  term 
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for  which  he  is  detached  he  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  from  the  town 
or  class,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  a bounty  or  premium,  the  sum  of  six 
pounds  in  gold  or  silver,  and  if  the  said  town  or  class  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  forthwith  to  pay  said  sum  to  the  person  so  inlisting  or  secure 
the  same  to  his  satisfaction  upon  application  made  by  such  person,  in 
case  of  a neglecting  town  to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
to  which  such  town  belongs  in  any  of  the  next  adjoining  towns,  or  in 
case  of  a neglecting  class  to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town 
where  such  class  belongs  not  being  of  said  neglecting  class,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  justices  of  the  peace,  having  previously  cited  such  town 
or  class  to  appear  if  they  see  cause  at  time  and  place  by  them  appointed, 
to  consider  the  case,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  said  money  is  not 
paid  or  secured  as  aforesaid  the  said  authority  shall  forthwith  grant 
a warrant  to  the  collector  of  town  taxes  of  such  town  or  such  other 
person  as  they  shall  specially  appoint  for  that  purpose  to  collect  said 
sum  or  sums,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  cost,  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
inhabitants  of  such  town,  if  necessity  require,  by  distress  and  immediate 
sale  of  goods,  or  of  the  individuals  of  such  class  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  lists,  and  the  same  pay  and  deliver  to  such  person  or  persons 
so  inlisted  as  aforesaid  or  order,  taking  his  or  their  receipt  for  the 
same. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  deficient  towns  have 
liberty  to  supply  their  deficiencies  by  inlisting  recruits  for  three  years 
or  during  the  war  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  or  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  and  continued  untill 
the  first  day  of  December  next  to  supply  the  place  of  those  detached 
as  aforesaid;  and  the  selectmen  of  such  towns  are  hereby  directed  and 
enjoined  by  the  tenth  day  of  December  aforesaid,  to  make  return  to 
the  Secretary  of  this  State  of  the  number  of  such  additional  recruits, 
and  thereupon  the  Secretary  shall  issue  his  writ  of  execution  against 
such  town  as  by  such  returns  shall  still  appear  to  be  deficient  of  their 
respective  quotas  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  and  also  against  such  de- 
ficient towns  as  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  returns  upon  the 
whole  amount  of  their  deficiency  as  ascertained  by  this  Assembly,  to 
collect  from  said  towns,  in  due  form  of  law,  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
in  gold  and  silver  upon  each  and  every  deficiency  as  aforesaid  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  State  when  collected,  for  the  use  of  the 
State. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  further  enacted,  That  such  towns  or 
classes  that  shall  think  proper  to  supply  their  deficiencies  with  recruits 
enlisted  for  the  term  of  one  year  shall  be  holden  upon  the  pains  and 
penalties  contained  in  said  act  to  keep  a recruit  in  service  by  annual 
inlistment  during  the  term  of  three  years,  if  the  war  so  long  continue, 
to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  this  State. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  town  or  classes  therein  have  liberty 
in  future  to  procure  such  recruits  in  any  town  within  this  State 
for  either  of  the  terms  aforesaid,  which  recruits  thereupon  shall  be 
accounted  to  the  quota  of  such  town  so  procuring  them;  any  law,  usage 
or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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This  Assembly  do  appoint  Samuel  Kellogg  junr  of  Goshen  to  be 
Surveyor  of  Lands  in  the  county  of  Litchfield. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  a list  of  the  deficiencies  in  the  quota 
of  recruits  to  fill  up  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental  army  be 
forthwith  printed  to  the  number  of  two  hundred,  and  that  one  of  them 
be  sent  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  of  militia  and  one 
to  each  town-clerk  in  this  State;  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  give  all  necessary  orders  for  carrying 
into  speedy  execution  the  acts  and  resolves  of  this  Assembly  for  filling 
up  the  continental  army  and  for  raising  and  compleating  the  troops 
of  this  State. 

Capt.  James  Hillhouse,  appointed  Pay-Master  to  the  second  brigade 
of  militia  to  pay  of  the  six  months  men  who  served  in  the  continental 
army  the  last  campaign,  having  informed  this  Assembly  that  said 
brigade  is  so  extensive  that  he  cannot  with  any  convenience  pay  all 
the  troops  in  said  brigade,  as  he  has  received  only  pay-table  orders  for 
that  purpose:  Resolved  by  this  Asssembly,  that  Major  Nathaniel  Brown 
he  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  Pay  Master  to  the  7th  and  23d  regiments 
of  militia  in  said  brigade,  in  the  room  and  stead  of  said  James  Hil- 
house. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  desired  and  fully  im- 
powered  to  give  orders  for  raising  suitable  and  necessary  guards  for 
the  security  of  the  county  goal  in  Hartford  and  of  the  prison  at  Syms- 
bury  called  New  Gate,  and  to  designate  or  appoint  necessary  officers 
to  command  said  guards,  and  to  commissionate  such  officers  if  need  be; 
and  said  guards  when  raised  shall  be  under  the  same  laws  and  regula- 
tions as  the  militia  of  this  State  are  subject  to  when  called  into  actual 
service. 

Whereas  a requisition  hath  been  made  to  this  Assembly  to  provide 
teams  immediately  to  transport  the  salted  provisions  in  the  several 
towns  in  this  State  on  the  west  side  of  Connecticut  River  for  the 
immediate  supply  of  the  army, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  towns  on  the  west  side 
of  Connecticut  River  do  immediately  forward  on  and  deliver  at  Eishkill 
Landing,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  he  ordered  by  the  Quarter  Master 
General  or  his  deputy,  all  the  salted  provisions  procured  and  salted 
by  such  towns  agreeable  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  made  and 
passed  at  their  sessions  in  October  last,  excepting  such  part  thereof  as 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  specially  re- 
serve for  the  use  of  the  State  troops.  And  that  the  selectmen  of  the 
several  towns  do  procure  sufficient  teams  to  transport  such  provisions  by 
hire  or  by  impressing  the  same,  for  which  purpose  the  selectmen  are 
directed  to  apply  to  some  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  who  on 
such  application  are  to  issue  a warrant  directed  to  some  proper  officer 
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to  impress  such  teams  and  a suitable  number  of  persons  to  drive  the 
same.  And  the  selectmen  are  to  lay  the  account  of  such  transportation 
before  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  adjust 
the  same  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such  sums 
as  they  find  reasonably  due  thereon:  Provided  always,  that  no  such 
accounts  shall  be  allowed  unless  a certificate  be  produced  from  the 
issuing  commissary  receiving  the  same,  or  from  an  assistant  quarter 
master,  of  the  quantity  delivered  and  that  the  transportation  is  not 
paid  for. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Adams,  assistant  to  Ralph  Pom- 
eroy, Esqr,  Deputy  Quarter  Master  for  this  State,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  orders  are  sent  to  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  from  his 
Excellency  General  Washington,  to  procure  quarters  for  himself  and 
Maj.  General  Knox,  Maj.  General  Duportail,  Count  De  Rochambeau, 
Count  De  Barras,  and  Chevalier  De  Chattalus,  with  their  several  suits 
and  a number  of  other  gentlemen,  in  the  town  of  Weathersfield,  and 
also  forage  &c.  for  their  horses,  and  also  that  a requisition  was  also  made 
by  Maj.  Gen1  Heath  for  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  to  defray  his 
expences  &c.  while  in  Hartford  on  publick  business,  all  which  said 
quarter  master  is  unable  to  do  for  want  of  money  &c. ; praying  for  the 
assistance  of  this  Assembly  therein,  to  enable  him  to  comply  with  said 
requisitions  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to 
draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  pounds  in  bills  of  this  State,  in  favour  of  said  deputy  quarter 
master,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  for  which  said  quarter-master  is 
to  be  accountable. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Benjamin  Payne,  Esqr,  and  Colo. 
Hezekiah  Wyllys  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a committee  and 
directed  carefully  to  review  the  public  records  of  the  State  and  tran- 
scribe all  acts  and  resolves  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  war  and  now  are  in  force  which  they  shall 
judge  necessary  to  be  made  publick  for  the  information  of  the  publick 
and  have  not  been  already  sufficiently  published,  and  cause  all  such 
acts  and  resolves  to  be  immediately  printed  and  distributed  to  the  re- 
spective towns  in  this  State,  one  to  each  town  and  society  clerk:  all 
at  the  expence  of  the  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  committee  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  in  the  several  counties  within  this  State  to  purchase  horses 
within  their  respective  counties,  for  the  purpose  of  remounting  the  light 
dragoons  in  the  continental  regiment  under  the  command  of  Colo. 
Sheldon,  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  on  proper  application  made 
from  time  to  time,  to  deliver  over  the  horses  they  shall  so  purchase  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  said  regiment  or  his  order,  taking  duplicate 
receipts  for  the  same  specifying  the  number  of  the  horses  so  delivered 
and  the  price  at  which  purchased,  the  one  of  which  to  be  transmitted 
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to  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  to  enable  him  [to]  make  the  proper 
returns,  and  the  other  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  who  are  directed 
to  charge  the  amount  of  such  receipts  to  the  account  of  the  United 
States. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  accounts  of  Messrs.  Barns, 
Little  and  Redfield,  issuing  commissaries  of  refreshments  to  the  Con- 
necticut Line  of  the  army,  and  the  accounts  of  family  supplies  for  the 
year  1780,  be  lodged  with  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  and  that  said 
committee  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  charge  the  soldiers  of  the 
now  or  short  levies  for  the  last  year  with  the  value  of  the  refreshments 
and  family  supplies  to  them  respectively  delivered  or  made,  at  the 
same  rate  they  have  been  charged  by  the  committee  for  settling  accounts 
with  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  army,  and  deduct  double  the  sum  of 
the  same  from  the  wages  due  to  said  levies. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  upon  the  complaint  against  Capt. 
John  Yentrus,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  6th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1779,  said  Capt.  Yentrus  made  up  a false  pay-roll  for  his  com- 
pany while  in  service,  including  therein  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds  in 
continental  money  as  pay  for  horses  which  were  not  in  service,  and  that 
said  mistake  was  made  through  the  carelessness  and  inattention  of  said 
Capt.  Yentrus  &c.,  as  per  complaint  and  report  of  committee  thereon 
may  appear  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Capt.  J ohn 
Yentruss  upon  his  refunding  the  amount  of  said  sixty  pounds  according 
to  the  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  his  receiving  the  same  agreeable  to 
the  scale  of  depreciation  adopted  by  this  Assembly  and  paying  the  cost 
of  prosecution,  taxed  at  £3  15  6,  in  bills  of  this  State,  shall  be  discharged 
from  any  further  proceeding  on  said  complaint. 

Whereas  in  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  in  February  last 
the  committee  appointed  to  receive  and  examine  the  returns  of  the 
choice  of  commissioned  officers  reported  Joseph  Meacham  to  he  chosen

Meacham  be  and  he  is  established  to  he  Lieutenant  of  the  third  com- 
pany of  alarm  list  in  the  26th  regiment  of  militia,  and  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  is  desired  to  grant  a commission  to  the  said  Joel  Meacham 
upon  the  return  of  said  former  commission  hearing  the  date  thereof.

place  of  resort  for  illicit  traders  and  smuglers;  that  he  keeps  at  his 
house  one  Richard  Simmons  from  Long  Island,  who  under  the  protec- 
tion of  said  Worthington  carries  on  a trade  to  Long  Island  with  safety 
and  success;  that  said  Worthington  associates  with  persons  of  inimical 
characters,  and  hath  frequently  (and  publickly  damned  and  condemned 
the  laws  of  this  State  made  to  restrain  illicit  trade,  and  all  concerned 
in  executing  said  laws;  and  many  depositions  now  lying  before  this 
Assembly  corresponding  with  said  information,  and  it  further  appear- 
ing by  testimony  that  the  said  Worthington  under  pretence  of  gaining 
intelligence  hath  sent  one  Hawkins  to  Long  Island  in  his  boat,  when  the 
said  Worthington  well  knew  that  said  Hawkins  had  before  brought 
goods  from  said  island  contrary  to  law,  and  that  said  goods  were 
legally  condemned : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Secretary  be 
and  he  hereby  is  directed  to  issue  a citation  to  the  said  William  Worth- 
ington to  appear,  if  he  see  cause,  before  this  Assembly  at  their  next 
meeting,  to  answer  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  and  John  Shipman,  Esqr, 
is  appointed  to  prepare  and  lay  before  this  Assembly  the  evidence 
relative  to  the  matters  beforementioned,  and  that  in  the  interim  the 
said  Worthington  be  and  he  is  hereby  suspended  from  execution  or 
exercise  of  the  said  office  of  colonel.

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praying  that  they  may  be  incorporated  so  as  to  be  enabled  effectually 
to  carry  into  execution  the  valuable  and  laudable  intentions  and  pur- 
poses of  said  donations  and  such  other  donations  as  may  hereafter  be 
made  to  them  for  the  like  purpose  and  consistent  therewith  &c.,  as 
per  memorial  on  file, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  said  memorialists  be  and  they 
are  hereby  incorporated  constituted  and  appointed  to  be  a body  politic 
and  corporate,  to  be  known  and  called  by  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of 
Staples  Free  School  in  Fairfield,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  may  have  perpetual  succession  and  shall  and  may  be  persons 
capable  in  law  by  that  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  to  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  and  also 
to  have,  take,  possess,  acquire,  purchase  or  otherwise  receive  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and  other  estate : Always 
provided,  that  the  estate  so  to  be  received  shall  not  exceed  in  value  in 
the  annual  rents  or  incomes  thereof  the  amount  of  one  thousand  pounds, 
L.  money,  per  annum.  And  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  are  ini- 
powered  to  demise,  lease  out,  manage,  use  and  improve  for  the  good  and 
benefit  of  said  school  all  such  estate  as  has  or  shall  be  given  as  aforesaid 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  donations,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  oversee,  conduct,  manage  and  direct,  the  affairs  and 
interests  of  said  school,  and  to  establish  all  necessary  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  for  that  purpose  at  their  best  discretion,  as  they  shall  judge 
expedient  so  as  best  to  answer  and  promote  the  valuable  intentions 
and  designs  thereof;  and  by  their  major  vote  to  nominate,  choose  and 
appoint  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require,  their  successors 
therein;  all  which  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  upon  their  being 
lawfully  appointed  as  aforesaid  and  accepting  said  trust,  be  duely  sworn 
to  a faithfull  discharge  thereof,  which  oath  the  civil  authority  of  this 
State  are  hereby  authorized  as  occasion  may  require  to  administer  in 
due  form  upon  application  to  them  made  for  that  purpose;  and  further- 
more said  trustees  and  their  lawfull  successors  in  said  office  are  hereby 
fully  invested  with  every  power  and  authority  requisite  and  expedient 
for  the  full  and  compleat  carrying  into  execution  the  truly  benevolent, 
laudable  and  beneficial  purposes  and  intentions  of  said  donors,  agree- 
able to  the  spirit  and  meaning  thereof. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  said  school  and  its  estate  and  the 
trustees  and  members  thereof  shall  from  time  to  time  be  entituled  to 
have  and  receive  all  the  exemptions,  privileges  and  benefits,  that  other 
free  schools  within  this  State  are  by  law  entituled  to.

with  the  price  or  sum  for  which  the  same  was  sold  to  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table,  who  shall  give  orders  to  the  Treasurer  to  receive  the 
same  and  to  give  triplicate  receipts  therefor : one  of  which  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  Secretary,  one  with  said  committee,  and  the  other  to 
remain  in  the  hands  of  said  Hopkins;  and  the  said  committee  shall 
thereupon  credit  the  accounts  of  matters  of  forfeiture  &c.  before  the 
superior  court  with  the  sum  for  which  said  estate  was  sold,  and  upon 
such  returns  being  made  as  aforesaid  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are 
directed  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  to  execute  in  behalf  of  this 
State  proper  deed  or  deeds  of  warrantee  of  said  estate  to  the  person  or 
persons  who  shall  purchase  the  same  or  be  entituled  thereto,  which 
deeds  said  Treasurer  is  directed  to  execute  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Oliver  Bostwick,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  while  he  was  in  service  as  an  ensign  in  Capt.  J esse  Bell’s  company 
of  Colo.  Beebe’s  regiment  of  State  guards  stationed  at  Horseneck  in  the 
eight  months  service,  A.D.  1780,  in  an  action  on  the  first  day  of  July 
he  received  a wound  in  his  left  shoulder  by  a musquet  ball  and  was 
thereby  not  only  rendered  unfit  and  unable  to  perform  his  duty,  but 
reduced  to  extream  pain,  distress  and  expence,  as  there  were  at  that 
time  no  public  hospitals  at  that  post,  he  was  by  advice  of  Colo.  Bebee 
removed  to  Hew  Milford,  his  native  place,  where  he  was  confined  and 
rendered  helpless  untill  the  1st  of  Jany,  1781,  and  from  that  time 
untill  the  first  of  March  continued  lame  and  totally  unable  to  do  any 
kind  of  business  and  is  still  lame  &c.,  whereby  large  bills  of  expence  have 
arisen;  praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Thereupon  resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  prayer  of  the  memorialist  be  granted,  and 
that  the  sum  of  twenty-one  pounds  sixteen  shillings  in  bills  of  this 
State  be  granted  to  said  Oliver  Bostwick,  and  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  be  authorize  and  directed,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour 
of  said  Oliver  Bostwick  for  said  sum  of  twenty-one  pounds  sixteen 
shillings  in  bills  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Denham  Palmer  of  Greenwich,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  on  a suspicion  arising  partly  from  his  situation 
being  between  the  lines  of  the  enemy  and  the  troops  of  this  State  on 
or  about  the  28th  day  of  March  last  he  was  taken  up  and  by  a court 
martial  sentenced  to  suffer  12  months  imprisonment  in  HewGate  where 
he  was  soon  after  committed  and  hath  ever  since  continued,  although 
he  hath  lately  had  an  opportunity  to  escape  but  refused  to  have  any 
hand  in  the  late  breach  of  said  prison  or  to  make  his  escape,  professing 
his  attachedness  to  the  freedom  &c.  of  his  country;  praying  to  be 
liberated  from  his  said  imprisonment  &c.,  as  per  memorial : Resolved 
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by  this  Assembly,  that  on  the  said  Denham  Palmer  paying  all  cost  that 
has  arisen  on  his  being  taken  up  and  committing  to  NewGate  and 
since  his  imprisonment  there,  and  giving  bonds  with  sufficient  surety 
for  his  peacible,  inoffensive  and  good  behaviour  and  for  his  abiding  in 
this  State  not  on  the  sea  coast  and  at  least  ten  miles  distant  therefrom 
and  in  some  town  easterly  of  said  town  of  Greenwich  during  the  pleas- 
ure of  this  Assembly,  the  said  Palmer  shall  be  liberated  from  his 
said  imprisonment  and  shall  be  permitted  to  go  to  said  town  of  Green- 
wich and  remove  his  family  therefrom  to  some  towm  distant  as  afore- 
said and  there  abide  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joel  Botsford  of  NVwTown,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  April,  1775,  there  was  due  to  him  from  Ebenezer 
Leach  of  New  Fairfield  the  sum  of  two  pounds  four  shillings  and 
seven  pence,  L.  money,  and  that  since  that  time  he,  the  said  Leach, 
hath  received  from  the  memorialist  sundry  articles  in  the  whole  to  the 
sum  of  £19  3 2,  L.  money,  and  that  in  consequence  of  the  said  Leach 
having  joined  the  enemies  of  this  State,  his  estate  hath  been  confiscated 
and  ordered  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  this  State;  and  praying  this 
Assembly  so  to  direct  as  that  he  may  receive  his  just  dues,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Besolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  judge  of  the 
court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Danbury  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized, if  he  shall  judge  proper,  to  appoint  commissioners  to  examine  the 
justice  of  the  memorialist’s  claim,  who  shall  make  report  to  said  judge, 
and,  in  case  the  same  shall  be  well  founded  and  be  approved  of  by 
said  judge,  he  shall  thereupon  give  orders  to  Colo.  John  Chandler  to 
pay  said  debt  found  due  to  the  memorialist,  if  any,  out  of  the  avails 
of  said  Leach’s  estate  in  his  hands,  who  is  directed  to  pay  the  same 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Colo.  John  Mead,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  in  the  year  1780  he  had  the  superintendency  of  the  sea  coast 
guards  in  Norwalk,  Stamford  and  Greenwich;  that  in  June,  1780,  he 
was  requested  by  Majr  Gen1  Howe  to  take  an  account  of  the  timber, 
plank  &c.  procured  in  Stamford  and  Greenwich,  and  provide  teams 
to  transport  the  same  to  the  sea  shore;  that  in  July  following  he  was 
directed  to  raise  twTo  companies  of  voluntiers  to  continue  in  service 
under  his  command  from  the  13th  of  said  July  untill  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1781,  for  the  defence  of  the  parish  of  Stanwich;  that  on  the 
9th  day  of  September,  1780,  he  was  ordered  on  duty  with  one  half  of 
his  regiment  and  had  the  command  on  the  post  at  Horseneck  untill 
the  6th  day  of  October  then  next,  and  that  he  has  been  ordered  on  duty 
at  sundry  other  times  by  Brigr  General  Syllyman,  viz:  on  twTo  court- 
martials  &c.,  and  that  he  only  wishes  for  a reasonable  reward  for  his 
said  services,  his  adjutant  and  quartermaster  w7hen  they  were  in  actual 
service;  praying  this  Assembly  to  authorize  and  impower  some  meet 
persons  to  settle  and  adjust  said  accounts,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  to  receive,  settle  and 
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adjust  said  accounts  of  the  memorialist  for  his  said  services  and  allow 
them  a reasonable  compensation  therefor  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  sum  they  shall  find  due  thereon. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Millard  junr  and  Rebecca  Parmely, 
both  of  Cornwell  in  the  district  of  Litchfield,  administrators  on  the 
estate  of  Joshua  Parmely  late  of  said  Cornwall  deceas’d,  representing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  including  an  allowance  to 
the  widow  of  said  deceas’d  as  necessaries  for  herself  and  infant  children, 
against  the  estate  of  said  deceas’d,  and  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Litchfield,  surmount  the  personal  inventoried  estate 
of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  £116  16  11,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty 
to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  said  debts  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  liberty  be  and  hereby  is  granted  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  wfill  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  debts  and  charges 
and  incident  cost  of  sale;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Litchfield  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Peter  Avery  of  Groton,  conservator  to 
Hepsibath  Culver  of  said  Groton,  an  impotent  person,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  said  Hepsibath  is  a subject  of  the  care  and  charge  of 
that  town,  that  she  hath  about  nine  acres  of  land  in  said  Groton  and 
some  moveable  estate;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  the  same  for  her  sup- 
port, as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
memorialist  have  liberty  and  authority  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  him,  to  sell  the  said  land  and  moveable  estate  of  said  Hepsibath  and 
apply  the  avails  thereof  to  her  support  and  render  an  account  of  his 
doings  therein  to  the  county  court  for  the  county  of  Hew  London  from 
time  to  time  when  thereto  required. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Samuel  Hawley  of  Reading,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  being  suspected  of  principles  unfriendly  to  the  rights 
of  America  he  was  by  order  of  the  authority  of  said  town  on  the  21st 
day  of  December,  1776,  confined  within  the  limits  of  the  farm  lately 
belonging  to  his  deceas’d  father,  now  partly  belonging  to  himself, 
and  that  he  with  his  brother  William  Hawley,  Esqr,  as  surety  entered 
into  a bond  of  two  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money,  bearing  date  the 
said  21st  of  said  December,  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  conditioned 
that  the  petitioner  should  remain  on  said  farm  for  three  years  then 
next  coming,  that  he  should  not  hold  correspondence  with  any  person 
suspected  to  be  unfriendly  to  the  United  States,  nor  speak  nor  write 
anything  against  the  measures  pursuing  by  said  States  within  the 
term  aforesaid;  and  when  the  enemy  approached  said  town  on  their 
march  to  Danbury,  struck  with  fear  and  concluding  all  was  lost,  he 
consulted  his  own  safety  by  joining  the  enemy;  that  afterwards  being 
fully  sensible  of  his  crime  in  so  doing  in  January,  1778,  he  preferred 
his  petition  to  this  Assembly  whereupon  he  was  graciously  forgiven 
and  discharged  from  punishment;  that  notwithstanding  the  generous

act  of  your  Honors  in  remitting  his  punishment  he  was  afterwards  sur- 
prized with  a suit  on  said  bond  for  a breach  of  the  condition,  which  was 
no  other  than  his  conduct  aforesaid  for  which  he  has,  as  he  supposes, 
a plenary  pardon,  which  suit  is  now  pending  before  Fairfield  county 
court;  and  praying  the  interposition  of  this  Assembly,  and  that  he 
may  be  discharged  from  the  penalty  of  said  bond,  he  paying  the  cost 
of  said  suit  &c.,  as  per  memorial  and  petition  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  petitioner  be  and  he  is  hereby  discharged  from  the 
penalty  of  said  bond  and  released  from  any  further  prosecution  thereon 
which  upon  the  petitioners  paying  the  cost  already  arisen  on  said  suit 
is  finally  to  cease  and  determine. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abraham  Dayton,  of  the  town  of  New  Mil- 
ford and  county  of  Litchfield,  sole  executor  of  the  last  will  and  testa- 
ment of  Abraham  Dayton  late  of  said  New  Milford  deceas’d,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts,  charges  and  allowances  against  the 
estate  of  said  deceas’d  surmount  the  sum  total  of  the  inventory  of  said 
deceas’d’s  personal  estate  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds  five  shillings  and 
two  pence,  L.  money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the 
real  estate  of  the  said  deceas’d  as  may  be  sufficient  for  the  discharge  of 
the  sum  aforesaid  together  with  the  incident  charges  thereon  arising 
&c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty,  and 
liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  memorialist,  to  sell  so 
much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  decd  as  may  be  necessary  to  raise  the  sum 
of  sixty  pounds  five  shillings  and  two  pence,  lawfull  money,  with  in- 
cident charges  on  said  sale;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Woodbury  therein. 


Upon  the  memorial  of  Andrew  Morehouse,  of  Dutchess  county  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  re- 
moving his  family  and  effects  to  Saybrook  in  this  State  where  he  in- 
tends to  reside  and  become  an  inhabitant,  and  that  he  has  removed 
part  of  his  effects  to  Ripton  Landing;  praying  for  liberty  to  transport 
the  same  by  water  to  Saybrook  and  some  flower  to  New  London,  as 
per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  and 
liberty  hereby  is  granted  to  the  said  Andrew  Morehouse,  to  transport 
by  water  from  Ripton  Landing  to  Saybrook  his  implements  of  hus- 
bandry, household  furniture,  twenty  barrels  of  flour,  four  barrels  of 
pork  and  beef,  thirty  bushels  of  oats,  and  thirty  bushels  of  indian  corn 
to  Saybrook,  and  twenty  barrels  of  flour  to  New  London,  under  the 
inspection  of  the  authority  and  selectmen  residing  in  the  parish  of 
Ripton  in  the  town  of  Stratford,  and  to  land  the  same  at  Saybrook 
under  the  inspection  of  the  commanding  officer  at  Saybrook  Fort,  and 
the  twenty  barrels  of  flour  at  New  London  under  the  inspection  of  the 
commanding  officer  at  that  post. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abigail  Sterry,  guardian  to  Roger  Sterry, 
John  Sterry  and  Abigail  Sterry  2d,  and  of  Daniel  Kimball,  guardian 
to  Consider  Sterry,  which  Consider  Sterry,  Roger  Sterry,  John  Sterry 
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and  Abigail  Sterry  2d,  are  all  of  Preston,  minors  under  age,  and  heirs 
of  Roger  Sterry,  Esqr,  late  of  said  Preston  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  a small  lott  of  land  of  the  estate  of  said  deceas’d  contain- 
ing about  nine  acres  lying  about  six  miles  from  the  main  part  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  and  which  was  set  in  the  inventory  of  said

and  Abigail  2d,  and  to  give  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  of  the  same, 
returning  the  whole  of  the  avails  of  such  sale  to  the  said  guardians 
for  the  use  of  said  minors. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Zurviah  Lyon  of  Pomfret,  administratrix 
on  the  estate  of  Samuel  Lyon  late  of  Pomfret  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  debts  due  from  said  estate  and  the  cost  of  adminis- 
tering thereon  to  this  time  surmount  the  inventory  of  the  personal 
estate  of  said  deceas’d  the  sum  of  £132  9 G1/^,  lawfull  silver  money; 
praying  that  some  suitable  person  be  appointed  to  make  sale  of  so  much 
of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum 
&c.,  as  per  memorial : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Zurviah 
Lyon  be  and  she  is  hereby  appointed,  authorized  and  impowered,  to 
make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas’d  as  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  raise  said  sum  of  £132  9 L.  silver  money,  and  the  incident 
charges  of  sale;  taking  the  advice  of  the  judge  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Pomfrett  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Weed  and  others,  inhabitants  of 
the  northerly  part  of  the  town  of  Stamford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  they  live  at  so  great  a distance  from  the  place  of  publick  worship 
in  the  first  society  in  said  town  of  Stamford  that  they  cannot  with  con- 
venience attend  the  same  therein;  praying  to  be  erected  into  a distinct 
ecclesiastical  society  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  all  the  inhabitants  now  living  or  that  shall  hereafter  live 
and  reside  within  the  following  limits  and  bounds,  viz:  Beginning  at 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  parish  of  Stanwdch,  from  thence  running 
easterly  a streight  line  to  the  southernmost  part  of  John  Ayers  dwelling- 
house  including  said  house,  from  thence  a due  northeast  course  to  the 
line  of  the  parish  of  Canaan,  from  thence  in  the  southerly  and  westerly 
line  of  said  parish  of  Canaan  to  the  north  line  of  this  State,  and  from 
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thence  in  the  line  of  the  State  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  parish 
of  Stanwich,  and  from  thence  southerly  in  the  east  line  of  said  Stan- 
wich  parish  to  the  firstmentioned  bounds,  together  with  all  the  lands 
lying  within  the  abovedescribed  limits,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
constituted  a distinct  ecclesiastical  society  with  all  the  powers, 
privileges  and  immunities,  that  other  ecclesiastical  societies  by  law 
have  and  enjoy,  and  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  North 
Stamford.  And  said  inhabitants  of  said  new  society  are  hereby  ex- 
empted from  all  society  taxes  granted  in  said  first  society  since  the 
first  day  of  December,  A.D.  1780,  and  that  inhabitants  of  said  new 
society  be  and  they  hereby  are  entitled  to  their  due  proportion  of  the 
publick  school  money  according  to  their  list. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Mead,  of  Greenwich  in  Fairfield  county, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  29th  day  of  October,  1778,  he 
received  of  John  Lawrence,  Esqr,  Treasurer  of  this  State,  two  State 
notes,  one  for  the  sum  of  £90  0 0,  and  the  other  for  the  sum  of  £60  0 0, 
continental  money,  which  said  notes  were  of  the  numbers  133  and  134, 
and  were  the  property  of  the  said  Mead,  and  that  on  the  26th  day  of 
February,  1779,  a large  body  of  the  enemy  commanded  by  General 
Tryon  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  entered  the  town  of  Greenwich  so 
that  the  memorialist  had  but  just  time  to  escape  himself,  by  which 
means  the  said  notes  with  the  greatest  part  of  his  property  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  said  enemy  and  were  by  them  either  carried  off  or  de- 
stroyed ; praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial : Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  the 
said  John  Mead  new  notes  in  lieu  for  and  of  the  value  of  the  said  lost 
notes;  he  the  said  Mead  giving  sufficient  bond  to  the  Treasurer  to  in- 
demnify and  secure  the  said  Treasurer  from  any  demand  upon  the  said 
lost  notes;  and  the  Treasurer  is  also  hereby  directed  to  stop  and  not  pay 
said  notes,  if  they  shall  be  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lucretia  Cosset,  Jacob  Hays  and  Abigail  his 
wife,  Rufus  Cosset,  Roswell  Cosset,  Reuben  Cosset,  Lucy  Cosset  and 
Thoda  Cosset,  all  of  Symsbury,  heirs  of  Jesse  Cosset  late  of  Symsbury 
deceas’d,  and  Fransway  Cosset,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  said 
deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Jesse  and  Fransway 
in  the  life  time  of  the  said  Jesse,  viz:  on  or  about  the  17th  day  of 
November,  1772,  gave  their  security  to  one  Samuel  Hase  of  Southwick 
for  the  sum  of  forty-six  pounds  for  a debt  due  to  said  Hase  from  Icha- 
bod  Gilbert  of  Symsbury,  and  for  their  security  for  so  doing  received  of 
said  Gilbert  a deed  of  a certain  peice  of  land,  containing  twenty  acres 
and  forty-seven  rods  lying  in  the  society  of  Salmon  Brook  in  the  town 
of  Symsbury,  and  on  receiving  said  deed  the  said  Jesse  and  Fransway 
gave  their  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  lawfull 
money,  to  said  Gilbert,  conditioned  to  reconvey  said  land  to  said  Gil- 
bert on  his  paying  said  sum  to  said  Hase  within  the  time  limited  in  their 
said  securities,  and  that  said  Gilbert  did  pay  said  Hase  said  sum  within 
said  limited  time ; and  that  no  deed  of  reconveyance  of  said  land  was  by 
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said  Jesse  and  Fransway  given  to  said  Gilbert  before  tbe  death  of  the 
said  Jesse  and  that  several  of  the  said  heirs  of  said  Jesse  deceased  are 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years;  praying  that  some  suitable  person 
may  be  appointed  and  impowered  to  execute  a deed  of  said  land  to 
said  Gilbert  on  behalf  of  said  infant  heirs  &c.,  as  per  memorial:  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Fransway  Cosset  be  and  he  is  hereby 
appointed  and  impowered,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  Rufus,  Ros- 
well, Reuben,  Lucy  and  Thoda,  now  minors  with  the  rest  of  said  heirs 
and  he  the  said  Fransway  joining  therein  in  his  own  right,  to  sign,  seal, 
execute,  deliver  and  acknowledge  before  proper  authority,  a deed  of 
conveyance  of  said  land  to  said  Gilbert,  and  that  a deed  of  said  land 
by  them  so  executed  shall  be  as  effectual  to  convey  the  title  of  said  land 
as  a deed  thereof  properly  executed  and  authenticated  by  the  said  Jesse 
and  Fransway  in  the  life  time  of  the  said  Jesse  might  or  could  be, 
and  said  heirs  now  in  their  minority  are  hereby  forever  estopped  from 
making  any  claim  to  said  land  contrary  to  said  deed  so  to  be  exe- 
cuted. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lieutenant  Joshua  Brainerd,  Ensign  James 
Abbott,  Ensign  Sands  Riles  and  Adjutant  Ebenezer  West,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  were  some  time  since  taken  prisoners  by  the 
enemy  and  remained  for  a long  time  in  captivity  and  that  Ensign 
Riles  lost  his  gun  and  was  at  considerable  expence  on  his  return  from 
captivity,  and  that  neither  of  them  have  received  anything  for  their 
wages  &c.  while  in  captivity;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial 
on  file : Resolved  by  Assembly,  that  the  said  Ensign  Riles  be  allowed  for 
his  expences  on  his  return  from  captivity  and  for  the  loss  of  his  gun 
the  sum  of  nine  pounds,  lawfull  money,  and  that  they  the  said  Joshua 
Brainard,  James  Abbott,  Sands  Riles  and  Ebenezer  West,  be  paid 
their  wages  during  the  time  of  their  captivity  at  the  same  rate  as  they 
were  entituled  to  at  the  time  when  they  were  captured;  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to  liquidate  their  accounts  for 
the  same  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  shall  find  due  to 
them  respectively,  deducting  therefrom  such  sums  as  they  have  received 
for  supplys  during  the  time  of  their  captivity,  to  be  secured  to  them 
respectively  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Connecticut  Line  are  by  resolve 
of  Assembly  entituled  to  receive  security  for  their  arrearages  in  the 
first  settlement  of  their  accounts. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lieutenant  John  Blackleach  and  Lieutenant 
Jesse  Grant,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  were  sometime  since 
taken  prisoners  by  the  enemy  and  remained  for  a long  time  in  captivity 
and  was  at  very  considerable  expence  for  sickness  &c.  and  have  never 
received  anything  either  for  their  wages  or  said  expences  while  in 
eaptivity;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  said  Lieutenant  Blackleach  be  allowed  for  his 
said  expences  the  sum  of  eighteen  pounds,  lawful  money,  and  that  the 
said  Lieut.  Grant  be  allowed  for  his  said  expences  the  sum  of  twenty- 
six  pounds,  like  money  and  that  they  the  said  Blackleach  and  Grant 
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be  allowed  the  same  pay  and  wages  as  is  allowed  to  officers  of  the  same 
rank  in  the  continental  army;  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  hereby  are  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  their  accounts 
for  the  same  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  shall  find  justly 
due  to  them  respectively,  deducting  therefrom  such  sums  as  they  have 
received  for  supplys  during  the  time  of  their  captivity,  in  the  same 
manner  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  Lieutenants  Tanner  and  Edwards, 
who  were  under  similar  circumstances;  to  be  secured  to  them  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  the  arrearages  or  ballances  due  to  the  Con- 
necticut Line  have  been  heretofore  secured. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Stephen  Lane,  Abel  Wilcox,  Martin  Lord  and 
Daniel  Redfield,  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Killingworth,  and  John 
Shether  of  Litchfield,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Samuel  Shether 
late  of  Killingworth  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  Samuel 
Shether  was  by  said  town  of  Killingworth  chosen  to  collect  the  State 
taxes  for  said  town  for  the  year  1780,  and  that  more  than  one  year  after 
he  was  chosen  to  collect  said  taxes  and  before  he  had  fully  compleated 
the  collection  thereof  he  was  taken  sick  and  died,  and  that  it  will  be 
very  inconvenient  to  said  administrator  and  the  inhabitants  of  Kil- 
lingworth for  said  administrator  to  collect  the  remainder  of  said  taxes; 
[praying  this  Assembly  to  appoint  Capt.  Aaron  Kelley  of  Killing- 
worth  to  collect  the  remainder  of  said  taxes]  not  collected  by  said 
deceas’d  in  his  life  time  &c.,  as  per  memorial:  Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  said  Aaron  Kelcy  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed,  enabled 
and  impowered,  to  collect  the  remainder  of  said  taxes  by  virtue  of  the 
warrants  issued  to  said  deceas’d  as  fully  and  effectually  as  the  said  de- 
ceas’d might  do  if  now  in  life,  and  to  settle  the  same  with  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State,  and  to  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  by  said  Treasurer, 
and  said  town  of  Killingworth  shall  be  liable  for  his  default  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  said  Kelcy  had  at  first  been  chosen  and  had  under- 
taken to  collect  said  taxes. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Andrew  Adams,  Esqr,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  he  is  called  upon  to  settle  his  accounts  of  divers  kinds  with 
this  State,  among  which  there  are  sundry  orders  in  his  favour  on  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  drawn  for  payment  of  bills  of  cost  in  criminal 
cases  &c.  for  continental  money,  which  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
are  not  fully  impowered  to  settle,  which  prevents  a settlement  of  his 
accounts;  that  he  supposes  a small  ballance  may  perhaps  be  due  to  him 
upon  the  whole;  praying  for  a settlement  to  be  made  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  make  a full  settlement 
with  the  memorialist  of  his  accounts  of  every  kind,  whether  consisting 
of  orders  or  otherwise,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  same,  who 
is  hereby  directed  to  secure  the  payment  thereof  to  him  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  circumstances  as  has  been  heretofore  done 
for  the  further  loan  of  State  notes. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Elisha  Granger  and  the  rest  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  that  part  of  the  society  of  West  Suffield,  lying  on  the  west  side 
of  the  mountain  in  West  Suffield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by 
reason  of  said  mountain  and  the  great  distance  they  are  from  the  place 
of  parade  of  the  company  to  which  they  belong  in  the  first  regiment 
of  militia  in  this  State  they  are  put  to  great  in  convenience;  that  they 
are  in  number  sufficient  for  a military  company,  and  that  the  company 
to  which  they  now  belong  will  not  be  prejudiced  by  their  being  seperated 
from  them;  praying  to  be  annexed  to  the  18th  regiment  of  militia  in 
this  State,  as  per  memorial:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  in- 
habitants of  that  part  of  the  society  of  West  Suffield  lying  on  the  west 
side  of  the  mountain  in  said  society  be  and  hereby  are  annexed  and 
joined  to  the  18th  regiment  of  militia  in  this  State,  to  be  formed  into  a 
military  company  and  lead  to  the  choice  of  proper  officers  by  the  order 
and  under  the  directions  of  the  colonel  of  said  18th  regiment. 

On  the  memorial  of  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Esqr,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  for  his  services  in  attending  Congress  as  a Delegate  from  this 
State  in  the  year  1777,  1778  and  1779,  he  received  but  a small  part  of 
his  wages;  that  he  soon  after  applyed  to  have  his  accounts  adjusted  and 
settled  and  preferred  his  memorial  to  the  General  Assembly  therefor 
and  for  payment  of  what  might  be  found  due,  which  was  then  refused; 
that  payment  has  thereby  been  long  delayed;  praying  that  the  Commit- 
tee of  Pay-Table  might  be  directed  to  allow  him  interest  therefor  and 
that  for  the  sum  which  on  settlement  shall  be  found  due  that  the  Treas- 
urer be  directed  to  give  him  security  therefor,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  in  adjusting  and  settling  the  aforesaid  accounts 
with  the  memorialist  to  allow  lawfull  interest  thereon  for  what  was 
justly  due  untill  he  received  any  part  thereof  and  on  the  remainder  on 
his  accounts  being  adjusted  and  settled,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  give  his  security  in  behalf  of  this 
State  to  the  memorialist  on  interest  for  such  sum  as  shall  by  said 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  certifyed  to  him  to  be  the  ballance  due  as 
aforesaid,  of  the  same  tenor  as  the  notes  ordered  to  be  given  for  a 
further  loan  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  on  State  notes  by  an  act 
of  this  Assembly  in  November  last. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jerusha  Williams  of  Pomfret,  widow  and 
relict  of  Ebenezer  Williams,  Esqr,  late  of  Pomfret  deceas’d,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Ebenezer  Williams,  Esqr,  in  his  life 
time  did  in  and  by  a deed  or  bargain  and  sale  under  the  hand  and  seal 
by  him  executed  and  delivered  to  William  Averill  of  Pomfret,  bearing 
date  the  sixth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1779,  for  a good  and  valuable 
consideration  bargain,  sell  and  convey  to  said  William  Averill  a certain 
tract  of  land  lying  in  Pomfret  containing  about  sixty-six  acres  de- 
scribed in  said  deed,  but  that  said  Ebenezer  Williams,  Esqr,  did  not 
acknowledge  said  deed  in  his  life  time;  praying  that  said  deed  may  be 
ral  ifyed  &c.,  as  per  memorial : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Whitney,  Samuel  Whitney  junr, 
Peter  Whitney,  Aaron  Whitney,  Ransford  Whitney,  Walter  Whitney 
and  Ann  Hains,  all  of  Fairfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the 
memorialists  together  with  Amy  Whitney  wife  of  said  Samuel,  Sher- 
wood Whitney,  and  Sarah  Barlow,  are  the  only  heirs  of  Nehemiah 
Whitney  late  of  said  Fairfield  deceas’d;  that  the  whole  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceas’d  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  only  part  of  a 
grist-mill  and  the  appurtenances  and  a small  peice  of  land  which  can- 
not be  divided  among  the  heirs  without  great  inconvenience  and  dis- 
advantage to  the  heirs;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  said  mill,  lands  &c., 
as  per  memorial  &c. : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  and 
liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  Sam1  Whitney  junr  and

on  the  15th  day  of  August  last  he  received  his  security  and  lost  the 
notes  or  security  given  him  by  this  State  for  the  same  on  the  11th  day 
of  October  last  past;  praying  this  Assembly  to  order  the  Treasurer  to 
replace  said  notes  by  giving  out  new  security  of  the  same  tenor  &c.,

directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  memorialist’s  aforesaid  accounts  of 
expences  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  ballance  due  to  him  in  the 
same  manner  as  has  been  already  done  in  regard  to  the  officers  of  the 
Connecticut  Line.

reasonable  expence  in  the  premises,  which  the  said  Treasurer  is 
directed  to  receive  and  settle  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hoah  Woodruff,  conservator  of  the  person 
and  estate  of  David  Woodruff  of  Southington,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  the  expences  incurred  for  the  support  of  said  David  as  audited 
and  allowed  by  the  county  court  holden  at  Hartford  by  adjournment 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  February,  1781,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  £62  16  0, 
L.  money,  and  that  said  David  hath  no  personal  estate  to  discharge 
the  same,  and  that  he  hath  heretofore  been  authorized  to  sell  of  the 
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real  estate  of  the  said  David  to  the  amount  of  £24  0 0,  L.  money,  which 
is  not  yet  compleated,  which  said  two  sums  will  surmount  the  whole 
real  estate  of  the  said  David;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  the  whole  real 
estate  of  the  said  David  Woodruff  for  the  satisfaction  of  said  sums  so 
far  as  the  same  will  extend  &c.,  as  per  memorial:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  said  Noah  Woodruff  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  and 
impowered  to  sell  the  whole  real  estate  of  the  said  David  Woodruff, 
not  exceeding  the  sums  aforesaid;  taking  the  direction  of  the  selectmen 
of  Southington  therein  and  to  account  with  the  county  court  for  Hart- 
ford county  therefor. 


Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Seely,  a prisoner  in  Hartford  goal, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  has  been  convicted  of  burglary  and 
has  suffered  twelve  months  imprisonment  and  to  compleat  his  punish- 
ment has  six  months  yet  to  continue  in  goal;  that  he  is  sensible  of  his 
crime  and  heartily  repents;  praying  that  he  may  be  suffered  to  labour 
in  the  town  of  Hartford,  as  more  fully  appears  by  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  William  Seely  upon  his  giving 
bond  with  surety  for  his  peacible  inoffensive  and  good  behaviour,  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Hartford,  he  the  memo- 
rialist be  liberated  from  his  present  confinement  and  allowed  to  labour 
in  the  town  of  Hartford. 


Upon  the  memorial  of  Ezra  Scovil,  of  Kensington  in  the  county  of 
Hartford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  State  is  indebted  to  him 
for  services  done  for  this  State  to  the  amount  of  six  pounds  seven 
shillings  and  five  pence,  lawfull  money;  praying  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to  pay 
him  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £6  7 5,  L.  money  or  bills  equivalent  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  an  order  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  £6  7 5,  L.  money,  in  favour  of  the  said  Ezra 
Scovil. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  Revd  Elijah  Sill,  of  New  Fairfield  in 
Fairfield  county,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  now  is  and  for 
twenty  years  last  past  hath  been  a minister  of  the  gospel  in  said  New 
Fairfield,  and  that  he,  his  person  and  estate  is  put  into  the  list  for  the 
year  1780,  and  that  he  is  called  on  for  the  payment  of  taxes  already 
granted  on  said  list;  praying  that  both  his  person  and  estate  may  be 
exempted  from  the  said  taxes  already  granted  and  from  all  taxes  here- 
after for  such  time  as  said  Assembly  shall  order,  as  per  memorial  on 
file:  Whereupon,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Mr.  Sill  be 
and  he  is  hereby  exempted  in  his  person  and  estate  from  said  taxes 
already  granted  and  from  all  future  taxes  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Assembly. 


Upon  the  memorial  of  Hezekiah  Nichols  of  Fairfield,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  was  appointed  barrack-master  in  the  town  of 
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Fairfield  by  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  said  town  on  the  first 
day  of  September,  1779,  to  provide  necessary  barracking,  fire-wood  &c. 
for  the  troops  of  this  State  stationed  in  said  Fairfield,  and  to  make 
necessary  provisions  for  said  troops  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file  and  the 
report  of  the  committee  thereon:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
wages  of  the  said  Hezekiah  Nichols  for  the  time  he  was  wholly  em- 
ployed in  service  as  barrack-master  shall  be  allowed  at  £8  per  month 
in  bills  emitted  by  this  State,  and  the  accounts  of  particular  inhabit- 
ants who  had  troops  belonging  to  this  State  quartered  on  them  by 
civil  authority  being  authenticated  in  common  form  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  to  be  examined  and  adjusted,  and  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  examine, 
liquidate,  adjust  and  settle  the  same,  and  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasury 
for  the  payment  of  the  ballances  they  shall  find  justly  due. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Gideon  Buckingham  and  Lewis  Mallet,  in 
behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Mil- 
ford in  New  Haven  county,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  September 
last,  upon  information  that  there  were  a number  of  armed  men  enemies 
to  this  and  the  United  States  secreted  upon  an  island  in  Stratford 
River,  a party  of  militia  of  said  town  turned  out,  surprized  and  cap- 
tured said  men,  eight  in  number,  and  them  brot  before  the  civil  author- 
ity for  examination,  in  the  course  of  which  it  appeared  they  were  the 
most  atrocious  villains  and  wrere  ordered  to  head-quarters  at  Danbury 
under  a proper  guard,  procuring  of  which  with  necessary  expences 
while  under  examination  &c.  amounts  to  £19  8 0;  praying  for  relief, 
as  per  memorial  on  file : Thereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
prayer  of  the  foregoing  memorial  be  granted,  and  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  authorized  and  directed,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  to  draw  an  order  in  favour  of  the  selectmen  of  said  Mil- 
ford upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  sum  of  £19  8 0,  in  bills 
of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Fellows  of  New  London,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  owner  of  the  sloop  Tvjo  Brothers , burden 
about  eighteen  tons,  well  found,  and  that  in  January,  1780,  he  was  on 
a trip  to  the  city  of  New  York  as  a cartel  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners

Jesse  Cook  of  Torrington,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  British  troops  and 
remained  in  captivity  about  four  years  and  was  at  considerable  ex- 
pence for  his  sickness  &c.  while  in  captivity;  that  he  was  appointed 
a lieutenant  in  the  continental  army  on  the  new  establishment,  but 
was  prevented  serving  by  reason  of  his  captivity,  and  that  he  never

Cook  be  allowed  for  the  expences  of  his  sickness  while  in  captivity  and 
for  the  moneys  by  him  advanced  to  the  prisoners  in  distress  and  also 
for  his  expences  on  his  return  home  from  his  captivity,  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds  nineteen  shillings,  lawfull  money,  and  that  he  be  allowed 
the  same  pay  and  wages  while  in  captivity  as  is  allowed  to  officers  of 
equal  rank  in  the  continental  army,  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  said 
Cook’s  account  in  the  premises  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what 
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they  find  justly  due,  deducting  therefrom  such  sum  as  he  has  recd  for 
supplys  during  his  captivity;  and  to  be  secured  to  him  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  arrearages  or  ballances  due  to  the  Connecticut  Line  of 
the  continental  army  have  been  heretofore  secured,  as  was  done  in  the 
case  of  Lieuts.  Blackleach  and  Grant,  who  were  under  similar  circum- 
stances. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  George  Case  and  Lidia  Case,  executors  upon

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Fuller,  Zephaniah  Alden  &c.,  inhab- 
itants of  the  west  society  in  Stafford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by 
reason  of  erroneous  principles  and  doctrines  frequently  advanced  by  Mr. 
Isaac  Foster,  late  minister  of  said  society,  a considerable  part  both  of 
church  and  society  have  just  grounds  of  complaint  against  the  said  Mr.

advice  so  given  by  said  councils  although  they  have  frequently  pro- 
cured preaching  among  themselves;  and  the  said  Fuller  and  Alden  in 
behalf  of  the  said  aggrieved  having  preferred  a memorial  to  this  Assem- 
bly for  a hearing  at  large,  the  said  Mr.  Foster  and  his  adherents  being 
legally  cited,  which  said  memorial  by  reason  of  the  multiplicity  of 
publick  business  could  have  no  hearing  at  this  time  and  therefore  the 
same  was  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  in  October 
next,  and  now  praying  to  be  freed  from  paying  rates  for  the  support 
of  the  said  Mr.  Foster  untill  such  time  as  a publick  hearing  may  be 
obtained  before  the  Honble  General  Assembly  and  a decree  made  there- 
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on,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
Samuel  Fuller,  Zephh.  Alden,  and  all  others  the  aggrieved  in  said 
society,  be  exempted  and  they  are  hereby  exempted  from  paying  any 
tax  that  hath  been  granted  at  any  time  since  the  first  day  of  April 
1780,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  granted  for  the  support  of  the  said  Mr. 
Foster  untill  such  time  as  the  aggrieved  may  obtain  a publick  hearing 
and  decree  made  thereon  by  the  Honble  General  Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Nathaniel  Minor,  Oliver  Smith  and  William 
Cheeseborough  2d,  of  Stonington,  as  society  committee  for  and  in  be- 
half of  the  first  ecclesiastical  society  in  Stonington,  praying  that  said 
society  may  by  said  memorialists  and  their  successors  in  office  be 
enabled  to  commence  suits  and  recovery  have  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  first  society  of  all  such  moneys  as  are  now  outstanding  and  justly 
due  to  said  society  on  all  such  obligations  as  were  formerly  due  to  the 
east  society  or  west  society  before  their  union,  and  also  on  such  bonds 
and  notes  as  have  since  the  union  of  said  two  societies  been  taken  by 
the  former  committee  payable  to  them  as  committee  of  either  the  east 
or  the  west  society,  as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  said  memorialists  as  committee  of  the  first  society  and  their 
successors  in  said  office  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  society,  to  commence  suits  and  recovery  have  on 
all  such  bonds  and  notes  as  are  justly  due  and  made  payable  to  the  east 
society  or  to  the  west  society  before  their  union,  and  also  on  such  obliga- 
tions as  have  since  the  union  been  taken  by  the  former  committee  of 
said  first  society  and  made  payable  to  either  the  east  or  west  societies. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Gideon  Hotchkiss  and  others,  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Waterbury,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  one  David 
Wooster  of  said  Waterbury,  being  possessed  with  a valuable  estate 
and  having  a large  and  expensive  family  consisting  of  twelve  children 
several  of  which  are  unable  to  support  themselves  two  in  particular 
destitute  of  reason  a third  an  incurable  invalid,  was  the  last  year  con- 
victed of  burglary  and  treason  before  the  honorable  superior  court, 
and  was  by  order  of  said  court  required  to  pay  fines  to  the  amount 
of  £500,  L.  money,  to  satisfy  which  with  the  cost  of  prosecution  the 
dwelling-house  and  other  freehold  estate  of  the  said  Wooster  was  taken 
by  execution  and  secured  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this  State, 
and  that  said  Wooster  has  no  estate  remaining  for  the  support  of  his 
family;  praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file  appears:  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Gideon  Hotchkiss  and  others  the 
selectmen  of  said  Waterbury  for  the  time  being  and  their  successors 
during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly  may  use  and  improve  the  estate 
of  the  said  Wooster  secured  to  the  Governor  and  Company  as  afore- 
said as  far  as  will  be  sufficient  to  support  the  impotent  children  of  said 
family.  And,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  matters  more  precisely,  re- 
solved, that  Daniel  Sherman  and  Edward  Hinman,  Esqrs,  and  Colo. 
Increase  Mosely  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a committee,  at  the 
cost  of  the  memorialists,  to  repair  to  the  dwelling-house  and  farm 
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of  the  said  Wooster  and  view  and  examine  the  circumstances  of  his 
family  and  said  estate  and  report  particularly  to  this  Assembly  at 
their  sessions  in  October  next  what  part  thereof  may  be  requisite  to 
be  sequestered  as  aforesaid;  and  that  untill  such  report  shall  be  made 
and  a decree  thereon  passed,  or  other  order  of  Assembly,  the  said 
selectmen  may  use  and  improve  the  said  estate  at  large  for  support  of 
said  Wooster’s  family  and  render  their  account  to  this  Assembly.

that  the  possessor  or  possessors  of  said  notes  said  to  be  lost  or  stolen 
are  entituled  to  payment  thereon. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  selectmen  of  New  Haven,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  have  expended  in  the  support  of  Joel  Ailing, 
an  impotent  and  distracted  person,  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  lawfull 
money,  and  that  said  Ailing  has  no  moveable  estate  &c. ; praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  real  estate  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  Samuel  Atwater  of  said  New  Haven  be  and  he  is 
hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  Joel  Ailing  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  of  fifty 
pounds,  lawfull  money,  together  with  the  incident  charges  of  sale; 
taking  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  New  Haven  therein. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  settle 
the  wages  of  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the  continental  army  be  and 
hereby  are  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  wages  of  Doctor  Philip 
Turner,  Surgeon  General  for  the  Eastern  Department,  in  the  same 
way  and  method  that  has  been  adopted  for  the  settlement  of  the  bal- 
lance  of  wages  due  to  said  Connecticut  Line,  for  the  time  he  was  in 
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the  surgical  department  in  the  continental  army,  computing  his  wages 
at  twenty-four  pounds  per  month,  and  that  he  receive  for  the  ballance 
found  due  to  him  the  same  securities  or  payment  that  shall  be  given  to 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Connecticut  Line. 


Upon  the  memorial  of  Abner  Willson  of  Ridgfield,  executor  of

Upon  the  memorial  of  James  Nichols  of  Stamford,  administrator 
with  the  will  annexed  on  the  estate  of  John  Waterbury  late  of  said 
Stamford  deceasd,  and  administrator  on  the  confiscated  estate  of  Ed- 
ward Thorp  late  of  said  Stamford  now  with  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  Thorp  was  on 
the  16th  day  of  December,  A.Dom.  1772,  justly  indebted  to  Henry 
Haydock  and  George  Bown  then  of  the  city  and  province  of  Hew 
York  in  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  ninety-three  pounds  seven  shillings 
and  ten  pence,  Hew  York  currency,  and  to  make  security  thereof  said 
Thorp  procured  said  Waterbury  since  deceasd  to  become  jointly  and 
severally  bound  with  said  Thorp  by  bond  bearing  date  the  16th  day 
of  December,  A.D.  1772,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  said  sum  to 
said  Haydock  and  Brown,  and  the  said  Thorp  in  order  to  secure  said 
Waterbury  harmless  from  all  damage  that  might  come  to  him  by 
means  of  his  being  bound  for  the  payment  of  said  sum  did  on  the  2d 
day  of  January,  A.D.  1773,  execute  and  deliver  to  said  Waterbury  a 
good  lawfull  deed  of  two  certain  tracts  of  land  in  Stamford  aforesaid, 
lying  on  the  west  side  of  Mill  River:  one  of  said  tracts  bounding 
northerly  by  the  country  road,  easterly  by  land  of  Charles  Webb,  Esqr, 
southerly  partly  by  land  of  Charles  Knap,  junr  and  partly  by  land  of 
the  heirs  of  Moses  Buxton  deceasd,  westerly  by  land  of  the  heirs  of 
said  Buxton  and  partly  by  Peter  Scofield’s  land;  the  other  of  said 
tracts  is  the  same  on  which  said  Thorp’s  dwelling-house  stood  and  is 
partly  adjoining  to  Horth  Eield  so  called,  westerly  by  Moses  Knap’s 
land,  southerly  partly  by  the  mill  land  and  partly  by  said  Horthfield 
fence,  easterly  by  the  mill  land  and  partly  by  Samuel  Hutton’s  land,  and 
northerly  by  a highway,  and  hath  a dwelling-house,  store-house,  two 
shops  and  a barn  thereon  standing,  with  a condition  annexed  to  said 
deed,  that  whereas  said  John  Waterbury  became  jointly  and  severally 
bound  with  the  said  Thorp  unto  Henry  Haydock  and  George  Bown 
aforesaid  by  said  bond  for  the  sum  aforesaid,  being  the  proper  debt  of 
said  Thorp,  and  it  was  agreed  that  said  deed  of  sale  should  be  lodged 
with  the  town-clerk  of  said  Stamford  and  be  by  him  received  and 
entered  upon  and  lie  in  his  care  not  recorded  at  large  upon  the  record 
until  the  16th  day  of  December,  1773,  and  if  by  that  time  said  Thorp 
should  pay  said  bond  and  save  said  Waterbury  harmless,  then  said 
deed  was  to  be  delivered  up  to  said  Thorp  unrecorded,  but  in  case  said 
Thorp  should  not  pay  said  bond  by  said  time  or  said  Waterbury  should 
be  put  to  any  cost  or  trouble  on  account  of  his  being  being  bound  as 
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aforesaid,  then  said  Waterbury  should  have  a right  to  order  said  deed 
recorded  at  large  upon  the  records  and  take  possession  of  what  is  de- 
scribed therein  and  should  advertise  and  sell  it  at  publick  vendue  and 
with  the  avails  thereof  pay  said  bond  and  all  cost  and  charges  said 
Waterbury  should  be  put  to  on  account  of  his  being  bound  as  aforesaid, 
as  also  the  cost  and  charge  of  such  sale,  and  the  overplus,  if  any  there 
be,  to  be  returned  to  said  Thorp,  his  heirs  &c. ; and  that  said  bond  is 
yet  unpaid,  and  said  Thorp  gone  over  to  and  joined  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States  of  America  and  his  estate  confiscated  to  this  State  and 
appears  in  the  legal  course  of  settlement  thereof  to  he  insolvent,  and 
that  nothing  can  be  had  of  his  estate  excepting  said  peices  of  land  and 
appurtenances  to  pay  said  bond,  and  the  estate  of  said  John  Waterbury 
deceasd  still  holden  to  pay  the  same;  praying  this  Assembly  to  appoint 
and  authorize  some  meet  person  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  two  peices  of 
land  at  vendue  or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  bond  and 
the  charges  arising  on  such  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  authority,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  sell  the  said  two  peices  of  land 
and  appurtenances  at  publick  vendue  or  otherwise  to  the  best  advan- 
tage to  pay  said  bond  and  the  charges  arising  on  such  sale,  taking  the 
advice  and  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stam- 
ford therein.  And  said  court  is  hereby  ordered  to  direct  the  sale  of 
said  two  peices  of  land  by  private  sale  or  otherwise  as  the  said  court 
shall  judge  best  for  one  third  of  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid  on  the 
sale  of  the  same  and  the  other  two  thirds  upon  interest  on  good  secur- 
ity for  a reasonable  time  and  the  monies  and  securities  to  be  paid  and 
lodged  with  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  use  of  the  same,  who 
hereby  engage  to  indemnify  the  said  James  Nichols  from  the  bond 
given  by  the  said  Thorp  and  Waterbury  to  Haydock  and  Bowne 
according  to  the  sum  of  money  and  securities  that  shall  be  lodged  with 
the  Treasurer  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thankfull  Tyler  of  Tolland,  administratrix 
on  the  estate  of  John  Tyler  late  of  said  Tolland  deceasd,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  some  time  before  the  month  of  May,  1780,  said  deceasd 
sold  unto  Mark  Luce  a tract  of  land  in  said  Tolland  and  gave  a bond 
for  the  delivery  of  a deed  and  said  decd  on  the  22d  day  of  May,  1780, 
made  and  executed  a deed  of  said  land  agreeable  to  the  condition  of  said 
bond  but  died  before  he  had  an  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  same ; 
praying  that  said  deed  may  be  decreed  to  be  as  good  and  effectual  in 
law  for  conveying  the  title  of  said  land  to  said  Luce  as  if  the  same  had 
been  duly  acknowledged  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  town-clerk  of  said  Tolland  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  receive  said  deed  and  enter  the  same  upon  the  records  of 
said  town  together  with  a copy  of  this  resolve,  and  that  said  deed 
when  recorded  shall  be  fully  sufficient  in  law  to  convey  the  whole  right 
and  title  to  said  land  contained  in  said  deed  in  as  full  and  ample  a 
manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  duely  acknoledged. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Mary  Adams  of  Pomfret,  administratrix 
on  the  estate  of  Paul  Adams  late  of  Pomfret  deceasd,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  debts  due  from  said  estate,  some  allowance  made 
by  the  probate  court  to  the  widow  of  said  deceasd,  and  the  expence  of 
administring  to  this  time,  surmount  the  inventory  of  the  personal 
estate  of  said  deceasd  the  sum  of  £118  1 1,  L.  money;  praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  as  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  raise  said  sum  and  incident  charges  of  sale  &c.,  as  per  memo- 
rial: Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Mary  Adams  be  and 
hereby  is  appointed,  impowered,  enabled  and  authorized,  to  make  sale 
of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise 
said  sum  of  £118  1 1,  L.  money,  and  the  incident  charges  of  sale;  tak- 
ing the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Pomfret 
therein.

cute all  trespasses  which  have  or  hereafter  shall  be  committed  on  said 
lands  untill  such  time  as  said  petition  may  be  heard  and  determined, 
and  to  prosecute  to  final  judgment  and  execution  all  actions  which 
shall  be  by  him  commenced  and  shall  be  depending  before  any  court 
in  this  State  within  the  time  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  accountable  as 
shall  be  ordered  upon  the  final  determination  of  said  original  peti- 
tion.

On  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Hubbard,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  Samuel  Hubbard  late  of  Midletown  deceasd,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  the  debts  due  from  said  estate  surmount  the  moveable  part 
thereof  the  sum  of  £48  9 9,  L.  money,  and  thereupon  praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  real  estate  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  him,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceasd  as  will

men of  NewTown  to  remove  to  Long  Island  under  the  direction  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  guards  in  the  town  of  Fairfield. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Gleason,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  Thomas  Gleason  late  of  Farmington  decd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  and  arising  upon  the  estate  of 
said  deceasd,  as  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of 
Farmington,  surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said  decd  the  sum  of 
£71  2 6^2?  D money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  real  estate  of  said

are  hereby  directed  to  give  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of 
the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Eli  Hartshorn,  of  Norwich  in  New  London 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Reuben  Hartshorn  late  of  said

peacible  and  obedient  behaviour,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Epenetus  Platt  be  and  hereby  is  liberated 
and  discharged  from  his  imprisonment  in  said  Hew  Gate  goal  upon 
his,  the  memorialist,  paying  the  cost  of  prosecution  and  confinement, 
giving  and  executing  with  one  sufficient  surety  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  a bond  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds,  lawfull  money, 
for  the  future  peacible  and  obedient  behaviour  of  the  said  memorialist 
during  the  present  war  with  Great  Britain,  which  bond  any  two  or 
more  of  the  overseers  of  said  goal  are  hereby  directed  and  impowered 
to  receive  and  the  said  Epenetus  Platt  to  release  from  his  said  imprison- 
ment.

and  she  is  hereby  impowered  to  collect  the  whole  of  the  debts  that  was 
due  to  the  said  Ephraim  either  by  book  or  note  at  the  time  when  he 
absconded,  to  enable  her,  the  said  Lois,  to  settle  with  the  creditors  to 
said  estate  and  provide  for  herself  and  family. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Oliver  Wolcott,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  there  are  several  ballances  due  to  him  on  account  of  his  attending 
at  different  times  the  Congress  of  the  United  States;  praying  that  upon 
the  liquidation  of  his  account  the  Treasurer  be  directed  upon  his  appli- 
cation to  issue  one  or  more  notes  in  his  favour  payable  in  specie  and 
on  an  annual  interest  from  the  first  day  of  February,  1781,  at  the 
end  of  one  year  after,  the  expiration  of  the  present  war,  as  per  memo- 
rial on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  upon  the  liquidation  of 
the  account  of  the  said  memorialist  and  upon  his  application  the 
Treasurer  be  and  lie  hereby  is  directed  to  issue  one  or  more  notes  in 
favour  of  the  memorialist  payable  in  specie  on  an  annual  interest  from 
the  first  day  of  February,  1781,  at  the  end  of  one  year  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  present  war,  in  discharge  of  said  account. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  all  petitions,  prayers  and  memo- 
rials between  party  and  party,  those  between  classes  for  procuring  re- 
cruits for  the  continental  service  excepted,  now  depending  before  this 
Assembly  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  continued  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  be  holden  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  next,  with  the  same 
suspensions,  limitations  and  exemptions,  heretofore  granted,  and  the 
powers  of  all  committees  thereon  appointed  to  remain  in  force  untill 
said  General  Assembly  in  October  next.

Whereas  since  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly,  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  hath  received  from  his  Excellency  General  Washington 
a very  pressing  and  earnest  requisition  for  eight  hundred  men,  to  be 
immediately  raised  in  this  State  and  sent  on  to  the  post  at  West  Point, 
to  continue  in  service  three  months  after  joining  the  army,  represent- 
ing in  the  warmest  manner  the  necessity  of  said  requisition  being  com- 
plied with,  to  enable  him  to  carry  into  vigorous  execution  the  plan 
concerted  for  the  opening  campaign,  and  without  which  it  may  prove 
abortive : 

THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety,  That  there  be  forthwith  raised  in  this  State,  eight  hundred 
able  bodied  effective  men,  officers  included,  by  peremptory  detachment, 
to  serve  for  three  months  after  they  join  the  army,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged; from  each  brigade,  in  proportion  as  follows,  viz.  From  the 
first  brigade  116  to  be  formed  into  one  company,  one  Captain,  two 
Lieutenants,  and  one  Ensign;  from  the  second  brigade  169,  to  be  formed 
into  two  companies,  one  Captain  one  Lieutenant  and  one  Ensign  to 
each  company;  from  the  third  brigade  108,  to  be  formed  ito  one  com- 
pany, one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants  and  one  Ensign;  from  the  fourth 
brigade  158,  to  be  formed  into  two  companies,  one  Captain,  one  Lieuten- 
ant and  one  Ensign  to  each  company;  from  the  fifth  brigade  120,  to 
be  formed  into  one  company,  one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants  and  one 
Ensign;  from  the  sixth  brigade  129  men,  to  be  formed  into  one  com- 
pany, one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants  and  one  Ensign : To  be  commanded 
by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Samuel  Canfield,  of  the  fourth  brigade,  and 
Major  Hathan  Peters,  of  the  third  brigade. 

And  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be  entitled  to 
a premium  or  bounty  of  forty  shillings  lawful  silver  money,  one  half 
to  be  paid  before  they  march,  the  other  half  of  said  bounty  and  wages 
shall  be  paid  after  they  shall  be  honourably  discharged,  out  of  the 
two  shillings  and  six  penny  tax,  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
May  last,  payable  the  first  day  of  December  next;  and  the  officers  and 
soldiers  shall  receive  the  same  wTages,  rations  and  refreshments  with 
those  of  the  same  rank  in  the  continental  army,  during  the  time  of 
their  continuing  in  said  service. 
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And  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  private  who  shall  provide 
himself  with  a good  gun,  bayonet,  cartouch  box,  knap-sack  and  blanket, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  for  a gun,  bayonet  and  cartouch-box,  six 
shillings,  and  for  a blanket  seven  shillings,  and  for  a knapsack,  two 
shillings  lawful  silver  money,  for  the  use  of  said  articles  while  in  said 
service;  and  those  who  shall  not  be  able  to  furnish  themselves  with  said 
articles,  or  any  of  them,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  select  men  of  the 
town  to  which  such  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  soldier  belongs 
to  provide  and  supply  them  therewith,  and  the  owner  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  premium  for  the  use  of  said  article  as  aforesaid;  and  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  tax  aforesaid,  and  said  articles  shall  be  returned  to 
the  owner  after  said  service  is  ended,  and  if  any  shall  fail  to  make  re- 
turn of  any  of  said  articles,  the  price  at  which  the  same  was  apprized 
shall  be  deducted  out  of  his  wages,  exclusive  of  the  sum  allowed  for 
the  use  thereof  as  aforesaid;  unless  he  shall  make  it  evident  that  the 
same  was  lost  by  inevitable  accident,  and  without  any  fault  in  him. 

And  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  respective 
towns,  especially  to  those  whose  circumstances  will  admit  of  it,  and 
who  are  disposed  to  afford  their  aid,  in  the  present  critical  situation 
of  their  country,  to  open  their  hearts,  by  advancing  a sufficient  sum  of 
money,  to  the  select  men,  to  enable  them  to  pay  the  first  half  of  said 
bounty,  to  said  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates:  And  the  select- 
men are  directed  to  use  their  endeavours  to  collect,  in  their  respective 
towns,  from  the  opulent  inhabitants,  a sufficient  sum,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid ; and  pay  the  same  to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
privates  belonging  to  their  towns,  taking  their  receipts  therefor;  and 
the  same  shall  be  allowed,  on  the  tax  aforesaid,  to  those  who  shall 
advance  the  money  as  aforesaid. 

And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired,  to  give  the  necessary 
orders  for  carrying  this  resolve  into  compleat  and  immediate  execution.

them,  who  are  directed  to  send  a certificate  of  the  appraisal  and  bound- 
ary of  sd  estate  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  upon  which  they  shall 
give  a certificate  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  who  shall  cause  a 
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good  authentic  deed  of  conveyance  to  be  made  out  and  delivered  to 
Major  Benja.  Tallmadge,  or  such  person  as  he  shall  name,  he  giving 
his  obligation  to  discount  with  this  State  in  the  balance  which  may 
be  found  due  to  him,  or  others  in  a settlement  for  the  year  1780,  to 
the  amount  of  such  appraisal.

sirous he  sho’d  undertake  &c.,  and  that  the  Governor  will  write  Gen.

be  had ; relying  on  your  prudence  to  save  unnecessary  expence,  no  allow- 
ance to  be  made  of  pay  and  rations  but  only  an  allowance  for  any  actual 
service  done  by  the  men  where  they  dont  capture  enough  to  pay  for 
their  service  in  the  course  of  each  month:  You  are  therefore  ordered 
to  give  attention  to  and  observe  within  your  command  the  enemies 
motions,  and  also  any  that  may  be  secretly  promoting  their  designs 
among  us,  and  when  you  shall  judge  it  necessary  call  forth  or  order 
such  of  your  regiment  as  may  be  proper  for  detecting  evil  minded  and 
inimical  persons  on  the  sea  coasts,  rivers  and  inlets,  so  as  to  secure  the 
inhabitants,  and  detect  the  evil  practices  of  those  concern4  therein,  and 
prevent  the  mischiefs  apprehended;  and  you  are  to  make  monthly  re- 
turns to  me  of  your  doings,  or  in  my  absence  to  Major  Hillhouse,  he  to 
send  me  information  wherever  I shall  be. 

Signed  by  the  Governor. 

Granted  a permit  to  Mr.  Christo.  Leffingwell  to  carry  from  Con- 
necticut River  to  Norwich  by  water  about  300  bushels  of  wheat,  rye 
and  indian  corn,  ten  bushels  of  pease,  and  six  tons  of  flour. 

Resolve  de  Cloathing  &c. 

Whereas  the  repeated  orders  from  the  General  Assembly  to  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  to  procure  summer  cloathing  for  our  soldiery 
in  the  continental  line,  have  hitherto  proved  too  ineffectual ; and  where- 
as we  are  well  informed  that  the  other  eastern  States  have  amply  sup- 
plied their  troops,  while  ours  remain  destitute  and  suffering  from  want 
and  thereby  rendered  unfit  for  duty:  Therefore  resolved  by  this 

Board,  that  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  or  the  com- 
mittees appointed  to  procure  the  same,  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered 
and  directed  without  delay  to  procure  the  cloathing  enjoined  by  acts  of 
Assembly  to  have  been  furnished  by  the  15th  of  May  last,  especially 
shirts,  frocks  and  overhalls  sufficient  for  the  quotas  of  the  continental 
soldiers  in  each  town,  and  immediately  forward  them  to  Mr.  Hubbard, 
sub-clothier  for  this  State,  or  such  as  are  by  him  appointed  to  receive 
the  same.  No  delay  can  be  permitted,  and  private  families  will  doubt- 
less on  this  occasion  turn  out  every  article  they  can  possibly  spare  on 
so  [ ] an  occasion. 

Granted  a permit  to  J ohn  Haskell  [ ?]  of  N.  London,  to  transport, 
within  6 weeks,  from  the  western  parts  of  this  State  to  N.  London 
one  hundred  bushels  of  wheat  and  indian  corn  which  he  has  purchased 

there  &c. 
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Resolve  de  Committee  of  Pay-Table  collecting  and  stating  accounts, 
Treasurer  &c. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby 
directed,  to  attend  to  the  accounts  they  have  of  the  Qd.  tax  granted  in 
Octo.  last,  to  find  the  deficiencies  of  each  town  and  to  call  on  them  re- 
spectively to  fulfil  the  requisition,  and  also  to  call  on  the  D.Q.M.  for 
his  account  of  the  provisions  he  hath  received  from  the  several  towns 
that  the  same  may  be  properly  entered,  and  for  the  grain  part  of  such 
tax  to  make  an  account  and  to  settle  with  Mr.  Ebr  Barnard  junr  for 
his  disposition  thereof  for  rum,  molasses  &c.  and  what  orders  have  been 
made  and  what  now  remains.  Also  they  are  directed  to  open  accounts 
with  the  respective  towns  on  the  tax  one  penny  half-penny  on  the 
pound  payable  in  flour  and  grain,  and  advertize  the  receivers  of  sd  tax 
in  the  respective  towns  to  make  return  of  their  doings  to  the  Governor 
or  to  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  without  delay.  And  they  are 
directed  to  compute  the  quantity  of  grain  to  be  collected  in  each  of  the 
towns  on  the  sea  coasts  and  the  number  of  men  certified  to  be  in  actual 
service  therein,  and  when  it  shall  appear  that  the  grain  to  be  collected 
in  such  town  is  expended  they  draw  for  what  is  further  necessary  for 
bread  for  such  guards  on  some  towns  lying  hack  thereof,  making  proper 
entrys  accordingly.  And  they  are  directed  to  open  accounts  with  the 
respective  towms  on  the  four  monthly  one  penny  taxes  for  fresh  beef 
ordered  by  the  Assembly  in  May  last,  and  to  receive  from  the  Treasurer 
the  monthly  returns  from  each  town  and  make  entry  thereof,  which  they 
shall  from  time  to  time  certifie  in  due  season  that  (if  need  be)  the 
Treasurer  may  issue  his  warrants  according  to  law.  They'  are  likewise 
to  call  on  and  receive  from  the  persons  employed  to  receive  and  drive 
the  cattle  their  accounts,  and  the  D.  Q.  Master  is  directed  to  render  his 
account  of  the  beef  received  that  the  same  may  be  compared  and  found 
right.  Also  they  are  directed  to  call  on  the  commissaries  appointed  to 
purchase  beef,  pork  and  fish  for  the  army  and  settle  with  them  and  order 
what  they  have  collected  to  be  delivered  to  the  D.Q.M.  keeping  proper 
accounts  and  lay  before  the  Governor  from  time  to  time  the  state  of 
such  respective  accounts. 


Resolve  de  furnishing  some  Sheep  instead  of  Beef  &c. 

This  Board  taking  into  consideration  the  necessity  of  the  supplies 
of  provisions  for  the  continental  army  especially  for  the  months  of 
July  and  August,  when  by  reason  of  the  extreme  heat  and  the  diseases 
more  incident  to  the  army  in  that  season  as  well  as  the  greater  facility 
of  acquiring  of  it  by  the  several  towns  in  this  State  it  is  apprehended 
that  a quantity  of  good  mutton  not  exceeding  one  quarter  part  in  lieu 
of  the  beef  required  may  be  provided  by  each  town,  to  be  delivered 
over  to  the  commissary  appointed  to  receive  the  beef,  and  that  about 
such  a proportion  of  mutton  will  be  more  agreeable  to  the  army  and 
also  more  conducive  to  their  health:  Whereupon  it  is  resolved,  that 
each  and  every  town  in  this  State  may  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted 
to  them  to  provide  in  the  months  of  July  and  August  not  exceeding 
one  quarter  part  of  the  beef  required  of  them  in  good  fat  sheep  to  be 
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delivered  over  to  the  commissary  appointed  to  receive  the  provisions, 
and  that  the  same  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  provided  by  any 
town  and  delivered  over  to  the  commissary  shall  be  estimated  pound 
for  pound  equal  to  the  same  quantity  of  beef  and  such  town  be  credited 
therefor  accordingly. 


Resolve  de  Superintendant  of  the  Beef  to  be  provided  by  Id.  Monthly  tax  of 

May,  1781. 

Resolved , That  Colo.  Henry  Champion  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
Superintendant  Commissary  and  General  Receiver  of  the  public  taxes 
of  this  State  of  Id.  on  the  pound,  in  each  of  the  several  months  of  July, 
August,  September  and  October,  which  taxes  are  to  be  paid  in  beef- 
cattle  and.  sheep  according  to  act  of  Assembly  and  a resolve  of  this 
Board,  and  the  sd  Col.  Champion  is  hereby  fully  impowered  to  appoint

Champion  is  also  by  himself  or  his  assistants  or  deputys 
to  deliver  over  to  the  D.  Qr.  Master  of  this  State  all  the  beef  cattle 
or  sheep  he  shall  receive  on  the  sd  taxes,  taking  sufficient  receipts  there- 
for in  behalf  of  this  State;  and  also  the  sd  Champion  is  directed  to 
render  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  from  time  to  time  the  account 
of  his  receipts  and  deliverys;  and  likewise  the  sd  Champion  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  receive  from  the  Treasurer  all  such  moneys

Huntington,  Esq,  for  the  county  of  Hew 
London  and  the  Brown  farm  in  the  county  of  Hartford,  Mr.  Shubael 
Abbee  for  the  county  of  Windham,  Roger  Newbury,  Esq,  for  the 
county  of  Hartford,  James  Wadsworth,  Esq1',  for  the  county  of  Hew 
Haven,  Mr.  Daniel  Bennet  for  the  county  of  Eairfield,  and  Mr.  Lynde 
Lord  for  the  county  of  Litchfield,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
and  authorized  to  sell  the  estates  of  inimical  persons  confiscated  by 
law,  at  public  vendue  pursuant  to  and  according  to  the  provision  to 
an  act  of  Assembly  in  May  last ; and  they  are  to  advertize  in  the  public 
papers  the  sd  lands  and  estate  so  to  be  sold  and  disposed  of  as  afore- 
said, and  to  make  the  sales  thereof  in  the  best  and  most  advantageous 
manner  according  to  law.

Whereas  Capt.  Wait  Goodrich  of  Glassenbury  has  been  employed 
by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  and  resolve  of  this  Board, 
to  procure  and  put  up,  in  the  last  season,  a quantity  of  salted  fish  in 
several  towns  on  Connecticut  River  from  East  Haddam  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Line,  inclusive,  for  the  use  of  the  continental  army,  and  has 
actually  supplied  barrels  and  salt  for  the  putting  up  a considerable  of 
sd  fish  in  those  towns,  but  by  reason  of  the  pressing  exigencies  of  public 
debts  and  affairs,  the  means  of  making  satisfaction  to  the  owners  and 
packers  which  were  provided  and  put  into  the  hands  of  sd  Cap.  Good- 
rich have  failed  to  produce  immediate  payment,  and  in  consequence 
some  of  the  sd  owners  have  refused  to  deliver  sd  fish  altho’  saved  and  pre- 
served by  public  property  and  in  pursuance  of  contracts  for  the  State; 
and  whereas  there  is  at  this  time  an  indispensible  necessity  for  the 
public  safety  that  sd  fish  be  immediately  furnished  and  delivered  to 
the  army, 

Therefore  resolved  by  this  Board,  That  in  case  of  necessity,  and  if 
the  owners  or  packers  of  sd  fish  shall  refuse  or  neglect  on  application 
and  request  of  sd  Capt.  Wait  Goodrich  to  deliver  to  him  or  his  order 
on  proper  receipts  all  such  fish  as  has  been  put  up  by  them  respectively 
in  pursuance  of  his  contract  with  them,  and  with  salt  and  barrels 
furnished  by  him  on  public  account,  the  sd  Wait  Goodrich  is  hereby 
authorized  and  fully  impowTered  and  directed  to  impress,  seize,  take, 
hold  all  such  fish  so  put  up  and  preserved  for  public  use,  and  to  re- 
quire and  employ  all  such  assistance  as  he  shall  find  necessary  for  thu‘ 
purpose,  and  the  same  fish  deliver  over  to  the  D.  Qr.  Master  of  this 
State  or  his  order  for  the  use  of  the  army,  taking  proper  receipts. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  sd  Goodrich’s  receipts  to  such 
owners  of  sd  fish  from  whom  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  a sufficient  voucher  to  them  respectively  for  the  value  and  sum 
therein  specified  for  payment  from  the  public,  to  which  the  utmost 
attention  will  be  given,  that  full  justice  may  be  done  as  speedily  as

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Board  that  there  is  great  de- 
ficiencies in  many  of  the  towns  in  this  State,  in  providing  and  delivering 
the  quantities  and  kinds  of  cloathing  required  by  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  which  were  to  have  been  delivered  by  the  15th  of  May  last, 
and  the  necessitvs  of  the  soldiery  become  so  great,  more  especially  for  the 
articles  of  shirts,  frocks  and  overhalls,  that  a further  delay  cannot 
consistent  with  the  public  safety  be  dispensed  with:  It  is  therefore 

resolved  and  ordered,  that  Mr.  Elijah  Hubbard,  sub-clothier  for  this 
State,  and  each  and  every  of  the  persons  who  have  been  or  may  be 
appointed  by  him  receivers  of  such  cloathing  for  and  under  him, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  severally  authorized,  impowered  and  directed, 
forthwith  to  procure  within  the  respective  towns  in  their  several  dis- 
tricts all  such  deficient  articles  by  distraint  or  impress,  from  any  in- 
habitant or  inhabitants  of  such  deficient  town  or  towns  who  may  be 
possessed  of  the  same  and  can  most  conveniently  spare  them,  especially 
such  as  have  been  backward  in  furnishing  supplys,  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  apprized  according  to  law,  and  give  their  proper  receipts  there- 
for, expressing  the  kind  and  value  of  such  articles  and  that  they  were 
impressed  and  taken  by  virtue  of  this  resolve  and  order,  which  shall  in- 
title the  person  in  whose  favor  such  receipt  shall  be  given  to  pay  and 
satisfaction  from  the  State  of  the  sums  therein  mentioned,  as  soon  as 
possible,  which  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  to  settle  and  draw  for.

Whereas  in  and  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  made  and  pass’d 
at  Hartford  on  the  2d  Thursday  of  May  1781,  intitled  An  act  for 
raising  supplies  for  the  use  of  this  State  and  the  continental  army 
untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  among  other  things  it  is  enacted, 
that  the  confiscated  estates  in  this  State,  except  such  as  are  incumbered 
with  mortgages  or  lye  between  our  lines  and  the  lines  of  the  enemy, 
be  immediately  sold  at  public  vendue  to  the  amount  of  a sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  thousand  pounds,  under  the  direction  of  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  and  that  the  bills  of 
credit  emitted  since  the  1st  day  of  January,  1780,  and  all  orders  that 
now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  drawn  by  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  received  in  payment  thereof, 

Therefore,  reposing  special  trust  and  confidence  in  prudence  and  dis- 
cretion, you  are  hereby  directed  to  make  due  and  immediate  enquiry  in 
the  respective  countys  where  you  are  severally  appointed  to  make  sale 
according  to  sd  act,  after  all  confiscated  estates  within  the  same,  both 
real  and  personal,  and  debts  due  on  securities  or  otherwise  of  the  several 
clerks  "of  the  county  court,  judges  of  probate  and  attorney  or  attorneys 
who  have  been  employed  by  such  inimical  person  or  persons  whose 
estates  are  or  ought  to  be  confiscated,  of  the  particular  circumstances 
of  the  real  and  personal  estates,  and  debts  due,  to  any  such  inimical 
person  or  persons,  and  make  report  of  what  you  find  to  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  in  a short  and  convenient  time  and  from  time  to  time. 
And  you  are  directed  immediately  to  set  sale  at  public  vendue  all  such 
confiscated  estates  ordered  by  sd  act  to  be  sold,  giving  public  notice  by 
advertizement  in  some  one  or  all  the  newspapers  printed  at  Hartford, 
New  Haven,  New  London  and  Norwich,  or  either  of  them,  as  you  may 
think  sufficient  and  expedient,  and  also  by  setting  up  a notification  on 
the  sign-post  in  the  town  where  the  land  lyeth,  setting  forth  the  time 
and  place  of  Sale  and  of  the  land  offered  to  be  sold  at  vendue  to  the 
highest  bidder,  according  to  sd  act.  And  you  are  to  employ  some  suit- 
able person  as  vendue  master,  if  you  shall  find  it  expedient  and  proper, 
and  see  the  same  fairly,  regularly  and  legally  conducted.  Also  you 
will  previous  to  the  sale  obtain  a personal  or  satisfactory  knowledge 
of  the  value  of  the  estate,  and  set  to  sale  in  a way  and  manner  fair  and 
reasonable,  both  for  the  State  and  bidders.  Where  there  are  large 
tracts  of  land  or  such  parcels  that  may  be  conveniently  laid  into  lesser 
lots  to  accommodate  the  bidders,  you  will  and  may  take  care  to  divide 
the  same  into  farms  of  a suitable  size  and  quality  for  the  various  sorts 
of  improvements,  or  to  make  allotments  to  accommodate  persons  gen- 
erally, and  not  to  exceed  the  abilities  of  such  who  may  appear  inclined 
to  purchase. 

When  you  have  accomplished  the  sale  and  received  the  sum  bidden, 
or  a pledge  for  security  untill  a proper  deed  can  be  executed,  you  are

and  impowered  to  execute  the  same  accordingly,  and  the  sd  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  are  further  directed  and  impowered  to  liquidate  and 
adjust  your  accounts  of  sales  and  to  order  and  certifie  the  sum  to  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  he  is  directed  to  receive  and  to  give  tripli- 
cate receipts  for  the  same,  two  of  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  sd  com- 
mittee one  to  be  kept  in  that  office  and  the  other  lodged  with  the 
Secretary,  and  the  third  to  be  retained  by  you.  And  sd  committee  are 
ordered  to  keep  proper  accounts  of  the  same  according  to  law.

De  Flour  stored  at  Groton  &c. 

It  being  represented  to  this  Board,  that  a considerable  quantity  of 
flour  which  was  permitted  to  Nathan  Smith  junr  or  to  or  for  Elisha 
Swan  of  Stonington  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  is  collected 
and  stored  at  the  store  or  crib  of  one  Jesse  Brown  of  Groton,  which  is 
in  a situation  exposed  to  and  in  danger  of  falling  into  the  enemies 
hands : Resolved,  that  the  selectmen  of  Groton  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  immediately  to  remove  sd  flour  from  sd  store  to 
a distant  place  where  it  may  be  safely  kept  from  the  enemy  and  untill 
the  owner  shall  satisfie  them  that  the  same  is  disposed  of  to  the  friendly 
inhabitants  of  this  State,  when  they  may  deliver  the  same  for  that 
purpose:  all  at  the  owner’s  expence.

Resolved,  That  the  several  towns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are 
hereby  ordered  and  directed  forthwith  to  send  forward  all  the  men 
raised  for  service  in  the  two  State  regiments,  excepting  those  who  were 
inlisted  to  serve  on  horseback  in  the  sd  regiments,  who  respectively 
are  to  have  their  own  option,  either  to  repay  hack  any  moneys  they 
may  have  received  as  bountys  and  be  discharged,  or  otherwise  to  be 
sent  forward  immediately  with  the  others  either  on  horseback  or  on 
foot  to  join  the  regiment.  The  sd  men  are  to  be  sent  on  under 
the  command  of  Cap.  Stoddard  and  Lt.  Lewis  on  the  west  side  of 
Connecticut  River,  and  Capt.  Moulton,  Lt.  Root  and  Ens11  Cutler  on

London  or  any  part  of  this  State,  in  exchange  for 
Salew  and  Foster,  two  masters  or  captains  of  whale-boats  who 

have  been  long  prisoners  with  the  enemy,  and  in  default  thereof  to  send 
in  ten  common  naval  prisoners,  bro’t  in  to  N.  London  or  elsewhere  by 
privateers  of  this  State  for  each  of  sd  masters,  and  negotiate  and  pro- 
cure their  exchange  accordingly  as  soon  as  may  be.

Bissell  be  and  they  and  each  of  them  are 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow  and  receive  from  such  inhabitants  of  this 
State  as  are  disposed  to  give  aid  to  the  public  service  any  sums  they 
will  loan  and  give  the  loaners  their  personal  security  for  such  sums 
payable  on  interest  in  3 months,  and  such  sums  as  sd  committee  bor- 
row they  are  directed  forthwith  to  deliver  to  the  State  Treasurer,  tak- 
ing his  promissary  receipt  for  the  same  payable  in  3 months,  which 
sums  the  sd  Treasurer  shall  repay  them  from  the  taxes  payable  the  first 
of  May  last  and  1st  of  this  inst.  July,  as  soon  as  collected.

Voted,  That  Col.  Ledyard  he  authorized  to  call  for  ten  of  the  men 
raised  by  the  town  of  Saybrook,  to  serve  at  the  forts  at  Hew  London 
and  Groton. 

Voted,  That  Col.  Ledyard  be  directed  to  procure  proper  cloth  for 
colours  for  Fort  Trumbull. 

Voted,  That  Sam11  Eox  of  Plainfield  deliver  Mr.  Henry  DeWitt  of 
Windham  five  bushels  of  continental  salt  in  his  hands,  to  repack  the 
pork  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  State. 

Voted,  That  Hollister  of  Glassenbury  have  liberty  to  trans- 

port by  water  to  Providence  five  tons  of  flour,  which*  for  Hich3  and 
Jno.  Brown  which  he  has  long  owned. 

Permit  granted  to  Jabez  West,  to  transport  from  Hartford  to  Hew 
London  24  barrels  of  flour  by  water,  for  the  use  of  Mr.  Guy  Richards 
and  son;  giving  bonds  &c. 

Permit  granted  to  Hicho.  Eosdick  to  transport  from  Derby  to  H. 
London  for  his  own  use  40  bushels  of  rye  and  indian  corn  by  water; 
giving  bond  &c. 

Permit  granted  to  James  Jarvis  of  Horwich  to  transport  from 
Fairfield  to  Horwich  for  the  use  of  his  ship-builders,  viz:  40  barrels 

of  flour,  200  bushels  of  indian  corn  and  100  bushels  of  rye;  giving 
proper  bonds.

At  a meeting  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  at 
Lebanon,  July  26,  1781. 

This  Board  being  officially  informed  and  fully  acquainted  with  the 
state  and  circumstances  of  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Continental 
Army,  who  are  engaged  during  the  war,  with  respect  to  their  pay  and 
wages,  of  which  they  have  been  long  destitute,  &c.  and  taking  said 
matter  into  their  serious  consideration,  as  a cause  wherein  justice,  as 
well  as  gratitude,  to  our  faithful  soldiers,  are  deeply  concerned,  by 
which  the  faith  and  honor  of  this  State,  solemnly  pledged,  is  affected, 
and  on  which  the  peace  and  comfort  of  that  most  meritorious  part  of 
our  army,  and  even  more  than  that,  their  very  being  and  existence, 
depends:  Considering  also,  that  all  our  neighbouring  States  are  much 

before  us  in  their  advances  to  their  quotas  of  the  army,  whereby  great 
additional  discontent  arises  in  our  line,  and  great  additional  dishonour 
is  reflected  on  this  State,  who  are,  at  least,  as  rich  in  all  kinds  of  pro- 
duce as  most  of  them,  and  by  the  disposition  of  kind  providence  as 
little  distressed  by  the  enemy.  These  are  loud  and  alarming  motives 
to  all  orders  and  degrees  of  persons  in  this  State,  to  neglect  no  longer 
to  fulfil  their  obligations  of  Duty,  Interest,  Gratitude,  Justice,  and 
Honor,  in  affording  every  kind  of  support  necessary  for  our  deserving 
soldiery,  and  very  especially  in  collecting  and  paying,  forthwith,  their 
several  quotas  of  taxes,  particularly  those  due  the  first  of  May  and 
July  of  the  current  year,  which  were  granted  and  appropriated  for 
the  sole  purpose  and  use  of  our  army.  And  the  several  collectors  of 
taxes  in  this  State,  who  it  is  apprehended  have  been  too  remis  in  their 
duty,  are  hereby  called  upon  and  required  seriously  to  attend  to  the 
subject  of  this  address;  and  laying  aside  every  other  business  (as  in- 
deed and  in  truth  of  much  less  consequence)  to  apply  themselves  with- 
out any  further  delay,  in  good  earnest,  to  the  collecting  and  paying  in 
said  taxes;  to  stir  up  themselves  and  others  to  consider,  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  too  much  importance  to  be  trifled  with ; — the  reasons  need 
not  and  ought  not  to  be  more  plainly  pointed  out;  suffice  it  to  say,  this 
Board  have  certain  knowledge  that  it  is  of  indispensible  necessity;  and 
every  man  who  loves  and  knows  the  state  of  his  country,  will  pay  those 
debts  in  preference  to  all  others.  — The  select-men  of  the  several  towns, 
are  also  invited  and  required  forthwith  to  attend  to  and  call  upon 
their  several  collectors,  and  know  the  progress  they  have  made,  and 
promote  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  by  all  lawful  ways  and  means  in 
their  power.

And  the  said  Collectors,  and  others,  are  also  hereby  further  in- 
formed, That  warrants  of  execution  are  already  actually  issued  against 
all  who  are  deficient,  and  are  now  suspended  by  special  order  of  this 
Board,  for  the  term  of  one  fortnight  only,  that  they  may  have  oppor- 
tunity to  lodge  their  money  with  the  Treasurer;  immediately  after 
which,  they  will  be  (as  occasion  shall  require)  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  proper  officers.  But  this  argument  ought  to  be  of  much  less  avail 
than  all  the  rest,  comprised  in  one  word,  viz.  The  real  and  essential 
Interest  of  your  Country. 

And  in  order  to  give  the  greatest  possible  despatch  to  the  business, 
and  save  Collectors  the  trouble  and  expence  of  repairing  to  Hartford 
with  the  money  they  have,  and  shall  immediately  collect,  Mr.  Jesse 
Brown  is,  in  the  present  instance,  appointed  and  sent  out,  authorised 
and  empowered,  to  receive  of  every  one,  in  their  several  towns,  on  the 
west  side  of  Connecticut  river,  or  at  such  place  as  he  shall  appoint 
within  each  county,  all  such  sums  as  are,  or  shall  be  immediately  col- 
lected: And  Nathaniel  Wales,  Esq;  Thomas  Mumford,  Esq;  Colonel 
Joshua  Huntington,  and  Major  Hezekiah  Bissell,  are  appointed  for 
the  same  purpose,  and  in  the  same  manner,  for  the  east  side  of  said 
river ; and  to  give  his  or  their  proper  receipts  for  the  same,  which,  being 
by  the  Collector  returned  to  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  accepted  and 
allowed  as  so  much  paid  on  the  taxes  for  which  the  same  is  received: 
And  the  said  Messieurs  Wales,  Mumford,  Huntington,  Bissell,  and 
Brown,  are  respectively  directed  to  use  every  exertion  in  their  power, 
that  their  undertaking  and  the  expectations  of  this  Board,  be  not,  in 
any  degree,  frustrated,  and  pay  the  Treasurer,  without  delay,  the  sums 
they  shall  severally  receive,  and  make  report  to  his  Excllency  the 
Governor.

To  Major  General  Parsons. 

Sir : The  desultory  expeditions  on  the  coast  of  this  State  requiring 
the  immediate  attention  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  to  oppose  the  designs 
of  the  enemy,  and  if  possible  compel  them  to  desist  from  their  present 
system  of  carrying  on  the  war,  I am  advised  by  the  Council  to  desire 
you  to  repair  to  the  wTestern  part  of  this  State  and  take  under  your 
command  the  State  Troops  and  Coast  Guards  who  are  raised  for 
the  protection  of  this  State,  and  such  of  the  militia  as  shall  be  ordered 
there,  and  such  forces  from  the  continental  army  as  may  be  sent  for 
the  protection  of  this  State;  and  you  are  hereby  empowered  and  au- 
thorized to  dispose  this  force  in  such  manner  as  you  judge  necessary 
for  the  purposes  intended,  subject  however  to  such  orders  from  time 
to  time  as  you  may  receive  from  me  or  the  Council  of  Safety  of  this 
State.  And  you  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  to  call  forth 
such  part  of  the  militia  of  the  second,  fourth  and  sixth  brigades  within 
the  State  as  you  judge  necessary  to  repel  any  invasion  of  the  coasts 
of  this  State,  and  also  to  undertake  with  the  troops  of  this  State  or 
such  other  force  as  you  shall  be  provided  with,  any  expedition  against 
the  enemy  in  any  post  they  occupy.  And  for  this  purpose  you  are 
authorised  and  empowered  to  seize  and  impress  any  vessels,  boats  or 
other  craft,  for  transporting  men,  artillery,  or  military  stores  necessary 
for  any  enterprise  you  may  undertake. 

You  will  from  time  to  time  inform  me  of  the  state  of  the  enemy, 
their  designs  and  intentions,  as  far  as  may  come  to  your  knowledge; 
and  of  such  military  preparations  as  may  be  made  in  the  western 
parts  of  this  State  in  consequence  of  this  order,  and  whatever  in  the 
course  of  executing  your  orders  may  occur,  by  which  this  State  may 
be  affected.

The  memorial  of  Jesse  Cook  of  Torrington  in  said  State  humbly 
sheweth:  That  in  the  year  1776  he  served  as  a Lieutenant  in  the 
army  by  appointment  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  and  in 
October  of  the  same  year  was  appointed  a First  Lieutenant  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States  upon  the  establishment  for  1777 ; that  in 
November  after,  he  was  made  a prisoner,  and  continued  in  captivity 
Till  Novr  1780;  that  immediately  after  his  exchange  he  entered  his 
name  as  ready  again  to  join  the  army  in  his  proper  rank;  that  according 
to  the  line  of  promotion,  had  he  continued  in  the  army  he  would  have 
teen  advanced  to  a captaincy  in  January  1777 ; that  according  to  a resolu- 
tion of  the  Honorable  Congress  provision  has  been  made  for  officers  of 
his  description,  securing  to  them  their  rank  and  pay,  from  which  resolu- 
tion he  has  never  been  able  to  derive  benefit,  tho’  he  has  frequently 
solicited  for  that  end.  Your  memorialist  would  therefore  now  pray 
your  Excellency  and  Honorable  Council  to  take  his  affair  into  con- 
sideration, and  assist  him  in  taking  the  most  proper  steps  to  obtain 
the  justice  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  he  flatters  himself  that  your 
Board  will  duly  consider  how  disagreeable  must  be  the  situation  of  a 
person  who  is  prevented  from  taking  advantage  of  the  rights  and  bene- 
fits that  appertain  to  him,  and  thereby  made  essentially  to  suffer.  It 
appears  to  your  memorialist  that  no  great  difficulty  will  attend  the 
taking  up  of  his  matter,  since  there  have  been,  in  another  State,  similar 
applications,  where  government  has  acted  in  favor  of  such  officers  and 
precedents  accordingly  established.  That  he  may  experience  the  same 
favor  is  his  ardent  wish,  and,  as  in  duty  bound  he  will  ever  pray.

Bowden’s  sister,  exclusive  of  the  wearing  apparel,  or  any  other  estate, 
belonging  to  the  estate  of  her  dec3  mother;  and  that  Col.  Thomas  Fitch 
of  Norwalk  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and  directed,  to  send  a Flag 
to  carry  the  said  Mrs.  Bowden  and  sister  with  said  servants  and  the 
sister’s  apparel  as  aforesaid  from  said  Norwalk  to  said  Long  Island, 
at  their  expence,  and  to  be  under  his  inspection  and  direction.

by  this  Board  to  Hew  London,  at  their  meeting  12  Septr  inst.  in  the 
room  of  Lt.  Col.  Joshua  Huntington  excused  on  his  earnest  motion 
and  request. 

Voted , That  Mr.  Thos.  Shaw  of  H.  London  be  nominated  and 
recommended  to  be  appointed  a Deputy  Commissary  of  Prisoners  for 
the  post  of  Hew  London. 

Whereas  it  is  judged  by  this  Board  that  it  is  unsafe  for  the  public 
to  have  so  large  a quantity  of  gun-powder  deposited  in  one  place  as 
is  now  in  the  magazine  at  the  powder-mill  in  Windham:  It  is  there- 
fore resolved,  that  the  owners  of  said  powder-mill  be  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  transport  and  store  said  powder  to  and  with  such 
persons  as  they  shall  judge  proper  to  keep  the  same  in  the  towns  of 
Mansfield  and  Coventry  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  can  procure  to 
be  stored  in  said  towns,  taking  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  and  lodge 
one  receipt  for  each  parcel  so  stored  with  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor. 

On  petition  James  Read,  of  Amenia  Precinct  in  the  State  of  Hew 
York,  representing  that  his  neighborhood  &c.  are  in  great  want  of  the 
article  of  salt  and  have  no  way  to  procure  it  within  their  own  State 
&c.,  and  praying  liberty  to  transport  thro’  this  State  by  the  way  of 
Hartford  or  Derby,  and  ship  to  HewPort  or  Massachusetts  State,  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  bartering  for  salt  for  the  use  of  the  people  there, 
viz. : sixty  tons  of  wheat  flour : On  consideration,  permission  is 

granted  to  sd  James  Read  to  transport  to  Hartford  sixty  tons  of  wheat 
flour  and  thence  ship  the  same  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  or 
Massachusets  Bay  for  the  only  purpose  of  procuring  salt  for  the  use 
as  aforesaid,  giving  proper  bonds  at  the  naval  office.  This  permission 
to  have  its  operation  within  eight  weeks,  and  not  after. 

On  application  of  Timothy  Coffin  of  Martha’s  Vineyard,  permission 
is  granted  to  sd  Coffin  to  procure  in  this  State  in  exchange  for  salt, 
fish,  oil,  wool  and  red  oker,  and  to  transport  by  water  to  Martha’s 
Vineyard,  viz:  five  tons  of  wheat  flour,  one  hundred  bushels  of  indian 
corn,  one  hundred  bushels  of  rye,  and  two  hundred  pounds  of  flax, 
giving  proper  bond  at  the  naval  office. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Board  to  be  highly  probable  that 
a number  of  articles  and  effects  might  be  collected  at  Hew  York  and 
other  places  within  the  enemy’s  lines,  for  the  relief  of  sundry  of  the 
people  of  Hew  London  and  Groton  who  have  been  lately  burnt  out, 
plundered  and  otherwise  destroyed  by  the  enemy,  by  the  charitable 
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and  free  donations  of  their  friends  provided  the  same  might  have 
safe  passport  and  delivery  to  the  persons  for  whom  they  may  be  in- 
tended : 

Resolved  by  this  Board,  That  any  effects,  goods  or  articles  which 
may  be  sent  by  their  friends  to  such  distressed  persons,  or  that  may 
be  collected  for  their  use  or  for  the  use  of  the  sufferers  at  large,  be- 
ing properly  put  up,  marked  and  directed,  shall  and  may  be  received 
into  this  State,  any  general  restraint  notwithstanding,  and  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  to  which  the 
persons  to  whom  such  articles  are  directed  belong;  and  being  properly 
examined  to  see  that  nothing  contrary  to  the  intent  of  this  permit  and 
resolve  be  covered  or  contain’d,  and  on  satisfaction  the  said  selectmen 
are  directed  to  take  care  and  see  to  it,  that  such  articles  are  carefully 
and  faithfully  delivered  as  directed,  and  such  as  may  be  collected  for 
that  purpose  be  distributed  by  the  selectmen  of  sd  towns  of  New  London 
and  Groton,  to  and  among  the  sufferers,  according  to  the  necessity 
and  distress  to  which  they  are  reduced,  and  to  include  such  or  the 
families  of  such  as  suffered  in  the  fort  at  Groton  wherever  they  might 
belong.  Provided  that  said  selectmen  do  not  suffer  any  articles  to  be 
delivered  according  to  their  direction,  for  which  they  may  have  reason 
to  believe  any  pay  or  remittance  has  been  or  may  be  intended  to  be 
made,  and  of  any  such  articles  report  to  this  Board  and  receive  proper 
directions  concerning  them.  And,  to  prevent  as  far  as  may  be  any 
fraud,  it  is  farther  provided,  that  no  goods  or  articles  sent  or  pre- 
tended to  be  sent  for  such  charitable  purpose  shall  be  received  into  this 
State  from  New  York  or  within  the  enemy’s  lines,  or  protected  by  this 
resolve  unless  the  same  shall  be  sent  on  board  some  Flag  from  this 
State  and  be  landed  and  delivered  in  the  port  and  to  the  selectmen  of 
New  London,  anything  herein  contained  notwithstanding.  But  in  case 
donations  are  made  and  sent  to  persons  who  have  been  sufferers  at  New 
London  in  the  late  incursion  of  the  enemy  at  that  place  who  are  per- 
sons of  dubious  character  as  to  their  friendship  to  the  independance  of 
the  United  States,  and  have  not  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this 
State,  such  articles  sent  for  such  persons  shall  be  received  by  the 
selectmen  aforesaid  and  retained  and  reported  to  this  Board  for  further 
directions. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Board,  that  one  James  Kogers,  be- 
longing to  this  State,  has  been  long  absent  therefrom  and  supposed  to 
have  been  screening  himself  within  and  under  the  protection  of  the 
enemy  of  this  and  the  United  States,  and  also  that  one  David  Green, 
late  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  has  been  in  like  manner  absent 
supposed  under  the  same  protection,  and  who  has  also  been  proscribed 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  which  he  belongs,  are  both  lately  come  and 
returned  into  this  State  within  the  county  of  New  London  and  have 
brought  with  them  considerable  quantitys  of  goods  and  merchandize 
suppos’d  to  be  British  and  from  places  in  the  possession  and  owing 
allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Brittain,  all  contrary  to  the  acts  and 
resolves  of  Congress  and  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  that  no  enquiry 
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lias  been  made  in  any  legal  way  touching  the  conduct  of  them  or 
either  of  them  in  the  premises,  which  causes  great  uneasiness,  and  may 
be  of  dangerous  consequences  to  this  and  the  United  States : There- 

fore resolved,  that  Jeremiah  Halsey,  Esqr,  of  Preston,  attorney  at  law, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  diligently  to  enquire  into 
the  truth  of  the  matters  above  represented  or  any  of  them  respecting 
the  conduct  of  said  Rogers  and  Green,  each  and  either  of  them,  in 
the  premises  or  any  other  inimicable  conduct  contrary  to  law,  and 
cause  them  or  either  of  them,  if  need  be,  to  be  conven’d  before  lawfull 
authority  and  examined  in  the  premises,  and  to  institute  proper  process 
in  law  as  shall  appear  expedient  against  the  said  Rogers  and  Green,  or 
either  of  them,  their  vessels  and  goods  as  aforesaid,  and  the  same  pur- 
sue lefore  the  proper  authority  or  court,  to  the  end  that  they,  said 
Rogers  and  Green,  their  goods  and  merchandize  may  be  dealt  with  as 
to  law  and  justice  shall  appertain,  and  make  report  to  his  Excellency 
the  Governor.

An  Act  for  promoting  Commerce. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
all  acts  of  this  Assembly  respecting  embargoes  made  and  passed  since  the 
first  day  of  June,  A.  Dom.  1777,  and  all  embargoes  laid  by  authority  in 
this  State  since  the  first  day  of  June  aforesaid,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed  and  made  void. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  before 
any  vessell  or  water-craft  shall  sail  on  a voyage  out  of  this  State  or 
take  on  board  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  or  any  lumber  or  pro- 
duce of  this  or  the  United  States  of  America,  to  be  transported  to  any 
port  or  place  out  of  this  State,  the  owner  or  master  of  such  vessell  or 
craft  shall  procure  and  lodge  with  some  naval  officer  in  this  State  a 
bond  with  at  least  one  sufficient  surety  that  is  a freeholder  and  inhabi- 
tant in  this  State,  in  five  times  the  value  of  such  vessell,  to  be  forfeited 
and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  case  such  vessell  or  craft 
shall  sail  on  such  voyage  without  being  duly  cleared  out,  or  shall  be 
made  use  of  at  any  time  during  such  voyage  to  export  out  of  this  State 
any  such  goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  produce,  without  first  entering 
at  a naval  office  in  this  State  a true  manifest  of  all  articles  shipped  on 
board  and  duly  clearing  out  the  same  at  such  office  for  exportation;  and 
every  such  vessell  or  craft  on  board  of  which  any  such  goods,  wares, 
merchandize  or  produce,  shall  be  laden  or  water  borne,  before  such 
bond  shall  be  duly  executed  and  lodged  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  forfeited, 
the  one  half  to  him  who  shall  libel  and  prosecute  the  same  to  condem- 
nation, and  the  other  half  to  and  for  the  use  of  this  State,  and  shall 
be  proceeded  against  before  the  county  court  in  the  county  where  such 
lading  shall  be  so  shipped,  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  directed 
in  and  by  the  statute  laws  of  this  State  made  and  provided  to  prevent 
illicit  trade. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  before 
any  vessell  or  water  craft  shall  be  cleared  out  at  any  naval  office  in  this 
State,  to  sail  to  any  port  or  place  out  of  this  State,  a true  manifest 
of  the  lading  or  cargoe  to  be  transported  on  board  such  vessell  or  craft 
shall  be  lodged  with  such  naval  officer,  by  the  master  or  owner  of  such 
vessell  or  craft  together  with  a bond,  with  at  least  one  sufficient  surety 
being  a freeholder  and  inhabitant  of  this  State,  in  five  times  the  value 
of  such  vessell  and  cargo,  to  be  forfeited  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  in  case  such  goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  produce,  shall  be 
transported,  sold  or  in  any  way  disposed  of  to  the  enemies  of  this  or 
the  United  State  aforesaid,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  living  in  any 
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place  under  the  power  of  the  enemy,  or  any  way  landed,  delivered  or 
discharged  within  any  such  place.  And  when  any  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandize or  produce  shall  be  lawfully  exported  and  duly  delivered,  a 
certificate  thereof  from  the  naval  or  proper  officer  at  the  port  of  de- 
livery being  produced  and  lodged  in  the  office  in  this  State  where  such 
articles  were  cleared  for  exportation  shall  be  a discharge  of  such  bond, 
unless  some  fraud  shall  appear  therein. 

And  be  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  goods, 
wares,  merchandize  or  commodity  whatsoever,  shall  be  shipped  or  laden 
for  transportation  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessell  whatsoever  employed 
for  coasting  and  transportation  coast-wise  from  place  to  place  within 
this  State  untill  the  master  or  commander  of  such  boat  or  vessell  (not 
being  a prisoner  of  war  under  parole  of  the  enemy,)  hath  taken  before 
proper  authority  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State,  and  also  hath  before 
some  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  town  where  he  belongs  given  bond  with 
one  sufficient  surety  at  least,  (who  shall  be  a freeholder  and  inhabi- 
tant in  this  State,)  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  payable  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State,  with  a condition  thereto  annexed,  that  if  such 
master  or  commander  shall  not  transport  any  such  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandize or  other  commodity,  in  his  said  boat  or  vessell  to  any  place 
out  of  this  State  nor,  directly  or  indirectly,  permit  the  same  to  be  done, 
and  shall  and  do  well  and  truly  exhibit  to  said  justice  once  at  the 

end  of  every  month  a true  and  perfect  account  and  manifest  of  all 

and  every  such  article  which  hath  in  that  time  been  shipped  or  re- 
ceived on  board  of  his  said  vessell  for  transportation,  and  also  a re- 
port thereto  annexed  of  the  times  and  places  where  he  hath  disposed 
of  and  delivered  the  same,  signed  with  his  name  and  sworn  to  before 

proper  authority,  that  then  said  bond  shall  be  void  otherwise  to  re- 

main in  full  force,  which  bond  shall  be  renewed  once  in  every  six 
months,  a copy  of  which  bond  certifyed  under  the  hand  of  the  justice 
before  whom  the  same  was  taken  shall  be  a sufficient  permit  and  clear- 
ance for  any  such  boat  or  vessel  to  pass  and  repass  to  and  from  one 
harbour,  port  or  place,  to  any  other  within  this  State  during  said  six 
months,  unless  the  condition  of  such  bond  shall  be  sooner  broken;  and 
every  such  boat  or  other  vessel  on  board  of  which  shall  be  taken  or 
shipped  for  transportation  as  aforesaid  any  goods,  wares,  merchandize 
or  other  commodity  whatsoever,  before  bond  hath  been  given  as  afore- 
said, or  that  shall  presume  to  sail  or  depart  from  any  port  or  harbour 
in  this  State  with  any  such  article  of  lading  on  board  without  the  master 
thereof  having  such  copy  of  such  bond  certifyed  as  aforesaid  shall  with 
the  cargo  on  board  be  forfeited,  the  one  half  thereof  to  him  or  them, 
not  being  informing  officers,  who  shall  inform  against  and  prosecute 
the  same  to  condemnation,  and  the  other  half  thereof  to  the  treasury 
of  this  State;  but  if  the  prosecution  be  by  a public  officer,  then  the 
whole  forfeiture  shall  be  to  the  treasury  of  this  State,  the  cost  of  the 
prosecution  being  first  paid  out  of  the  forfeiture,  and  such  vessell  and 
cargo  may  and  shall  be  seized,  libelled,  proceeded  with,  tryed  and  con- 
demned, in  manner  and  form  as  is  directed  in  the  laws  of  this  State 
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made  against  illicit  trade.  And  the  forfeiture  or  recovery  of  any  such 
bond  as  aforesaid  shall  be  no  bar  to  any  criminal  prosecution  against 
any  master  or  owner  of  any  such  boat,  vessell  or  cargo,  for  any  mis- 
conduct that  they  or  either  of  them  may  be  guilty  of  with  such  vessel 
or  cargo  that  is  now  punishable  by  any  other  law  of  this  State. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  and  provided.  That  no  prosecution  or  suit 
that  is  now  depending  in  any  court  in  this  State  that  is  founded  on 
any  of  the  laws  hereinbefore  repealed  shall  be  anyway  affected  by 
sulch  repeal,  but  shall  proceed  to  tryal  and  judgment  as  though  this 
act  had  not  been  made.  And  all  informing  officers  are  hereby  directed 
to  make  presentment  of  all  breaches  of  this  act.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 


An  Act  for  stating  the  Fees  of  Naval  Officers  in  this  State. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  naval  officers  at  the  several  custom-houses  in  this  State  shall  have 
and  receive  the  several  fees  and  allowances  set  and  affixed  in  the 
following  table,  viz:

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  receive  French 
guineas  in  all  payments  in  the  treasury  at  twenty-seven  shillings : 
provided  they  shall  weigh  five  penny-weight  and  four  grains,.  Troy 
weight. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  towns  in  this  State 
who  are  deficient  in  payment  of  certain  taxes  laid  by  this  Assembly 
at  their  sessions  in  October  and  November  last,  for  collecting  provi- 
sions and  storing  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  continental  army  and 
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troops  of  this  State,  have  liberty  to  discharge  their  respective  ballances 
by  the  first  day  of  December  next,  in  the  specifick  articles  of  provisions 
or  produce,  or  in  gold  and  silver  at  the  rate  and  prices  in  said  acts 
respectively  limited.  And  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  hereby  directed 
to  issue  his  execution  to  collect  of  those  towns  who  shall  be  in  arrears 
as  aforesaid  on  the  first  day  of  December  next  the  amount  of  their 
respective  arrears  in  gold  and  silver. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  one  twentieth  part  of  a tax  granted 
by  the  General  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  October  last  for  the  pur- 
pose of  collecting  and  storing  a quantity  of  provisions  for  the  use  of 
the  continental  army  and  the  forces  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  State, 
to  the  amount  of  six-pence  on  the  pound  on  the  list  of  1779,  be  abated 
in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  allowed  and  ordered  on  their  other 
taxes  granted  on  said  list,  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  settle  with 
the  respective  collectors  accordingly.  And  whereas  some  towns  may 
have  already  paid  and  settled  the  said  tax  and  also  the  tax  granted  in 
November  last  for  collecting  provision  to  the  amount  of  one  penny 
half-penny  on  the  pound  on  said  list,  therefore  resolved,  that  the  Treas- 
urer credit  such  towns  respectively  the  amount  of  such  twentieth  part 
on  the  tax  of  two  shillings  and  six  pence  on  the  pound  payable  the  first 
day  of  December  next,  exclusive  of  that  part  thereof  payable  in  bills 
of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  apportion  and 
divide  the  salt  belonging  to  this  State  to  the  several  towns  therein  from 
time  to  time  as  there  shall  be  occasion  for  putting  up  the  meat  that 
shall  be  received  on  the  tax  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  on  the  pound 
granted  by  this  Assembly  in  May  last.  That  the  accounts  of  the  ex- 
pence of  procuring  casks  for  packing  the  said  meat  and  of  transport- 
ing the  salt  that  shall  be  used  for  that  purpose  and  of  receiving,  packing 
and  storing  said  provision  being  exhibited  to  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  and  by  them  adjusted,  they  are  directed  to  draw  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  which  may  be  received  by  the 
collectors  in  payment  of  the  aforesaid  tax.  That  the  casks  which  shall 
contain  the  aforesaid  provision  shall  be  marked  and  branded  with 
the  name  of  the  town  where  the  same  is  put  up  and  also  with  the  initial 
letters  designating  the  kind  of  provisions  contained.  That  the  pack- 
ages of  cloth  and  stockings  collected  in  the  several  towns  on  the  afore- 
said tax  shall  be  marked  also  with  the  name  of  the  town  furnishing 
the  same,  and  that  the  receivers  of  provisions  and  cloathing  within 
this  State  shall  carefully  inspect  the  said  articles  that  shall  be  brought 
and  presented  to  them  and  shall  reject  such  as  shall  not  be  good  and 
merchantable;  and  that  all  loss  or  damage  that  shall  be  received  by 
the  said  provisions  or  articles  of  cloathing  being  not  merchantable  or 
well  packed  and  secured  untill  delivered  over  by  the  several  towns  or 
their  agents  for  the  use  of  the  State  or  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  borne  by  the  respective  towns  by  whom  furnished. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  collectors  and  receivers  of 
beef  for  the  use  of  this  State  on  the  tax  payable  in  December  next  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  receive  no  cattle  or  beef  of  cattle  under 
two  years  old  last  spring  nor  any  but  such  as  is  merchantable  and  well 
fatted. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  inhabitants  of  each  town  in 
this  State  have  liberty  to  pay  two  pence  of  the  two  shillings  and  six- 
penny tax  to  be  paid  in  December  next  in  good  live  beef  cattle  one 
penny  in  the  month  of  November  and  the  other  penny  in  the  month  of 
December  next  to  be  delivered  on  such  day  and  at  such  place  as  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  person  who  receives  the  same,  and  that  thereby  three 
shillings  and  four  pence  per  hundred  be  allowed  for  the  beef  so  de- 
livered, the  weight  to  be  determined  by  judicious  men  appointed  in  the 
same  manner  as  was  ordered  by  this  Assembly  for  the  estitmation  of  the 
weight  of  the  beef  cattle  delivered  for  the  payment  of  the  late  four 
monthly  penny  taxes. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  Colo.  Henry  Champion  be  and  he 
is  hereby  appointed,  impowered  and  authorized,  together  with  such 
persons  as  he  shall  appoint  to  receive,  receipt  and  collect  the  said  beef 
cattle  from  the  several  towns  in  this  State  and  to  forward  them  in  the 
most  beneficial  manner  for  the  supply  of  the  army. 

It  is  further  resolved,  That  every  person  that  turns  in  live  beef 
cattle  on  the  provision  of  this  resolve  shall  be  credited  on  said  2s.  6 
penny  tax  the  full  amount  of  the  cattle  he  shall  so  turn  in,  and  for 
which  he  produces  a receipt  from  the  receiver;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  selectmen  in  each  town  and  the  collectors  of  said  tax  to  see 
that  each  town’s  part  of  said  live  beef  cattle  shall  be  procured  for 
tbe  use  of  the  army  as  they  shall  be  notifyed  by  the  receiver  thereof; 
and  that  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  do  give  all  further  orders 
which  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  end  proposed. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  tax  granted  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  May,  1780,  of  ninepence  on  the  pound  payable  the  first 
day  of  March,  1782,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  notes  granted  to 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Line  of  this  State  in  the  continental 
army  for  the  depreciation  of  their  pay  and  wages  shall  be  paid  in 
silver  and  gold  only,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  make  out  his 
warrants  to  collect  the  same  accordingly.  Provided  nevertheless,  that 
certificates  given  by  the  said  Treasurer  for  the  interest  that  shall  be 
due  upon  said  notes  up  to  the  first  day  of  June,  1782,  which  he  is  here- 
by authorized  and  impowered  to  give  endorsing  the  same  upon  such 
notes,  and  also  that  such  of  the  notes  as  shall  become  due  at  that  time, 
may  and  shall  be  received  by  the  said  Treasurer  in  payment  of  the 
aforesaid  tax. 

And  further  resolved  by  this  Assembly , That  certificates  given  by 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  interest  that  shall  be  due  up  to  the  first 
day  of  February  next  on  notes  granted  for  monies  loaned  to  this  State 
pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  Novem- 
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ber  last,  which  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  give  endors- 
ing the  same  upon  such  notes,  may  and  shall  be  received  by  the  Treas- 
urer in  payment  of  the  tax  of  two  pence  on  the  pound  payable  the 
first  day  of  December  next  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  interest 
on  said  notes. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  for  all  just  dues  from  this  State 
which  have  arisen  or  may  hereafter  arise  for  services  done  since  the 
first  day  of  October,  1780,  where  no  securities  have  already  been  given 
or  special  provision  made  by  law  wherein  such  persons  would  be  just 
intitled  to  receive  the  same  from  the  publick  treasury  of  this  State,  ex- 
cept such  orders  as  may  have  been  drawn  for  State  money  since  Octo- 
ber, 1780,  or  in  such  cases  where  any  additional  allowances  have  been 
made  by  act  of  Assembly  from  the  value  of  the  debt  in  silver  money, 
that  on  such  debts  being  justly  and  truly  liquidated  and  adjusted  by 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  or  by  the  judges  of  the  superior  court 
in  all  matters  cognizable  by  them,  that  the  several  sums  thus  due  and 
adjusted  may  be  paid  or  discounted  on  the  two  shilling  and  sixpenny 
tax  laid  by  this  Assembly  in  May  last,  except  on  that  part  to  be  paid 
in  bills  of  this  State;  and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasury  accordingly: 
provided  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  do  not  for  the  future  receive 
or  adjust  any  pay-rolls  made  out  in  such  cases  where  the  militia  have 
or  may  be  drawn  out  on  any  sudden  alarm,  nor  give  orders  therefor 
untill  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  consideration  thereof  and  give 
particular  directions  therein;  and  provided  that  no  part  of  the  articles 
of  provisions  &c.  enumerated  in  said  act  to  be  received  in  payment  of 
said  two  shilling  and  six  penny  tax  be  delivered  after  the  same  shall 
be  received  by  any  of  the  collectors  appointed  to  receive  the  same  on 
account  of  any  order  drawn  as  aforesaid,  but  to  remain  subject  to  the 
directions  of  the  General  Assembly  or  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with 
advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  affix 
and  set  the  price  at  which  salt  may  be  received  in  the  several  parts  of 
this  State  on  the  tax  of  two  shillings  and  six  pence  granted  in  May 
last. 

Upon  the  representation  made  to  this  Assembly,  shewing  that  on 
the  6th  day  of  September  last  a party  of  British  troops  made  an  in- 
cursion into  the  town  of  New  London  and  Groton,  burnt  many  build- 
ings and  destroyed  much  of  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
town, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Colo.  Sam1  Mott,  Pufus  Lathrop,

Killingley  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted 
to  him,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  Allen  as  shall  be 
sufficient  to  discharge  the  said  sum  of  £82  11  5 with  the  incident 
charges  thereon  arising;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Pomfret  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Godfrey  Malbone  and  John  Malbone,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  Godfrey  Malbone,  father  of  said  memorialists, 
on  the  second  day  of  September,  A.  Dom.  1763,  mortgaged  to  one  Charles 
Paxton  then  of  Boston,  for  a debt  then  due  to  said  Charles,  a large 
tract  of  land  lying  in  Pomfret  in  the  county  of  Windham;  that  the 
said  Godfrey  the  elder  afterwards  sold  and  conveyed  the  same  to  said 
memorialists;  that  the  said  Godfrey  one  of  the  memorialists  on  the 
11th  day  of  April,  A.  Dom.  1771,  mortgaged  the  same  lands  to  the 
said  Charles  for  a debt  then  due  to  the  said  Charles;  that  since  the 
executing  said  mortgage  deeds  to  said  Charles  the  memorialists  sold 
and  conveyed  almost  the  whole  of  said  lands  to  Messrs.  Joseph  Palmer 
and  John  Taylor,  Esqrs,  and  Joseph  Pierce  Palmer,  and  which  lands 
have  been  by  them  sold  and  conveyed  to  sundry  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  State  who  now  occupy,  possess  and  improve  the  same  under  the 
title  of  said  memorialists;  that  the  said  Charles  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  present  war  joined  himself  with  our  enemies  and  put  him- 
self under  their  protection,  by  means  whereof  the  county  court  for  the 
county  of  Windham  proceeded  to  and  have  in  fact  confiscated  the  whole 
of  said  lands  as  the  property  of  said  Charles,  whereby  the  persons  now 
holding  said  lands  under  the  title  of  said  memorialists  will  be  liable 
to  be  evicted  and  ejected  from  the  possession  of  said  lands  and  they 
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exposed  to  suffer  large  costs  and  damages  unless  relieved;  that  the  said 
memorialists  sold  said  lands  upon  credit  for  securities  not  yet  due  and 
payable,  and  that  they  are  unable  at  this  time  to  pay  said  mortgage 
money  in  solid  coin,  and  praying  for  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file:

Upon  the  memorial  of  Andrew  Law,  of  Cheshire  in  New  Haven 
county,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  hath  with  great  trouble  and 
expence  prepared  for  the  press  and  procured  to  be  engraved  and  im- 
printed a collection  of  the  best  and  most  approved  tunes  and  anthems 
for  the  promotion  of  psalmody,  containing  the  following  tunes,  viz: 
Aynhoc,  B alldoc,  Polenden,*  Bunker-Hill,  Cheshire,  Denbigh,  Den- 
mark, Easter,  Elstow,  Falmouth,  Farmington,  Freedom,  Greenwich, 
Judgment,  Keen,  Leeds,  Leicester,  Loughborough,  Middletown,  Milford, 
Northampton,  Ode  on  Spring,  Providence,  Psalm  21st,  22,  25,  32,  46, 
115,  122,  136,  148,  Rugby,  Salem,  Southington,  Springfield,  Trumpet, 
Wallingford,  Willingborough,  Waybridge,  Weather sfield,  and  Worces- 
ter, and  sundry  anthems  beginning  with  the  following  words,  respec- 
tively, viz: 

Arise  Shine  Oh!  Zion  &c. 

If  the  Lord  himself  &c. 

I said  I will  take  heed  &c. 

Oh ! Clap  your  hands  &c. 

Oh ! Lord  our  Governor  &c. 

Oh ! Lord  God  of  Israel  &c. 

Oh ! Sing  unto  the  Lord  &c. 

Praise  the  Lord  O my  soul  &c. 

The  beauty  of  Israel  is  slain,  &c. 

As  by  said  Collection  printed  and  published  under  the  said  memorial- 
ist’s name  may  fully  appear;  humbly  praying  this  Assembly  to  grant 
the  said  memorialist  an  exclusive  patent  for  imprinting  and  vending 
the  said  tunes  and  anthems  for  the  term  of  five  years  next  ensuing, 
as  per  memorial  on  file : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  memo- 
rialist have  and  free  and  full  liberty  and  license  is  hereby  granted  for 
the  sole  printing,  publishing  and  vending  the  several  tunes  and  anthems 
abovementioned,  to  the  said  memorialist,  his  heirs,  executors,  adminis- 
trators and  assigns,  for  the  term  of  five  years  next  ensuing,  strictly 
forbidding  all  the  subjects  of  this  State  to  reprint  the  same  and  each 
and  every  of  the  sd  tunes  or  anthems  in  the  like  or  in  any  other  volume 
or  form  whatsoever,  or  to  import,  vend,  buy,  utter  or  distribute  any 
copies  of  said  tunes  or  authems  or  of  any  of  them  reprinted  beyond 
the  limits  of  this  State  during  the  aforesaid  term  of  five  years  without 
the  consent  or  approbation  of  the  said  Andrew  Law,  his  heirs,  execu- 
tors, administrators  and  assigns  under  his  or  their  hands  and  seals  first

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had  and  obtained,  as  they  will  answer  the  contrary  at  their  peril,  under 
the  penalty  of  five  hundred  pounds,  L.  money,  for  each  and  every  such 
offence  together  with  just  damages  to  be  recovered  against  such  offender 
by  the  sd  Andrew  Law,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns : 
the  said  Law,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or  assigns  printing 
and  furnishing  a sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  sd  tunes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  at  reasonable  prices. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Nathan  Eliott,  Peter  Pratt  and  Hezekiah 
Reed,  all  of  Kent  in  Litchfield  county,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
Richard  Jackson,  Esqr,  of  London  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
now  owns  in  fee  about  seven  hundred  acres  of  land  in  said  Kent,  about 
two  hundred  acres  whereof  are  under  improvement;  that  said  land 
now  is  and  for  many  years  has  been  under  the  care  of  said  Eliott  as 
attorney  to  said  Jackson  who  in  April  last  past  leased  out  to  said  Reed 
about  twro  hundred  and  eight  acres  of  said  land  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  that  time,  since  which  said  Pratt  as  collector  of  the  State 
taxes  in  said  town  of  Kent  has  levied  several  warrants  for  collecting  the 
taxes  arising  on  said  land  upon  that  part  of  said  land  that  was  leased 
out  to  said  Reed  and  caused  the  same  to  be  extended  to  and  apprized 
by  freeholders  duly  appointed,  and  thereupon  leased  out  the  same  to 
said  Reed  for  the  term  of  two  years  for  the  payment  of  said  taxes 
which  said  Reed  has  accordingly  paid,  and  the  county  court  in  and 
for  Litchfield  county  at  their  sessions  in  March  past  on  application 
by  the  selectmen  of  said  Kent  did  adjudge  that  said  estate  of  said  Jack- 
son  was  not  liable  to  confiscation  but  by  the  laws  of  this  State  was  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  State  Attorney  in  and  for  said  Litchfield  county 
to  be  by  him  leased  out,  and  a question  has  also  arisen  concerning  the 
validity  of  the  extent  and  lease  of  said  Pratt  to  said  Reed  as  afore- 
said; praying  for  confirmation  of  sd  extent  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Whereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  aforesaid  levy  of  the 
warrants  abovementioned  by  said  Pratt  and  said  extent  of  said  lands 
thereon  in  manner  aforesaid  and  said  PratPs  lease  aforesaid  of  said 
lands  to  said  Reed  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratifyed,  confirmed  and 
established  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  and  that  said  State 
Attorney  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  not  to  intermeddle  with  or  lease 
out  said  lands,  and  that  said  lands  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  hands 
and  under  the  care  and  management  of  said  Eliott  as  agent  and 
attorney  to  said  Jackson  as  aforesaid  untill  the  farther  order  of  this 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Newman  of  Stamford,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  is  now  confined  in  Litchfield  county  goal  by 
virtue  of  a sentence  of  the  honble  superior  court  holden  at  Eairfield 
in  August,  A.D.  1780,  for  payment  of  a fine  and  cost  of  prosecution 
against  him;  that  he  is  very  poor,  has  a helpless  family  and  himself  a 
cripple;  praying  to  be  discharged  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  liberated 
and  discharged  from  his  imprisonment  by  virtue  of  said  sentence. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Elijah  Hyde  junr  of  Lebanon,  administrator 
on  the  estate  of  Ebenezer  Hyde  the  younger,  late  of  Lebanon  in  the 
district  of  Windham  decd,  shewing  that  the  whole  estate  of  the  said 
Ebenezer  consisting  of  a new  dwelling-house,  smith’s  shop  and  some 
moveable  goods,  was  apprized  at  £289  14  6,  L.  money,  and  represented 
insolvent,  and  commissioners  thereupon  appointed  who  have  returned 
to  the  court  of  probate  for  said  district  an  account  of  debts  to  the 
amount  of  £291  17  9%,  by  which  the  estate  appears  to  be  insolvent; 
that  upon  the  motion  of  sundry  creditors  said  estate  has  been  again 
apprized  by  12  men  and  set  at  £402  7 0,  by  which  the  same  appears  to 
be  solvent,  but  that  as  no  allowance  has  been  made  to  the  widow  for 
herself,  the  support  of  two  young  children,  nor  cost  of  administration, 
and  most  of  the  debts  on  interest  since  March  last,  and  that  it.  is  very 
uncertain  whether  the  estate  will  sell  according  to  the  last  apprizement, 
therefore  praying  liberty  to  sell  the  whole  real  estate  for  the  payment  of 
said  debts  and  allowances,  reserving  the  overplus  if  any  for  the  benefit 
of  the  heirs  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  administrator  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  im- 
powered  to  sell  and  convey  the  whole  of  said  real  estate  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  subject  to  the  incumbrance  of  the  widow’s  dower,  and 
that  the  overplus,  if  any  there  should  be,  be  kept  and  improved  for  the 
best  benefit  of  the  heirs;  all  under  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  said  district. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lemuel  Roberts,  Hoah  Phelps  and  Abel 
Pettibone,  all  of  Symsbury,  a committee  of  the  proprietors  of  the  great 
bridge  across  the  river  at  a place  called  Weatauge  in  said  Symsbury, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  and  their 
ancestors  have  maintained  a bridge  across  said  river  for  more  than 
forty  years  past,  the  present  being  the  fourth  bridge  built  by  them  on 
their  own  cost,  the  same  being  much  decayed  and  unfit  for  travellers 
to  pass  thereon  across  said  river  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  Symsbury 
conceiving  it  a great  burthen  to  build  and  maintain  the  several  bridges 
necessary  for  accommodating  the  publick  travel,  there  being  not  less 
than  four  considerable  publick  bridges  at  this  time  and  seven  more 
over  a considerable  stream  called  Salmon  Brook,  and  sundry  others 
across  Cherries  Brook  and  all  at  the  cost  of  particular  persons,  (ex- 
cept one  over  the  river  at  a place  called  Suffrage  and  one  over  the  said 
Cherries  Brook,  which  two  bridges  are  built  by  the  town;)  that  they 
are  so  burthened  that  they  cannot  possibly  raise  money  sufficient  to 
rebuild  sd  bridge  at  said  Weatauge,  which  by  reason  of  the  great  road 
across  said  river  is  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  the  publick,  and  the 
present  bridge  so  much  decayed  that  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  same 
will  be  carried  away  the  first  considerable  flood  that  comes;  and  pray- 
ing that  this  Assembly  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  grant  unto  said 
proprietors  the  liberty  to  set  up  a lottery  for  the  raising  the  sum  of 
£250  0 0,  L.  silver  money,  to  enable  them  to  build  a new  bridge  across 
said  river  at  the  place  where  the  present  bridge  now  stands;  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  proprietors  of 
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the  said  bridge  at  said  Symsbury  have  liberty  and  liberty  and  authority 
is  hereby  granted  unto  them  at  their  own  expence  and  risque  to  set  up 
and  draw  or  cause  to  be  set  up  and  drawn  a lottery  or  lotterys  to 
enable  them  to  raise  a sum  not  exceeding  £250,  L.  money;  provided 
said  proprietors  do  give  sufficient  bonds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
town  of  Symsbury  in  the  sum  of  £500  0 0 to  erect  and  build  a good  and 
sufficient  bridge  across  said  river  at  the  place  aforesaid  to  be  improved 
for  the  use  of  the  public.  And  said  proprietors  are  impowered  to 
nominate  and  appoint  five  persons  to  be  managers  of  said  lottery,  who 
shall  be  duly  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  said  trust,  and  said 
managers  shall  pay  over  and  account  for  the  monies  which  may  arise 
by  the  sale  of  the  tickets  in  said  lottery  into  the  hands  of  said  proprie- 
tors, or  such  committee  which  shall  be  chosen  by  them  to  receive  and 
lay  out  the  same  in  building  said  bridge,  which  they  are  hereby  directed 
and  impowered  to  do,  and  all  said  monies  except  the  necessary  expence 
of  said  lottery  shall  be  faithfully  applied  and  expended  in  building 
said  bridge  in  such  manner  as  said  committee  shall  judge  best  for 
the  public  good;  and  said  committee  shall  render  an  account  of  their 
doings  in  the  premises  to  this  Assembly  when  thereto  required.  And

Upon  the  memorial  of  these  selectmen  of  Stamford,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  for  two  years  last  past  a great  number  of  the  good  sub- 
jects of  this  State  and  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Stamford  have  been 
greatly  harrassed  and  troubled  by  the  enemy  and  their  personal  estate 
of  every  kind  plundered  and  taken  from  them  and  many  of  them  driven 
from  their  habitations,  whereby  they  are  rendered  unable  to  pay  their 
publick  taxes  and  support  their  families;  praying  this  Assembly  to 
appoint  a committee  to  enquire  into  and  estimate  the  losses  of  said 
suffering  inhabitants  and  report  the  same  to  a future  session  of  this 
Assembly,  and  that  such  of  the  sufferers  who  shall  be  found  to  be 
objects  of  the  charitable  consideration  of  this  Assembly  may  be  abated 
in  whole  or  part  of  their  publick  taxes  and  have  such  further  allowance 
for  their  losses  as  this  Assembly  shall  see  cause  to  order,  as  per  memo- 
rial on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Colo.  John  Chandler, 

Colo.  Joseph  Platt  Cook  and  Lemuel  Sanford,  Esqrs,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a committee  to  repair  to  said  Stamford  and  enquire 
into  the  several  losses  of  the  good  and  faithful  citizens  of  said  town  and 
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estimate  the  same,  and  also  abate  in  whole  or  part  the  State  taxes  of 
the  said  faithfull  inhabitants  of  Stamford  as  they  shall  find  just  and 
reasonable,  and  report  make  of  their  doings  to  this  Assembly  at  their 
next  meeting. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  a number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Norwalk  who  suffered  by  the  enemy  in  the  loss  of  their  buildings  and 
other  property  in  the  year  1779,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in 
November  last  a committee  was  appointed  to  look  into  the  circum- 
stances of  said  sufferers  and  report  what  abatements  ought  to  be  made 
to  them  in  their  State  taxes,  payable  on  the  list  1779  and  1780,  who 
reported  to  this  Assembly  in  May  last,  that  said  sufferers  ought  to  have 
the  several  sums  abated  which  were  then  by  them  affixed  to  their  names 
on  all  the  taxes  that  were  then  laid  on  the  list  1779  and  1780;  and 
whereas  the  said  sufferers  now  complain  that  there  is  sundry  State  taxes 
since  laid  on  said  list  of  1780,  and  others  may  be  laid  on  said  list  which 
they  are  unable  to  pay;  praying  for  a further  abatement  of  all  the 
State  taxes  that  are  or  shall  be  laid  on  said  list  of  1780  to  the  said 
sufferers:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Colo.  Benjamin  Hinman 

and  Colo.  Nehemiah  Beardsley  be  and  they  are  appointed  a committee 
to  repair  to  said  Norwalk  and  enquire  into  the  matters  in  said  memo- 
rial alledged  and  their  report  make  to  the  General  Assembly  at  their 
next  sessions  with  their  opinion  thereon,  at  the  cost  of  the  memorialists. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Brown,  wife  of  James  Brown  of 
Norwich,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  James  was  shipped  on 
board  the  armed  schooner  Spy,  lately  belonging  to  this  State,  on  the 
15th  day  of  June,  A.D.  1778,  for  a voyage  to  France  under  command 
of  Capt.  Robert  Niles;  that  said  schooner  was  taken  on  said  voyage 
by  the  enemy  and  carried  to  Great  Britain  where  the  said  Brown  and 
others  are  prisoners  of  war,  and  that  there  is  due  to  said  James  towards 
his  wages  to  the  15th  day  of  November  last  past  the  sum  of  £119  16  0, 
of  which  the  memorialist  is  in  great  need  for  the  support  of  her  and 
family;  praying  that  the  same  may  be  paid  to  her  &c.,  as  per  petition 
on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  receive  the  account  of  said  James’s 
wages  and  adjust  the  same  according  to  the  scale  of  depreciation  as 
the  same  was  on  the  1st  day  of  June  1778,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  sum  they  find  due  to  the  said  James  on  the  15th  day  of  Novem- 
ber 1780,  and  place  the  same  to  the  accounts  of  said  schooner  Spy  and 
charge  the  same  to  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Wilson  of  Norwich,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  on  the  4th  day  of  September  1781  he  honestly  pur- 
chased of  Eleazer  Jewet  of  Norwich  a piece  of  land  with  a fulling- 
mill,  clothier’s  shop,  and  other  privileges  mentioned  and  described  in 
said  Jewet’s  deed  thereof  to  said  Willson  bearing  date  the  said  4th  day 
of  September,  and  said  Jewett  hath  not  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this 
State;  praying  that  said  deed  may  be  confirmed  by  this  Assembly,  as 
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per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  deed  from 
Eleazer  Jewet  bearing  date  the  4th  day  of  September  1781  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  to  be  of  the  same  force  and 
virtue  in  law  as  though  the  said  Jewett  had  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity 
to  this  State  before  his  executing  the  deed  aforesaid,  and  shall  be 
admitted  and  received  as  evidence  of  title  in  the  courts  of  law  and 
equity  in  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Moses  Jennings  of  Fairfield,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  in  the  month  of  July  1779,  when  the  enemy  made 
a descent  at  said  Fairfield  they  burnt  his  dwelling-house  and  house- 
hold furniture  &c,  together  with  a State  note  as  he  has  full  reason  to 
believe  for  the  sum  of  £30  0 0,  L.  money,  payable  to  Ephraim  Rob- 
bins or  bearer  with  lawfull  interest  till  paid,  dated  about  the  15th  day 
of  May  1778,  and  signed  by  John  Lawrence,  Treasurer  of  this  State, 
and  that  said  note  was  his  property  and  that  he  has  had  no  satisfaction 
therefor;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  memorialist  another  State 
note  of  like  tenor  and  date  with  that  abovementioned  and  in  satisfac- 
tion and  payment  thereof,  and  in  case  said  first  note  should  ever  be 
offered  to  the  Treasurer  he  is  directed  to  stop  and  not  pay  the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  society  of  West 
Britain,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  a place  has  been  affixed  and 
established  by  the  county  court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hartford 
whereon  to  build  a meeting-house  for  divine  service,  which  is  incon- 
venient and  disagreeable  to  sd  inhabitants  who  have  unanimously 
agreed  upon  a place  whereon  to  build  said  house,  viz:  on  the  front  of 
a hill  about  fifteen  rods  southwesterly  of  the  dwelling-house  of  Zebulon 
Coles  in  said  society,  where  a stake  is  now  set  up  by  said  inhabitants; 
praying  to  have  the  same  established  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  place  abovementioned  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  established  and  confirmed  as  the  place  whereon  to 
erect  and  build  a meeting-house  for  divine  service  for  said  society,  the 
establishment  of  any  other  place  notwithstanding. 

Cost  allowed  Samuel  McClellan,  of  Woodstock  in  the  county  of 
Windham,  for  attendance  &c.  to  answer  a certain  petition  dated  the 
12th  day  of  April  1781,  preferred  against  him  by  William  Martin  of 
Woodstock  aforesaid  and  by  him  now  withdrawn  is  £2  6 8,  L.  money. 

Exn  granted  19th  October  1181. 

Cost  allowed  Robert  Jones  and  Mary  Jones,  of  Pomfret  in  the 
county  of  Windham,  for  attendance  &c.  to  answer  a certain  petition 
dated  the  10th  day  of  February  1775,  preferred  against  them  by  Elias 
Weld  of  Pomfret  aforesaid  and  by  Jesse  Root,  Esqr,  attorney  to  the 
petitioner  now  withdrawn  is  £5  8 O',  L.  money.

6 Sepr  last,  and  that  her  brother  Nickol  Haven, 
Esqr,  of  Shelter  Island  has  invited  her  and  two  daughters  to  become 
members  of  his  family  during  their  pleasure,  and  desiring  permission 
to  go  over  and  carry  them  to  him  and  with  some  few  necessaries  and 
to  return  to  N.  London  in  the  same  boat : Resolved,  that  the  sd  Nicol. 
Fosdick  have  leave  to  go  from  N.  London  to  Shelter  Island  with  his 
mother  and  2 sisters  with  some  small  necessarys  and  furniture,  under 
the  direction  and  inspection  of  Col.  Sam1  McClellan,  commanding  officer 
of  that  post  in  such  boat  as  he,  sd  McClellan,  judges  proper,  and  to 
return  in  sd  boat  to  N.  London  with  some  vegetables  and  report  to 
sd  commanding  officer.

Motion  made,  that  an  enquiry  sho’d  be  made  into  the  conduct  of 
the  militia  at  the  late  alarm  at  New  London  and  discoursed  &c. 

A motion  by  a letter  from  the  selectmen  requesting  leave  to  deliver 
a number  of  articles  lately  sent  to  Roswell  Saltonstall  from  N.  York 
as  a relief  under  his  sufferings  &e.  which  have  been  detained  by  said 
selectmen  agreable  to  a resolve  of  Council,  18  Sept.  1781,  taken  into 
consideration,  and  passed  the  following  vote  and  resolve,  viz.: 

Whereas  sundry  persons  in  N.  York  have  charitably  given  to  Mr. 
Roswell  Saltonstall  of  N.  London  several  articles  of  household  goods 
and  cloathing  for  the  use  of  his  family  towards  repairing  in  a small 
degree  the  very  heavy  loss  he  sustained  in  the  burning  of  his  house, 
all  his  goods  &c.  by  the  enemy  in  their  late  incursion  and  outrage  at 
New  London  and  Groton,  and  the  sd  Mr.  Saltonstall  being  as  it  is 
said  of  dubious  character  with  respect  to  his  political  principles  and 
not  having  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State,  the  sd  articles  are 
taken  and  detained  by  the  selectmen  of  New  London  agreable  to  a 
resolve  of  this  Board,  18  Sept,  last,  and  by  sd  selectmen  reported  and 
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earnestly  recommended  in  their  own  and  the  name  of  the  late  prisoners 
taken  at  sd  towns,  to  be  given  and  delivered  to  sd  Saltonstall  according 
to  the  intent  of  the  donors. 

This  Board  taking  the  matter  aforesaid  into  consideration  and  by 
the  examination  of  a number  of  witnesses  cited  by  the  State  Attorney 
for  the  county  of  N.  London  and  lately  prisoners  taken  at  sd  towns  &c. 
do  not  find  that  the  sd  Saltonstall  has  ever  done  or  said  anything 
prejudicial  to  the  cause  and  interest  of  these  States,  and  it  appears 
that  when  he  was  lately  at  New  York  he  was  exceedingly  attentive  to 
the  interests  of  the  prisoners  taken  as  aforesaid  and  confined  in  prison 
there  and  by  solicitations  obtained  for  and  furnished  them  with  a 
variety  of  necessaries  and  comforts  without  which  they  must  have 
suffered  greatly  if  not  have  perished  in  their  confinement,  and  as  it 
wo’d  he  hard  and  almost  inhuman  to  deprive  him  and  his  numerous 
family  of  that  small  relief  which  benevolent  charity  has  drawn  from 
his  friends  at  New  York,  by  the  special  request  of  the  prisoners  and 
the  selectmen  of  N.  London. 

This  Board  are  therefore  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  sd  goods 
and  articles  ought  to  be  given  and  deliver’d  up  to  the  sd  Saltonstall 
to  be  for  his  own.  use  and  benefit  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  donors,  and  do  hereby  permit,  authorize  and  direct 
the  sd  selectmen  of  New  London  to  deliver  the  same  accordingly. 

Whereas  a number  of  prisoners  lately  taken  from  New  London 
and  Groton  by  the  enemy  in  their  incursion  there  and  carried  to  New 
York  and  confin’d  in  the  Sugar  House  there  naked  and  in  a suffering 
condition,  who  were  humanly  relieved  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Francis 
Winthrop,  a resident  in  New  York,  to  the  amount  of  near  one  hundred 
pounds,  L.  money,  and  having  a mother  and  sisters  at  New  London, 
requested  Ebenr  Ledyard,  Esq,  of  Groton,  a prisoner  there,  in  his 
return  to  N.  London  in  a Flag  as  the  only  recompence  for  his 
generosity  aforesaid  to  take  the  charge  of  a pair  of  silver  cans,  silk 
for  gowns  for  his  five  sisters,  and  a few  other  small  articles  as  a 
present  to  his  mother  and  sisters,  and  the  same  deliver  them  on  his 
return,  on  which  the  sd  Mr.  Ledyard  and  other  prisoners  informed 
them  they  apprehended  no  difficulty  or  objection,  on  which  he,  the  sd 
Mr.  Winthrop,  presumed  to  send  them  forward  in  sd  Flag  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Ledyard  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  all  which  appears  to 
this  Board  by  full  and  sufficient  testimony;  and  whereas  it  is  repre- 
sented that  Cap.  Havens,  commander  of  the  Privateer  Brig®  Jay  lying 
in  the  harbour  of  N.  London,  inspecting  sd  Flag  in  her  return  has  taken 
sd  articles  into  his  custody  as  articles  illegally  imported  for  the  pur- 
pose of  libelling  the  same  for  tryal  &c. : This  Board  considering  the 

great  humanity  and  generosity  of  the  sd  Mr.  Winthrop  to  the  prisoners 
aforesaid  and  the  special  request  of  sd  prisoners  and  as  the  sd  Winthrop 
was  encouraged  by  them  that  he  might  safely  send  sd  articles  to  his 
friends  as  aforesaid  merely  as  a present  for  their  particular  and 
personal  use  and  not  for  trade,  do  advise  and  recommend,  under  the 
particular  circumstances  aforesaid  and  by  no  means  to  discourage  the 
humanity  of  our  enemies,  that  sd  articles  be  permitted  to  be  delivered

worth  of  Norwich  hath  two  sons  now  with  him  that  were  inlisted 
soldiers  under  the  command  of  the  late  Col.  Wm.  Ledyard  at  the 
post  of  New  London  and  wounded  at  Fort  Griswold  in  Groton  the 
6th  of  Sept,  last  who  remain  unfit  for  duty  and  unable  to  support 
themselves,  praying  that  rations  may  be  issued  to  them  from  public 
stores  untill  fit  for  duty:  Resolved  by  this  Board,  that  the  selectmen 
of  Norwich  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  sd  Benj. 
Woodworth’s  two  sons  wounded  as  aforesaid  from  this  date  untill  the 
26th  of  January  next  their  several  rations  as  allowed  by  the  conti- 
nental regulations,  which  amount  shall  be  allowed  sd  town  of  Groton 
in  settlement  of  their  2s.  6d.  tax  payable  1 Dec1'  next.

the  2s.  6d.  tax,  to  the  respective  towns  aforesaid  in  due  proportion  for 
quantity  and  quality;  also  Col.  McClellan  to  be  allowed  for  eleven 
bushels  he  delivered  Mr.  Shubael  Abbee  last  year  producing  his  receipt 
therefor  to  Pay-Table;  the  proportion  of  salt  being  two  bushels  of 
the  best  kind  to  one  thousand  pounds  in  the  general  list,  and  meaner 
quality  in  proportion : proper  receipts  to  be  taken. 

Quarters  for  Sheldon’s  Horse  &c. 

Whereas  the  Hono.  Maj.  Gen1  Heath  has  written  to  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  stating  sundry  inconveniences  in  quartering  Col. 
Sheldon’s  Regt.  of  light  horse  at  the  towns  of  Guilford  and  Branford, 
agreable  to  a resolve  of  this  Board  on  the  7th  inst. : On  consideration 

thereof  and  the  reasons  assigned,  this  Board  are  of  opinion  and  do 
resolve  and  order,  that  sd  regt.  be  and  they  are  order’d  to  be  quarter’d 
the  ensuing  winter  at  the  societys  of  Worthington,  Kensington,  New 
Britain  and  Westfield  and  Middlefield  in  the  towns  of  Farmington 
and  Middletown,  and  the  D.  Quarter  Master  in  this  State  is  directed 
to  cause  provision  to  be  immediately  made  accordingly;  and  the  resolve 
respecting  their  quarters  at  Guilford  and  Branford,  pass’d  by  this 
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Board  on  the  7 th  of  Novr  last  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
and  made  void. 

On  memorial  of  Mr.  ¥m.  Winthrop,  stating  special  reasons  of 
importance  to  himself  and  for  the  interest  of  this  State:  He  is  per- 
mitted to  go  into  Hew  York  under  the  protection  of  a Flag,  either 
by  water  or  land,  to  transact  business  with  Wm.  Brown,  Esq,  from 
whom  a large  sum  is  due  to  his  father’s  estate,  and  also  settle  some 
family  matters  with  his  brother  Francis  and  respecting  his  brother 
John’s  affairs  who  has  died  there:  if  he  sho’d  go  by  water  to  be 
under  the  inspection  of  Col.  McClellan,  commander  of  the  forts  at 
H.  London  &c.  on  going  and  returning;  and  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  is  desir’d  [to]  grant  him  a Flag  accordingly. 

Resolved , That  Mr.  Shubael  Abbee  of  Windham  be  and  he  is  hereby 
appointed  and  authorized  to  repair  immediately  to  Boston  or  other 
place  in  the  Massachusetts,  and  in  behalf  of  this  State  contract  for 
and  purchase  for  the  use  of  sd  State  about  one  thousand  bushells  of 
salt  on  the  most  reasonable  terms  that  may  be,  to  be  paid  for  in  live 
beef  in  a short  time  at  market  price,  and  this  State  indempnifie  the 
sd  contractor  for  any  bargain  or  contract  he  shall  reasonably  make 
in  the  premises;  and  said  contractor  is  further  authorized  in  case  he 
shall  not  be  able  to  effect  such  contract  on  the  terms  aforesaid,  to 
engage  some  pork  in  payment  not  exceeding  one  quarter  part  of  the 
purchase.

On  the  memorial  of  Ebr  Plat  of  Hartford,  as  well  in  his  own  as  in 
behalf  of  Miss  Abigail  Lewis,  of  Huntington  in  Suffolk  county  and 
State  of  Hew  York,  shewing  to  this  Board  that  her  father,  Mr.  Joseph 
Lewis  decd,  has  for  a long  time  before  his  death  been  a principal 
merchant  in  that  place  and  at  his  decease  possess’d  of  a considerable 
quantity  of  British  and  India  goods  and  left  her  a handsome  legacy, 
and  she  being  disposed  to  remove  from  Long  Island  into  this  State 
with  her  property  and  that  the  memorialist  being  about  to  make  her 
his  companion  for  life  in  marriage,  praying  that  the  sd  Abigail  with 
her  brother  Joseph,  a minor,  may  be  permitted  to  remove  from  Long 
Island  into  this  State  and  to  bring  with  them  their  cloathing,  house- 
hold furniture  and  sundry  articles  of  merchandize  &c. : This  Board 

having  taken  into  consideration  the  subject  matter  of  sd  memorial,  do 
thereupon  permit  the  memorialist  to  go  to  Long  Island  for  the  pur- 
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pose  aforesaid  and  return,  and  afterward  that  he  be  indulged  with  a 
Flag  or  licence  boat  to  go  to  Long  Island,  and  thereupon  that  the  s'1 
Miss  Abigail  Lewis  with  her  brother  Joseph  be  permitted  to  remove 
from  Long  Island  into  this  State  and  that  they  with  the  memorialist 
bring  with  them  their  cloathing,  household  furniture  and  moneys,  but 
not  to  bring  or  import  any  goods  or  merchandize  whatsoever : all  to 
be  under  the  inspection  of  Sam1  Bishop  and  James  Hillhouse,  Esqrs, 
of  New  Llaven,  to  see  that  nothing  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  permission  is  carried  or  brought. 

On  the  memorial  of  John  McGoffin  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pen- 
sylvania,  representing  to  this  Board  that  in  early  life  he  left  the 
Kingdom  of  Ireland,  his  native  country,  came  over  to  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  where  he  served  a clerk  or  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  George 
Kennedy  an  eminent  merchant  of  sd  city,  and  continued  to  reside  in 
Philadelphia  untill  the  year  1775  he  went  over  to  Ireland,  partly  on 
his  own  and  partly  on  the  business  of  Mr.  Kennedy,  with  intent  as 
soon  as  he  co’d  accomplish  his  business  to  return,  but  by  reason  of  the 
rupture  between  Great  Britain  and  these  United  States  he  was  pre- 
vented of  his  return  as  soon  as  he  wished,  and  in  order  to  gain  a 
passage  about  18  months  since  he  found  means  to  go  from  Ireland  to 
Natzs  in  France  where  he  embarked  for  Martineco,  but  on  his  passage 
was  unfortunately  captured  by  a British  privateer  and  carried  back  to 
Ireland  where  he  was  detained  about  one  year  before  he  co’d  obtain 
any  part  of  the  value  of  the  property  he  lost  when  captured  from  the 
i[n]surers,  and  having  obtained  a part  he  laid  the  same  out  in  Ireland 
in  linnen  and  woollen  clothes  and  hose,  and  with  them  embarqued  for 
New  York,  where  he  arrived  the  10th  of  Octo.  last  and  has  since  re- 
moved his  goods  to  the  eastward  on  Long  Island,  and  as  he  professes 
to  have  been  before  he  went  to  Ireland  and  ever  since  a friend  to  the 
freedom  and  independance  of  these  States  and  has  the  sole  property 
of  the  following  goods  bro’t  over  from  Ireland  aforesd,  consisting  of 
151  peices  of  Irish  linnen,  2 boxes  of  woollen  clothes  and  one  box  of 
hose,  which  he  asks  to  be  permitted  to  be  bro’t  over  into  this  State 
subject  to  such  orders  and  regulations  and  restrictions  as  shall  appear 
just  and  reasonable,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Whereupon  it  is  con- 

sidered by  this  Board  and  resolved  that  the  sd  John  McGoffin  have 
liberty,  and  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  bring  over  from 
Long  Island  the  goods  and  articles  aforesd  to  the  town  of  Milford  under 
the  inspection  of  Mr.  Gideon  Buckingham  of  sd  Milford,  and  on  his 
being  satisfied  of  their  being  fairly  imported  according  to  the  purport 
of  this  permit  the  same  are  to  be  certified  by  the  sd  Mr.  Buckingham 
to  James  Beard,  Esq,  of  Derby  who  is  hereby  requested  to  receive  the 
same  into  his  safe  custody  and  the  same  hold  and  keep  subject  to  the 
order  and  direction  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  as  to  the 
further  disposition  thereof. 

Resolved , That  Kalph  Pomroy,  D.Q.M.  of  this  State,  furnish  Mr. 
D.Q.M.  Richards  at  New  London  with  orders  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  drawn  on  the  2s.  6d.  tax  payable  the  first  of 
December  next,  to  enable  him  to  furnish  the  troops  at  the  post  at  New 
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London  with  firewood  and  other  necessaries  for  the  use  of  said  troops: 
said  Richards  to  be  accountable. 

Resolved,  That  Capt.  Jabez  Perkins  of  Norwich  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  deliver  Mr.  Guy  Richards  junr,  D.Q.M.  at  New  London, 
twenty  lushels  of  salt  belonging  to  this  State,  for  the  use  of  the  troops 
at  that  post,  including  six  bushels  and  half  said  Richards  has  already 
received,  and  take  said  Richards’  rec1  therefor. 

Resolved,  That  Capt.  Jabez  Perkins  of  Norwich  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  barter  with  Mr.  William  Hubbard  for  eight  hundred 
bushels  of  salt  for  the  use  of  this  State  to  be  paid  for  in  wheat  flour, 
and  with  Capt.  Joseph  Packwood  for  such  quantity  as  he  may  procure 
of  him,  to  be  paid  for  in  like  manner;  and  Mr.  Ebenezer  Barnard 
junr  of  Harford  is  hereby  ordered  to  deliver  such  quantities  of  flour 
to  the  orders  of  Capt.  Jabez  Perkins  as  may  be  sufficient  to  pay  for 
said  salt,  and  the  same  to  te  adjusted  and  settled  by  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  in  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  said  Perkins  and  Barnard. 

Resolved,  That  the  commissions  granted  to  the  commanders  of  armed 
boats  in  this  State  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  revoked  and  recalled, 
and  the  several  persons  holding  the  same  are  strictly  forbid  to  act 
anything  under  the  same.  Also  that  the  permission  heretofore  granted 
by  this  Board  on  the  request  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  to  Major  John  Davis  to  import  from  Long  Island  thro’  this 
State  cloathing  for  their  line  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  — the 
same  having  had  its  proposed  effect  — be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revoked 
and  made  null  and  void ; and  the  selectmen  of  the  respective  towns  in 
this  State  are  directed  to  notify  all  persons  within  their  towns  hold- 
ing such  commissions  — and  the  said  Major  Davis  (if  within  their 
precincts)  of  this  resolve,  that  none  of  them  may  plead  ignorance  there- 
of. And  if  any  person  shall,  after  such  notice,  contravene  this  resolve, 
they  will  be  liable  to  the  same  forfeitures  as  they  would  have  been  if 
they  never  had  such  commission  or  permission. 

And  whereas  there  are  a number  of  boats  and  other  small  craft 
lying  on  the  seacoast  of  this  State  which  are  frequently  employed  in 
going  on  and  coming  from  Long  Island,  and  carrying  on  an  illicit 
intercourse  with  the  enemy,  besides  said  boats  &c.  are  continually  ex- 
posed to  the  enemy,  and  if  suffered  to  continue  in  the  present  situation 
may  become  an  object  of  some  importance  in  their  view:  Therefore 

resolved,  that  Brigadier  Gen1  Waterbury  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed 
and  impowered  to  give  immediate  orders  for  the  taking  up  and  secur- 
ing all  boats  and  small  craft  on  the  shore  from  New  Haven  inclusive 
to  the  west  line  of  the  State.  And  Colo.  Sam1  McClellan,  commandant 
of  the  fort  at  New  London  and  Groton  &c.  is  likewise  directed  and  im- 
powered to  take  up  and  secure  all  the  boats  and  small  craft  on  the 
shore  from  the  east  line  of  this  State  to  the  town  of  Branford  inclusive. 

Whereas  the  time  for  taking  in  beef  on  the  tax  of  two  shillings  and 
six  pence  on  the  pound  is  nearly  expired,  and  every  method  which 
this  Board  has  been  able  to  devise  has  proved  insufficient  to  procure 
the  salt  necessary  to  put  up  the  same,  and  the  season  is  such  that  the 
people  cannot  keep  their  fat  cattle  longer  without  great  injury  to  them- 
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selves  and  the  public,  and  no  other  method  than  the  following  appears 
likely  to  procure  the  salt  wanted : Therefore  resolved,  that  Mr. 

Nathan  Child  of  Woodstock  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed  and  author- 
ized to  collect  and  receive  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Kill- 
ingsly,  Woodstock,  Pomfret,  Ashford,  or  any  other  towns  in  the  vicinity 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  lists  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be, 
so  many  beef  cattle  upward  of  three  years  old,  well  fatted,  as  will  be 
sufficient  to  purchase  about  one  thousand  bushels  of  good  salt  for  the 
use  of  this  State,  which  cattle  so  received,  the  receiver  is  directed  to 
have  their  weight  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  is  ordered  by  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  estimation  of  the  weight  of  the  beef  cattle 
ordered  to  be  delivered  for  the  payment  of  the  four  monthly  penny 
taxes,  and  to  be  appraised  by  the  same  persons  now  appointed  in  the 
several  towns  for  that  purpose,  and  the  receiver  is  directed  to  give  a 
certificate  of  the  weight  of  said  beef  to  the  owner  thereof,  which 
certificate  the  collectors  of  said  tax  in  the  several  towns  are  directed

hereby  directed  to  deliver  Moses  Holmes,  Esqr,  or  order,  of  Willington 
receiver  of  provisions  for  that  town  on  the  State  tax  of  2 s 6,  twenty- 
five  bushels  of  Calais  or  French  salt  dd  to  his  care  by  order  of  Mr. 
Shubael  Abbee,  on  sd  Holmes’  producing  an  order  of  Pay-Table  for 
19%  bushels  of  rock  salt  or  thereabouts,  taking  up  sd  order,  with  sd 
Holmes’s  rec1  thereon  for  sd  25  bushels,  and  to  account  with  the  State. 

Sam1  Selden’s  account  referred  to  the  Pay-Table  to  liquidate  and 
settle  and  draw  on  the  2s.  6 tax  for  payment. 

Whereas  it  is  shown  to  this  Board  by  original  papers  &c.  by  Lieut. 
Enoch  Staples,  an  officer  on  command  at  Branford,  that  a whale-boat  is 
arrived  there  under  a flag  or  instrument  purporting  a flag  in  the 
following  terms,  viz:

thence  to  Branford  in  Connecticut  as  a flag  of  truce  for  the  purpose 
of  leaving  at  West  Haven  Hath11  Kimberly  a prisoner  on  parole,  and 
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to  bring  from  thence  Nicholas  Pratt  about  eleven  years  of  age,  (if 
permitted,)  and  to  bring  from  Branford  (if  permitted)  the  wife  and 
family  of  said  Bussell,  with  their  effects,  and  to  land  at  that  place 
Nehemiah  Meacham  and  Robert  Hotchkiss  prisoners  on  parole.  He  is 
also  to  inquire  on  what  terms  and  for  what  persons  the  prisoners  lately 
taken  at  Lyme  will  be  exchanged,  which  the  commanding  officer  at 
Branford  will  be  so  good  as  to  communicate  in  Writing

And  said  Lt.  Staples  having  for  the  present  detained  said  Flag  and 
moving  this  Board  for  directions  respecting  his  further  conduct  towards 
the  same:  On  consideration  whereof,  it  does  not  appear  to  this  Board 
that  said  Joshua  Upham,  Esqr,  has  authority  from  any  officer  of  his 
Britannic  Majesty  to  commissionate  or  send  any  flag  on  any  account. 
It  appears  to  this  Board  that  the  purpose  for  which  this  pretended  flag 
is  sent,  and  the  instructions  thereof  are,  at  least  in  part,  unusual,  im- 
proper and  illegal,  as  prisoners  brought  by  flags  are  always  to  be  de- 
livered to  some  commissary  of  prisoners,  or  proper  officer,  and  to  be 
receipted.  There  are  also  a quantity  of  British  goods  brought  in  said 
flag,  which  is  against  and  strictly  prohibited  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 
From  all  which,  as  well  as  from  the  character  of  the  three  pretended 
prisoners  on  parole  and  their  being  ordered  to  be  left  on  our  shores 
without  any  delivery,  creates  a strong  suspicion  that  said  prisoners  on 
parole  are  sent  on  an  insidious  and  treacherous  design,  contrary  to  the 
open  and  fair  manner  of  flags  which  intitles  them  to  protection  &c.  — 
nor  could  it  be  supposed  that  the  commanding  officer  at  Branford  had 
any  authority  to  agree  upon  the  terms  of  exchanging  the  prisoners 
lately  taken  at  Lyme;  and  from  many  other  circumstances  it  is  highly 
probable  said  flag  is  sent  on  a false  and  insidious  design : It  is  there- 

fore resolved,  that  said  Lt.  Staples  [be]  and  he  is  authorised  to  detain 
said  flag  and  hold  in  custody  the  hands  on  board  untill  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State  or  this  Board  shall  take  further  order  con- 
cerning the  same,  and  said  Staples  is  directed  to  lay  or  cause  the  state 
of  the  case  to  be  laid  before  the  next  General  Assembly. 

, Whereas  a pretended  flag  is  lately  received  from  Lt.  Colo.  Upham  at 
Lloyds  Neck,  with  three  prisoners  on  parole  so  called,  viz:  Nath1 

Kimberly,  Nehemiah  Meacham  and  Robert  Hotchkiss,  who  have  been 
by  the  master  of  said  flag  discharged  and  sent  out  at  large,  without 
delivery  to  any  proper  officer,  or  any  order : And  whereas  the  said 

Kimberly,  Meacham  and  Hotchkiss  are  represented  to  be  enemies  of  the 
United  States  and  to  have  assisted  the  British  forces  in  burning  New 
London,  S Island  &c. : It  is  therefore  resolved,  that  Colo.  Ed- 

ward Russell  of  Branford  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  give  proper 
orders  and  directions  for  apprehending  said  three  persons  and  their 
safe  keeping  at  the  goal  at  Hartford  or  elsewhere,  that  they  may  be 
duly  examined  and  dealt  with  as  to  law  and  justice  may  appertain. 
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Whereas  the  time  for  which  the  guard  raised  for  the  defence  of  the 
town  of  Branford  engaged  is  nearly  expired,  and  it  appearing  on  the 
representation  of  Colo.  Edward  Russell  that  it  is  necessary  for  pro- 
vision to  be  made  for  a guard  being  kept  up  at  said  town  untill  the 
General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  safety  of  that  place:  Resolved, 
that  said  Colo.  Russell  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  and  empowered 
to  raise  in  that  town  by  inlistment  or  detachment,  as  the  case  may 
require,  thirty  able-bodied  men  to  serve  as  a guard  on  the  sea  coast  in 
said  town,  under  the  command  of  Lt.  Enoch  Staples,  and  under  the  same 
regulations,  pay  and  wages,  as  the  guard  now  serving  them  are  by  law' 
entitled  to,  to  continue  in  service  untill  the  fifteenth  day  of  February 
next  — and  make  return  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  his  doings 
in  the  premises. 

28th.  An  order  to  B.  General  Ward,  to  inlist  or  detach  30  men 
for  defence  of  Guilford,  and  to  appoint  a lieutenant  to  command  — 
Similar  to  the  foregoing  resolve  for  Branford. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  immediately  detached  from  the  third  brigade 
of  militia  one  company  consisting  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one 
ensign  and  sixty  privates,  for  the  defence  of  the  post  at  New  London 
and  Groton;  and  from  the  fifth  brigade  one  more  company  to  consist 
of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign  and  sixty  privates,  to  be  held 
in  service  for  the  term  of  tw'O  months  after  their  arrival  in  said  post. 
And  that  Brigadier  General  Tyler  and  Douglass  give  immediate  orders 
for  said  detachments  within  their  respective  brigades,  and  have  them 
marched  to  said  post  and  join  Colo.  Sam1  McClellan,  commanding  officer 
there;  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Captain  General  be  desired  to  give 
his  orders  accordingly.

At  a meeting  of  the  Committees  appointed  by  the  States  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  Connecticut  and  New  Hampshire,  con- 
vened at  Boston,  on  Thursday  the  third  day  of  August,  in 

THE  YEAR  OF  OUR  LORD  ONE  THOUSAND  SEVEN  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHTY. 

Present : 

Tlie  Honble  Thomas  Cushing,  Esqr,  Nathaniel  Gorham,  Esqr, 
J ohn  Lowell,  Esqr,  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay. 

The  Honble  Jesse  Root,  Esqr,  from  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

The  Honble  John  Langdon,  Esqr,  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  State  of  Rhode  Island  were  notified  of  the  Convention,  ap- 
proved the  measure  and  appointed  a Commissioner,  hut  by  some 
means  he  was  prevented  from  attending. 

The  Commissioners  present  produced  their  several  appointments 
and  powers,  which  are  as  follows:

ing: and  procure  a generous  treatment  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
our  great  and  generous  Ally,  and  make  report  thereof  accordingly.

Resolved,  That  the  Honble  John  Langdon,  Esqr,  be  and  hereby  is 
appointed  a Delegate  for  and  on  behalf  of  this  State,  to  proceed  to 
Boston  to  join  with  such  Delegates  as  are  or  may  be  appointed  by 
the  States  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island,  to 
meet  at  Boston  on  the  2d  of  August  next,  to  consult  and  advise  in  all 
such  business  and  affairs  as  shall  be  brought  under  consideration  rela- 
tive to  the  war,  and  to  promote  and  forward  the  most  vigorous  exertions 
of  the  present  campaign,  and  to  cultivate  good  understanding  and

After  communication  of  the  powers  as  above,  the  Convention  made 
choice  of  the  Honble  Thomas  Cushing,  Esqr,  for  their  President,  and 
Henry  Alline  as  Clerk. 

And  they  proceeded  to  consult  and  advise  upon  the  means  necessary 
to  be  imployed  by  the  States  they  represent,  to  comply  with  the  requi- 
sitions of  Congress,  and  of  their  Committee  of  Co-operation  at  Head- 
Quarters,  and  to  carry  on  and  render  effectual  the  operations  of  the 
present  campaign;  and  having  adjourned  from  day  to  day  until  the 
ninth  day  of  August  instant,  agreed  and  resolved  to  recommend  to 
their  respective  States  the  following  measures: 

1st.  That  notwithstanding  these  States  have  ordered  the  number 
of  men  required  of  them,  and  made  great  exertions  to  raise  them,  and 
the  greater  part  are  already  gone  on  to  the  army,  yet  as  the  intended 
operations  of  the  present  campaign  will  not  admit  of  any  diminution 
of  the  force  required,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  States 
represented  in  this  Convention,  to  cause  their  complement  of  men  to 
he  immediately  completed. 

2dly.  That  in  order  to  preserve  uniformity  in  the  purchases  in 
the  different  States  aforesaid,  and  to  prevent  irregularity  and  dis- 
appointment in  procuring  and  forwarding  the  supplies  to  the  army: 

Resolved , That  it  he  recommended  to  the  Supreme  Executive  of 
each  State,  to  direct  the  persons  at  the  head  of  the  purchasing  depart- 
ment in  them  respectively,  to  correspond  with  each  other,  and,  as 
often  as  once  every  month,  to  inform  each  other  of  the  purchases  they 
have  made,  what  they  have  sent  on,  and  what  they  will  be  able  to 
furnish  in  the  run  of  a month,  with  the  average  price  they  give. 

3dly.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  afore- 
said, as  a measure  necessary,  that  they  transport  their  quota  of  the 
supplies  required  to  the  army,  or  wherever  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
or  other  proper  officer,  shall  direct,  for  the  present  and  until  other 
means  of  conveyance  are  provided,  and  charge  the  same  to  the  United 
States,  and  to  give  information  thereof  to  the  Commander-in-Chief 
and  the  Committee  of  co-operation. 

4th.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States,  to 
impower  the  chief  officer  of  the  American  troops  serving  with  the 
allied  army,  to  take  prudent  measures  to  prevent  any  imposition  or 
frauds  being  practiced  by  people  bringing  provisions  to  market  and 
the  army,  by  extorting  exorbitant  prices  or  otherways,  and  to  issue 
such  orders  from  time  to  time  as  may  have  a tendency  to  induce  people 
to  bring  plentifully  to  market  and  to  sell  at  reasonable  prices. 
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5th.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  that 
have  acts  laying  an  embargo  on  the  transportation  of  articles  by  land 
from  one  State  to  another,  to  repeal  them  as  being  unnecessary  and 
tending  rather  to  injure  than  serve  the  common  cause  we  are  engaged 
to  support  and  maintain ; to  continue  embargos  on  provisions  by  water, 
and  that  particular  care  be  taken  to  prevent  all  illicit  trade  with  the 
enemy. 

6th.  It  is  considered  to  be  of  great  importance  that  the  old  con- 
tinental bills  should  be  sunk,  agreeable  to  the  resolution  of  Congress, 
in  order  to  support  the  public  credit,  and  that  all  the  States  should 
adopt  effectual  measures  for  that  purpose. 

Therefore,  resolved,  To  recommend  to  our  respective  States,  to  sink 
the  quota  of  said  bills  assigned  them,  by  taxation  as  far  as  possible; 
and  in  case  the  whole  cannot  be  sunk  within  the  time  limited  by 
that  means,  that  the  States  employ  such  other  effectual  measures  for 
the  purpose  as  shall  be  most  agreeable  to  them. 

That  each  State  immediately  inform  Congress  of  the  measures 
they  have  taken,  which  were  adopted  in  full  confidence  and  expectation 
of  the  other  States  complying  with  the  resolution  of  Congress,  whicli 
will  be  rendered  extensively  beneficial  only  by  the  co-operation  of  all, 
and  may  be  totally  defeated  by  the  failure  of  any. 

7th.  Resolved,  To  recommend  to  each  of  these  States  as  a necessary 
means  to  support  the  credit  of  the  new  bills,  immediately  to  establish 
funds  for  sinking,  annually,  at  least  one-sixth  part  of  the  bills  they 
shall  emit  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  Congress;  and  that  the  tax 
for  raising  a fund  for  the  first  year  be  paid  in  silver  and  gold,  or  the 
produce  of  the  country;  the  other  five  years  to  be  paid  in  silver  and 
gold  or  the  specific  bills,  not  to  be  reissued;  that  the  credit  of  the 
paper  bills  must  rest  upon  the  funds  provided  for  their  redemption ; 
as  in  our  opinion  every  attempt  to  support  their  credit  by  forcing 
them  into  circulation  tends  to  defeat  the  purpose  and  to  depreciate 
them. 

8.  Resolved,  To  recommend  to  the  States  aforesaid,  not  to  emit 
any  more  bills  on  their  own  particular  credit,  and  in  no  case  to  have 
in  circulation  at  any  one  time,  of  both  State  and  new  Continental 
bills,  more  than  the  quantity  assigned  them  by  the  resolution  of 
Congress. 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  aforesaid, 
that  whenever  any  soldier  or  seaman  belonging  to  any  of  the  said 
States,  passing  through  another  State,  shall  fall  sick  and  be  in  want, 
(where  he  cannot  be  conveniently  sent  to  a public  hospital.)  the 
selectmen  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  he  shall 
so  fall  sick,  and  shall  take  care  to  provide  for  him  necessary  physic 
and  nursing  at  the  expense  of  the  State  to  which  he  belongs,  keeping 
a particular  account  of  the  expenses,  and  have  the  same  subscribed  by 
said  soldier  or  seaman,  with  a certificate  of  the  State,  town,  regiment 
and  company,  or  vessel,  to  which  he  belongs,  whenever  it  can  be  done; 
which  account  shall  be  adjusted  and  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
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State  in  which  he  fell  sick  and  be  reimbursed  by  the  State  to  which 
he  belongs. 

10th.  Resolved , That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  aforesaid, 
to  use  proper  caution  to  prevent  any  improper  articles  of  intelligence 
being  communicated  to  the  enemy  through  the  channel  of  newspapers 
or  otherways,  to  the  prejudice  of  public  measures. 

11.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  aforesaid, 
that  whenever  any  levies  of  men  are  called  for  from  said  States,  the 
men  procured  or  hired  by  one  State  or  their  subjects  from  another, 
without  the  license  of  the  State  to  which  the  man  belongs,  shall  be 
counted  to  the  quota  of  the  State  to  which  he  belongs,  in  like  manner 
as  soldiers  raised  for  the  continental  army. 

12th.  Although  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  no  exertions 
ought  to  be  spared  on  the  part  of  these  States  to  facilitate  and  carry 
into  execution  the  measures  adopted  for  the  present  campaign,  yet 
they  conceive  it  to  be  essential  to  our  final  safety,  to  the  establishment 
of  public  credit,  and  to  put  a speedy  and  happy  issue  to  the  present 
calamitous  war,  that  the  union  of  these  States  be  fixed  in  a more 
solid  and  permanent  manner,  that  the  powers  of  Congress  be  more 
clearly  ascertained  and  defined,  and  that  the  important  national  con- 
cerns of  the  United  States  be  under  the  superintendency  and  direction 
of  one  supreme  head;  that  the  proper  estimates  of  our  public  wants 
be  seasonably  made,  and  the  necessary  resources  provided,  and  regu- 
larly and  economically  drawn  forth  and  expended. 

To  that  end,  resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  afore- 
said, to  impower  their  Delegates  in  Congress  to  confederate  with  such 
of  the  States  as  will  accede  to  the  Confederation  proposed  by  Con- 
gress, and  that  they  invest  their  Delegates  in  Congress  with  powers 
competent  for  the  government  and  direction  of  all  those  common  and 
national  affairs  which  do  not  nor  can  come  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  particular  States;  and  that  the  States  aforesaid  represent  to 
Congress  the  importance  and  necessity  of  their  so  doing;  that  they 
form  a permanent  system,  establishing  proper  boards,  officers  and 
regulations  for  the  direction  of  the  several  departments  necessary 
to  be  executed  under  Congress,  to  the  end  that  proper  estimates  of 
the  public  wants  may  be  seasonably  made  and  sufficient  funds  of  money 
provided  for  answering  the  same  from  the  States,  or  by  foreign  loans 
procured  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States;  that  the  resources  of  the 
nation  may  be  regularly  drawn  forth  and  economically  expended,  and 
that  the  States  be  seasonably  called  upon  for  supplies  of  men  and 
money,  for  filling  the  public  magazines,  and  the  establishment  of  the 
army  during  the  war. 

13th.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  aforesaid, 
to  request  of  Congress,  in  order  to  prevent  such  embarrassments  and 
expence  as  the  States  have  labored  under  in  furnishing  supplies  for 
the  present  campaign,  happening  again,  that  effectual  means  be  im- 
mediately employed  to  fill  the  public  magazines  and  to  raise  men  to 
fill  the  continental  battalions  for  the  war  by  the  18th  of  January 
next.  And  it  is  further  recommended,  that  in  case  the  war  continues 
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and  Congress  should  not  take  measures  for  the  purpose  and  notify 
the  States  aforesaid  by  the  first  of  November  next,  that  the  said  States 
do  at  all  events  furnish  their  quota  of  men  and  provisions,  and 
charge  the  same  to  the  United  States;  and  to  procure  uniformity  in 
the  measures  that  may  be  necessary  to  be  taken  by  these  States  in 
common  with  each  other,  this  Convention  recommend  a meeting  of 
Commissioners  from  the  several  States  to  he  held  at  Hartford  on 
the  2d  Wednesday  of  November  next,  and  invite  the  State  of  New 
York  and  others  to  join  them  that  shall  think  proper.

The  Convention  met  from  day  to  day,  and  after  having  discussed 
several  matters  which  were  deemed  proper  subjects  of  deliberation 
[agreed]  to  the  following  resolutions: 

Ho.  1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  of  Hew 
Hampshire,  Massachusets,  and  Ilhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions, to  raise  as  soon  as  possible  the  number  of  troops  required  of  them 
by  Congress  to  serve  in  the  continental  army,  in  a mode  as  nearly 
similar  as  their  respective  circumstances  will  admit  to  that  advanced 
by  the  State  of  Hew  York  and  Connecticut. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  forthwith  send  a copy  of  the  above 
resolution  with  a circular  letter  upon  the  subject  to  the  Executives  of 
the  States  of  Hew  Hampshire,  Massachusets  and  Bhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations. 

The  draft  of  a circular  letter  for  the  above  purpose  was  read  and 
agreed  to,  and  is  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

Hartford,  Hovember  14th,  1780. 

Sir : Your  Excellency  will  receive  herewith  a copy  of  a resolution 

of  the  Convention  now  sitting  in  this  place,  recommending  to  the 
States  of  Hew  Hampshire,  Massachusets,  and  Rhode  Island  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations,  to  raise  as  soon  as  possible  the  number  of  troops 
required  of  them  by  Congress  to  serve  in  the  continental  army  in  a 
mode  as  nearly  similar  as  their  respective  circumstances  will  admit  to 
that  observed  by  the  States  of  Hew  York  and  Connecticut.  I also 
transmit  you  a copy  of  the  act  passed  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  as 
also  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  of  Hew  York  relative  the  filling 
up  and  compleating  their  respective  quotas  of  the  continental  army. 
As  the  gentlemen  from  Hew  York  were  unprovided  with  their  law', 
they  have  furnished  an  abstract  only  from  recollection ; they  conceive, 
however,  there  is  no  material  error. 

Your  Excellency  will  observe  a difference  in  the  measures  taken  by 
Connecticut  and  Hewr  York,  the  former  raising  their  men  for  three 
years  or  during  the  war,  the  latter  during  the  war  only.  As  individuals 
we  are  in  sentiment  with  the  mode  observed  by  Hew  York,  yet  in  our 
resolution  we  forbore  to  touch  this  point,  particularly  lest  we  should 
by  approving  the  act  of  Connecticut  seem  to  contravene  the  acts  of 
Congress  which  expressly  requires  that  the  men  should  be  engaged  to 
serve  during  the  war.  If,  however,  it  should  be  deemed  impracticable 
to  procure  the  whole  number  during  the  war,  it  would  be  proper  to 
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leave  to  the  recruit  the  alternative  of  engaging  for  three  years  or  dur- 
ing the  war,  and  to  give  an  additional  bounty  to  such  as  shall  inlist 
for  the  latter  period.  After  the  resolutions  of  Congress  and  the  press- 
ing letters  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  upon  this  interesting  subject, 
w’e  presume  it  needless  for  us  to  attempt  to  excite  the  immediate  atten- 
tion and  exertions  of  your  State.  Let  it  suffice  to  observe,  that  we  are 
persuaded  the  salvation  of  this  country,  under  Heaven,  depends  chiefly 
if  not  solely  upon  our  having  speedily  in  the  field  a permanent  army. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut,  referred  to  in  the  above 
letter,  is  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

At  a General  Assembly  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  holden  at  Hartford  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  October,  1780. 

An  Act  for  filling-  up  and  compleating  this  State’s  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
there  be  forthwith  raised  within  this  State  four  thousand  two  hundred 
and  forty-eight  able-bodied  effective  men  including  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates,  to  serve  during  the  war  or  three  years,  including 
those  already  in  service  from  this  State  and  which  are  accounted  as 
a part  of  this  State’s  quota  in  the  continental  army.  And  that  the 
whole  number  aforesaid  be  apportioned  out  to  each  town  within  this 
State,  excepting  the  town  of  Greenwich,  according  to  the  grand  list 
from  the  year  1779,  exclusive  of  the  increase  on  the  fourfold  assess- 
ments; each  town  having  credit  for  such  number  of  men  as  they  now 
have  in  service  for  either  of  said  terms. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the 
several  towns  within  this  State  shall  forthwith  choose  a committee, 
who  shall  divide  all  the  inhabitants  thereof,  who  give  in  a list  or  are 
included  in  any  militia  roll,  either  of  the  train  band,  alarm  list,  or 
companies  of  horse,  into  as  many  classes  according  to  their  list  as  such 
town  shall  be  deficient  in  number  of  men ; and  each  of  said  classes  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  next,  procure  a good,  able-bodied 
effective  recruit,  to  serve  during  the  war  or  for  three  years,  unless  such 
towns  shall  in  some  other  way  procure  the  whole  number  of  men  to  be 
by  them  raised  as  aforesaid.  And  that  in  case  any  one  or  more  of 
said  classes  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  procure  their  recruits  by  the  time 
limited  as  aforesaid  such  town  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  im- 
powered  to  hire  such  recruit  for  each  of  said  neglecting  classes,  and 
may  assess  said  class  or  the  several  neglecting  individuals  thereof  ac- 
cording to  their  several  lists  for  the  year  1779,  except  such  of  them 
as  had  no  list  in  that  town  for  that  year,  who  shall  be  assessed 
according  to  their  list  for  the  year  1780  double  the  sum  which  such 
town  shall  give  to  hire  said  recruit;  and  the  several  town  collectors  or 
such  other  persons  as  shall  by  said  town  be  appointed  for  that  purpose 
are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered,  by  distress  or  otherwise, 
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to  collect  said  assessment.  And  that  each  and  every  town  that  shall 
neglect  to  raise  their  whole  quota  of  men  by  the  twentieth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary next  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  as  a 
penalty  for  such  neglect  double  the  sum  it  shall  cost  upon  an  average 
to  procure  a recruit  for  each  and  every  deficiency. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  town  shall  receive  out  of  the 
treasury  of  this  State  thirty  pounds  in  bills  of  credit  issuing  out  under 
the  authority  of  this  State  for  each  able-bodied  effective  recruit  which 
they  shall  procure  to  inlist  as  aforesaid  and  be  mustered  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  their  respective  regiments,  which  sum  shall  by  said 
town  be  paid  over  to  such  class  as  shall  procure  such  recruit,  or  other- 
wise as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  every  recruit  shall  be  accounted  part 
of  the  quota  of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs,  unless  such  town  hath 
obtained  its  full  compliment. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  recruits  inlisted  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  wages,  refreshments,  family  supports,  and 
emoluments  whatsoever,  as  those  already  engaged  in  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  continental  army  are  entitled  to  have  and  receive.  And 
the  several  towns  in  this  State  by  their  selectmen  or  otherwise  shall 
procure  for  each  recruit  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  raise  a good  blanket 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  apprized  by  judicious  men  under  oath,  an 
account  of  which  being  duely  certifyed  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
shall  entitle  them  to  orders  for  payment  out  of  the  publick  treasury. 
And  the  Captain  General  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  from  time  to  time 
the  necessary  orders  for  mustering,  marching  and  forwarding  the  re- 
cruits so  inlisted  to  the  army,  who  shall  have  liberty  to  join  any  regi- 
ment or  company  of  foot  of  the  Connecticut  Line  not  compleated  to 
their  full  compliment  of  men  at  their  election.

The  abstract  of  the  law  of  ISTew  York  referred  to  in  the  above  let- 
ter is  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

An  Abstract  of  the  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  for 
compleating  their  Quota  of  Troops  to  serve  in  the  Continental  Army. 

The  Governor  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  informed  of  the  deficiency  in 
the  quota  of  the  State  is  authorized  to  direct  a competent  number  of 
men  to  be  raised  in  the  several  counties  according  to  an  apportion- 
ment established  by  the  Legislature.  The  number  of  men  assigned  to 
a county  are  apportioned  among  the  several  militia  regiments  in  the 
county  by  the  supervisors  of  the  county.  These  apportionments,  both 
as  to  the  counties  by  the  Legislature  and  as  to  the  regiments  by  the 
supervisors,  are  made  agreeable  to  what  is  deemed  the  comparative 
account  of  estates  in  each  county  and  regiment.  The  number  of  men 
to  be  furnished  by  a militia  regiment  being  thus  fixed,  the  field  officers 
divide  all  male  inhabitants  of  sixteen  years  and  upwards  resident  with- 
in the  district  of  the  regiment  into  as  many  classes  as  there  are  re- 
cruits to  be  furnished  by  the  regiment.  In  making  these  classes  the 
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rich  and  poor  are  mingled  together  so  as  to  make  the  classes  in  point  of 
estate  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be.  Three  persons  in  each  class  are  to  be 
served  with  a copy  of  the  list  of  the  persons  of  which  the  class  consists, 
and  within  four  weeks  after  such  service  the  class  is  to  produce  a re- 
cruit to  serve  during  the  war.  If  the  class  do  not  furnish  the  recruit 
it  is  to  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  in  specie  or  new  bills 
of  credit  emitted  upon  the  credit  of  the  State  pursuant  to  the  act  of 
Congress  of  the  11th  of  March  last.  This  sum  is  to  be  apportioned 
among  the  class  by  the  assessors  of  the  town  according  to  what  may  be 
deemed  the  amount  of  the  estate  of  each  person,  and  to  be  levied  by 
a serjeant  of  the  regiment  by  warrant  from  the  commanding  officer: 
each  able-bodied  man  in  the  class  is  to  be  assessed  at  least  one  dollar 
and  a half.  If  one  or  more  individuals  in  a class  procure  a recruit  at 
their  own  expence  they  have  a remedy  by  suit  to  recover  from  the 
others  in  the  class  their  respective  proportions  of  such  expence,  in 
which  case  the  court  determine  the  proportion  of  the  several  persons 
according  to  their  respective  estates.  By  the  same  law  a tax  is  laid 
upon  all  persons  whose  sons  have  gone  off  and  joined  the  enemy  of 
nine  pence  in  the  pound  upon  the  amount  of  their  estates  for  each 
son.  The  monies  arising  from  this  tax  and  the  fines  upon  delinquent 
classes  is  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  by  the  Governor  and  paid  into 
the  hands  of  recruiting  officers,  to  be  applied  towards  raising  recruits. 

Note.  The  Supervisor  is  an  officer  elected  in  each  town,  and  the 
supervisors  meet  in  county  convention  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the 
accounts  of  the  county  and  apportioning  among  the  several  towns  the 
tax  charged  upon  the  county. 

No.  2.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States 
represented  in  this  Convention,  punctually  to  comply  with  any  requi- 
sitions which  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  shall  find  it  neces- 
sary to  make  for  detachments  from  the  militia  to  strengthen  the  bat- 
talions of  the  lines  of  the  respective  States,  untill  they  shall  be  filled 
up  with  recruits  for  three  years  or  during  the  war. 

No.  3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  most  earnestly  recommended  to  the 
several  States  represented  in  this  Convention,  punctually  to  comply 
with  every  requisition  from  Congress  for  men,  money,  provisions  or 
other  supplies  for  the  war. 

No.  4.  Whereas  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of  many  if  not  all 
the  United  States  in  not  seasonably  supplying  their  respective  quotas 
of  supplies  required  by  Congress,  the  army  has  greatly  suffered  and 
been  frequently  brought  into  a very  critical  and  dangerous  situation, 
and  those  offensive  operations  against  the  enemy  have  been  prevented, 
which  might  otherwise  been  prosecuted  to  great  advantage : And 

whereas  there  is  great  danger  that  in  case  some  of  the  States  should  be 
deficient  in  their  supplies  while  others  furnish  their  full  quotas,  such 
jealousies  and  distrusts  will  arise  as  may  prove  very  detrimental  to 
the  common  cause,  and  possibly  destructive  of  the  Union : 
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Therefore  resolved , That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  several 
States  represented  in  this  Convention,  to  instruct  tliir  respective  Dele- 
gates to  use  their  influence  in  Congress  that  the  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  army  of  the  United  States  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  take 
such  measures  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  the  publick  service  may 
render  necessary,  to  induce  the  several  States  to  a punctual  compli- 
ance with  the  requisitions  which  have  been  or  may  be  made  by  Con- 
gress for  supplies  for  the  year  1780  and  1781. 

No.  5.  This  Convention  having  received  information  that  large 
quantities  of  cloathing  for  the  army  are  lying  in  store  at  Boston  and 
Springfield, 

Resolved , That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  of  Massachusetts, 
Connecticutt  and  New  York,  to  impress  teams,  if  they  cannot  be  other- 
wise readily  obtained,  and  forward  the  cloathing  by  the  most  direct 
rout  through  their  respective  territories  to  the  army. 

No.  6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States 
represented  in  this  Convention,  to  instruct  their  Delegates  to  propose 
and  agree  in  Congress,  that  an  estimate  should  be  made  of  the  annual 
amount  of  the  interest  of  the  loan-office  certificates  heretofore  issued, 
and  also  of  all  other  debts  already  due  from  the  several  continental 
purchasing  officers,  and  which  can  conveniently  be  funded.  That  Con- 
gress should  then  propose  certain  taxes  upon  specifick  articles,  or  duties 
or  imposts,  or  all  or  either  of  them,  as  Congress  may  think  proper 
and  deem  to  operate  in  the  most  equal  manner  among  the  several 
States,  the  neat  product  of  which  Congress  may  judge  sufficient  for 
discharging  such  interest.  That  the  several  Stat.es  should  thereupon 
make  the  necessary  provisions  by  law,  to  enable  Congress  to  levy  and 
collect  such  taxes,  duties  or  imposts,  within  them  respectively,  and 
that  the  Delegates  should  be  authorized  to  pledge  the  faith  of  their 
respective  States  that  they  will  pass  the  requisite  laws  for  the  purpose, 
with  a restriction  that  the  Delegates  shall  not  have  authority  to  bind 
their  respective  States  unless  the  Delegates  from  all  the  States,  except 
such  who  are  so  in  the  power  of  the  enemy  as  to  be  deprived  of  a 
Legislature,  should  have  similar  powers.  That  such  taxes,  duties  or 
imposts,  should  be  applied  solely  to  the  payment  of  such  interest. 
And  that,  inasmuch  as  it  will  be  impossible  to  ascertain  precisely 
the  sum  which  such  taxes,  duties  or  imposts,  may  annually  yield,  that, 
therefore,  if  during  any  years  the  product  should  exceed  the  amount 
of  such  interest,  that  such-excess  shall  nevertheless  be  retained  in 
the  continental  treasury,  and  in  the  ensuing  year  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  payment  of  such  interest  as  shall  have  then  accrued,  and  to  no 
other  purpose. 

No.  7.  Whereas  through  the  neglect  of  many  States  in  the  union, 
in  a full  and  seasonable  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  Congress 
of  the  18th  of  March  last,  Congress  have  not  been  able  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  money  which  they  expected  to  pay  their  troops  and  trans- 
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port  the  necessary  supplies  to  the  army,  which  has  occasioned  not 
only  discontent  in  our  army  but  great  embarrassments  in  our  affairs: 
Therefore,  resolved,  That  it  be  most  earnestly  recommended  to  the 
several  States  represented  in  this  Convention,  to  take  effectual  measures 
to  sink  their  full  quotas  of  the  continental  bills  by  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  Congress. 

No.  8.  Whereas  the  laws  heretofore  passed  by  the  several  States 
have  proved  insufficient  for  the  purpose, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  States  repre- 
sented in  this  Convention,  to  take  such  further  measures  as  may  be 
effectual  to  prevent  any  unlawfull  commerce  or  intercourse  with  the 
enemy. 

No.  9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  represented 
in  this  Convention,  to  appoint  a Commissioner  or  Commissioners  to 
meet  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  contracts  for  supplying  the  fleet 
and  army  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty  with  provisions.  That  the 
Commissioners  from  the  respective  States  should  be  fully  authorized 
to  enter  into  such  contracts,  and  that  the  Commissioners  should  meet 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Governor  of  Connecticut  shall  certify 
for  the  purpose. 

No.  10.  To  the  end  that  Congress,  untill  the  Confederation  shall 
be  agreed  to,  may  be  furnished  with  a rule  for  making  apportionments 
of  men,  money  or  other  supplies,  among  the  several  States, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  represented  in 
this  Convention,  to  instruct  their  Delegates  to  propose  and  agree  in 
Congress  that  Congress  should  require  of  the  several  States  forthwith 
to  return  the  number  of  persons,  black  as  well  as  white,  within  them 
respectively. 


The  Letter  addressed  to  the  President  of  Congress  is  in  the  follow- 
ing words,  to  wit : Sir : By  the  direction  of  the  Convention  held 

at  this  place,  I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  Your  Excellency  their 
proceedings,  with  a request  that  you  will  please  to  lay  them  before 
Congress.  From  these  proceedings  Congress  will  be  able  to  collect  the 
original  design  of  our  appointment  and  the  measures  we  have  recom- 
mended to  our  constituents,  to  draw  forth  the  requisite  supplies  and 
to  remove  the  present  public  embarrassments. 

Congress  will  observe  that  in  addressing  ourselves  to  our  con- 
stituents we  have  taken  notice  only  of  such  inconveniences  as  it  was 
supposed  Congress  could  not  provide  against  without  the  previous  aid 
and  consent  of  the  several  Legislatures.  We  apprehend,  however,  that 
our  affairs  are  become  embarrassed  from  other  causes,  against  which 
it  is  in  the  power  of  Congress  to  apply  the  proper  remedy,  and  upon 
which,  tho’  with  the  utmost  deference,  we  shall  presume  to  offer  our 
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sentiments.  We  have  now  been  engaged  in  the  war  for  upwards  of 
five  years,  and  our  public  business  is  still  continued  upon  what  we 
conceive  to  be  a defective  system,  Congress  either  by  themselves  or 
their  committees  retaining  a considerable  share  in  the  executive  de- 
partments. This  is  productive  of  great  delay,  and  as  Congress  with 
respect  to  the  individuals  of  which  it  is  composed  is  fluctuating,  the 
train  or  connection  of  business  must  necessarily  he  lost.  Indeed  it 
would  be  needless  to  enumerate  all  the  disadvantages  which  must  neces- 
sarily result  from  the  mode  in  which  the  general  concerns  of  the  States 
are  at  present  conducted:  they  must  occur  upon  the  least  reflection 

and  we  cannot  avoid  expressing  our  earnest  wishes  for  a reform. 
Which  would  he  the  most  eligible  arrangement  it  would  be  improper 
for  us  to  mention,  the  wisdom  of  Congress  will  undoubtedly  suggest 
it,  and  we  shall  only  indulge  ourselves  in  giving  a general  idea  and 
observing  that  in  our  apprehension  the  Commander-in-Chief  ought  to 
have  the  sole  direction  of  the  military  operations,  and  an  individual 
should  have  the  charge  of  each  department,  who  should  be  responsible; 
and  especially,  that  a person  who  from  peculiarity  of  talents,  abilities 
and  integrity,  may  be  supposed  equal  to  the  business,  should  be  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  finances.  The  want,  or  supposed  want,  of  competent 
powers  in  Congress  to  try  and  punish  such  officers  of  their  appoint- 
ment as  do  not  serve  in  or  are  not  annexed  to  the  army  is  exceedingly 
injurious.  And  we  would  suggest  to  Congress  the  necessity  of  their 
devising  a proper  mode  of  trial  and  punishment  of  persons  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  and  who  cannot  consistently  be  brought 
within  the  articles  of  war.  From  the  circular  letter  to  the  States 
whom  we  have  the  honor  to  represent,  Congress  will  perceive  that  we 
have  requested  their  attention  to  this  subject,  and  we  trust  they  will 
readily  carry  into  effect  any  acts  which  Congress  may  pass  for  this 
essential  purpose. 

His  Excellency  Governor  Trumbull  has  been  pleased  to  communi- 
cate to  us  the  requisitions  of  Congress  for  supplies  for  the  ensuing 
year.  We  could  have  wished  that  these  requisitions  had  been  earlier 
made,  as  the  season  for  salting  provisions  is  nearly  elapsed,  and  we 
are,  therefore,  fearfull  that  a punctual  compliance  will  be  imprac- 
ticable. 


A Letter  to  the  States  not  represented  in  this  Convention  is  in  the 
words  following,  viz. : 

Hartford,  Hovr  22nd,  1780. 

Sir : By  the  direction  of  the  Convention  held  at  this  place,  I have 
the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  their  proceedings,  with  a 
request  that  you  will  please  to  lay  them  before  the  Legislature  of  your 
State. 

As  the  measures  we  have  recommended  to  the  States  by  whose 
appointment  we  met  will  depend  for  their  efficacy  upon  the  concur- 
rence of  the  other  States,  we  conceive  it  our  duty  to  communicate 
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them  immediately,  in  order  that  if  they  should  be  deemed  eligible 
they  might  with  the  greater  dispatch  be  carried  into  effect. 

I remain  with  the  most  sincere  wishes  for  the  success  [of J our  com- 
mon cause  and  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  our  sister  States,

To  the  Honble  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  Hartford  in  State 
of  Connecticut  on  the  2d  Thursday  of  May  instant. 

Your  Honor’s  Commissioner  appointed  with  others  to  meet  Com- 
missioners from  the  other  New  England  States  and  the  State  of  New 
York  in  Convention  to  be  holden  at  Providence  on  the  12th  day  of 
April  last,  for  purposes  mentioned  in  your  Honor’s  commission,  begs 
leave  to  report : 

That  agreeable  to  appointment  he  attended  at  Providence  with 
his  credentials,  — that  he  waited  at  said  place  until  Tuesday  the  17th 
of  said  April,  when  the  gentlemen  present  on  said  occasion  were  as 
follows :

great  occasion  they  should  manifest  a like  neglect,  the  interests  of  the 
States  might  be  subjected  to  very  essential  detriment.

on  some  Regular  Method  of  sending  on'  Supplies  of  Beef  &c. 
to  the  Army  during  the  present  year.

Resolved  unanimously , as  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  That  the 
most  strenuous  exertions  ought  to  be  made  by  the  aforesaid  respective 
States  in  order  to  furnish  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  army,  and 
that  as  Heaven  has  furnished  us  with  the  means  we  shall  be  guilty 
of  unpardonable  negligence  if  we  omit  a punctual  complyance  of  our 
duty  herein. 

And  as  a failure  from  either  of  the  said  States  may  be  attended 
with  the  most  fatal  consequences  to  ourselves  and  posterity,  by  a con- 
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tinuance  or  increase  of  the  miseries  and  distresses  of  war,  and  a punc- 
tual compliance  we  have  great  reason  to  believe,  under  the  smile  of 
Heaven,  will  have  the  most  happy  tendency  of  restoring  to  us  the 
blessings  of  peace:  And  as  the  army  are  in  need  of  immediate  sup- 

plies of  fresh  beef  for  the  month  of  July  and  any  particular  regula- 
tions of  particular  times  of  forwarding  may  tend  to  make  a most 
dangerous  delay, 

Therefore,  resolved,  That  it  le  most  earnestly  recommended  to  the 
aforesaid  States  without  loss  of  time  to  furnish  the  army  of  the  United 
States  with  the  following  quantities  of  fresh  beef,  exclusive  of  hides 
and  tallow,  for  the  month  of  July,  viz: 

Massachusetts,  240,000  pounds  wb 

Connecticutt,  210,000 

Hew  Hampshire,  90,000 

Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  30,000

And  whereas  it  will  he  absolutely  necessary  that  the  supplies  of 
beef  [be]  regularly  and  punctually  made  at  certain  fixed  days  after 
the  month  of  July, 

Therefore  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  States  he  re- 
quested without  fail  to  furnish  the  quantities  of  beef  hereafter  men- 
tioned, (exclusive  of  hides  and  tallow,)  to  be  delivered  at  camp  or 
such  other  places  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  or 
the  Commissary  General,  in  each  of  the  months  of  August,  September, 
October,  November  and  December,  respectively,  and  that  the  same  be 
delivered  by  said  States  on  the  particular  days  of  each  of  said  months 
following,  viz:
